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YE HAVE NOT PASSED THIS WAY HERETOFORE 

These words are found in Joshua 3:4, being the words of Joshua's of- 
ficers to the people, as the Israelites prepared to enter the promised land. 
They were lacing a now experience. Many strange experiences had 
come to them during the forty years of wandering in the wilderness, but 
this was to be an especially important event. They were to prepare to cross 
the swollen Jordan river into the land which God had promised them many 
years before. 

We may wonder concerning the attitude of the people as they faced 
the flooded Jordan and the difficulties that lay on the other side. Did tl\ey 
trust Joshua as their leader? Moses had died and Joshua had assumed 
his place of leadership at God's command. Then, too, the people on the 
other side of the river were hostile. There would be wars. Perhaps thne 
was an appraisal of themselves as to whether they would be able to defeat 
the enemy. 

They had much to gain if they were successful. It was a good land 
flowing with milk and honey. Their fathers had bitterly complained many 
times during the wilderness journey, even to the point of rebellion. There- 
fore, only two of the original number were permitted to enter the land. 
But now this generation was about to enter this land of promise. 

We find they were loyal to Joshua and willing to follow him "All that 
thou commandest us we will do, and whithersoever thou sendest us we will 
go . . . only the Lord thy God be with thee as he was with Moses . . , only 
be strong and of good courage." Joshua 1:16,17,18. How wonderful was the 
confidence they had in Joshua! 

Concerning the time of their crossing, we read in Joshua 4:19 that "the 
people came up out of Jordan on the tenth day of the first month and en- 
camped in Gilgal." So we see that they entered the promised land about 
the beginning of their New Year. Herein, it would sct:n, could be some 
thoughts for our consideration. 

As we face the New Year, we each are quite aware that we have not 
passed this way heretofore. We realize that we may be walking untrodden 
paths and that we may meet with new and unusual experiences. Do we have 
confidence in our Lord as did the Israelites in Joshua?

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As we look toward this New Year may we "Be strong and of a good 
courage, fear not, nor be afraid of them: for the Lord thy God r he it is 
that doth go with thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee." Deuteronomy 
31:6. 

GETTING THE MOST OUT OF LIFE 

There is an old hyrnn that begins, "Lord, plant my feet on higher 
ground!" And it's a prayer you can make when you can't make any other. 
There are limes in the life of every one of us when we fee] that the light 
within has been blown out — that light which has been to us a pillar of fire 
by night, a cloud by day, and a sustaining hand which has held us close 
through all the dark times. 

But even in this dreadful experience we can cry out and say, "Lord, 
plant my feet on higher ground! Don't let me sit hero and weep; take me 
up to whore I can get a view!" That's what we need — a view! We have lost 
our light because we have lost our power to see, and because we have cov- 
ered it up with a bushel. 

Many saints are content to live like men in coal mines, who see not 
the sun. Tears mar their faces, when they might anoint them with celestial 
oil. I believe that many of us pine in a dungeon when we might walk on the 
housetop and take a view of Canaan. Cast away whatever interferes with 
thy pure love to Christ. Make Him the source, the center, and the circum- 
ference of all thy soul's range of delight. Rest no longer satisfied with thy 
selfish attainments — aspire to a higher, a nobler, a fuller life. Upward 
to heaven, nearer to God. 

"I want to scale the utmost height, 
And catch a gleam of glory bright; 
But still I'll pray, till heaven I've found, 
'Lord, lead me on to higher ground'." 

Not many of us are living at our best. We linger in the lowlands be- 
cause we are afraid to climb. We do not seem to know what the Man of 
Galilee meant when He said, "He that loseth his life for my sake shall find 
it." We all like to talk about what we have done, what sacrifices we make, 
what we have given up for Christ, and forget that we must give up these 
selfish attainments, if wo shall find our life. We must lose ourselves in order 
to find ourselves. 

Every day I hear someone talking about his rights. He wants his rights, 
he demands his rights, he sues for his rights. While eating dinner one day 
in a large restaurant I observed a man. He was stately ,— appeared to be 
faring well with this world's goods. The restaurant was crowded and the 
waitresses were rushed; they seemed tired and nervous, yet he rapped on 
his table and demanded better service. It was his rights that were suffering. 

Then on the other hand I hear folks say, "Well, what does life mean 
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anyway — what is there in life for me to live for?" They become despond- 
ent. Both these individuals demand more than they give. We must put 
something into life in order to get something out. We must lose ourselves. 

A good example is David Livingstone. He gave his life in Africa for 
Christ's sake that he might find it in eternity. His was not a selfish service,-- 
he felt it his duty to bring enlightenment and happiness to a people in dark- 
ness. When we lay ourselves aside and sec others, then we begin to live,- 
begin to find our life. 

Sometimes we might fail to get the most out of life by some disobedi- 
ence that has darkened the sources of light in us — something that we are 
doing that we know is not God's will for us, or something that we know we 
should be doing but refuse to do. 

Or, perhaps we are struck blind suddenly by anger, or by an unjust 
hurt given by someone we love, and all the fountains of life in us go dry. 
The Man of Galilee again says, "Be ye angry, and sin not: let not the sun 
go down upon your wrath." We have temperance lessons, and discuss the 
drunkard — strong drink and beer — the reaction it has on our bodies. But 
we neglect to emphasize "anger" in these temperance lessons. 

When we study the structure of our bodies and especially the gland- 
ular system, we find that anger produces more poison in our bodies than many 
thinking. Although it may be more difficult, it goes down deeper. Let us 
drinks of whiskey. Observe a person that has been in a fit of anger— notice 
how long it takes him to recover fully. Sometimes it takes several days 
for the poison produced by the adrenal gland, from a fit of anger, to pass 
off. When people hurt you or drive you to anger, caU for help silently, and 
don't speak until it comes. 

Be careful how you think — you may rise or fall according to your 
thought life. "As he thinketh in his heart, so is he." You judge people by 
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their thoughts. You judge yourself that way; you condemn yourself for 
careless thinking; you surfer because of wrong thinking, and when you are 
ill you get well by taking thought. Let us climb to higher ground in our 
thinking. Although it may be more difficult, it goes down deeper. Let us 
live the dedicated, truth-seeking life of a Christian, slowly advancing, filled 
with discovery, victory, failures, holy moments of light. 

Tranquility is something else to attain. Be not disturbed at trifles or 
accidents, common or avoidable. Tranquility of mind is absolutely neces- 
sary for one's happiness and accomplishment of good work. People are all 
alike in having some cares, some sorrows, some fears, some anxieties. 
But the real difference between people is the way they bear them. 

The only way to live in a world like this is to live at one time and the 
same time, two lives — the outer life and the inner life. The Gospels say 
two things — "Give us this day our daily bread," and "Man cannot live by 
bread alone." The former is absolutely necessary for the outer life and the 
latter is equally necessary for the inner life. 

There is a wonderful happiness one can possess by doing something 
tor someone we don't like or somebody we resent. Send out a little stream 
of interest, of kindness, of understanding, or of gifts. Then you have been 
carried nearer to the most wonderful happiness, the feeling of the oneness 
of all life, that all are brethren in the flesh and that all should be brethren 
and sisters in the Spirit. 

As we enter the New Year let us help someone to get back lost faith, 
let us waken faith in someone, let us pour more faith into the world. Let 
us go about with light, happiness, and faith shining out of our lives. Let 
us lose ourselves in helping others.

PRAYER VEIL 

There are not many people today who claim to be Christians, who be- 
lieve it is necessary for women to veil their heads, as Paul gives directions 
in the Corinthian letter. 

They make many excuses but the one most commonly used that it is a 
Hebrew custom and it is not meant for us today. I want to examine I Cor. 
11 in the light of Hebrew custom and see if it is reasonable to believe such 
a theory. I wonder how much of the chapter these same people would be 
willing to say was an old Hebrew custom. 

Paul says, "Be ye followers of me, even as I also am of Christ" (v. 1). 
Is this verse still binding on us today or is it a Hebrew custom? 

"Now I praise you, brethren, that ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I delivered them to you" (v. 2). Are we, today, 
still to keep the ordinances as Paul delivered them at that time? Or is 
this still a Hebrew custom? 
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"But I would have you know, that the head of every man is Christ; and 
the head of the woman is the man; and the head of Christ is God" (v. 3). 
Is Christ still the head of man today, and God the head of Christ? Who 
would deny that Christ is the head of man? Paul says in Eph. 1;22 that 
God ". . . gave him to be head over all things. , . ." The order of headship 
is the same today as it was when Paul wrote to the Corinthian church. 
Namely, man is the head of woman, Christ is the head of man, and God 
is the head of Christ. 

"Every man praying or prophesying (teaching), having his head cov- 
ered, dishonoreth his head" (v. 4) . Paul is saying here that every man that 
prays or prophesies with his head covereth dishonoreth Christ, who is the 
head of man. 

"But every woman that prayeth or prophesieth with her head uncovered 
dishonoreth her head: for that is all one as if she were shaven" Cv. 5). This 
is the passage that is claimed to be the Hebrew custom. This passage plain- 
ly states that the woman that prays or prophesieth with her head uncovered 
dishonoreth her head. I want to make this statement which is according 
to the teaching of the Bible, that the Divine order of headship is the same 
today as it was in the time of the apostles. The Word of God does not change. 
It also teaches that a woman who does not cover her head when she prays 
is the same as if her head were shaven. This again is against the teaching 
of the Bible, for her hair is given her for a covering, (v. 15). 

The seventh verse tells why the man ought not to cover his head, "For a 
man ought not to cover his head, forasmuch as he is the image and glory 
of God : but the woman is the glory of the man." Man recognizes that he is 
the image of God and that Christ is his head. By covering her head the 
woman honors her head, which is man. She not only honors man by cov- 
ering her head but honors the divine order of headship. By refusing to 
cover her head she refuses to recognize her head and that she is subject 
to man, 

I challenge any man to show me that any part of the eleventh chapter 
is just an old Hebrew custom, 

Eph. 5:24,2o, "Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so let the 
wives be to their own husbands in everything. Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the church, and gave himself for it." This is a 
forgotten command today. It is just as binding on us today as it was when 
it was written. The woman who accepts and recognizes her head today 
will wear the veil as directed by the Apostle Paul. 

II Tim. 3:16,17, "All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in right- 
tousness : That the man of God my be perfect, throughly furnished unto 
all good works." This says all scripture is inspired of God. Notice that all 
scripture is for a purpose, not a part and the rest just a Hebrew custom 
to be set aside at will. This verse tells us the purpose. There are four 
things specifically slated which is the purpose of the Scripture. Namely,— 
doctrine, reproof, correction, instruction in righteousness, that the man of 
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God may be perfect. 

I have read that before the year 1800 all the churches in existence at 
that time practiced the instruction found in the eleventh chapter of I Cor- 
inthians, Since then even the ones whose women veiled their heads in wor- 
ship have laid it aside. Why? Today most of the churches are just teaching 
a social gospel and that the Bible is just another book, containing a good 
moral code. They are teaching that Jesus is not divine, that man evolved 
from a lower form of life and was not created in the likeness of God, as the 
Bible teaches,

"HE SHALL DIRECT THY PATHS" 

Proverbs 3:6, "In all thy ways acknowledge him, 
and he shall direct thy paths." 
A Christian man sat in the Master's presence thinking of the coming 
new year. It was a good solemn thing to do. The man's thoughts in the 
Presence ran thus : "Seeing Him, I am sure that every year is the year of 
our Lord. It ought to be begun, continued, and ended in Him. He will be 
with me in all the days. My days msut be in His hands." The Christian man 
continued his meditation — always in His presence. "What sort of man 
ought I to be, this year and all years ?" The answer came out of an old word 
which had new meaning, in His presence: "Complete in Him." Again he 
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asked: "What kind of work ought I to do this year and all years?" The 
centuries fade away and he seems to hear again: "Whatsoever he saith 
unto you, do it." He asked again, "Where shall I go to be His man and to do 
His work 7" Once more old words leap into new times : "To your household, 
to your neighbor, and to all the world." How can I do all this?" "The en- 
trance of thy word giveth light," therefore give yourself to Bible study; 
"not by might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts, there- 
fore give yourself to prayer; "I can do all things through Christ," there- 
fore give yourself to work; "in all things he might have the pre-eminence," 
therefore give yourself to Him. And the man arose from the meditation to 
make the New Year and all years, years of the Lord. And the Master arose 
and went with the man.— N. W. Christian Advocate. 

It was the writer to the Hebrews who received divine inspiration from 
God to record that all the great patriarchs who died in faith confessed they 
were strangers and pilgrims on the earth. Each God-fearing man had a 
forvvard look that took his mind from the things of the earth, earthly; and 
centered it upon the tilings of heaven, heavenly. Long before the Aposde 
Paul had penned his words to the Colossian brethren these God-fearing men 
had received the divine admonition to set their affections on things above 
and not on things on the earth. 

This land with its people, in which we find ourselves at the close of this 
old year and at the opening of the coming new year, is becoming more and 
more complex, and less and less like God. The fact that the righteousnes and 
true holiness of God is so little in evidence among His creatures reveals 
two truths. First, that all men as wandering sheep have gone astray; and 
second, that all who have returned unto the Shepherd and Bishop of their 
souls have done so by acknowledging God, and allowing Him to direct their 
paths. 

It is natural for man to follow a downward course, drifting with the 
current, or rising and falling with the tide. He follows a strange path in 
a strange land, with no guide, no chart, no compass. "And God saw that 
the wickedness of man was groat cm. the earth, and that every imagination 
of the thoughts of his heart was only evil continually." For this cause God 
purposed in His heart to destroy man whom He had created in His own 
image from off the face of the earth. The deceitful part of sin is that man 
does not see sin to be sinful, and even though his heart is desperately wicked 
he doesn't know it, because Satan has blinded his heart and mind. Yes, 
man's way naturally is perverse. For this reason we need to abandon our 
own will and accept the will of God through Christ Jesus our Lord, by the 
aid of the Holy Spirit. Then, even though our way may not always be clear 
and bright, we can rest securely, and be satisfied that God is directing our 
paths. 

Years ago much of Northern Michigan was entirely new country, cov- 
ered with dense forests, and almost without roads. The best woodsman was 
liable to be lost among the trails, unless he carried a pocket compass. A 
settler of those days tells this story: 
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"One day I had been in the woods, when, though I could not see the 
sun or sky, I knew by settling darkness that night was coming on, and 
started, as I thought, for home. I was so certain of my direction that for 
sometime I did not look at the compass. On doing so, however, I was great- 
ly surprised to find that, whereas I had thought I was going east, in reality 
I was bound due west. Not only was I surprised, but so sure of my own 
judgment and so disgusted with the compass, that I raised my arm to 
throw it away. 

'Then, pausing, I thought, 'You have never lied to me yet, and 111 trust 
you once more.' I followed it and came out all right." 

So, in like manner, with all the darkness, pitfalls, problems, and per- 
plexities that may lie before and around us during tin's coming new year, 
we can trust our feet to the guidance of Him who has promised to direct 
our paths; remembering, "He is faithful that promised." 

It is all very beautiful to feel such confidence in God, but remember the 
forepart of our text tells us that our paths will be God-directed when we 
acknowledge Him in all our ways. Yes, we have been taught what is right 
and what is wrong; we have been taught to abhor that which is evil and 
cleave to that which is good ; yet many of us are making miserable failures 
trying to make God think as we think, trying to make Him conform His 
will to our will. We bring our wants and desires to Him, and lay our plans 
before God, beseeching Him to bless us in our endeavor. Then, because we 
fail to realize that God's thoughts are so much higher than our thoughts, 
even as the heaven is high above the earth, and His ways are just so far 
removed from our ways, we depart discouraged from prayer and some- 
times even from fellowship with our Lord. 

In acknowledging God we place God first and foremost. We recognize 
His greatness and knowledge, His faithfulness and holiness, His purpose and 
will, appropriating these attributes unto ourselves for His praise and glory. 
During this new year may these divine attributes of God be revealed more 
serenely unto us His children; and may they be reflected more clearly by 
us to our fellow men. 

Will your life be blest and be a blessing during the coming year? Will 
you enter new paths heretofore untrodden, with courage and confidence? 
Will you be patient and submissive, yet diligent and progressive, as He 
leads you forward in His service? If this is your prayer then; 

"Trust in the Lord with all thine heart; and lean not unto thine own 
understanding. In all thy ways acknowledge Him, and He shall direct thy 
paths. Be not wise in thine own eyes; fear the Lord, and depart from evil."

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A CHRISTIAN HOME IN OUR DAY 

"Our day" is not the only day of its kind. It is the first time for these days 
—the days which are now passing— to come and go. We are nearer the "last 
days," or their close, than we have ever been, and during the approaching 
close of those days real Gospel faith and obedience will wane and all but 
disappear from the earth. With this in mind we get an idea of the thought 
of "our day" in which we are to have Christian homes and bring up chil- 
dren for the Lord. 

God gave valuable instruction to Israel, the principal of wiiich still lives. 
Deuteronomy 11 :18-22 is one of the many passages of Scriptures that estab- 
lishes the necessity of keeping God's Word before our children. It should 
be given a prominent place in our homes. 

I grew up in a Christian home, reared five children in a Christian home 
and visited hundreds of Christian homes, yet I never have seen the perfect 
home. Homes, of course, are just as perfect as the people who lve in them. 
Various homes have various outstanding weaknesses — some one thing and 
some another, depending generally upon the weaknesses of the parents in 
the home. And may we be reminded that these weaknesses of the parents 
are often enlarged upon in the lives of the children. Parents, therefore, can 
not he too careful, nor live too much like Christ for their children's sake. 

The one outstanding weakness of many Christian parents is what Christ 
refers to as "cares of this life." When our hearts are thus burdened we are 
apt to neglect our spiritual duly toward our children, and they, as well as 
other people, may find it difficult to take our Christian claims seriously. 
Where are the homes that always take plenty of time for family worship? 
A Scripture passage may be read with the children, followed by prayer, but 
why not have a thirty-minute discussion of the lesson and time for ques- 
tions and answers to drive the truths home to each member of the family 
circle? Instead we hurry to our work and in thirty minutes the lesson is 
pretty well forgotten. Truly, we fail to do our part in making our homes 
the Bible schools they should be. If children do not know much about the 
Bible, the parents are to blame. The same may be true of the peculiar 
doctrines of the plain church. If children are lax in church attendance, in 
Sunday observance, in dressing modestly, etc., perhaps it is because we 
failed to bring to them the conviction that these things are of God, or we 
failed to get them to see that it is necessary to obey God in every detail. 
The parents have the first responsibility to the child, and the church (espe- 
cially the ministry), the next. 

Outside influences have a definite bearing on our boys and girls. The 
evils that bring pressure on our youih now are many. They appear as in- 
viting as man can make them, and common sins are being classed (by 
man) as respectable. Since we have taverns all over the country, people 
try to tell us that women are making them respectable. The truth is, a tav- 
ern cannot be made respectable or right. God is against the whole business. 
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Four evils in particular influence our youth and our homes in our day. 

1. Neglect of Parents. Recently a judge was asked, "Do you believe in 
the old saying, The hand that rocks the cradle rules the world?' " He re- 
plied, "I certainly do, but the hand that should be rocking the cradle is 
working in factories and the homes are going to hell." His statement, while 
not applicable to all homes, is quite largely true. Parents are neglecting 
their children's spiritual interests, and then wonder why they have no in- 
terest in spiritual things. Even though we all may have failed to a certain 
extent we must conclude that the home's spiritual interests dare not take 
second place in our lite program. As parents, let the past be past; but doing 
business with God and the lives He has given us is our most important 
work. Eternity alone will reveal where our keenest interests have been. 

2. The Pleasure God has many worshipers, and plenty of them are 
fathers and mothers in the Church. The home itself is the most pleasurable 
place on earth — if it is a Christian home. It does not take a movie, a fair, 
a ball game, a nonsensical TV program, a lot of foolish talk to satisfy a 
Christian man or woman; they feci better satisfied at home than anywhere 
else because of the home atmosphere. 

3. The Fashion Goddess is a powerful influence in our homes. Here 
again the parents must shoulder most of the responsibility. Certainly the 
ministry is not to be absolved entirely from guilt, but our subject now is 
the home. Many brethren are becoming fashionable and many of our sisters 
have thrown modesty to the wind. How did all this come about and where 
were we parents and preachers when it happened? Parents, where is the 
fault? How will we answer before God? With modesty and simplicity going, 
the ordinances and nonresistance will go also. Then the Fashion Goddess 
will have robbed us of our identity as a full-gospel people. Fashion is a 
sly mistress but she has thousands of followers, and many in the Church. 

4. The God of Intemperance. Failure to bring our bodies "into subjec- 
tion" is telling on our youth and in our homes today, "Be a man; smoke 
a cigarette," the boys and girls are told; and too many are doing so. "Take 
a social drink; it won't hurt you," our youth are hearing on every hand; 
and do. Have we parents taught our boys and girls that these things are 
wrong? In this day of licensed lust of nearly all kinds our children need 
the grace of God to put to practice the scriptural teaching they should have 
been receiving for a number of years. 

Thank God, a Christian home is possible in our day. Sin abounds in the 
world but grace abounds much more. Thank God for the Christian homes 
here and there. Thank God for Christian parents today. In these days when 
home seems to mean so little, may God raise up a million or more young 
men and women who will be determined to establish homes in which Jesus 
actually is King and Ruler. To make this possible, we fathers and mothers 
must do our part now.

Is it not true that one 
cause of present day indifferenese to the church is because its members 
have failed to read the Bible and to live its truths? There is an amazing 
ignorance of the Bible today among those who should know it. One church 
member thought that "Dan and Beersheba were husband and wife like 
Sodom and Gomorrah." A young girl was assigned by her teacher to read 
and report on the first chapter of Genesis. When asked to report, she said, 
"I could not find it." A public school teacher was asked who wrote the 
book of revelation and to whom it was addressed. His answer was, "Moses 
wrote Revelation and addressed it to the Hebrews." Other such examples 
of ignorance could be cited. The Holy Bible is available to everyone, is in- 
expensive, printed in our own language, hence there is no excuse for ig- 
norance of it. It is considered respectable to have a Bible in the house, but 
what good will it to in a trunk or a bookcase only to gather dust from disuse? 

People say they have no time to read the Bible, or if they do have time 
they are too tired. Foolishness! A -church member has time to read his 
daily newspaper and to listen to his favorite radio program. Why not time 
to spend a few minutes with God's Word? We can do anything we want to, 
for 'Where there is a will there is a way." Just think how much sweeter, 
happier, more effective our lives would be if we would spend a few mo- 
ments each day with God's Book! And how different the churches would 
be, full of people instead of half full, plenty of funds instead of half enough ! 
God speaks to our souls through His Word. The Bible is the engineer on 
life's railway to heaven, the compass on life's ship, the Christian's sword, 
the traveler's staff, a love letter, a volume of treasures. It is a book for 
old and young, for rich and poor. 

The use of the Bible may be effective or ineffective according to the 
method employed. So a word about method. Do not try to read this pre- 
cious Book when tired, sleepy, nervous, or irritable. Do not try to get its 
message to your soul when there is a noise or commotion about you. Be 
alone, if possible; certainly be quiet and calm. Do this when you are at 
your best physically and mentally. Before reading, pray. Ask the Holy 
Spirit to illumine your mind that you may understand His message. Read 
the Bible by books or by subjects. Adopt some method and follow it. Start 
on the easier passages, and when you become more experienced go on to 
the more difficult. Matthew or the Psalms would be a good place to begin. 
Have at hand a commentary or dictionary of the Bible. Read slowly. After 
reading, close your eyes and repeat to yourself the material read. Memorize 
outstanding pasages. After reading, pray again. Then go out into life and 
try to put into practice the truths you have been studying. No one can 
measure the amount of good to be derived from daily reading of God's 
ord.W Read it to be wise, believe it to be safe, practice it to be holy. Read 
it daily!— The Presbyterian.

GETTING THE BEST OF FEAR 

It is said that babies are born with only two fears — fear oE falling and 

fear of loud noises. But man seems to have the capacity to learn new fears 
at arc amazing rate. 

We live in a neurotic age. People are full of all kind of fears. Christ 
characterized the time before His coming again as a day when "men's 
hearts (would be) failing them for fear" (Luke 21:26). 

The strongest Christians are pierced with the devil's darts of dread, 
doubt, and fear. One of the enemies within us is fear. Mostly, we are afraid 
of our own fears. It is often true that "we have nothing to fear but fear 
itself." 

We should have only one kind of fear, and that is humble reverence and 
awe for the holiness, majesty, and power of God. This fear, the Bible says, 
"is the beginning of wisdom" (Psalms 111:10). 

Yet we are afraid in many ways. 
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Fear is the most devastating of all human emotions! It is "private 
enemy number one"!! The Christian must learn to get the best of fear, or 
else fear will get the best of him. 

What is fear? A theoretical definition tells us that fear is a painful 
emotion characterized by disquiet, anxious concern, alarm, and dread. A 
popular definition extremely paradoxical in its statement reminds us that 
fear is in reality, faith in the thing that we do not want to happen. 

The earliest fear recorded in Holy Scripture is that which gripped our 
first parents after they had lost their estate of holiness and bliss through 
their disobedience. Once they had sinned Adam and Eve knew what it 
meant to be afraid, to fear punishment, to feel pangs of conscience and the 
gnawings of remorse. Thus fear came into the world through sin, through 
the estrangement of God and man. And sin has caused man to fear ever 
since {Genesis 3; Hebrews 2:14-15). 

The conquest of harmful fears is achieved by a living faith in the Lord. 
We have the right to be free from care when we yield our lives to Christ, 
because this automatically puts us into God's family. Then one can con- 
fidently follow the Apostle Peter's advice : "Casting aU your care upon him ; 
for he careth for you" (I Peter 5:7). The Bible says, "God is our refuge 
and strength, a very present help in trouble. Therefore will not we fear, 
though the earth be removed, and though the mountains be carried into the 
midst of the sea. The Lord of hosts is with us; the God of Jacob is our 
refuge" (Psalms 46:1-2,11). 

One night when a great ocean vessel was sailing between Liverpool 
and New York, a storm arose and the huge boat gave a sudden lurch. In- 
stantly everyone was awake and afraid. That is, everyone but the eight- 
year-old daughter of the captain. 

The little girl, who was thrown out of bed, stood up rubbing her eyes 
and asked, "What's the matter?" 

Her mother told her about the storm and danger, 

"But isn't Daddy on deck?" asked the child. 

"Surely," replied her mother, 

•Then I'm going back to bed," said the girl, and she was soon asleep 
again. She had complete confidence in her father. 

This old world of ours is rocking and lurching from side to side. Dooms- 
day seems imminent. But the Christian is able to live above the anxiety 
that is all around him. He has found the secret of conquering fear. The 
Bible says, "We have a strong city; salvation will God appoint for walls 
and bulwarks. Open ye the gates, that the righteous nation which keepeth 
the truth may enter in. Thou wilt keep him in perfecct peace, whose mind 
is stayed on thee : because he trusteth in thee. Trust ye in the Lord forever : 
for in the Lord Jehovah is everlasting strength" (Isaiah 26:1-4). 

The question you face, friend, is, Will you enter this walled city of the 
Lord? The conquest of fear can be achieved only by putting your trust in 
God.

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TIME 

Time is a precious commodity to most of us. When we are young in 
years we quite possibly do not appreciate the value of time as much as we 
should or as much as we do after we have experienced a few more years of 
life. We often hear time spoken of in contrast to eternity. The dictionary 
gives one definition of time as being "a measured duration" as compared 
with eternity for which we have no distinguishing signs. 

We generally think of time in terms of years, months, weeks, days, 
hours or minutes. This designation is important to us in arranging our 
affairs. Think what confusion would' res lilt if we had no designated time 
for our church services to begin or for going to our work or in many other 
instances! 

But what is time? It is the very material of life. It is the very measure 
of our existence. How time appears to us is greatly dependent upon our 
position. The young in years often feel that time moves slowly, in their 
desire to be grown to adulthood. If we dread or fear something, time passes 
all to quickly. On the other hand, if we suffer pain, time passes aM too 
slowly. However, for the most part t'me passes in an orderly and even 
manner. 

What is the value of time to us? We would be at a complete loss to 
place a value upon time for it is our life. And, reaPy, time is scarce. Time 
slips by so easily. What was the value of time to Hezekiah, who turned 
his face to the wall and prayed to the Lord? In response to his plea, fifteen 
years were added to his life, II Kings 20. What would the foolish rich man, 
who was prepared for a life of ease, have given for more time in the night 
in which his soul was required? None have any amount of time guaranteed 
unto us. "If the days of our years are threescore years and ten; and if by 
reason of strength they be fourscore years; yet is their strength labour and 
sorrow; for it is soon cut off, and we fly away," Psa. 90:10. James tells us 
that life "is a vapour, that appeareth for a little time, and then vanisheth 
away," Jas. 4:7. 

Since time is of such great value, how may we make the best applica- 
tion of it? We need a certain amount of education in order i.o pursue cur 
business or vocation. We need to improve our mind that we might be more 
useful unto our Lord. Certainly our greatest concern should be the welfare 
of our soul. This life is the period of our stewardship. Time is given us to 
help others and to make ready for the Heavenly state. 

"See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, but as wise, re- 
deeming the time, because the days are evil," Eph. 5:15.16. Redeeming the 
time; to buy back or recover. How often have we "stood idle in the market- 
place?" We know, of course, that we can't entirely recover lost time, but 
we can do much to make up for it. Those who have started late in travelling 
may, by close attention and perseverance, make up some of the time lost. 

We may redeem the time by saving time. How niueh titae is wasted 
in the frivolous things of the world! Many engage in foolish talking and 
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jesting, which are not convenient. Surely, some time coald be saved here. 

Then if we cherish activity and diligence, we may possibly recover 
more time. The trend is toward less work, shorter hours, more free time — - 
which may be good if rightly used. But indolence is ruinous to the phys- 
ical body, detrimental to the mind and eventually to society itself. "What- 
esoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy might." 

We are to redeem the time because the days are evil. Surely there is 
no doubt in our minds that this is true. There are many who oppose those 
who desire to love and serve God. There are many snares and many attrac- 
tions to draw us aside. Let us be vigilant. 

The subject of time should be important to each of us. As we have 
entered into this New Year may we redeem the time . . . "Knowing the time, 
that now it is high time to awake out of sleep; for now is our salvation 
nearer than when we believed," Rom. 13:11.

Again we read, "Wherefore conre out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive 
you, and will be a father unto you, and yet shall be my sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty" (II Cor. 6:17, 18). 

It is a sad thing indeed to see the young people marry out of God's 
order. No doubt but that one of the main reasons why there are so many 
sad homes and the alarming number of divorces is because God's claims 
are ignored. People depend upon their own feelings in settling this impor- 
tant event which will affect their whole life. 

A young girl of my acquaintance married an unsaved young man. As 
soon as the marriage ceremony was performed he moved her into a comun- 
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ity where she had no opportunity of attending public worship. As a result 
she lost out in her soul and is today in the insane asylum. Several precious 
little innocent girls were left behind to share in the sad mistake of the 
mother in not taking heed to the Scripture quoted above. And just to think, 
it could have been avoided. 

It is true the above is an extreme case, but the judgment day itself 
will only reveal the great host that are caught in this "snare of the devil." 
One person came to the writer with about the following words, "Don't fail 
to warn the people whenever you go about marrying out of the order of 
the Lord. If I could have heard this subject preached on I might not have 
been in this trap, but I didn't hear it preached until it was too late." 

There is no doubt if the preachers would preach more plainly on this 
subject there would not be so many of our young people caught in this 
trap to their deep and lasting sorrow. None should ever take this step until 
they have recceived the advice of the more serious of their brethren. May 
the Lord bless and keep our precious young poeple out of this "snare of 
the devil."

CHRISTIAN SPEECH AND CONDUCT 

It is only natural for human beings to desire high standards, but how 
miserably so many of us fail in speech! What is the cause? There are many 
causes, but they all center around a main one, that is, heart condition. If 
the heart is right, the speech will be likewise. The very center of our life is 
the heart. In Prov. 4:23 we have these words: "Keep thy heart with all 
diligence; for out of it are the issues of life." A beautiful character rises 
out of a beautiful heart. It blooms just like the flower, and people can 
easily scent its perfume. The source of the evil of the tongue is from the 
evil one at work in the heart. 

To have proper fruit in our speech and conduct we must look at these 
sources from whence our heart is inspired to speak, "for out of the abund- 
ance of the heart the mouth speaketh" (Matt. 12;34). "Let your speech be 
alway with grace, seasoned with salt" (Col. 4:6). Paul in writing to the 
Colossian Church further instructed them: "Let the word of Christ dwell 
in you richly in all wisdom; teaching and admonishing one another in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing with grace in your hearts 
to the Lord" (Col. 3:16). Also in his letter of encouragement to the Ephes- 
ians we have these words, "But fornication, and all uncleanness, or covet- 
ousness, let it not once be named among you, as becometh saints; neither 
filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, which are not convenient; but 
rather giving of thanks" (Eph. 5:3,4). 

Here is a catalog of things which do not belong to pure speech: idle 
words, bywords, slang phrases, vulgar language, profanity, gossiping, re- 
hashing unedifying yarns, etc. Two things are essential to success in elim- 
inating them from our speech. (1) We must have a pure heart, for Jesus 
said, "Out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh." (2) We 
must make a persistent, prayerful effort to overcome our former habits. 
Let us keep our speech pure. Paul in writing to Timothy said, "Let no man 
despise thy youth; but be thou an example of the believers, in word, in 
conversation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity" (I Tim. 4:12). Speech 
is the great characteristic that distinguishes us from animals, so let us make 
the most of it. Refrain from evil speaking, "Speak evil of no man" (Tit. 
3:2). Peter in his first epistle, chapter 3, verse 10, says, "For he that will 
love life and see good days, let him refrain his tongue from evil, and his 
lips that they speak no guile." 

Be not a talebearer, neither a hearer of talebearing. Talebearing is a 
deadly sin, spells ruin to any character, and means an end to all spirituality. 
It is one of the meanest of sins, for it acts in secret and does not give the 
other person a chance to defend himself. It shows no respect, and it attacks 
the best of men and women. It regards no man's reputation sacred, not even 
the minister of God's Gospel, of whom Scripture speaks in no mincing terms, 
that it is a double crime to speak evil. No wonder Dr. Talmage in speaking 
on talebearing and one who is quick to listen, said that "both parties should 
be hung up, the one by the tongue and the other by the ear." Talebearing 
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is a crime, not a weakness ; it is a sin, not a fault. 

Flattery is another evil of speech and is based on false principles and 
goes hand in hand with deceit. "A man that flattereth his neighbor spread- 
eth a net for his feet" {Prov. 29.5). 

Faultfinding is another error. We cannot afford to employ our tongue 
in finding faults in others, for we rest assured that we have plenty of our 
own which we would not like to have people speak about. 

Sarcasm is another misuse of the tongue. What at absurd thing it is to 
discuss sarcastically all the helpful deeds and good qualities of our neigh 
bors! "Sarcasm." says the writer, "is the resouce of a shallow and base 
mind," Along with sarcasm we find insults going hand in hand. Most people 
give insults for the sake of getting even. There is only one real way of get- 
ting even, and that is to forgive and forget. 

Refrain from quarreling. Be not contentious, for as "wood to fire; 
so is a contentious man to kindle strife" (Prov. 26:21), Guard against fret- 
ting and grumbling, but rather be of a sunny, cheerful disposition for this 
is contagious. Wear a sunny smile. Change your frown and fretful look'ng 
face into one with a joyous smile. Cultivate the spirit of joy, gladness and 
happiness. Joy makes life worth while; it is the song of the heart, it makes 
the difficult easy,, it lightens our burdens, and helps us smile at our own 
follies. How much pleasanter life would be to us if, during the trials and 
hardships which we must meet in this life, we could but smile and make 
the best of the situation, instead of grumbling and fretting about things, 
as we most generally do. Let us not forget this little statement in regard 
to grumbling, that there are two things about which we should never 
grumble, that which you "can help" and that which you "can't help." I'm 
sure that if we follow this little rule, life will not only be pleasanter to us 
but also to those about us. 

Just as there are so many evil things which we must refrain in our 
speech, so are there things that are needful and helpful in our conversation. 
Kind words, praise, sympathy, encouragement, truth, sound conversation, 
cheery greetings and friendly good-by's; words of appreciation and admira- 
tion — all go to make up the speech of a Christian. Let us strive to make 
the words of our mouth and the meditation of our heart to be acceptable 
in the sight of the Lord. Let us not be afraid to testify of the good others 
have done, for we ourselves might some day appreciate such encouragement. 

Speaking now of our conduct as Christians let us apply the Golden 
Rule to our lives. "Therefore alll things whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to them ; for this is the law and the proph- 
ets" (Matt. 7:12). Let us live out the Golden Rule. To do so we must 
refrain from unkind deeds. Cheating would be completely out of the ques- 
tion, as would also spiteful tricks and all revengeful acts. We would find 
that all would be done with orderliness, with patience, with simplicity. 
Thoughts would be for others, hands and feet would be willing to serve 
others. Day after day there would be a striving to help or to boost others 
along. Would it pay? It certainly would, for we have this pronrse that 
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■'Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap." And if we sow to the 
good, just think what a bountiful harvest that would be! Let us not wait 
to begin acting in our endeavor to live out the Golden Rule. Now is the 
time to rid our hearts of selfishness and prepare to help our fellow men. 
Let us get ready to lend a helping hand in encouraging others, for some day 
we may need encouragement. 

"A little boosting now and then, 
Is relished by the most of men, 
No matter what your job may he, 
If cutting hay or serving tea. 
A cheery word, a kindly smile, 
A pleasant nod once in a while 
May be the sanding of the track 
For some poor friend who's slipping back. 

"It isn't 'blarney', 'bunk', nor show' 
To give a friend a glad 'Hello,' 
And let him know you mean it, too 
For somehow it comes back to you 
And makes for you a brighter day. 
The moral is, again I say, 
If s relished by the most of men, 
A little boosting now and then." 

How true this is! One cannot realize how much good can be done by 
just speaking a few kind words. We know not how deep they will go. "Pleas- 
ant words are as an honeycomb, sweet to the soull, and health to the bones" 
(Prov. 16:24). 

Just as we must be careful, watchful, prayerful and pure in our speech 
so must we be in our actions or conduct. Let us remember that we live in 
a two -fold life — a life of purpose and intent and a life of action. We know 
that character is formed by the thoughts and intents of the heart, and that 
actions are the outflow of the thoughts of the heart. Unworthy action 
is the result of unworthy thought life. Let us watch against the "little 
foxes." Let us set a watch over our thoughts, our words and our conduct. 
Let our speech be always seasoned with salt that it may minister grace to 
those that hear. Our Captain wants us to stand as His witnesses, true, loyal, 
faithful, everywhere and at all times. Let us walk carefully. We will pass 
away, but our influence will go on forever. The record of our life we will 
some day meet just as we made it. Rev. 20:12. 

I know, we as Christians must suffer many hardships and trials in our 
walk of life, but take courage.

GOING BACK TO BETHEL 

A young man is running away from home. So goes a story in Genesis 
28. Young men and women have been doing that for a long time. Usually 
they run away because something is wrong in the home, or because some- 
thing has gone amiss in their life. In this case Jacob runs from the wrath 
of an irate brother whom he has cheated, and he cannot bear the presence 
of an aged father whom he as deceived. 

Sin is always like that. It leaves its victims running, hiding, and afraid. 
When one sins he is afraid to face those he has wronged, afraid to face 
himsdlf, and most of all afraid to face a just and holy Godl It has ever 
been thus. When our foreparents broke their happy relationship with God, 
He came looking for them in the "cool of the day," and we hear Adam 
say, "1 was afraid, because I was naked; and I hid myself," (Gen. 3:10). 

When Judas betrayed our Lord, we get another picture of the con- 
sequences of sin. Referring to Judas in John 13:30 we read "He then hav- 
ing received the sop went immediatey out; and it was night." It is always 
out : always away, and always night when we sin against God. 

"And Jacob went from Beersheba, and went toward Haran" (Gen. 
28:10). It was night when Jacob came to Bethel. "And he lighted upon a 
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certain place, and tarried there all night, because the sun was set; and he 
took of the stones of that place, and put them for his pillows, and lay 
down in that place to sleep" (Gen. 20:11), but Jacob's sleep was not a 
dreamless sleep, and just as God came seeking His own in the garden of 
Eden, so he sought to awaken the better self in Jacob, 

In a dream God showed Jacob a ladder and angels. Whatever else 
this dream may have meant, it surely left Jacob impressed with the fact 
that even though he had sinned he was not beyond the reach of God. Per- 
haps many have known of a spiritual ladder, unseen at other times but 
quite clear in moments such as Jacob experienced here. As he dreamed, 
the memory of broken vows and better days came to him. Spiritually 
speaking, everyone has a ladder that reaches heavenward, and we climb 
upward by following Him who said, "In my Father's house are many 
mansions, ... I go to prepare a place for you." 

Like many others have done, Jacob almost lost the vision of that 
dream, and even though he made a vow and some promises to God, it was 
a long time before he got around to keeping those promises and that vow. 
We marvel at the Iongsuffering of God. How he waits and waits for some 
to renew their covenant with Him! 

The things that kept Jacob from going back to Bethel were the very 
things that keep so many away in our day. He became rich and success- 
ful. In partnership with bis uncle Laban, Jacob's flocks and herds in- 
creased, and he acquired the beautiful Rachel, for whom he worked seven 
years counting them as so many days because of his love for her. 

But God called Jacob to return to his homeland, "And the Lord said 
unto Jacob, return unto the Hand of thy fathers, and to thy kindred; and 
I will be with thee. . . I am the God of Bethel, where thou anointedst the 
pillar, and where thou vowedst a vow unto me: now arise, get thee out 
from this land, and return unto the land of thy kindred" (Gen, 31:3,13). 
God was still speaking to Jacob in the midst of bis prosperity and suc- 
cess, calling him back to Bethel. 

Finally, Jacob did start toward Bethel and for a while it seemed that 
he might be really on his way. But there were interruptions and he de- 
layed. 

The first of these delays came when he met his brother Esau. "And 
Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, Esau came, and with 
him four hundred men (Gen, 33:1). Now, as brother is about to meet 
brother we wonder what Jacob is thinking. Time and distance will not 
erase the sins that we have committed nor make a wrong right. Fear was 
in Jacob's heart. There must have been an ache within him as he went 
to meet the brother whom he had wronged so long ago. But "Esau ran 
to meet him, and embraced him, and fell on his neck, and kissed him: and 
they wept." 

After this reconciliation, surely Jacob will go on to Bethel rejoicing, 
but we read this disappointing verse, "And Jacob came to Shalem, a city 
of Shechem, which is in the land of Canaan, when he came from Fadan- 
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aram; and pitched his tent before the city" (v. 18). The inevitable hap- 
pened. When we camp along the path of duty instead of moving on under 
the direction of God, there is always trouble. 

Jacob camped along the trail. Note the invitation which came to him. 
"And make ye marriages with us, and give your daughters unto us, and 
take our daughters unto you. And ye shall dwell with us: and the land 
shall before you; dwell and trade ye therein, and get you possessions 
therein." Gen. 34:9,10). This invitation Jacob accepted and he settled in 
Shechem. There his herds and flocks increased and his sons and daughters 
intermarried with the idolaters. But the vision of Bethel was dying out. 
There are some places, however, which one never forgets. We may be 
turned aside by the lure of gold and worldly living, but a still small voice 
calls us to go back to "Bethel." The great tragedy is that so many pay no 
heed to that call. 

One cannot make progress until he responds to the call of God. The 
world willl not tell you to go back. Many wait for just the right circum- 
stance to materialize. Some wait for a companion or some other influence 
to go along. There must come that high moment when one says from his 
heart, "By the grace of God I'm going back to Bethel." At last, Jacob did 
and in the right way. "And God said unto Jacob, Arise, go up to Bethel, 
'and dwell there: and make there an altar unto God, that appeared unto 
thee when thou fleddest from the face of Esau thy brother. Then Jacob 
said unto his household, and to all that were with him, 'Put away the 
strange gods that are among you, and be clean, and change your gar- 
ments'" (Gen. 35:1,2). Later we are told that they gave him the rings from 
their ears and the foreign gods and he buried them under the oak trees. 

God wants an alll out commitment and a wholehearted response to 
His call. Some can never get back to Bethel until they forsake their secret 
sins. Others may be held back by their possessions or false gods. When 
these sins and false gods are put away God will always be found. "Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith the Lord: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool" (Isa. 1:18). 

Everyone has a Bethel in his life. You may have drifted a long way 
from your dreams and your Bethel, but if you make a sincere effort with 
a penitent heart and start down the road that leads to Bethel, you will 
find the loving Father with His forgiving love. It is along this road He 
walks to guide those who have wandered away.

3:6, 
"Even as Abraham believed God, and it was accounted to him for right- 
eousness." 

After God told him to offer Isaac as a sacrifice, did he falter and not 
believe God's promise? No, he still had faith that God would fulfill His 
promise. We know that when Isaac asked Him about a lamb for the sacri- 
fice, Abraham assured him that God would provide one. Wonderful faith 1 
Do we have that kind of faith today? I doubt it. If we had we would be 
doing more for the Lord and His Church than we are doing. 

Failth is indispensable in our religion. Heb. 11:6, "But without faith 
it is impossible to please him : for he that cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him."

WHAT IS CHRISTIANITY? 

In asking this question, we might logically turn to the dictionary to 
find any one of several definitions: the body of Christian believers; the re- 
ligion of Christians ; state or fact of being a Christian ; a particular Christian 
religious system. Yet these definitions would bo of little help in presenting a 
practical view of the meaning of Christianity. Perhaps the best way to un- 
derstand Christianity is to observe it under the conditions of everyday 
living. 

Since the home is the first institution which God established, perhaps 
this is the best place to observe Christianity "at work." How do the mem- 
bers of the family get along together? Does each member have consider- 
ation for the rest of the family. Is love affection, and respect apparent be- 
tween the members of the family or is there quarreling and bickering? The 
difference may be that of a Christian home and a non-Christian home. 

Home should be a place of peace and rest, a refuge from the storms 
of life, a place where we can find comfort and strength. The home of Ruth 
must have been a Godly home. Although sickness and sadness came into 
that home in the loss of her husband, Elimelech, and their two sons, Mah- 
lon and Chilion, her daughters-in-law did not want to part from her. Her 
life had a great influence upon her daugters-in-law. "Be ye kind one to an- 
other,tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even as God for Christ's sake 
hath forgiven you." Eph.4:32. 

Another place we may see Christianity at work is in the business 
world. Christianity is being honest and fair in dealing with others. There 
are yet those who are honest and'' have the respect of their fellow men. 
Prov. 11:1, "A false balance is abomination unto the Lord; but a just weight 
is his delight." Honesty is still good business. 

Christianity in society is in evidence through courtesy. Somestimes we 
almost feel that courtesy is a lost art. There are so many who are selfish 
and rude. It only takes a minute to open a door for someone whose hands 
are full; it helps them and makes us feel better to do an act of kindness 
Are we not too hesitant in taking the opportunity of helping someone? 
There are many who don"t want to be bothered by getting involved. "Be 
kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly love; in honour preferring 
one another." Rom. 12:10. 

Christianity in our work will take the form of thoroughness. This, too, 
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often seems to a lost principle. We see much, work that is done in a care- 
less manner. In industry there are many who have no concern about the 
quality of their workmanship. No doubt many have purchased items that 
didn't give satisfactory service because of faulty manufacture. May it be 
that too many are doing their work as unto men? "Whatsoever ye do, do 
it heartily 'as unto the Lord, and not unto men," Col. 3:23. 

In play, Christianity takes the form of fairness. Children learn fairness, 
truthfulness, and honesty in the home. The child that is taught these char- 
acteristics in the home is not very likely to cheat on his school exams, or to 
lie. Furthermore, he is unlikely to take undue advantage of situations in 
later life. 

There are no doubt many other examples we could bring to mind of 
Christianity at work. In these examples which we have briefly considered, 
they all have one characteristic in common: "As ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise." Luke 6:31.

4. It will be appreciated if you 
gather a particular thought or 
thoughts and their proving Scrip- 
ture quotations, into paragraphs 
and set these apart from the rest 
of the article, by setting in the first 
/line of each paragraph about the 
space of three letters. 

5. Do not crowd your words or 
punctuation marks close together. 
Do not use slang or abbreviated 
words as — "thot" for thought, "2" 
for two, "8s" for and, etc. 

6. Write or typewrite on one 
side of the paper only. Double 
spacing of lines 13 much preferred. 
Do not make the lines the full 
width of the sheet, leave at least 
one inch margin on each side of 
the sheet. 
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7. Use direct quotations for the 
Scripture references, please copy 
the wording and the punctuation 
just as it appears in the King 
James Version of the Bible. Given 
thus: book, chapter and verse, 
"Jesus wept", John 11:35. 

8. Frequent mistakes we find: 
beleive for believe, recieve for re- 
ceive, judgement for judgment, ore 
for or, & for and. 

9. In submitting selected ma- 
terial, give the name of the author 
and the publication in which it 
appeared, if known, and add "se- 
lected by" and your name. 

10. To be certain that an item 
is in a certain issue, your Editor 
should have this item at least 20 
days prior to the date of the issue.

GOSSIP, BOTH VERBAL 
AND BY MAIL 

A. Elders, other officials and all 
others are admonished that be- 
ing busybodies in other men's 
matters, is contrary to the Scrip- 
tures and it should not be in- 
dulged in, as it causes complaint 
and interference with the spir- 



itual life and work of those con- 
cerned. This applies especially 
where there may be trouble in 
the church, both to local mem- 
bers and those elsewhere, talking 
and writing about such matters, 

B. When advice is sought of an of- 
ficial in any church matter 
he (the official) should be 
exceedingly careful in giving 
advice, so as not to interfere in 
any way with proper care of dif- 
ficulties, by officials whose 
business they are. Elders and 
all others should, in seeking ad- 
vice, begin at home when at all 
possible and be careful to pro- 
ceed regularly and in brotherly 
love. 

C. In correspondence, care should 
be exercised not to make state- 
ments that may be construed as 
derogatory to any member. If 
such things are done, full re- 
sponsibility must be understood 
as being assumed by the writer. 

D. Caucusing, that is, the talking 
over and planning by groups, 
what to do or how to move in 
any particular matter is unprof- 
itable, causative of distress and 
trouble and should not be in- 
dulged in by officials or any one 
else. 

E. Talking or circulating of what 
was done in council, either to 
members who were not present 
or to outsiders, is irregular and 
un-Christian and should not be 
indulged in.

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REMEMBERING OUR FAULTS 

To remember our faults or to have them brought to our mind may be a 
painful experience for us. In honesty, I believe we would all have to admit 
that we have our faults. Although we desire to live exemplary lives, yet 
■being human, we sometimes fail for no one is without fault. 

In Genesis 41:9, we read these words of Pharoah's chief butler,"I do 
remember my faults this day." The butler had come into disfavor with 
Pharoah and was placed in prison, where Joseph was able to favorably 
interpret the butler's dream. When the butler was to be released, Joseph 
asked him to mention his name to Pharaoh. But alas! In the ecstasy of his 
freedom, he forgot about Joseph for two years, after which his faults 
were brought to mind. 

What does the word "faullt" mean? One definition might be "Depart- 
ure from duty, truth, or fact." The best men have their faults. This was 
true of men of the Bible. Moses, instead of speaking unto the rock as God 
told him, struck the rack and said, "Must we fetch you water out of this 
rock?" Numbers 20:10. David is spoken of as being a man after God's 
own heart, yet we know he also had his faults. The Bible tells us there is 
none righteous, no not one. 

What, then, are some of the faults that are common to mankind? 
One of the first we might think of is that of temper. Indeed, it seems that 
this may have been a fault of Moses himself. Instead of speaking to the 
rock, as God instructed, he smote the rock not once, but twice. It is true 
that he was greatly provoked by the chronic complaining of the children of 
Israel many times, but becaueeof his action he wasn't permitted to enter Ca- 
naan. It is easy to become irritable when things go wrong, but have we 
looked heavenward? Proverbs 16:32, "He that is slow to anger is better 
than the miighty; and he that ruleth his spirit than he that takes a city," 

Another fault often in evidence is that of pride. To be proud is to have 
inordinate self-esteem or to be conceited; in other words, to think too well 
of oneself. The Bible speaks very strongly against pride. "The pride of 
thine heart hath deceived thee." If we are proud, God cannot use us until 
He humbles us. When Hezekiah was sick unto death, he prayed and God 
restored him. But then it says "his heart was lifted up," until God dealt 
with him and humbled him, 2 Chronicles 32:24-26. Satan sometimes levies 
his most telling blows when pride enters the hearts of those within the 
Church and trouble follows. 

Still another common fault is that of the tongue. How often we hear 
this member being used in an unworthy manner! Among those things that 
are not to be named among us as become saints are ". . . filthiness, nor 
foolish talking, nor jesting, which are not convenient: but rather giving 
of thanks," Ephesians 5:4. We hear far more foolish talking and jesting 
than we hear of giving thanks and praise to our Heavenly Father, "If any 
man offend not in word, the same is a perfect man and able also to bridle 
the whale body," James 3:2. 
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These are some of the most common faults of mankind. We need to be 
ever on our gaurd against the encroachments of the world into our lives. 
Are we as strong and well groudned as we should be? Do wc have a desire 
and determination to do God's will? Do we have the love and reverence for 
jur Heavenly Father and for our Saviour we should have? 

God sometimes brings men's faults into striking rememberance years 
after they have been committed As Joseph's brethren came to Egypt to ob- 
tain food, Joseph demanded that one of them remain as a hostage. Al- 
though they didn't recognize Joseph as their brother, they were uneasy in 
his presence and their minds were turned to their faults because they had 
cast him into the pit, then later sold him to the Ishmaelites. How careful 
we should' be that we do not have faults that will cause heartaches later. 

Because Esau had a light regard for his birthright, he sold it for a 
morsel of meat. Afterward he realized his fault in that respect, for he 
could not have that which otherwise would have been his inheritance. Heb- 
rews 12:17, tells us that "...he found no place of repentance, though he 
sought it carefully with tears." 

If we are not careful, it is easy for us to be caught up in the things 
of this life. We know so much about our vocations and the things that are 
taking place in the world, yet how little we reaMy know of ourselves I It is 
quite possible we may have faults we are not aware of until they are 
brought to our attention. 

No doubt if we would sit down at the close of the day and live the day 
in retrospect, we could see where we had made mistakes and were at fault. 
But we could also see how we might improve our lives by His help and 
thereby be happier and more useful to our Heavenly Father. 



SOME FACTS ABOUT PRAYER 

1. A good outline for a complete prayer, both private and public 
prayer, is as follows: (notice the first letters spell "Acts"). 

A - deration : we adore and honor God offering our praise to Him. 
The Lord's Prayer begins with the words, "Our Father which art in hea- 
ven, hallowed be thy name." 

C - onfession : we admit our mistakes and sins, and ask God to forgive 
us. 

T - hanksgiving : we express our thanks and gratitude to God for his 
many blessings and gifts to us. 

S - upplication : we petition God for certain things for others and for 
ourselves; we present to him our needs; but we always remember to say 
"thy will be done." After all we do not want God to fulfill our requests if 
they run against His will. 

2. When we pray we make it possible for God to do certain things for 
others and ourselves. God has all power, yet He has arranged the condit- 
ions so that people are not forced to do certain things. For instance, God

does not force us to believe on Him as a Father; He does not force u>5 
to accept Jesus Christ as Saviour; He does not force us to be good or to 
do good. Many things in the plan of God depend on our willingness to co- 
operate with Him. Therefore, when we pray we are opening the way for 
God to do what He may desire to do. 

3. When we pray we are learning to work with God, God will not do 
our work for us. We must do our own work. Prayer is not a substitute 
for hard effort, but prayer will help us to work efficiently and help us to 
■get more done than we could do without prayer. 

4. Prayer is not a weapon to be used against our enemies. Theodore 
Roosevelt told about his boyhood prayers when he used to say, "O God, 
grind all the Southern soldiers into powder." God is a God of love and 
He does not approve of hatred. Therefore God cannot allow prayer to 
become a means of our getting even with those whom we do not like. 
Prayer, on the other hand, can be a way for us to win our enemies over to 
our side as friends. 

5. When we pray we may open up a channel for God to do something 
a long distance away from where we are. There are plenty of incidents 
which show how the prayer of an earnest Christian in one part of the world 
will have an answer in another part of the world. Sometimes this is called 
"intercessory" prayer — when one person intercedes for another. Just how 
this kind of prayer works we do not know exactly. All we do know is that 
those people who try it the most believe in it the most, 

6. When we pray we are talking with God (not talking to God, but 
with God). It is a great experience to be able to talk with One who loves us, 
understands us, and wants to help us. Prayer calms our feverish spirits, 
strengthens us against temptation, comforts us in sorrow, guides us to 
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choose the right way, and gives us new power to live as we ought.

ARE WE OVERCOMERS 

Some may ask, "What is an overcomer and what are we to overcome?" 
The dictionary gives these definitions: To get the better of, to conquer, or 
the superiority over someone. 

In John 16:33we read these words, "These things I have spoken unto you 
you, that in Me you might have peace. In the world ye shall have tribu- 
lation: but be of good cheer; I have overcome the world." 

As Jesus has overcome the world, so we also can overcome the world, 
it we are true followers of Him who shed His blood to wash away our sins. 

Romans 12:21, "Be not overcome of evil, but overcome evil with good." 
I am afraid that too many times we do just the opposite. We are told in 
God's Holy Word that if someone smites us on one cheek to turn the other 
also. Too many times one of Satan's imps whispers in our ear to smite 
back. And we go ahead and do it. That is one of the many evils in our 
world today. Far too many are listening to Satan, and far too few are list- 
ening to the meek and lowly Lamb of God. 

The disciple that Jesus loved tells us in 1 John 5:4,5, "For whatsoever 
is born of God overcometh the world: and this is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith. Who is he that overcometh the world, 
but he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of God?" 

So we see that in order to be overcomers we must have faith and be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Son of God. To show our friends and neighbors as 
well as our Lord that we do have this faith we must keep His command- 
ments. His Word also tells us that if we love Him we will keep His co- 
mmandments. 

In Rev. 2 :7 we find these words, "He that hath an car, let him hear 
what the Spirit sayeth unto the churches; To him that overcometh will I 
give to eat of the tree of life, which is in the midst of the paradise of God." 
Let us then watch and pray that we do not get into the same condition that 
the Ephesians were in. We may do great things (in our own opinion) but 
if we have lost that love or charity (as the writer of the Hebrews calls it)it 
will do us no good-These Ephesian brethren had many good things in their 
favor, but the Lord said repent, or He would come and remove their candle- 
stick. But He gave that wonderful promise to the Overcomers, that they 
would be permitted to eat of the tree of life. Mother Eve ate off the wrong 
tree. Do we do that? 

In verse 17 of this same chapter, we find another great promise to those 
that overcame. "He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches; To him that overcometh will 1 give to eat of the hid- 
den manna, and will give him a white stone, and in the atone a new name 
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written, which no man knoweth saving he that receiveth it." There were 
several things in the church at Pergamos that did not have Divine app- 
roval. This church was in the same city where Satan's throne was located 
These people had not been Christians very long and were easily misled, 
although they may not have been any easier to mislead than many of us 
who were raised in Godly homes. 

Do we have the doctrine of Balaam in our midst? Balaam was so eager 
for the reward the king promised him that he went to do the king's bidding, 
even though he knew that the Lord would not let him curse His people! 
The Apostle Peter compares false teachers with Balaam when he says, 
"Which have forsaken the right way, and are gone astray, following the 
way of Balaam, the son of Bosor, who loved the wages of unrighteous- 
ness" 2 Peter 2:15. 

"And he that overcometh, and keepeth my works unto the end, to him 
will I give power over the nations." These words were written to the church 
at Thyatira. These people had works, charity, service, faith, works, but 
their last were greater than their first. They had come to the place where 
they were depending almost entirely on their works for their salvation. Are 
we doing that? I hope not. Read Rev. 2:18-26 and you can easily see what 
the faithful at Thyatira had to overcome. In the 25th verse of the above 
named chapter we find, "But that which ye have already, hold fast till I 
come." I Thess. 5:21, "Prove all things, hold fast that which is good." 
I think we all know how we are to prove them, by the studying of the 
word of God. 

Rev. 3:5, "He that overcometh, the same shall be clothed in white 
raiment ; and 1 will not blot out his name out of the book of life, but I will 
confess his name before my Father, and before his angels." 

These people at Sardis had many things to overcome. They were dead 
spiritually and did not know it. I am afraid there are far too many that 
way today. Satan may have us believing we are doing great things for the 
Lord, when we are really working for Satan. 

In the 12th verse of this same chapter we find this promise. "Him that 
overcometh, will I make a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall 
go no more out: and I will write upon him the name of my God, and the 
name of the city of my God, which is new Jerusalem, which cometh down 
out of heaven from my God: and I will! write upon him my new name." In 
the preceding verse he admonishes them to hold fast what they had. And 
what did they have ? For one thing they had patience and courage to stand 
for the right, even against the synagogue of Satan. For this the Lord prom- 
ised to keep them from the hour of temptation which shall come upon all 
the world. Let us all strive to be overcomers so that we too may be kept 
from the hour of temptation. 

We find in the Laodicean Church that there were still some to whom 
He could give the promise. Rev. 3:21, "To him that overcometh will I 
gflant to sit with me in my throne, even as I also overcame, and am set 
down with my Father in his throne." 
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Wonderful and precious promises to the overcomer and they are all 
conditional. We al|l have something to do. I know that it is widely be- 
lieved and preached that all one needs to do is to say I believe. That is true 
if we get the full meaning of the word believe. I understand the Greek 
word that has been translated believe also means to obey and to do. So let 
us believe His word, obey His Word, and do His will so that we too may 
be overcomers and receive all the precious promises. 

We read in the Word that in the last days perilous times shall come. 
It seems to me these times are here. Wars, earthquakes, riots, strikes, up- 
risings are getting worse every day. So let us watch and pray and keep our 
eyes on the fig tree. 

Read Luke 21:29-31 and you will know what I mean. Let us strive to 
keep on the narrow way that leads to glory so that when we come to the 
end of our journey the Lord can say, "Well Done."

What does Paul mean when he speaks of the fellowship of the Spirit? 
There is sweet fellowship when we visit and converse with one another in the 
Christian Spirit. We have fellowship living in, by, and with the Spirit's 
guidance and counselling. 

"If any bowels and mercies." In other words, our very life, or the 
heart of people. Are we destitute of mercy? How much mercy do we have? 

Phil. 2 :S tells us 1 , "Let this mind be in you which was also in Christ 
Jesus . ..." If people would have the mind of Jesus what manner of people 
we would be! Is it possible to be of one mind if we don't have the mind of 
Jesus? When we consider these things and learn them we embrace the 
teachings and qualities Paul gives in order to mold us to be of one mind, 
one love, and one accord. 

When we speak of one mind it seems impossible, doesn't it? But the 
Lord never asks us to do anything we cannot obey. To speak of "one mind" 
isn't speaking of one's .life work. For example if there are two farmers, or 
those of other occupation, they may not be of one mind in pursuing their 
work. But in the church we should be of the same mind for Christ. 

Thinking of one mind, there is no such thing as obeying Scripture until 
we conquer self. When tre Spirit overcomes self it takes a lot of sacrifice, 
practice, concern, and control to be obedient to the Word. 

From Genesis to Revelation, how much of the Bibl: is poetry, proph- 
ecy, and history? AH of it is there to make sinners into Christians, to make 
our minds soar away to Heavenly things, 

I trust we have learned something from this Scripture and that we will 
not be forgetful of the words of this great Apostle Paul. 

Beyond this vale of sorrow and tears, there is a home without end 
awaiting the saints of God.

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SAVED BY HOPE 

"For we are saved by hope, but hope that is not seen is not hope, for 
what a man seeth, why doth he yet hope for." Rom. 8:24. 

Hope is expectation or anticipation toward that which is good. The 
ground's of this expectation is God's eternal Word itself, which cannot lie. 
Titus 1:2. So it is not merely a wish, as some would conclude. If the 
promises of God are not embraced, the only alternative is wishful thinking 
which will fade away depending upon the circumstances that arise in this 
life. 

The hope we would speak of here is a blessed hope, "Looking for that 
blessed hope, and the glorious appearing of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ." Titus 2:13. The word blessed refers to a state of being happy 
or joyful Certainly to the child of God it brings a joyful outlook in this 
life to look into the eternities with expectancy. 

When the term hope is used in the New Testament, it has reference to 
future events or life. The Christian's hope is in Jesus Christ, and the Word. 
God's Word is sure, yes, a very anchor for the soul. Heb. 6:19. Webster's 
dictionary defines the word sure as: stedfast, firm, as a sure footing; a 
sure faith; having no doubt; bound to happen. Certainly this is character- 
istic of the Christian's blessed hope in Christ Jesus. And as the hymn 
writer so ably puts it, "There is no other hope, There is no other plea. 
Salvation full, salvation free, Must come alone through thee." No other 
religion can make a claim as the true religion of Jesus Christ. It has to do 
with a man, yea more than a man, the man Christ Jesus, the Son of the 
Living God, who liveth and abideth forever. I Pet, 1:23. 

His coming for the saints again is just as certain as was His corning 
the first time as the prophets had foretold. If only the religious leaders of 
that day would have believed Moses and the prophets in regards to the 
coming Redeemer, but alas, they did not. Jesus told them, "For had ye 
believed Moses, ye would have believed me, for he wrote of me. But if ye 
believe not his writings, how shall ye believe my words," John 3:46, 47. 

Thus when Jesus Christ did not come in the way the religious leaders 
of his day expected him they rejected him. But those who believed him were 
the ffaithful few as Zacharias, Elisabeth, Simeon, and Anna who had been 
embracing the very promises of his first coming with a confident hope. 
Please note the testimony of a few of these. Concerning Simeon, "Then 
took he him up in his arms and blessed God, and said, 'Lord now lettest 
thou thy servant depart in peace, according to thy word; For mine eyes 
have seen thy salvation which thou hast prepared before the face of all 
people; a light to lighten the Gentiles and the glory of thy people Israel.' 
And Joseph and his mother marvelled at those things which were spoken of 
him." Luke 2:28-33. 

And Anna "gave thanks likewise unto the Lord and spake of him to all 
them that looked for redemption in Jerusalem." Luke 2 :38. 

These believers longed and looked, and praise God, saw with their own 
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eyes this blessed hope and the consolation of Israel. Luke 2:25. How is 
it with us who ought to be longing for His coming and the consolation of 
the Church? 

We would all possibly agree as to the lateness of the hour. To hope 
everything will turn out allright without a Bible platform is a false hope. 
And wishful thinking without a sure foundation is not enough in this day 
neither was any time. 

On the day that those two disciples were found walking toward Em- 
ma us, they were sad, as they were discussing the event of the Saviour's 
death. Their hope was gone. Why? They trusted it was He (Jesus) which 
should have redeemed Israel, Lute 24:21. 

Yes, this is what the prophets had written, was it not? Jesus rebukes 
them with a sharp rebuke, "O fools, and silow of heart to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken." Luke 24:25. Unbelief marred their hope in 
Jesus. These disciples could only see the Kingship of the Son of God. Jesus 
told them they had not believed all that the prophets had spoken. 

Redemption for Israel had come, but not in the way they had thought. 
And His own (the Jews) rejected the only source of Salvation. But to those 
who received Him (both Jew and Gentile) to them gave he power to become 
the Sons of God. John 1:12. 

Jesus Christ the suffering, dying Saviour was here. I Pet. 1:11. He was 
buried, but rose again a victor over death and the grave, being the firstfruits 
of them that slept. I Cor. 15 :20. 

Redemption will come to Israel in the future. Rom. 11:25, 26. Jesus 
Christ will sit on the throne of his father David. Acts 2:29, 30. He will 
reign as King over the entire earth, all nations being subject to Him, 
Zech. 14:9, Psa. 47:2, 3. He will reign a thousand years on this earth. Rev, 
20:6, This earth will be restored as the garden of Eden. Isa. 35. 

This will all be accomplished through Jesus our Blessed Hope, "For he 
must reign, till he hath put all enemies under his feet." I Cor. 15:25. "For 
it pleased the Father that in him should all fulness dwell; And, having 
made peace through the blood of his cross, by him to reconcile all things 
unto himself; by him, I say, whether tey be things in earth, or things in 
hieaven." Col. 1:19, 20. Let us believe all that the prophets have spoken 
about which Jesus our hope will yet perform in the future. We need not be 
like the two men on the way to Emmaus to whom Jesus said, "O fools, and 
slow of heart to believe all that the prophets have spoken."

HOW TO READ THE SCRIPTURES IN PUBLIC 

The Word of God should be read more in the house of God by a man 
of God to the people of God. 

The Word of God should be read in connection with public worship. 
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The Scriptures warrant this. It was practiced by the Jews in their syna- 
gogues and was approved by Christ. The early Christians practiced the 
same. The modem Church has greatly departed from this custom. Many 
evangelists and ministers seem to think what they have to say is more im- 
portant, therefore, rarely read the Bible in public. 

Many ministers do not carry the entire Bible with them, only the New 
Testament. The reason is they use only the New Testament. This is a mis- 
take. Every minister should carry the entire Bible with him. Occasions 
arise when they need to refer to the Old Testament. They also should 
preach from the Old Testament. 

The reading of the Scriptures should be for the edification of all and 
be entered into reverently. 

The Scripture lesson should be appropriate for the occasion and in 
harmony with the trend of the service. Knowing the Bible well will greatly 
aid the minister in selecting the Scripture reading. 

The Scripture ilesson should be read distinctly, prayerfully, reverently, 
seriously, and sacredly in public. It is a fine art for the minister to be 
able to read the Bible clearly and correctly in public. He should acquire 
this art. You desire others to learn from your reading; therefore, first learn 
how to read. 

The selection should be studied before entering into the pulpit. It 
would be a fine thing for the minister to read it over four or five times 
audibly to himself in his study room and be careful to give it the proper 
emphasis. 

Observe every comma, semicolon, colon, period, question mark, and 
exclamation point. 

Pronounce every word correctly and distinctly. This is acquired by 
persistently, consistently, and constantly using a good dictionary. The Bible 
and a dictionary should be used daily. The two make a splendid combina- 
tion. Use a dictionary to pronounce correctly, to spell correctly, and to 
know correct meaning. These two boks cannot be used too mudh. 

Do not insert any words. Do not skip any words. Do not guess at any 
words. Do not repeat words. Do not read in a monotonous tone. Do not 
read in a high pitched or low-pitched voice. Do not pound the Bible, nor 
use it to slap the pulpit, neither put it on the floor. 

Read so that people in the back seats can hear clearly. 

Give the right emphasis so it will erpress the true meaning of what 
is read. When proper emphasis is given, that in itself is the best of all 
explanations upon the reading. 

Breathe deeply before reading and take a deep breath at every period. 
Do not violate the rule of articulation. Enunciate every syllable distinctly 
and place the emphasis where intended. 

Do not read through the nose, neither blend the syllable on one word 
with the next word. 

Do not read too fast, nor too slowly. 

Look up once in awhile, but observe the place or verse where your eyes 
shall fall upon to continue your reading. 
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Before reading, pray the Lord's Messing upon the Scripture lesson, 
upon the congregation, and upon yourself. If you will do so the Lord will 
bless His word and you.

Then the woman left her waterpots and went into the city and said to 

the men, "Come, see a man which told me all things that ever I did: is not 

this the Christ?" 

What a wonderful Saviour Jesus is! He still knows everything about 

everyboby and wants us to get acquainted with Him — just as He did nearly 

2000 years ago with the Samaritan woman at Jacob's wqll.

I'LL STAY WHERE YOU'VE PUT ME 

"I'll stay where you've put me; I will, dear Lord, 

Though I wanted so badly to go; 
I was eager to march with the 'rank and file,'

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THY FIRST LOVE 

"I know thy works, and thy labor, and thy patience, and how thou 
canst not bear them which are evil: and thou hast tried them which say 
they are apostles and are not, and hast found them liars : And hast borne, 
and hast patience, and for my name's sake hast labored, and hast not faint- 
ed. Nevertheless I have somewhat against thee, because thou hast left thy 
first love." Rev. 2:2-4. 

These words are part of a message from Christ to the seven churches 
in Asia in general, the above words being a portion directed to the Church 
at Ephesus in particular. We are aware that some believe that these seven 
churches are representative of the church age and that we are now living 
in the Laodicean period. However that may be, we feel that the character- 
istics of all seven churches of Asia are in evidence in the church today. 

Ephesus was a celebrated city of Asia Minor and was situated about 
forty miles southeast of Symrna. It was colonized about the 11th century 
B. C. Persia, Macedonia, and Rome in turn subjugated it and the Goths 
destroyed it 262 A. D. Afterward, it never rose to its former glory. Today, 
it is only a small Turkish town. 

As we consider the above scripture, we may feel that the characteristics 
listed are quite impressive and indeed they are. After all, they were ener- 
getic, patient, they couldn't stand evil, they wouldn't accept those who 
claimed to be apostles and were not, neither did they become weary. Surely, 
this would seem to be a spiritually healthy church. What, then, is wrong 
for "I have somewhat against thee" ? 

We might expect, because of this charge, that there was unbecoming 
conduct among them. Surely corrupt doctrine was being taught, or there 
was lewd conduct such as that of the Corinthian Church, or there were those 
who had become apostate. But no! It was none of these things. 

It was simply the fact that they had lost their first love. I trust each 
of us well remembers the joy and peace when we accepted Christ and were 
baptized. The first love of the Christian should be fervent in the know- 
ledge that a burden has been lifted. It should be a happy time. Our love 
for our Saviour should be evident in our desire to read and meditate on 
God's Word. We should have an interest in the Church and her welfare. 
No doubt this was true of the Ephesians but something happened and they 
lost that first love. 

We would point out that they had not lost all their love - not at 
all. They no doubt held Christ in esteem for they had labored for His 
name's sake. I believe they had confidence in Christ and His Church. But 
somehow they had slipped and had lost some of their initial interest. 

Herein lies a lesson for us. It is so easy to be caught up in the affairs 
of this life and to permit one's sight to wander from the pattern set before 
us. Then the conversation may become less spiritual, Bible reading may 
be neglected, the Ordinances less esteemed. Our Christianity then becomes 
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more o£ a duty and less of a privilege; more of a sacrifice and less of a 
pleasure; more of a constraint and less of a choice. In other words, if this 
be true, we have lost that first love and our Christianity has largely become 
a formality. 

We notice there was a threat attached. "Remember therefore from 
whence thou art fallen, and repent, and do the first works; or esle I will 
come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy candlestick out of his place, 
except thou repent," Rev, 2 :4. The candlestick represented the church (see 
Rev. 1:20). History tells us that this admonition had a good effect for a 
time, but later that church was caught up in the corruption of the age and 
ceased to exist. 

Christ desires our fervent love and devotion. We should be fearful of 
losing that first love. David said, "Cast me not away from thy presence; 
and take not thy Holy Spirit from me. Restore unto me the joy of thy 
salvation; and uphold me with thy free spirit," Psa. 51:11, 12, 

Let us examine our life. Have I left that first love? If so, let us re- 
pent and renew our relationship with Him. Let us be diligent, persevering 
and prayerful as at first. May we live near to God. Our friends inevitably 
have a great influence upon our lives. Someone has said, "A friend that 
does not make us ashamed of our worst will soon mak: us proud of our 
worst," Therefore let us ohoose friends wisely. 

"Be sober, be vigilant; because your adversary the devil, as a roaring 
lion, walketh about, seeking whom he may devour: Whom resist steadfast 
in the faith, knowing that the same afflictions are accomplished in your 
brethren that are in the world," I Pet. 5 :8,9. 



BE THOU AN EXAMPLE IN CONVERSATION 

Human beings have since the begining of time been victims of conver- 
sation! Yes, we say victims, because they have fallen into the trap of 
speaking when they ought not, and saying things they do not mean, or 
things they do not know the meaning of. Under the heading of conversa- 
tion we can find idle words, meaningless phrases, cutting remarks, curses, 
and gossiping. 

Is the professing Christian taken in by the conversation of the world 
around him? Or does he stand apart, speaking as Peter says, "Having 
your conversation honest among the Gestiles: that, whereas they speak 
against you as evildoers, they may by your good works, which they shall 
behold, glorify God in the day of visitation." I Pet. 2:12. 

Being honest is more than just telling the truth I It means being free 
from deception, being genuine and real, marked by integrity, upright, just, 
conscientious — this is the way to be truthful. How often do we say only 
part of th_ truth because we are afraid to tell the whole? When we were 
small and still gathered around our mother's knee, we occasionally told 
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what are called "little fibs". As we grow older, perhaps those little fibs 
became "little white lies". Today when we hear a long, stretched out 
phrase of untruth, it is no longer considered little and white; now it is a 
lie! No matter how much nicer we might like to make it sound, it will not 
change, and neither will God change His judgment of it! (See Rev, 21:8). 

When we think about idle words, some will say it is better to say some 
sort of meaningless slang word than to curse. But Christ said as He was 
instructing those who followed Him, "A good man out of the good treasure 
of the heart bringeth forth good things: and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure brine th forth evil things. But I say unto you, "That every idle 
word that men shall speak, they shall give account thereof in the day of 
judgement. For by thy words thou shalt be condemned." Matt. 12:35-37. 

How can we tell what an idle word is? By checking the definitions in 
the dictionary, I found several meanings for the word idle. Some are: 
groundless, having no foundation; worthless -lacking moral value; value- 
less; useless. 

Do we need idle words to aid us in our conversations? Can we, as 
children of God say, when we become upset and somewhat angry, the words 
that David said is Psalms 39, "I will take heed to my ways, that I sin not 
with my tongue: I will keep my mouth with a bridle..."? Jesus said, 
"But let your communication be, 'Yea, yea; Nay, nay:' for whatsoever is 
more than these cometh of evil." 

By joining a couple of idle words together, we can make a phrase. 
How often during our daily activities do we say things with little or no 
meaning? Are we aware that there might be little ears listening that are 
eager for a new word or words to speak? Children tend to pay >a great deal 
of attention to what parents say, especially when they should not. And 
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when they repeat om words, they do not usually use the technique of the 
older and more learned individual. Therefore, let us be as Peter says, 
"Wherefore laying aside all malice, and all guile, and hypocrisies, and 
envies, and all evil speaking, as newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of 
the word, that ye may grow thereby. I Pet. 2:1,2. 

It may be that not only "little cars and eyes" are watching us! Our 
daily associates, our neighbors, and even the strangers we pass on the street 
are noticing us. What kind of impression, do we leave with them? Do 
they remember us by our humble attitude and kind words, or do they 
remember us as someone who is quick spoken and makes cutting remarks? 
Are we known by our expressions of happiness or by foolish jestinige? Paul 
speaks of the believer in Phil. 3:20 as having his conversation in Heaven, 
"from whence we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ." 

Maybe someone, by our judgement, did a wrong deed, causing us to 
become angry with him. Perhaps through our swiftness of speech we spoke 
words to belittle or hurt him. Feeling justified for what we have said, we 
go about our daily work trying to forget the incident, and yet we leave a 
deep scar in the mind of the other individual. James 1:19,20 says, "Where- 
fore, my beloved brethren, let every man be swift to hear, slow to speak, 
slow to wrath: for the wrath of man worketh not the righteousness of 
God." In James 3:8,9 we read, "But the tongue can no man tame; it is 
an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. Therewith bless we God, even the 
Father; and therewith curse we men ■ . ." 

Why is it that mankind is so quick to speak evil of someone, and yet 
tha good that was done is readily forgotten? I have heard it said, "No 
news is good news." That can be taken more than one way. Usually we 
think of it meaning all is well with persons for whom we are concerned 
because we have not heard otherwise. But let us took at aother way, not 
because we never hear (food news, but to see why some people may feel 
they have occasion to say, "No news is good news," when they mean that 
they think there is never good news to tell. To spread good news, we first 
need to think that there is some good news (no matter how small). When 
we have waited quite some time for it, when it comes, we receive it with 
joy, and often ponder it in our hearts, and only tell it to a few. They in 
turn tell it to a few others, but it soon dies out and is forgotten. 

But a little news carrying someone's misfortune, or wrong deed, spreads 
like a forest ablaze! It will broaden and broaden until it is so distorted 
and far-fetched that no truth can be found in it. And that is news ! 

No, that is not news, at least not to the true believer in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He speaks as the oracles of God. (See I Fet.4:ll). He studies 
the Word, and by so doing, grows in wisdom and understanding, that when 
asked a question he may answer with the divine truth! "Sound speech, 
that cannot be condemned; that he that is of the contrary part may be 
ashamed, having no evil thing to say of you." Titus 2:8. 

Brethren in Christ, we have a fight to fight, a faith to uphold, and when 
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we have done all we can, "... to stand. Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth, and having on the breastplate of righteousness; 
and your feet shod with the preparation of the Gospel of peace; above all, 
taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked." Eph. 6:13-16. 

Let us continue to search the Scriptures, and "Prove all things; hold 
fast that which is good."

On one 
occasion King Jehoshaphat prayed: "O Lord God of our fathers, art not 
thou God in heaven? and rulest not thou over all the kingdoms of the 
heathen? and in thine hand is there not power and might, so that none is 
able to withstand thee? O our God, wilt thou not judge them? for we have 
no might against this great company that cometh against us; nei- 
ther know we what to do: but our eyes are upon thee" (II Chron. 20:6, 12). 

Note that the king prayed, "Neither know we what to do." He was at 
his wit's end and not too proud to admit it. He threw himself and his na- 
tion on the mercy of God. 

We hear many suggested answers to our overwhelming problems. They 
usually include "a study in depth" and then a large outlay of money. But 
the real problems — which always involve the relationship of persons — will 
never be solved only by study and money. A change of heart is needed!

VERY PERSONAL 

The very heart of the Christian is man's personal relationship with 
God. Man stands before God as an individual, and as an individual he is 
redeemed. The work of the Holy Spirit is personal. It is He who effects 
the new birth, who brings spiritual life from spiritual death. It is He who 
comes into the hearts and lives, wooing, speaking of the things of Christ, 
and instructing in spiritual truth. 

When the Holy Spirit came at Penticost, there were supernatural mani- 
festations that immeditately became personalized. The tongues of fire sat 
on each one of them. They were all filled with the Holy Ghost. Because 
these experiences were personalized, these unlearned Galileans went out 
transformed. 

The phrase, "a Spirit-filled Church" can be misleading. It is the per- 
sons making up the Church who must be filled with the Spirit. 

The doctorine of the Holy Spirit is much neglicted. Much is said about 
Gcd, the the Father; and about His Son, the Lord J?sus Christ; and of 
course none of us can exhaust these subjects. It is through the Holy Spirit 
that the Bible becomes an open book. The Holy Spirit is not an accessory 
to Christian faith and work; He is a necessity. 

Confronted as we are, in many instances, with spiritual deadness in the 
Church, let us honestly admit that this deadness lies within us as indi- 
viduals. 

We thrill at the story of Pentecost and perhaps are inclined to look on it 
merely as a phenomenon in history, but the coming of the Holy Spirit in 
mighty power in the lives of Christians should be a continuing experience 
within the Church. 

The significance of the manifestation at Pentecost was not that rude 
fisherman were suddenly able to speak in other languages. Rather.it was 
that they were transformed Into something they had not been previously. 
Only a few days before they had been scattered, and one of their number 
had denied his Lord before a mere maid servant. Then, when filled with 
the Spirit, the same man stood fearlessly before the Sandhedrin, who had 
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condemned Christ, and boldly denounced them for their sin, while pleading 
with them to repent. 

The Holy Spirit changes the person in whom He lives. It is by His 
presence that men become "new creatures in Christ". The change that 
takes place is a tremendous one. The fruit of the indwelling Spirit, enu- 
merated by Paul in Gal, 5:22, 23,is the result of a supernatural work, con- 
trary to man's natural behavior. Do we have a consciousness of love, joy 
and peace within? 

Our Lord described the work of the Spirit to Niccdemus as something 
to be felt. We cannot see the wind, but we feel its effects. So it is with 
the Spirit of God. There must be an effect of His presence in our liv es, 
felt by us and seen by others. 

We are prone to depend on personalities, education, organizational 
structure and programs as a primary means of leading people to believe. 
Useful as all these may be, they are useless unless surrendered to the lead- 
ing and power of the Holy Spirit. 

The word of the Lord to Zembbabel hold good today : "Not by might, 
nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of host". (Zech. 4:6). God 
has promised to give His Spirit to those who ask Him. His presence will 
cpen up an entirely new concept of what it means to be a Christian.

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HOW TO LIVE LONG 

How can I lengthen my life? This is a question of vital interest to 
every living soul. Most people on the brisk of eternity would give all they 
possess for another hour of life, only to find that the grim reaper will not be 
denied. The promise of eternal life now and beyond the grave is God's 
guarantee to all who repent and forsake their sin and accept the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour. 

Having obeyed the Spiritual injunction to seek first the Kingdom of 
God and His rightousness, it is fitting) that we should do all we can to 
lengthen our natural lives, which should henceforth be devoted to the 
service of Him who loved us and gave Himself for us. To presume that as 
Christians we do not need to take reasonable care of our bodies is folly. 
How needful it is that we observe simple health rules, which may include 
proper rest, necessary exercise, wise eating habits, and personal cleanliness. 

However, in addition to this, God promised to lengthen the natural 
lives of His children if they will meet the conditions set forth in His Word. 
It is with the conviction that many Christians die prematurely, through 
failure to recogn'ze and appropriate these God given promises, that we ask 
you to consider some of them at this time. 

Honoring our parents is a command, and carries with it the promise of 
long life. "Honor thy father and mother; which is the first command- 
ment with promise; That it may be well with thee, and thou mayest 
live long on the earth" (Eph. 6:2,3). Is it not altogether likely that many 
lives have been cut short because of a lack of affection toward those who 
gave them birth? Let us not be guilty of the charge, "without natural 
affection", which Paul warns Timothy will be a prevelent condition during 
tlhe last days (II Timothy 3:3). 

The proper observance of the Lord's Supper may definitely increase our 
span of life. In writing to the Corinthian Church, Paul warns that because 
they have not discerned the Lord's body in communion observance, "many 
are sickly among them and many sleep," or have died prematurely (I Cor. 
11:30), Is it not reasonable to suppose that by taking the Sacrements 
aright that physical, as well as spiritual blessings, shall be received? 
Christ's blood was shed for the remission of sin. His body was broken for 
broken bodies. "Eat ye all of it." 

The way we use our tongue may prove to be a deciding factor in 
lengthening or shortening our mortal life. David asks this important 
question, "What man is he that desireth life, and loveth many days?" And 
then replies, "Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from speaking guile" 
(Psa. 34:12,13). An evil tongue is sure to harm others, but mark you, it 
will likewise react as a deadly poison to its possessor. An epitath that 
might be written over many a grave is : "Here lies one who died before his 
allotted time — a victim of his own tongue." 
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Piety in the home will produoe longevity of life of parents and children. 
The essence of God's promise is that if parents will instruct their children 
in His ways and let Him be the chief subject of their conversaton from 
morning till night, then their days will be as Heaven upon the earth, and 
the days of the individual members of the family will be multiplied (Deut, 
2:19-22). Oh, that more homes had this blessing upon them. God grant 
that family altars, which laxity and indifference have torn down, will be 
rebuilt. It takes more than a motto on the wall to bring God's blessings 
on a home. 

Implicit obedience to the known will of God also assures us the promise 
of longer life. There is much in the word of God to substantiate this state- 
ment. The following three references will suffice. "Ye shall observe to 
do therefore as the Lord your God hath commanded you: ye shall not 
turn aside to the right hand or to the left. Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the Lord your God hath commanded you, that ye may live, and that 
it may be well with you, and that ye may prolong your days in the land 
which ye shall possess" (Deut. 5:32,33). "My son, forget not my law; 
but let thine heart keep my commandements : for length of days and long 
life, and peace, shall they add to thee" (Prov. 3:1,2). "The fear of the 
Lord prolongeth days: but the years of the wicked shall be shortened" 
(Prov. 10:27). 

The concluding verse of Psalms 91 holds out still another promise of 
long life. "With long life will I satisfy him ..." The question arises, to 
whom does this statement refer? We find the answer in the first line, 
"He that dwelleth in the secret place of the most High." Where else can 
this be than the secret place of prayer? Therefore let us dwell (literally 
live) in the secret place, that we may enjoy the satisfying portions of 
long life as well as untold spiritual blessing. 

How precious are the promises of God! Surely as Christians we may 
appropriate the blessing of long life, if we meet the conditions laid down 
in the Word of God.

THE CASE OF THE COMICS 

Let us walk... not in rioting, — Romans 13:13. 

Our English word "comic" comes from the Greek "komos" which is 
used three times in the New Testament. In Rom, 13:13 it is translated 
"rioting" in the Authorized Version, and "revelling" in the Revised Version. 
In Gal. 5:21 and I Peter 4:3 we read "revellings". So also in the Revised 
Version. The Greek -English Lexicon by Liddel and Scott has this to say 
on "komos": "A jovial festivity, with music and dancing, a revel, carousal, 
merry-making; these entertainments usually ended in the party parading 
the streets crowned, and with tourches, singing, dancing, and playing ell 
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kinds of frolics ; in time, public 'komoi' were set on foot in honor of several 
gods, especially Bacchus, and also in honor of the victors at the games". 

The "komos", the comics of today, may carry a somewhat different 
meaning than what the word was used for in that long ago. But the 
fact remains, when the four-year-old boy or girl snatches the daily news- 
paper, spreads it on the floor iand sprawls beside it to scan the comic page, 
he is just as much in a mental "rcveMry" as the adult who looks on a ludi- 
crous movie. American youth reaches out for the comic magazines and 
books. Several years ago more than 700,000,000 comic books were printed 
yearly in the United States. Whether our children feast on the comic page 
with their eyes or whether they indulge with the ears, comes it from the 
printing press or from a broadcasting station, let the parents know that 
here it is high time for Gospel discipline and an instructive program as 
to where to draw the line as to what is edifying and what is destructive. 
The children do not know. The parents must show them where to tread 
lest they be found on Satan's ground. It has been truly said that good 
books are a living asset. On the other hand, it is just as true that farcical 
books may rob the reader of the power of sober thinking and start him on 
the road to utter ruin. 

A noted writer who has conducted a column in many newspapers, said 
this on the comic book question: "The experts seem to differ on whether 
or not comic books are bad for children. But this much any parent knows, 
give the child all the comic books he wants to read, and he won't be inter- 
ested in anything else. Like the satisfaction of any other appetite, over- 
indulgence can lead to ill effects. After a six -month diet of comic books, 
the average child doesn't want to read anything else , . . There doesn't seem 
to be any doubt that too much reading of comic books dulls a childs inter- 
est in good writing and stories that aim to teach him something about the 
world he lives in. Furthermore, give a child a stack of comic books and 
he will sit with his nose in them instead of getting out and playing with 
other children, or entertaining himself by tinkering, building, or joining the 
family group at whatever they are doing. You can't even make a dent on 
the consciousness of a child engrossed in a comic book. He may hear the 
sound of your voice, but the words don't sink in. He is off in a dream 
world, where he isn't learning anything or doing anything. And you can't 
get at him, Sure, he is quiet — and that seems to be enough for a lot of 
parents. But what is a boy or girl going to be like when he is grown if the 
greater part of his formative years is spent in a comic book dream world." 

The comic book and the comedian in action originate from the same 
source and tend to make more vain the vanity of the carnal mind. It is 
well for everyone of us to remember, despite all our spiritual experiences 
and knowledge of the Word, that thrrc may, after all, lurk in our body the 
germs of sin that so readily respond to the comical in life. Buffoonery in- 
toxicates the nvnd. "Jesting" which so many Christians are caught with 
and indulge in as a pleasantry is after all "not convenient. " says Paul. See 
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Eph.4:5. There is a better use for the tongue — "giving of thanks". 

The love of Christ in the heart gives to the believer "joy unspeakable 
and full of glory". But all in vain does youth seek for such joy in the 
comic dream world. The believer comes to this joy by being "born again" 
and then a continued going forward under the injunction of the Scripture, 
"I keep under my body, and bring it into subjection" (I Cor. 9:27). To 
such a person then applies the Proverb, "A merry heart doeth good like 
a medicine". Our suffering Lord had a joyful heart. Why should not 
every regenerated soul have a joyful heart, such as the Lord is ready to give 
for the asking? Our Lord, "who for the joy that was set before Him en- 
dured the cross". God, our Lord, His Spirit, and His Word provided the 
only means of lasting joy.

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THE TWO YOKES 

This life is one of contrast. We read in the Bible, in the account of 
creation, that darkness was upon the face of the deep, "And God said, 
Let there be ligth: and there was light. And God saw the light that it was 
good: and God divided the light from the darkness." The light was a 
desirable contrast to the darkness for without it life could not exist. 

There are other areas in life that are in contrast. Health is a desirable 
contrast to illness ; hope is to be desired over despair, and we enjoy pleasure 
more than pain. We are more deeply aware of the desirability of the one 
over the other as we consider the contrast between them. 

The Bible speaks of two yokes and we want to consider them in con- 
trast. "The yoke of my transgressions is bound by his hand: they are 
wreathed and come upon my neck: he hath made my strength to fall, the 
Lord hath delivered me into their hands, from whom I am not able to rise 
up," Lam. 1:14. This Scripture was written concerning the siege of Jer- 
usalem and destruction of the Temple. This destruction was the result of 
the transgressions of God's people. Truly,". . . the way of transgressors is 
hard," Prov. 13:15. 

Jesus spoke of another yoke. "Come unto me all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me: for I am meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. For my yoke is easy, and my burden is light." Matt, 11:28-30 
Here we have a blessed yoke in direct contrast to the former yoke of 
sin. All men are under the power of one or the other of these yokes — that 
of sin and Satan, or that of God. The yoke of sin often takes various forms. 
It may take the form of infidelity. It may also appear in profanity or 
worldliness in general. But the yoke of Christ is one of spirituality, of 
practical godlness. It is a yoke, not of mere form but onr that brings 
humility, and peace and comfort to the soul. 

Both of these yokes have an influence upon our physical well - fcing. 
The yoke of sin often leads to poor health. The Wise Man has said, "The 
fear of the Lord prolongeth days : but the years of the wicked shall be short- 
ened," Prov. 10:27. In the hospitals are many who are afflicted — because 
of sin. In contrast to this, Christ's yoke is conducive to health and long 
life. "My son, attend to my words; incline thine ear unto my sayings. 
Let them not depart from thine eyes ; keep them in the midst of thine heart. 
For they are life unto those that find them, and health to all their flesh," 
Prov. 4:20-22. Believing in Christ and being yoked with Him will keep 
us from habits and customs that shorten life. "The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom : and the knowledge of the holy is understanding. For 
by me thy days shall be multiplied, and the years of thy life shall be 
increased, "Prov. 9:10 , 11. 

Our reputation depends much upon which of the two yokes we bear. 
There are certain principles which men respect such as integrity, truth, and 
diligence. Being yoked to sin will lead men into evil companionship, 
profanity — all those things which degrade. But those who bear the yoke 
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of Christ exhibit the characteristics of honesty, sobriety, a good con- 
versation. 

Furthermore, our peace and happiness is greatly dependent upon our 
be ; ng yoked with Christ. I remember having seen a yoke made for oxen. 
It was a massive instrument and looked heavy. Is this not a description 
of the yoke of sin? It is galling; it is heavy. Sin causes pain and agony. 
Sin brings fears, sadness, restlessness, and despair. The Scripture in Lam. 
1:14 uses the word "wreathed" meaning to "twine or twist about; to en- 
circle." Again, this is but another picture of sin. In comparison, Christ's 
yoke brings peace, and rest. 

Most important of all is the relationship of these two yokes to thc- 
etcrnal life. What is the end of both? The yoke of sin is connected with 
the second death, "He, that being reproved hardeneth his neck, shall 
suddenly be destroyed and that without remedy," Prov. 29:1. The end of 
those things Is death. But consider the contract to the one who bears the 
yoke of Christ. His path is that of the just. "But the path of the 
just is as the shining light, that shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day," Prov.4;18. His course is one of increasing happiness that shall never 
end. 

Let us express our gratitude to God for His mercy in permitting us to 
bear the yoke with Him. May many exchange the burdensome yoke of sin 
for one that is easy and whose burden in light.

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UNFOLDING DESTINY 

The chief obstacle to peace in the Middle East has been the Arab 
nations' unwillingness to acknowledge Israel's right to exist as a nation. 
Despite their stunning military defeat, Arab leaders still call for the even- 
tual annihilation of Israel. Many Christian leaders also say that Israel 
is no longer a nation of destiny; that because of her rejection of Christ 
and the emergence of the Church, all of God's promises once made to Israel 
now apply to the Church, I believe that this view ignores many clear 
statements of Scripture and encourages a misunderstanding of what is 
taking place in our time. 

The Apostle Paul says that there is a spiritual Israel, the Church, and 
a physical Israel, the Jew. It is not the children of the flesh who are the 
children of God, but the children of the promise are reckoned as decendants. 
Rom. 9:6 - 8, "For they are not all Israel, which are of Israel. Neither 
because they are of the seed of Abraham, are they all children: buft|, in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called. That is, They which are the children of 
the flesh, these are not the ch'.ldren of God: but the children of the promise 
are counted for the seed." 

That there is a deep mystery in God's dealings with and plans for 
Israel is obvious to all students of the Bible. Many wild Interpretations 
have come out of the study of the subject. But there has also come rich 
blessing to those who will let the Scripture speak for themselves. 

In both the Old Testament and the New there are prophecies that speak 
definitely of Israel as a nation. Many have been fulfilled, and their 
literal fulfillment strengthens our faith. Other prophecies have yet to be 
fulfilled. 

Our Lord, giving a panorama of the last days (the duration of which 
is not specifically stated), says in speaking of the Jews, "And they shall 
fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all nations: 
and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled." Luke 21:24, 

That, for the first time in more than 2000 years, Jerusalem is now 
completely in the hands of the Jews, gives a student of the Bible a thrill 
and a renewed faith in the accuracy and validity of the Bible. 

The Jews as a "separate" people demonstrate a mystery and a hope. 
Their continuance as a people in the midst of all other nations is itself a 
miracle. The cohesiveness of these Jews is demonstrated by the fact that 
at least ninety - six countries are represented in Israel today — from the 
ends of the earth, but Jews all. 

A recent visitor to Palestine stated, "I was amazed to note the re- 
sourcefulness, unity of purpose, and hard work by which Israel has truly 
made the dessert to "bloom as a rose" (lsa. 35:1). It may be that these 
people did not all return to Palestine primarily because of religious con- 
victions, A strong nationalism has drawn many of them together. But 
others in their midst pore over the Odd Testament Scriptures and see God's 
hand working in their behalf. 



BIBLE MONITOR 



The entire world has been impressed with the Israeli fighting forces. 
Military experts have used such terms as "overwhelming," "unbelievable," 
"fantastic," in speaking of their brilliant tactics and efficiency in the recent 
war. Did this just happen? One cannot help thinking that God was 
working out His own purpose, far above and beyond the capabilities of 
men or nations. 

The events in the Middle East certainly fit, at least in some measure, 
into the picture revealed in the Scriptures. If we say,, as the Arabs do, 
that Israel has no right to exist, we may prove blind to her peculiar destiny 
under the providence of God. 

Isaiah's and Ezekiel's prophecies regarding Egypt seem singularly 
applicable at this time. The late Nasser's dire threats against Israel were, 
"Israel must be destroyed," "We will swallow you up," and "You invaders 
will be driven into the sea." But we read in Isaiah 19:16, 17, "In that 
day shall Egypt be like unto women: and it sihall be afraid and fear 
because of the shaking of the hand of the Lord of host, which he shaketh 
over it. And the land of Judah shall be a terror unto Egypt, everyone that 
maketh mention thereof shall be afraid in himself, because of the counsel 
of the Lord of hosts, which he hatih determined against it." 

Neither this prophecy nor recent events carry the final story. That 
rests in God's hands. It is thrilling to see a segment of prophecy being 
fulfilled.

PROMISES FOR CHRISTIAN YOUTH 

There are hard places in the Christian's pathway, aren't there? And I'm 
sure that this is true, not only of middle - aged and older folk, but of Chris- 
tian young people as well. 

There is the problem of ri.ght and wrong to be settled in regard to 
amusements. Just what should one take part in and what should one 
avoid? But there is only one answer if we would keep our testimony in 
harmony with our lives, and that answer lies in the will of God. When 
God's love has gripped us enough, we will not wish to do anything that 
will not please Him. W:e will want to be known as witnesses for Him, and, 
therefore, we must remain Godly in our recreational activities. 

When we are charged with being narrow and peculiar and fanatical, 
then it is that we should rejoice in the fact that the world does see a dif- 
ference in us. Then it is that we should be glad that we are the sons and 
daughters of the Almighty. We know that God says : "Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye seperate, and touch not the unclean thing: 
and I will receive you. And will be a father unto you, end ye shall be my 
sons and daughters" (II Cor. 6:17, 18). "And have no fellowship with the 
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unfruitful works of darkness" (Ephesians 5:11). Though all our friends 
and sometimes our own families ridicule us, we can cling to God and know 
He is our very own Father and that He is smiling down upon us, ready to 
fulfill His promises to us when we clarim them. 

Then there is the problem of friendly companions. God would have us 
be friends to everyone in the sense that we are to love everyone. He wants 
us to show Christ's spirit of love to all, regardless of how they treat us. 
It is well, too, to remember that a Christian need not expect his love to be 
returned by those who fail to persuade him to join them in thetir worldly 
pleasures. We must love them, but refuse to participate in anything that 
we know God cannot smile upon. Therefore, if the Christian youmg person 
finds himself or herself the least instead of the most popular person among 
his acquaintances, he or she need not be surprised. 

To be poplular often means to be "a good, all - around sport," taking 
part in all kinds of social affairs, which, of course, is impossible for the 
Christian to do if he would remain a follower of Christ, Truly Christ 
must mean more than all the world put together. Many times, to be true 
to Christ means to be lonely. Have there not been times when you shut 
yourself in your room and sobbed out prayers of lonliness? But was it 
not sweet to recall to mind at such times God's own precious promises? 
"Fear thou not, for I am with thee: be not dismayed; for I am thy God" 
(Isa. 41:10); "I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee" (Heb. 13:5). God's 
friendship truly is worth more than the friendship of a whole world of sinful 
people. Happy then lis the young person that has the friendship of God, 
and can find fellowship with other Christians though they be few in number. 
Better is one Christian friend than dozens of non - Christian olles. It is 
just another case of "quality not quanity." 

Then too, there is frequently the time when temptations, doubts and 
questionings, in the craftiest forms the devil can conceive, 'are hurled at 
youth. It would be difficult indeed to hold fast our faith if it were not 
for the promises of God that we so highly cherish. But through Christ we 
can overcome! Wfi. have the Holy Spiflit to direct, the Bible to go to, and 
God to appeal to for wisdom and assurance. As always "He abideth faith- 
ful" (II Tim. 2; 13). Isn't it wonderful to be able to fall back upon and rest 
safely in this promise: "There hath no temptation taken you but such as 
is common to man: but God is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will with the temptation also make a 
way to escape, that ye may be able to bear it" (I Cor. 10:13). What 
would we do without God's promises? 

The young folk too are confronted with the ever - perplexing problem 
of choosing a life work. When we take this matter to the Lord and seek to 
find out from Him, He never fails to guide us into the work He would 
have us do. But it takes patience and trust and a spirit of obedience, and 
a readiness to do all things for the "glory of God" and not for fame for self. 
In this, as in all other matters of life, we can cling tenaciously to the 
blessed promise God has given us: "Call upon me, and I will answer thee 
and shew thee great and mighty things, which thou knowest not".(Jer. 33 ;3) 
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God is a great and mighty God; and He does things in a great and mighty 
way. 

Youth too has its share of other troubles and disappointments and 
problems that we have not touched upon, but which should not be over- 
looked or underestimated, but the promise to youtih and age is the same, 
and can be equally precious, if we appropriate it for ourselves, "Let 
not your heart be troubled" (John 14:1); "Casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you." No problem is too small for Him to handle. 

Sometimes, I think, we fail to claim God's promises because we don't 
stop to think what a marvelous God is ours. Everything is in His power 
and He delights to have us depend upon Him and come to Him in prayer 
(Prov. 15 ;8). 

"Delight thyself also in the Lord and He shall give thee the desires of thine 
heart" (Psalms 37:4). Whatever our problem, let us go to Him who "is 
able to do exceeding abundantly above all that we ask or think" (Eph. 3;20).

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WHEN GOOD PEOPLE GROW INDIFFERENT 

Two streams of evil flow downward across the sands of time, both 
designed by the enemy of all souls to stop the work of God in the heart of 
believers and in His Church. One of these streams flows as a raging tor- 
rent of positive, aggressive designs of evil men; the other is quiet, smooth, 
and very restful in appearance. It is simply unconcern, inertia, and indif- 
ference of good people. These in the last group, which we want to consider, 
are well described in a Bible parable, "while men slept" — the enemy came 
and sowed tares. 

The Prophet Jeremiah, writing six hundred years before Christ, seemed 
to see the danger confronting good people today when he said, "Is it nothing 
to you?" 

Like some physical sickness, indifference can. grip the souls of men, 
and symptoms may be slow to appear that a danger is present before one 
realizes the condition. If some desperate temptation strikes us, we cry, 
"God be merciful to me," and He does come to our help; but this thing wc 
call indifference may come on the soul as slyly that it creeps like a paral- 
ysis until it makes us unconcerned about our unconcern. The deadly thing 
about it is that it never seems deadly. 

It is possible to present one of the strongest arguments when this 
thought of indifference is present to us, for the guilty person may always 
ask, "What have I done?" And that is just the trouble, nothing has been 
done. The rich man in hell, according to Jesus, was being punished for his 
failure to help Lazarus. The wicked servant who was cast into outer dark- 
ness was there for doing nothing; he had tied his talents in a napkin and 
waited. The foolish virgins had done well, but had failed to do enough. 
A judgment scene shows us a group of people being sent into outer darkness 
with these words, "Inasmuch as ye did it not ..." Finally the Church of 
Laodicea received a stinging rebuke - why? It was neither hot or cold. 

Indifference, like physical sleep, usually comes when circumstances 
are very comfortable. The favors of God spread lavishly at our feet in this 
era of prosperity «re causing many people to settle back in the comfort of 
temporal prosperity, so that they, like the rich man, can no longer sym- 
pathize with a sick and wounded Lazarus. 

Inventions of men have so revolutionized our work that by electricity 
we wash, iron, sweep the floors, milk the cows, separate the milk, and so on, 
with an almost endless line of conveniences. But where are we today for 
being so blessed? So busy that we can hardly spare time to run to the 
high-powered automobile and get to church. Remember how we used to 
do all these many things by hand, and then ride the hay rack or buggy to 
get to church in plenty of time? 

When we grow indifferent we get used to things. Someone has said if 
every star were blotted out for a time, then "every eye would be heaven- 
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ward." It is reported that Tennyson used to go down by the sea to view 
the sights and thus write an immortal line, while fishermen looked on with- 
out seeing anything. By the same method we have grown used to evil 
until it seems a little less evil and a little more permissible, Christ, who 
"knew no sin," was made a sin offering to redeem this evil world, but we 
who have had a part in sin, perhaps by indifference today, sit idly by and 
hope for the return of the Lord. 

We have enjoyed so much good that we are scarcely thankful for it. 
The Church which bled and fought to keep the Banner of Salvation high, 
is taken for granted or lightly esteemed. The Bibles which roll from the 
presses numbering millions of copies, lie dusty os the tables while the world 
hungers and thirsts for righteousness. Prayer, so often referred to as the 
source of power for Christians, has become an usharnessed resource in the 
world. 

May we realize thet we have not done enough to look out and say 
that a storm is raging. We must arouse ourselves and go out to rescue the 
poor lost wayf ayer. The best way to overcome indifference is by knowledge 
and love. Then perhaps, and only then, will we be able to surmount this 
lenthargy that is crushing the life from our spiritual being. Indifference 
cannot survive long where true knowledge is enlivened by love. 
The good Lord Christ died on a hill, 

In His blood, that bitter day, 
But we, we crucified Him still 

In our indifferent way. 
O citizens of all the world, 

Kneel down and let us pray.

THE CHURCH 

Recently, as I have been reading of the difficulties that otiher folks 
are having fn their respective churches (not of our faith however), I am 
urged to write a few lines to the Monitor in behalf of our beloved Church 
which is trying to keep itself m tune with the New Testament teaching. 

I would like to think of this Church as the Mystical Body of Christ, 
remember;' ng when I was younger, it was often preached upon by our older 
brethren as such. I believe Christ was the founder of the Church because 
He remarked, ". , . And upon this rock I will build my church. . ." in Matt. 
16:18. He is also the head of the Church for we read in Col. 1:18, "And 
he is the head of the body, the church: who is the beginning, the first- 
born from the dead; that in all things he might have the preeminence." 

It is my contention tlhat we have the rules governing His Church given 
to us through the Word, with only a few places, which we admit are given 
as implied Scripture. One such place is I Cor. 11 which tells us of the 
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need of the prayer veiling for sisters, but it doesn't just tell us what shall 
be worn. This can certainly be taken care of by the Church in adopting a 
form to follow. 

Regarding a few of these things, the word tradition may be applied. 
In connection with this, we want to point out a few scriptures. Mark 7:9-11, 
"And he said unto them. Full well ye reject the commandment of God, that 
ye may keep your own tradition. For Moses said, Honor thy father end 
thy mother; and, Whoso curseth father or mother, let him die the death: 
But ye say, If a man shall say to his fattier or mother, It is Corban, that is 
to say, a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be profited by me; he shall 
be free." 

Now, we read in II Thess. 2:15, "Therefore, brethren, stand fast, and 
hold the traditions which ye have been taught, whether by word, or our 
episifle." In the light of the above Scripture, I am convinced that trying 
to keep tradition that is not in harmony with the Word is very dangerous, 
but the tradition that helps us keep closer to the Word is very needful. 
We find the reason for the great trouble that is confronting so many 
today in the above given Scripture. A few years ago I entered a place of 
business to visit a friend. After our greeting he remarked to me, "Wihat 
is wrong today? We are in a terrible mess." As we talked a little about 
the Bible, he said, "Yes, but you folks interpret the Scripture differently 
than we do." 

Might this be a lot of the trouble ? Certainly as we consider the great- 
ness and power of the New Testament Church and Who we are dealing 
with, does it not put us in a place that if we reject the Word, as plain as it 
is, we are rejecting God, the authority back of Christ? 

Certainly in complying with the Golden Text of the Bible we have the 
promise, ". . . That whosoever belfeveth in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life." Also, in John 1:11, 12, "He came unto His own, and his 
own received him not. But as many as received Him, to them gave He 
power to become the sons of God, even to them that believe on His name." 
When we accept the Saviour according to the Scripture, we ack- 
nowledge that old things have passed away and all things have become new. 
We also, without any question, should realize the Greatness of God and 
Christ to such an extent that we are willing to lean on His everlasting arm 
for everyhing, not having our own will but accepting His. 

It is my belief that no one can be saved outside of the New Testament 
Church. It seems to your unworthy servant that if we truly want to be 
saved it should be such a great concern to us, that we would be willing to 
be obedient and submissive to His will. I don't mean that we will never 
fall, but if we fall we should pray for strength to pise again. Frov. 24:16, 
"For a just man falleth seven times, and riseth up again . . ." 

II Thess. 2:3, "Let no man deceive you by any means: for that day 
shall not come, except there come a falling away first, and that man of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition." 

Dear reader, I urge that we all strfive hard to fry to keep our beloved 
Church in line with the Scriptures, realizing the great responsibility that 
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is upon us if we fail. Facts do toll us that in the past many that have 
started right have turned into apostasy. We are surrounded with all kinds 
of faiths today but not the faith that was once delivered to the saints. 

Jesus said, "Ye are the salt of the earth," and "Ye are the light of the 
worild.' May we so live that we still may be a people known and read 
of all men, and a manifestation of the true light. 

We are made to wonder somietimes if we are as much concerned about 
our sp'ritual relationship with Qod as we are the things we work with day 
by day. We strive to have our cattle, or sheep, or our farms in such a 
condition that we may get the largest possible gains from our investment. 
Dear reader, are wc willing to search the Scripture that we may have 
spiritual gain, and love our Lord more, through his Church, that He bought 
with a GREAT PRICE?

The Lord 
is at hand. Be careful for nothing; but in everything by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thanksgiving let your requests be made known unto God. And 
the peace of God, which passeth all understanding, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus. Those things, which ye have both learned 
and received, and heard, and seen in me, do: and the God of peace shall be 
with you," 

These foregoing Scriptures are true principles to insure that peace which 
is a synonym of contentment. These virtues are not attained by material- 
istic or fleshly means as proven by the fact that those reaching high posi- 
tions in this world are beset by fears which rob them of peace. Those with 
material wealth still strive for more, and live subject to the danger of it 
being taken away. Those seeking pleasure, continue their course in vain, 
unsatisfied. Ecclesiastes 5:10, 12. "He that loveth silver shall not be sat- 
isfied with silver; nor he that loveth abundance with increase: . . . The sleep 
of a laboring man is sweet, whether he eat little or much: but the abund- 
ance of the rich will not suffer him to sleep." In Job 1:21, "Naked came 
I out of my mother's womb, and naked shall I return thither." To further 
show that these things of the flesh are not means by which we are content, 
consider the fact that today we have good health, but many times it is lost 
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quickly. Or that we have an abundance of material goods and it is de- 
stroyed by fire, flood, or wind. That we have a family of children and some 
or all are taken away. Some lose good jobs, some suffer crop failure, some 
have accidents or suffer death, etc. In all these there is not security, there- 
fore no lasting contentment. This all raises the same question that the peo- 
ple asked John the Baptist, saying "What shall we do then?" The Publicans 
also came to be baptized and said unto him, "Master, what shall we do?" 
And the soldiers likewise demanded of him, saying, "And what shall we do?" 
To one the answer was to share; to the publicans it was to take no more 
than is right; and to the soldiers, "Do violence to no man. neither accuse 
any falsely: and be CONTENT with your wages." 

The Lord gave the ruile for true contentment as He said, "Blessed be 
ye poor, . . . Blessed are ye that hunger now : . . . Blessed are ye that weep 
now: . . . Blessed are ye, when men shall hate you . . . for the Son of Man's 
sake." Luke 6:20-22, but read entire chapter. Paul to I Tim. 6:6, "But 
godliness with contentment is great gain." This simply means doing the will 
of the Lord. Jesus said, "Why call ye me 'Lord, Lord, and do not the things 
which. I say!' " 

To Hebrews 13:5, Paul says, "Let your conversation be without covet - 
eousness ; and be CONTENT with such things as ye have : for he hath said, 
T will never leave thee, nor forsake thee'." How many of us accept the 
advice: "and having food and raiment let us be therewith CONTENT. But 
they that will be rich fall into temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown men in destruction and perdition. 
For the love of money is the root of all evil." 

It seems for many, the desire is to have the conveniences of our day. 
To accomplish this the women must leave the care of the home and chil- 
dren to others, and take their place in factories and other places of em- 
ployment. Men think they must join associations, to forward the financial 
success they have in mind. The result is not contentment, but the very 
opposite : unrest, frustration, and the lack of time to do the necessary things 
that contribute to godliness: faith, love, patience, meekness, and righteous- 
ness. 

I think often of the hymn which says in part, "A home in heaven! 
when our pleasures fade, and our wealth and fame in the dust are laid, and 
strength decays and our health is riven, we are happy still with our home 
in heaven." 

Is there any thing, that will bring more peace of mind than to visit the 
sick, to do good unto others, to attend worship services regularly, to share 
such things as we have ; and as the Scripture says, "as much as lieth in you, 
live peaceably with all men." 

We will have reason to rejoice if we come to the place in life when 
we can truly say, "for I have learned, in whatsoever state I am, therewith 
to be CONTENT."

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THE MEANING OF EASTER 

The word Easter appears but once in the Bible in Acts 1 2:4, "And 
when he had apprehended him, he put him in prison, and delivered 
him to four quaternions of soldiers to keep him; intending after Easter 
to bring him forth to the people." Unger's Bible Dictionary states that 
the word translated as Easter in our Bible had reference to the Passover. 
The word Easter is of heathen origin, a derivative of Eastra, the goddess 
of spring, in whose honor sacrifices were offered about Passover time 
each year. By the eighth century the name had been adopted to des- 
ignate the celebration of Christ's resurrection. As with Christmas, so 
also Easter has had somewhat of pagan custom associated with it. 

Easter is a harbinger of spring. After a long cold winter it is 
natural to look forward to spring and to being outdoors. We long to 
see the earth give evidence of newness of life in fulfillment of God's 
promise That as long as trie earth remaineth There shall be seedtime and 
harvest. 

Easter provides an occasion for many to dress up in new and 
fashionable ciothing, to admire and to be admired. To children it is 
often a time of hunting gaily colored eggs which they may have been 
led to believe were leff by a bunny. To some it means a day of pleas- 
ure or a day of rest. 

Whatever it means to others, to the Christian Easter stands for the 
resurrection of Christ. Good Friday brings the At-one-ment to mind, 
Christ being the antitype of the Old Testament sacrifices and through 
whom we may be reconciled to God. We believe that Christ's body 
was literally raised from the dead for a spirit doesn't die in the sense of 
ceasing to exist. 

We believe in the simple account of the resurrection of Christ's 
body on the third day, as given in the Scriptures. The resurrection 
proves conclusively that death has been conquered. When Satan and 
wicked men nailed Jesus to the cross, they had done all they could do. 
But Christ arose triumphant over death and was seen many times by 
His followers before He ascended to Heaven, Let us rejoice that death 
has been robbed of its sting and the grave of its victory. 

The resurrection proves there is a life beyond our existence here. 
There were those even among His followers who were skeptical that 
Christ had tasted death and was now alive. Jesus was able to convince 
even Thomas hat He was indeed alive and in so doing has given us to 
know that the life hereafter is not subject to the limitations of the life 
here. 

There are many Scriptures that give us the realization that be- 
lievers in Christ may share in the resurrection and in eternal life. 
John 14 is perhaps one of the most loved chapters in the Bible. Jesus 
said,".. . Because I live, ye shall live also," vs. 19. Paul wrote, "But if 
the Spirit of him that raised Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raised up Christ from the dead 1 shall also quicken your mortal bodies by 
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his Spirit that dweileth in you," Rom. 8:11. Again Paul says, "Know- 
ing that he which raised up the Lord Jesus shall raise up us also by 
Jesus, and shall present us with you," II Cor. 4:14. 

As believers in Christ and because of His resurrection, it Is possible 
for us to live a victorious life — now. "Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptism into death: that like as Christ was raised up from the 
dead by the glory of ihe Father, even so we also should walk in new- 
ness of life. For if we have been planted together in the likeness of 
his dealh, we shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection . . ." Rom. 
6:4, 5. The Christian is to be dead unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Because of the resurrection, each one who owns Christ as their 
Redeemer has the responsibility of rnoking known unto others the 
glad story. The disciples went about making it known unto all who 
would listen: to kings and rulers, to Jews and Gentiles, to rich and 
poor. Dare we to do less? 



THE RESURRECTION 

The history of the life of Christ upon earth closes with a miracle 
as great as that of its inception. It may be said that the one casts light 
upon the other. If He was what the Gospel represents Him, He must 
have been born of a pure virgin, without sin, and He must have risen 
from the dead. If the story of His birth is true, we can also believe 
that of His resurrection; if that of His Resurrection be true, we can be- 
lieve that of His Birth. In the nature of things, ihe latter was incapable 
of strict historical proofs; and in the nature of things His Resurrection 
demands and was capable of the fullest historical evidence. 

What thoughts concerning the dead Christ filled the minds of 
Joseph of Arimathaea, of Nicodemus, and of the other disciples of 
Jesus, as well as of the apostles and of the pious women? They be- 
lieved Him to be dead and they did not expect Him to rise again from 
the dead. Of this there is abundant evidence from the moment of His 
death; in the burial— spices brought by Nicodemus, and those prepared 
by the women (both of which were intended as against corruption). 
For as yet they knew not the Scripture, that He must rise again from the 
dead. 

Gray streaks of dawn were seen in the eastern sky, when they who 
so lovingly watched Him to His burial, were making their way to the 
rock-hewn tomb in the garden. 

Matthew records the names of two of the women who at early 
dawn went to the tomb (it may have been that there were two parties 
which started from different places to meet at the tomb). Luke men- 
tions the two Marys and Joanna and supplements that in Luke 24:10, 
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by "other women." John 20:1,2, speaks only of Mary Magdalene 
and her report to Peter and John, ". . . we know not where they have 
laid him," implying that she had not gone to the tomb alone. 

It was the first day of the week, according to Jewish reckoning, 
the third day from His death. The narrative leaves the impression that 
the Sabbath rest had delayed their coming to the tomb. 

Whether or not there were two groups of women who started to 
the tomb, the most prominent figure among them was Mary Magdalene 
as prominent among the pious women as Peter was among the 
Apostles. 

She seems to have first reached the grave and seeing the great 
stone that covered its entrance rolled away, hastily judged that the 
body of the Lord had been removed. Without waiting for further 
inquiry, she ran back to inform Peter and John of the fact. 

The writing of St. Matthew 28:2 says, "There was a great earth- 
quake: for the angel of the Lord, descended from heaven, and came and 
rolled back the stone from the door, and sat upon it." 

We see Peter and John racing wildly to the sepulchre and John, 
the younger of the two, outran Peter and came first to the sepulchre. 
His reverence and awe prevented him from entering in, but his im- 
pulsive companion, who arrived immediately after him, thought of 
nothing else than the immediate and full clearing up of the mystery. 
As he entered the sepulchre, he steadfastly beheld the linen clothes 
and the napkin, each lying separately which seems to indicate it was 
not done in haste. 

Soon the other disciple followed Peter. The effects of what he 
saw was that he now believed in his heart that the Master had risen, 
for fill then they had not yet derived from the Scripture the knowledge 
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that He must rise again. . , 

The two Apostles returned to their homes, both feeling that 
nothing more could be learned at the tomb or to wait for further 
information. But the love of Magdalene could not rest satisfied wh 
doubT hung over the fate of His Sacred Body. It must be that she 
remembered that she knew only the empty tomb. For a time she gave 
way to the agony of her sorrow; then as she wiped away her tea s she 
loped to look once more into the tomb, wh,ch she thought was 
empty As she intently gazed, the tomb was no longer empty. At 
the head and feet, where the Sacred Body had lain were seated two 
angels in white. "Woman, why weepest thou the angels asked 
This seized upon her and without realizing those who spoke to her had 
the greatest information she sought, she answered Because they 
have taken away my Lord, and 1 know not where they have laid him. 

But already, as she spake, she became conscious of another 
presence close to her. She quickly turned around hoping that she 
might learn of the where-abouts of her Master and Lord She saw one 
whom she recognized not, but regarded as the gardner Woman 
why weepest thou? whom seekest thou?" This depth and agony of 
love, which made the Magdalene forget even the restraint of a Jewish 
woman speaking with a stranger, was the key that opened the lips 
of Jesus A moments pause, and He spoke her name in those we\\ 
remembered accents, that had first unbound her from seven-fold 
demoniac power and called her to a new life. But she could not mis- 
take the voice when it spoke to her. 

It was this which now prompted the action of the Magdalene, 
as in her name she recognized His name, the rush of old feelings came 
over her and with the familiar, "Rabboni," meaning Master, she would 
fain have grasped Him. But she must not detain Him now tor He 
had not yet ascended to the Father. Jesus said, "Be not afraid; go 
tell my brethren that they go into Galilee, and there shall they see me. 

There was still another mystery that was not made clear. Just 
where were the soldiers who were guarding the tomb while all this 
took placed St Matthew says, "And for fear of him the keepers did 
shake, and became as dead men." What, could not even the soldiers 
of the Roman army stand in the shining presence of the Holy Angels? 
St Matthew tells how the guards had reported to the chief priests 
what had happened, and who in turn had bribed the guards to spread 
the rumor that His disciples had robbed the sepulchre while they slept. 
The elders and chief priest said, we'll take care of you, you just tell 
them He was stolen away. 

But thanks be unto God, that our Blessed Lord and Master has 
risen from the dead. "O death, where is thy sting? O grave where 
is thy victory? The sting of death is sin; and the strength of sin is 
the law. But thanks be to God, which giveth us victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ." I Cor. 15:55-57.

"But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become the firstfruits 
of them that slept. For since by man came death, by man came aiso 
the resurrection of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. But every man in his own order: Christ the 
firstfruits: afterward they that are Christ's at his coming," I Cor. 15:20- 
23. The Apostle Paul writes this, a number of years after it happened, 
without any shadow of doubt that it happened and why it happened. 
It is very important to each of us that we meditate Upon and 1 praise 
Jesus Christ for this glorious resurrection. 

We have many infallible proofs, recorded by several individuals, 
concerning what actually took place. This has been the comfort of 
millions of persons since His resurrection. We do not wish here to 
take the space to repeat these proofs but only to ask, how anyone in 
their right mind can doubt them all. There is no greater comfort today, 
despite all the problems of life, than the glory of Christ's resurrection. 

The firstfruits of any increase always did belong unto God and by 
giving Him the glory, the whole increase is blessed. Our faith is 
certainly increased by the proofs of Christ's resurrection from the dead, 
proving to us that He actually was Divine and that His witnessing to 
us of God's Will dare cast no doubt in our mind. Christ did not come 
forth merely for Himself but as a blessing to all who will believe. 

"For if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with him." I Thess. 4:14. Our 
sins are forgiven through faith in the blood of Christ as our atonement 
for all our sins.

"For they themselves shew of us what 
manner of entering in we had unto you, and how ye turned to God 
from idols to serve the living and true God; and to wait for His Son 
from heaven, whom he raised from the dead, even Jesus, which de- 
livered us from the wrath to come," I Thess. 1:9,10. Am I near 
enough like Christ that I will be "delivered from the wrath to come"? 

"Blessed be the God' and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
according to his abundant mercy hath begotten us again unto a lively 
hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead," I Peter 1:3 
Just how am I an honor and glory unto God? Christ made many 
sacrifices for us. What are we doing for Him? We have a lively hope, 
our trials are not so great that we should despair, Christ and His 
Apostles have pictured the joys of eternity, far greater than we can

who has paid the price. "Of his own will begat he us with the word 
of truth, that we should be a kind of firstfruits of his creatures," James 
1:18. Since He has overcome death, hell, and the grave we can also, 
if we direct our ways according to the New Testament.

The Scriptures speak of Christ's appearance and raiment as white 
as snow. The raiment of the angel at the resurrection was white as 
snow.

"In whom we have redemption through his blood, the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of his grace," Eph. 1:7, And from 
Jesus Christ, who is the faithful witness, and the first begotten of the 
dead, and the prince of the kings of all the earth. Unto him that loved 
us, and washed us from our sins in his own blood," Rev. 1:5. "And' 
I said unto him, Sir, thou knowest. And he said to me, These are they 
which came out of great tribulation, and have washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of the Lamb," Rev. 7:14. These' few 
verses prove the greatest cleansing agent to be the blood of Christ.

"I AM WITH YOU ALWAYS" 

It must have been a long, long day for the disciples that Sabbath 
when the Lord of Life was entombed in the garden sepulcher. They 
rested their bodies on the Sabbath in obedience to the law, but their 
spirits, stricken and bruised, must have beaten against the irrevocable 
wall of circumstance that surround them. The Master was dead 
These words must have flayed the tired spirits until they were numb 
and hopeless. The Master was dead, and with Htm had died all the 
radiance and the comradeship of the past years. The one who had 
freed them from the bondage of sin, had Himself succumbed' to that 
dread bondsman, Death. So they must have thought as the weary 
hours dragged their lengths until the dawn of the first day of the week. 
They must have siept that night with the dull, heavy slumber of the 
sorrowful. And then they must have awakened, with that dim sense 
of loss that becomes more acute as the tragic reality of death again 
asserts itself after a brief respite of forgetfulness. 

Weary in body and bruised in spirit, the women make their way 
to the tomb which they had left so hastily because of the pending 
Sabbath. All the age-old grief of the world was theirs, all the sorrow 
of motherhood, and all the pain of a love that has lost all. And then 
came the shock of the empty tomb, the blinding, white thrill of the 
angels' appearance, and the challenging message, "Why seek ye the 
living among the dead? He is not here, but is risen." It was un- 
believeable. In spite of the empty tomb, in spite of the angelic mes- 
sage, and in spite of Mary Magdlene's experience in the garden, the 
words of the women seemed like idle tales to the rest of the disciples. 
And so the day wore on, and it was evening when Cleopas and 
his companion were on their way home to Emmaus. So absorbed were 
they in their sorrow and loss, and so holden were their eyes that they 
did not recognize the stranger who '[oined Himself to them, and rea- 
soned with them. His words were soothing — so healing that they 
bade the gracious Stranger stay with them for the night, but it was not 
until they sat down to supper that they recognized Him. It was then, 
when with a gesture familiar as it was dear, that they knew the One 
who often before had blessed and broken the bread for them. It was 
this sure knowledge that He was alive that sent the two hastening 
across the eight miles of darkening country to tell the glad news to 
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the disciples. 

And there it was later that Jesus appeared to them, and gave them 
His benediction of peace. He was alive, and all the sadness and misery 
of the past days faded away in the glorious wonder of His resurrection. 
Only Thomas missed the first glad assurance of the resurrection, and 
later his unbelief, too, crumbled before the challenging aliveness of 
his Lord. 

The world was changed for the disciples. They remembered the 
words that He had spoken to them about His suffering and death. To 
their minds, like harbingers of hope, came the Old Testement proph- 
ecies of a Messiah who must die before He could come into His 
kingdom. 

Bit by bit the meaning of it all became clearer to them until that 
memorable day on the Mount of Olives when Jesus was taken away 
from them. Then they learned that they must tarry for the Spirit of 
Christ who would empower them for their task of establishing the 
Master's kingdom. Theirs was to be the task of telling the story of 
redemption to a Lost World. Theirs was the task of finishing the work 
their Master had begun. And they were to carry out this task in the 
same power that burst the bars of death and of the tomb. 

So it was after Pentecost the women were no longer sad, Peter 
was no longer fearful, Thomas was no longer doubtful for Jesus had 
promised them, "And, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world." 

It did not matter to them that the armed guards had been bribed 
to conceal the events of the resurrection morning.. It did not matter if 
friends laughed end foes mocked. It did not matter if the wise 
thought them mad and fanatical. It did not matter if they were put in 
jail or slain for preaching the resurrection, it was real. It was the 
truth they were preaching, and they knew it. 

Down through the years since then, Christians have exulted in the 
crucified Lord, and glorified in the empty tomb —the tomb that is empty 
because Christ lives in the life of the believer. Through ihe cross and 
the grave, the power that burst the bars of death has become accessible 
to the humblest believer in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Oh, we who will again pause in contemplation before the cross 
and the empty tomb this Easter season, do we really believe that He is 
alive? Do we know that He is dwelling in our hearts, and do we know 
with the sure gladness of those early believers that His power to change 
lives is the same as it was then? Are we accepting the many infallible 
proofs of His presence — not necessarily the proofs so graciously pre- 
served in His Word, but the proofs we see in our lives, and in the lives 
of fellow Christians? Paul said, "If any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature." This is perhaps the greatest proof of the resurrection — 
this transformation of lives that were stained and soiled by sin and self. 
No philosopher, no psychologist can satisfactorily explain this meta- 
morphosis. It cannot humanly be explained anymore than can the 
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love that took Christ to the cross, or the power that brought Him from 
the grave. 

Today there are times when we, too, come to the empty tomb. 
Like the women, our hearts are filled with sorrow and dismay. We 
mourn because the day has been dark. We are sad because our tri- 
umphant Lord seems dim and unreal to us. Then just as surely as the 
angel answered the honest searching of the women, comes to us the 
eternal question, "Why seek ye the living among the dead?" And we 
find that we have been searching around amid doubt and confusion 
for a dead Christ, when all the while a living, shining One is waiting 
for us in the garden of promise and hope. Then we learn anew that 
the fact that He is risen indeed is the answer to all our problems and 
the end of all our fears. 

Like the disciples of Emmaus, when the Master has broken bread 
for us and shed His glory on our waiting hearts, we too will hasten 
across the darkening landscape of our times to bring the message to 
anxious ones that He is risen indeed, and that He dwells in our hearts. 

Still today the risen Lord appears to speak peace to those eager 
disciples who wait for Him. He is kind even though some who love 
Him are doubtful. Still today it is only those to whom He is living and 
real who can successfully bear His message of life. 

And still today He meets on some Olivet those who love Him, and 
who will bear His message wherever He sends. It is to them that He 
still gives the reassuring message, "And, lo, I am with you always, 
even unto the end of the world." And so He sends us forth with the 
message of the cross and the empty tomb. We must realize His vital 
presence in our lives. We must know that we have risen in newness 
of life. Kindly He warns us, "Without me you can do nothing." 
Graciously He promises, "If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, 
ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall be done unto you." He gives 
strength to overcome sin, self, and Satan. And daily He promises us 
victory as He says, "Be of good cheer; I have overcome the world," 
and, "Because I live, ye shall live also." And having this assurance 
we, too, can say: 

"My risen Lord, I feel Thy strong protection; 
I see Thee stand among the graves today; 

'I am the Way, the Life, the Resurrection.' 
I hear Thee say. 

And all the burdens I have carried sadly, 
Grow light as blossoms on an April day; 

My cross becomes a staff, I journey gladly 
This Easter day."

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HERE AND HEREAFTER 

SOUTH FULTON 

SERMON by BRO. HARLEY FLORY 

At each Lovefeast we read the Scripture from John 13. On the 
occasion of this first Lovefeast, Peter was unwilling to have the Master 
wash his feet. Jesus replied, "What I do thou knowest not now; but 
thou shalt know hereafter. Peter saith unto him, Thou shalt never 
wash my feet. Jesus answered him, If I wash thee not, thou hast no 
part with me," after which Peter said unto Him, "Lord, not my feet only, 
but also my hands and my head." 

How likely we are to think in terms of the here and now rather 
than the hereafter. 

In Rev. 2, John was told to write the church at Ephesus to prepare 
them for the hereafter. They must repent or lose their place in the 
Paradise of God. Without repentance, we have no part with Him. 
We need to be concerned about the sin and evil all around us. 

I believe the Psalmist David had many trials to destroy his con- 
fidence, but he determined to do God's will. He endeavored to live 
before his enemies so that they could see the reality of God's love. 
He had an interest in the hereafter. 

The Apostle wrote to the Corinthians, "If in this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are of all men most miserable," I Cor. 15:19. If in 
this life only, if our life here and now Is the only place to find courage, 
it is most disheartening. 

In the account of Paul and Silas, as given in Acts 16:25-33, they 
were beaten and 1 shamefully treated and cast into prison. Yet they 
sang and praised God. The hand of God shook the foundation of that 
old jail. Immediately everyone's bands were loosed. The jailor was 
about to take his own life, thinking that all the prisoners had escaped. 
Bui Paul said ". .. Do thyself no harm: for we are all here." 

God in that instance had a great work for Paul. The jailor fell 
down before Paul and Silas saying, "What must 1 do to be saved?" 
That same hour, after they told him he must believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and explained the word of the Lord, he and alt his house were 
baptized. 

Many are losing hold on things once held dear and sacred and 
fundamental in religion. We would do well to hear the same mes- 
sages and admonitions that were given to the seven Churches, to hold 
fast to the word of truth. 

Peter didn't understand what was being done at this first Love- 
feast, but Jesus told him, ". . . thou shalt know hereafter." 

Jesus assures us He is coming again. His chosen apostles saw 
Him ascend into Heaven. While they stedfastly looked up toward 
Heaven, two angels appeared, telling them they would see Him come 
again in like manner. We know not when, but it will be in the 
twinkling of an eye, as lightning out of the east that shines even unto 
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the west. We must be prepared and ready. As long as we are in the 
flesh we will have something to overcome. It is our duty to overcome 
whatever Satan puts in our path. We must keep striving because in 
such an hour as ye think not He will come. Repent and do the works 
of Christ, to be found ready and acceptable. Jesus says in Matt. 24:33, 
". . . it is near, even at the doors." 

James tells us to be patient and to stablish our hearts. There is 
turmoil and dissatisfaction on every hand, even among God's people. 
This ought not to be. We need to have our hearts stablished in the 
word of truth. A nobleman who took a long journey, told his servants 
to occupy till I come. When he returned, each servant had to give an 
account of his master's goods. Each of us who recieve Christ accept 
the trust of putting ourselves in His hands and occupying our time well, 
until the time we must give an account of our life. 

Men love darkness rather than light because their deeds are evil, 
(f we reject the Light then we are condemned, Jesus said, "If ye were 
blind, ye should have no sin: but now ye say, We see; therefore your 
sin remaineth" John 9:41. If I had not come and spoken unto 1hem, 
fhey had not had sin: but now they have no cloke for their sin" 
John 15:22. 

We work out our salvation with fear and trembling in our pre- 
paration for the hereafter. Christ went back to Heaven to prepare 
a place for those who prepare to dwell with Him. Paul's assurance of 
receiving a crown of righteousness is the assurance of all Christians 
who love His appearing. 

Abraham was called the Father of the faithful. "For he looked 
for a city which hath foundations, whose builder and maker is God," 
Heb. 11:10. What are we building and what are we looking for? 

When the disciples of Jesus spread their garments in the way, 
singing, and praising as Jesus rode into Jerusalem, the Pharisees told 
Jesus to rebuke them. But Jesus said, "I tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would immediately cry out," Luke 19:40. 
There ere many by the wayside that God desires to praise Him. Do 
we praise Him as we ought? 

There is one condition to enter Heaven that still stands -obedience. 
Blessed are fhey who enter the gates of the city and partake of the 
Tree of Life. That is a goal we should set our hearts on - the crown of 
glory. Thanks be to God, that same promise reaches down to us. 

We need to be on guard that we may understand that which 
God reveals of things which shall be hereafter. We have the ad- 
monition, "Behold, I come quickly; hold that fast which thou hast, that 
no man take thy crown."

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SEEKING THE LORD 

"The hand of our God is upon all them for good that seek him; 
but his power and wrath is against all them that forsake him. So we 
fasted and besought our God for this: and he was intreated of us,"

Then the text speaks of "the hand of God" being upon all them for 
good that seek Him. In what ways may God's hand be upon those 
who seek Him? 

First, they may have the hand of pardoning mercy. "Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts: and 
let him return unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon him: and to 
our God for he will abundantly pardon," Isa. 55:7. Our God is a 
merciful God who does not want anyone to perish but would have all 
to come to the knowledge of the truth. 

God's hand has power to deliver us if we will place our trust and 
confidence in Him. He will keep us from being overpowered by temp- 
tation, "... who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are able; 
but will with the temptation also make a way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it," I Cor. 10:13. The Psalmist in expressing confidence in 
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God says "He brought me up also out of an horrible pit, out of the miry 
clay, and set my feet upon a rock, and established my goings. And he 
hath put a new song in my mouth, even praise unto our God: many 
shall see it and fear, and shall trust in the Lord," Psa. 40:2, 3. Have 
we found this to be true in our life? Are we established that we shall 
not be moved? Has He put a new song in our mouth in place of the 
foolish, frivilous songs of the v/orld? 

Our God is a provident God. God has always provided for His 
people and His Church. This was true concerning Israel. He blessed 
them, fought their battles, provided for every need while they were in 
His will. When they stepped aside, He chastened them until they re- 
turned, but even in chastisement He was providing for their spiritual 
well-being. Our Heavenly Father is still the same today. He cares 
for us and provides for us. "My God shall supply all your needs ac- 
cording to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus," Phil. 4:19. 

Again the text says, "his power and his wrath is againsf them that 
forsake him." We must be vigilent, "Take heed, brethren, least there 
be in any of you an evil heart of unbelief, in departing from the living 
God. But exhort one another daily, while it is called To Day; lest any 
of you be hardened through the deceiffulness of sin," Heb. 3:12, 13.

SOME THOUGHTS ON THE PRAYER COVERING 

This article is not written as a defense of the prayer covering — it 
needs no defense. Indeed, none of God's commands need to be de- 
fended; they need to be practiced. Also, the reader will already agree 
that the prayer veil is for the Christian woman. This article contains 
some thoughts on the wearing of the covering, once it has been 
accepted as God's standard. 

When should the covering be worn? It certainly should be worn 
in times of worship and prayer whether public or private. It would be 
unseemly for a Sister to go to prayer without her covering, whether 
she be amongst the multitude at church or alone at her dinner table. 
The times of stated public worship and regular meals can be known 
but the times of physical danger or spiritual depression can not be so 
easily predicated. Therefore, each Sister should wear her covering 
constantly that she might immediately be in the order of prayer. 

What is the proper size for the covering? Surely, it should be 
large enough that it is visible to all. A size in inches can not be pre- 
scribed due to the differences in the contour of the head and hair of 
each Sister. It should be large enough to cover most of the hair. A 
covering large enough to cover only the bun or a small part of the back 
of the head is not sufficient. When thinking of other coverings — like 
table clothes or bedspreads- our thoughts are of something large 
enough to cover the object entirely, or nearly so. Why should it be 
different with the prayer veil? 

How should the hair be worn beneath the covering? I Corinthians 
11:3-15, the passage, which instructs the wearing of the covering, 
also admonishes that the Sister's hair is to remain uncut. Doing a part 
of God's command is not enough, so it is impossible to wear a prayer 
covering over cut hair in good conscience. Even if the hair is left 
uncut, care must still be taken in the styling of the hair. The styles 
of worldly fashion must be rejected. The meaning in the Greek of 
"her hair is given her for a covering" in I Corinthians 11:15 is that her 
hair is given to be prepared in a way that it can be covered with the 
prayer veil. 

Are the strings a necessary part of the covering? The Scriptures 
nowhere describes the covering. Our Dunkard Forefathers in follow- 
ing the scriptural command adopted the covering with strings. !t 
is not for us to lay them aside no matter how sophisticated and adr 
vanced we may think we are. The strings are not unnecessary 
appendages. Whether tied or not, the strings are useful in securing 
the covering especially in inclement weather. The strings are another 
means of Christian witness. Whether in person or in a photograph, a 
Sister's veil can not always be seen but if the strings are there, it is

known a covering is above. If the strings are allowed to be put away 
either by practice or Conference legislation then that compromise 
which means death to churches will have begun. The eventual disap- 
pearance of the covering from the Brotherhood' will shortly follow the 
putting away of the strings. 

When these things (small coverings, no strings and selected times 
of wearing) begin to appear, it seems the Church's members are inter- 
ested in doing just enough to get by — obeying by compulsion rather 
than by privileged choice. The prayer covering is a very visible part 
of the Church's order and doctorine— if it disappears — then the 
Church has slipped away, allured by Satan in his subtle way. A poet 
has written of this compromise of the Church with the world. 

The Church Walking With the World 
by Matilda C. Edwards 
The Church and the World walked far apart 

On the changing shores of time, 
The World was singing a giddy song, 

And the Church a hymn sublime. 
"Come, give me your hand/' said the merry world, 

"And walk with me this way!" 
But the good Church hid her snowy hands 

And solemnly answered "Nay, 
1 will not give you my hand at all, 

And I will not walk with you; 
Your way is the way that leads to death. 

Your words are all untrue."

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... OR, DID YOU DRIVE LIKE A CHRISTIAN? 

We are constantly urged by billboards and on the radio to "Drive 
carefully — the life you save may be your own." Highway safety is a 
very popular subject today and little is spared to frighten us into safer 
driving practices Newspapers publish pictures of people dead or 
mutilated in their wrecked cars, and some cities and states use special 
"tombstone" signs to mark each spot where a person has been killed 
in an auto accident. I think the Christian has to look farther than 
this and look at highway safety in terms of positive acts of love toward 
his neighbor on the road. 

When someone asked Christ, "Who is my neighbor?" He replied 
with the story of the Good Samaritan traveling on the Jericho Road. Of 
course higway conditions have changed since then, but the point re- 
mains the same: All you meet on the road are neighbors whom you 
should love. We should show as much consideration for strange 
motorists as the Samaritan showed for the stranger beaten up by 
thieves. Forgive those who cut you off, blow their horns without 
cause, and act generally unchristian. Driving like a Christian means 
doing things like helping people enter heavy traffic from side streets 
or make difficult left turns. All of us have a few extra seconds to 
offer to our neighbor. Let's show that courtesy is love in action. 

In the twenty-fifth chapter of St. Matthew's gospel, there is a 
vision of the judgment. We will be commended and rewarded or be 
condemned and punished for our treatment of the hungry and thirsty, 
the strangers and the sick. Take for example a pedestrian: "I was 
trying to cross the street and you slowed down to let me pass," or "I 
was not looking and you nearly ran me down." And to the astonished 
"When?" comes the Gospel reply: "Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me," vs. 40. 

It seems that the moral sense of many gentle citizens gets dulled 
behind the wheel of a car. There is selfishness at the root of many of 
the sins of the road, as pride in high horsepower which can leave 
others behind. Advertisements salve our consciences by rationalizing 
higher power as a safety factor, never mentioning its muderous 
potential. This type of unchristian thinking can lead others to reckless- 
ness and desperate driving. Sin on the road enters their souls and 
becomes a moral cancer. God's commandments as thou shalt have 
none other gods but me, shalt not make th/self graven images, shalt 
not bow down to them nor worship them, might also apply to our 
relationship to our cars. When a person sacrifices a higher good, as 
care of his family, to purchase an expensive car, when he lets that car 
and all that it stands for (prestige, power, position) represent the 
highest good, he becomes an idolater. Golden car or golden calf, 
what's the difference? 

'Thou shalt not kill." The careless driver who maims and kills 
might fall into this category. This certainly should be something for

us to ponder seriously over. "Thou shalt not covet'' thy neighbor's 
car. Need we say more? 

It seems easy to apply all this to others, but we must make a 
personal application. Did you drive like the Devil today? Did you 
spin your wheels getting away first from the stop light? Did you 
speed down the highway, captivated by the horsepower of your car 
or honk your way across intersections and out of dangerous spots? 
Did you "toot" a harmless pedestrian out of the way or callously cut in 
front of another driver you had no business passing in the first place? 
OR, DID YOU DRIVE LIKE A CHRISTIAN? Each time we get in our car, 
lets love our neighbor on the road. Forgive the horsepower worshiper 
who spins his wheels. Let God's peace reign in your car. Mind the 
chances God gives you to help the least of your brethren on the streets. 
"Be kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly love" — even 
when you have the right of way. The sins of the road are seldom 
discussed from the pulpit, but sins they are still. They are sins against 
God, against your neighbor, and against yourself. For how can a man 
love God whom he has not seen when he does not love and forgive 
the driver of a car he has seen? 

Let us each one strive daily to live a better life, be more of an 
example of a true child of God, For remember, to serve Him is our 
only purpose on this earth.

OVERCOMING RESENTMENTS 

What is resentment? The Dictionary defines it as "the feeling of 
displeasure or indignation at something regarded as an injury or insult, 
or against the author or source of it." 

Why do we resent people, actions, and even things? We resent 
them because of our own egotism. We expect the world to revolve 
around us to cater to our whims, to order all things as we would have 
them. We expect friends arid relatives always to be careful of our 
tender feelings and always to do things our way. Whether or not we 
are willing to admit it, resentment grows out of our own willfulness, 
it is an indication of a warped perspective. 

Resentment can be dangerous. Long indulged in, it becomes a 
basic character trait that motivates every action of our lives and every 
reaction to experience. It colors everything with negativism. When it 
fills the mind, it drives out intellectual satisfactions and hampers 
creativity. When it fills the heart, it shuts a door against joy and 
courage and love itself. When it permeates the spirit, it endangers 
our very salvation by stunting spiritual growth and locking out Christ. 

Resentment is also the basis of many physical ills. Psychologists 
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tell us that deep resentment can cause all sorts of functional disorders. 
It can also aggravate any organic illness and make if hard to cure. 

If resentment is such a threat to our health and happiness and to 
successful living, why do we hold on to it? Perhaps for the same 
reason that we hold on to any other bad habit: because we are stubborn 
and willful. We want to have our own way. We want to force every- 
thing around us into our own pattern, to feed our egos. 

What shall we do about the resentments that feed upon us like 
parasites? 

First of all we must look into the mirror of truth and see ourselves 
as we really are. We must find out what we are resenting and why. 
Next, we must reorient ourselves in our envirement and try to develop 
an outgoing attitude to replace the inward turning that fosters resent- 
ment. We must take full responsibility for ourselves and try to grow 
out of the emotional dependence that is at the bottom of resentment. 
Instead of expecting others to take responsibility for our comfort and 
happiness, we must make some responsibility for theirs. 

In short, we must climb out of the stage of arrested emotional 
development of which resentment is a symptom and grow toward 
maturity. When we face reality and stop making childish demands on 
other people, when we learn to think first of the comfort of others 
instead of jealously guarding our own, when we develop the kind of 
humility that comes from knowing our place in the world, the kind of 
humility Jesus preached, we shall be happier and healthier, more 
creative and closer to God. 

Finally, we must realize that it is much easier to resolve to be 
different than it is actually to change. The only way to change 
habitual attitudes and : reactions toward experience is to substitute a 
positive thought or action for each negative thought or action every 
time one intrudes itself. Examples: 

1. When an old resentment over someone's selfishness comes to 
mind, immediately do something unselfish for him, something you 
would not ordinarily be expected to do. 

2. When your critical habit causes a negative thought to blossom, 
think of something good about the person you have criticized and 
concentrate on that good. 

3. Try to give the person you resent credit for good intentions, 
instead of assuming that his intentions are selfish or evil. 

4. Pray for the one you resent, 

5. Bless the one you resent and wish for him all the happiness and 
love you desire for yourself. 

6. Try to remember that no action or omission of another can hurt 
you unless you let it. 

7. Learn to let go of the people on whom you have been accus- 
tomed to make willful demands, and leave them to God. Try to 
remember that other adults are responsible only to God, not to you. 
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8. In general, overcome resentment by focusing on its opposite — 
love. When a resentful tnought comes into your mind, deliberately 
put a loving thought in its place. 

9. Learn to forgive, as you hope to be forgiven, when you are 
thoughtless or inconsiderate. Forgive the person you resent, and 
then forget the hurt. 

10. Finally, don't try to do it all by yourself. Ask God to help 
you. When you fail, ask God to forgive you; then forgive yourself 
and' start over.

And 
thou, Capernaum, which art exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought 
down to hell: for if the mighty works, which have been done in thee 
had been done in Sodom, it would have remained until this day. But 
I say unto you, That it shall be more tolerable for the land of 5odorn 
in the day of judgment, than for thee,'' Matt. 11:21-24 

We are constrained to believe that Sodom had no Bibles, no street 
preachers, no written Gospel, no churches and no prophets, yet she 
perished. The Apostle Peter in speaking of the judgments of God says, 
"And turning the cities of Sodom and Gomorrha into ashes condemned 
them with an overflow, making them an ensample unto those that 
after should live ungodly; And delivered just Lot, vexed with the filthy 
conversation of the wicked. (For that righteous man dwelling among 
them, in seeing and hearing, vexed his righteous soul from day to day 
with their unlawful deeds,*) The Lord knoweth how to deliver the 
godly out of temptations, and to reserve the unjust unto the day of 
judgement to be punished," II Peter 2:6-9. How much sorer punish- 
ment will be the fate or our America and all other wicked nations of 
this world, with their millions of Bibles, their thousands of preachers 
and churches? We fear that the great majority of so-called Christian 
Churches are not reflecting the light of Christ through His Word to the 
wicked world. They are lamps whose lights have gone out. They are 
preachers with lying lips, worldliness, sensualities, and lusts which 
poison the heart 

We are made to cry out in our soul, Oh! my God, if It be possible 
in Thy wrath, remember Thy mercies, Oh, save America! Stay Thy 
hand. Speak yet again through Thy true servants, ere hell opens her 
mouth to gore herself with this giddy, criminally minded generation of

Today, we have in the so-called church many 
so-called conversions without any manifestation of genuine, true repent- 
ance. We have a Christ without an incarnation, a so-called Christianity 
without redemption and a looking for death without damnation. 

When Christ built His Church upon "a rock" (Himself, His Word, 
Matt. 16:16), the Church and the world walked in opposite directions. 
Now, many of His professed followers walk side by side with the 
world. Once the Church was supernatural; now she is superficial. 
Once she was afraid of sinfulness; now she is afraid of holiness. We 
are thinking and speaking of the Church in a universal sense. Of 
course, all these things do not apply to overcomers in the true Church 
of Christ. Once the accent of the religious world was on devotion; 
now it seems to be on commotion. There is much sounding brass and 
tinkling cymbals. But where is Love, real Calvary Love — where is it? 
In the Church, has our first love grown cold? To destroy the Church 
of Christ is to destroy the moral foundation of civilization. Is this 
coming to pass in our nation? ff so the very roof is about to fall in. 
It is sad to think of the spread of sexual immorality in this Dis- 
pensation of the world. Was it worse in the land of Sodom? This 
is perhaps, one of the most serious features of the present day. The 
Minister of the Gospel who reveals the growing spiral of illegitimate 
births, such gross sins, he who exposes smoking and dope, he who 
exposes grafters, gamblers and drunkards, are drummed out as a 
Jeremiah and a calamity howler. Let us look at the signs of the times. 
Jesus is coming! Thrones are tottering, hell is glaring, while professed 
Christians sleep on in Spiritual sleep. Christ warned the Church in all 
periods to watch, wait and to be ready for His coming. Angels 
must wonder, devil's must grin while they believe and tremble as 
they behold the tragic world of today, of which the Church is the dead 
center. To this sex-soaked, sin-sodden age, what have the churches of 
the land to offer? We fear very little, God knows. In our nation we 
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think and talk of great financial problems, but our worthwhile prob- 
lems are spiritual and moral. The solution is with God and not with 
man. 

Christ is the way, He is the answer. Ministers of the lukewarm 
church may be likened to sleeping sentries, unfruitful boughs, unloving 
shepherds. The wolves of hell in their many guises (in sheeps 
clothing), scatter our flocks and we weep not. "No, no," saith the radio 
prophetic preachers, "we are not the Laodicean — hot nor cold church." 
Will Chsist save overcomers of the Laodicean period of His Church and 
not members of His Body, not identified as His Bride? Christ's Word 
is the answer. Many preachers of today have equipment but not en- 
duement, fashion but not passion for souls. Our talents may become 
our stumblingblocks and our abilities our handicaps. Brethren and 
Sisters we are warned.

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A GOODLY HERITAGE 

"The Lord is the portion of mine inheritance and of my cup: thou 
maintainest my lot. The lines are fallen unto me in pleasant places; 
yea, I have a goodly heritage. 1 will bless the Lord, who hath given 
me counsel: my reins also instruct me in the night seasons," Psa. 16:5-7. 

While I believe the Lord' and the hope of Heaven is the goodly 
heritage the Psalmist has in mind in these verses, I also believe we may 
have certain basic inheritances which will help us immeasureably in 
the attainment of the "goodly heritage." Perhaps the most important 
of these are Godly parents and a happy home. 

As Mother's Day comes to us again, we are reminded of the value 
of the mothers of the land and especially of those who are Christian 
mothers. We pay tribute to our mothers, both the living as well as 
those who have passed on but whose influence is very much aiive in 
the lives of their children. Many men have paid high respest to their 
mothers both in word and song, as well as by the lives they have lived. 
Abraham Lincoln once said, "All that I am, or hope to be, I owe to my 
angel mother.'* 

There are various kinds of mothers. There are those who 
are grandmothers, who have raised their families and should 
be honored for their age, their knowledge and experience. 
There are the younger mothers who are in the midst of their responsi- 
bilities of bringing up their children. Some are Christian mothers and 
are doing their utmost to bring up their children in the "nurture and 
admonition of the Lord".

The 
formative years in the life of a child provides a wonderful opportunity 
for parents to instill in his heart a love for God and His Word.

Oh, could you? I need gas. As you lift the gallon out of the trunk 
you explain that this will be enough to get him to the station just off 
the next exit. So we lovingly and kindly pour it into his tank. While 
he has his head in the car asking his wife for a dollar to tip you, I 
whisper to you — Brother, do you have a good gospel tract in your 
car we could leave him? What would you whisper back? 

You've just opened the door to his heart. You were there when 
he needed you. You stopped, you helped, you did it with a smile and 
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love. He knows there is something different about you. He doesn't 
have time to ask what it is. Neither should you keep him along the 
dangerous freeway listening to a lot of words. But with you being 
different — how can he figure out what makes it? Must be religion. 

Then he may roll the 
thought through his mind that you just had one shot too much wine 
and are feeling high. A gospel tract would remove the questions he 
has about you. With an open door to his heart, a message may lodge 
on fertile soil as he reads it at home in his easy chair for the second 
time- But do you have any in your car to give? 

Back on the road again, your car rides so nice. The foam seats 
are soft. It feels good to have the seat move at the touch of a button. 
The air is nice and cool. The extra lights and buttons are fascinating. 

Is that 
why you don't have a plastic tract holder under your dash? It costs 
only $1.75. It would fit right under your dash with two small screws.

"Every wise woman buildeth her house: but the foolish plucketh 
it down with her hands" (Prov. 14:1). 

There had been a train wreck. The conductor ordered his flagman 
to run down the tract and wave his red lantern "to save the other train". 
Today the Christian must think of the oncoming generation and with 
the help of God hang out the red lantern of warning. If the United 
States is to continue going forward, onward, and upward during the 
coming years it will have to look to more than armies and navies, its 
courts and legislatures, its commerce and industry.

She did not clench her fists and vow she would get through 
these difficulties in her own strength. She did not drown her sorrows 
in drink, parties, and pleasure. She turned to God. It would be well 
for American mothers to follow Hannah and rely on the Almighty. 
They must go back to God. That means they must go back to Jesus. 
He exalted motherhood. Through Him motherhood was elevated to 
its highest heights. And He did this during a reign of unspeakable 
misery and indescribable lust. He, as God, might have entered the 
world in pomp and great glory, but instead He was born of the Virgin 
Mary. What an honor to motherhood! During His boyhood He 
obeyed His mother. Even in His dying moments He provided a home 
for her. Many instances are recorded of His compassion and interest 
for mothers of His day. He still loves mothers. He still has power 
to comfort and bless. 

in many homes there is quarreling instead of peace and quiet. 
There is hatred instead of love. Mothers are worried about their child- 
ren. Many are oppressed by sins. Many are disturbed by serious 
mistakes of the past. But, thank God, there is hope. Jesus died for 
such mothers. He has promised forgiveness and redemption, if only 
they will turn to Him. His compassion, which He manifested so 
perfectly in refusing to cast a stone on an abandoned woman, has not 
changed. His promise, "Though your sins be as scariet, they shall 
be white as snow; though they be red like crimpson, they shall be as 
wool," still stands true. 
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Today the mothers of America are defying the Almighty, They 
are rejecting the Lord Jesus. Today, without a doubt, more American 
mothers than ever before are living wifhout God. They are willfully 
spurning God's mercy. They indulge in cocktail drinking. Many 
even work in saloons, taverns, and night clubs while their children 
are home alone, out on the streets, at the movies, with an inefficient 
baby-sitter — or what have you. Many American mothers, card-crazed 
and pleasure-bent, see Sunday come and go without giving a thought 
to their own or their children's salvation. Statistics show that atheistic 
organizations list mothers among their staunchest supporters. In this 
day when more books and magazines than ever before are being 
printed, some of the worst novels and plays have been written by 
mothers. At least half of our American mothers are not members of 
and church. Many of those who have their names on the church rolls 
do not attend', even if they are within walking distance. Many more 
may be trying, but fail, to find comfort in modernist congregations. 
Recently I read a mother's report of such an incident (And she may 
be only one out of thousands!). She said, "While sitting in the pew, 
1 had to overhear such fragments of conversation as: 'I had a no-trump 
hand.' 'Yes, they're almost bankrupt,' 'Who's your dressmaker now, 
or are you buying your clothes ready-made?' When the sermon came, 
the text was taken from the Old Testament— the words, 'David longed.' 
Ah, I thought, he is going to give us a wonderful sermon. He will 
draw a comparison between the water of the well and the living water, 
and David's thrisf for it, Alas, I didn't know modernism. The 
preacher told about his own old home, the things his father did, how 
his mother wanted a verenda- Not once was Christ mentioned. The 
sermon referred to God two or three times, but the speaker showed by 
his manner that he expected God to be grateful for the fact that His 
name was mentioned. Those who attended the service received not 
the Bread of Life, but ashes." Oh, that these hungry seeking mothers 
might be led to join a true church! For, as long as millions of mothers 
stay away from God, America can have no assurance that divine favor 
will continue to bless it as a country, A trusting faith in Christ by 
more American mothers will be one of the nation's greatest assets, 
A trusting faith in Christ will also give personal assurance of sins 
forgiven and of the Saviour's guidance on earth. 

Hannah "poured out" her "soul before the Lord." In our American 
homes, there are millions of mothers who cannot bring before the Lord 
the needs of their family life because they know not how to pray. 
In various crises in American history many Christian mothers have gone 
to their knees pleading with the Almighty. As mothers of Christian 
homse today we have an obligation and a responsibility to pray for 
the mothers of America who are without Christ. Pray that more 
mothers may discover that their place of prime importance is the home. 
Pray that they may realize their greatest responsibility is the care of 
husband and children. Pray that they may watch carefully and prayer- 
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fully over the bodies and souls of their boys and girls. Pray that in 
the days to come, with war clouds hovering low, that the usual sins 
of unfaithfulness of husband and wife, divorce, career-chasing of 
mothers, and selfishness may be lessened. Pray that more American 
mothers may be convicted by God against their sinful practice of 
abortion and their willful neglect of children.

They attend theaters and visit the booking 
agencies because they hope to have a daughter — or more — selected 
for a motion-picture role. But one looks in vain for them at the church 
services- Their boys and girls know ballroom dancing, but they are 
not acquainted with the Sunday school. 

What a blessing it would be to this nation if more mothers of 
America, Christian mothers included, would bring their sons and 
daughters and lay them on the altar of God. The Saviour is still 
saying, "Suffer little children to come unto me, and forbid them not: 
for of such is the kingdom of God." 

What would it mean to this nation if more mothers taught their 
children of Christ's marvelous love? If more mothers would teach 
their boys and girls to kneel daily in prayer to the Saviour? If more 
mothers gave their children early instruction? If more mothers in- 
sisted that God's Word' be read regularly and reverently in the home 
each day? If more mothers took their children to Sunday school each 
Lord's day? If more mothers could be used to bring their children 
to accept the Saviour as Lord of their lives? No doubt the country 
would soon feel the powerful support of such a movement, and all 
the world would know that the homes of America were now blessed 
with more Christian mothers.

QUALITIES OF A GREAT WOMAN 

The setting of the picture I want to present is in Shunem, one of 
the borderland cities allotted to the tribe of Issachar. It was on the 
road between Samaria and Carmel, where was located a school of the 
prophets. In this city dwelt the unnamed woman who was outstanding 
in her good qualities. The only one mentioned in the Scriptures as 
a Great Woman, 

Christ presented true greatness when the disciples were arguing 
about which of them should be accounted the greatest. Because of 
the wrong idea about greatness, there was strife among the disciples. 
Christ showed them by teaching and example that contention and 
self-exaltation is the spirit of the world and is not .compatible with 
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Christianity. He showed that true greatness comes through proper 
attitudes toward and service to others. 

In the woman of Shunem is seen a number of admirable qualities, 
for example: 

1. She was generous. While she had a comfortable home with 
all the conveniences of that day, she was not satisfied to live at ease 
and do nothing for her God. Elisha often passed that way from 
Samaria to Carmel. This woman found much pleasure in entertaining 
him. It was a great convenience for him to have a home in which to 
refresh himself. He did not readily accept her invitation, but "she 
constrained him" to stop for lunch. Her manner was such that he saw 
in her genuine interest in him as a prophet of God. 

2. She was a woman of discernment. She was able to see the 
difference between the prophet of the true God and the prophets of 
the false gods. Also she could' see that Elisha was a holy man of God, 
he was not a deceiver or pretender to be that which he was not. He 
was not a man to frequent her home and partake of her hospitality 
from selfish motives. 

3. A woman whose husband could safely trust in her. Prov. 31: 
10-31. Her interest in Elisha did not cause her husband to feel ill at 
ease. He saw in her only a desire to do good, and to help others as 
opportunity afforded. 

He was perfectly willing for her to have the little room built and 
furnished for I he convenience of the prophet. In this narrative is 
pictured Hebrew home life at its best, and it shows how the legal 
and theoretical subjection of the wife was often modified in practice. 
Her husband was evidently a progressive farmer and more interested 
in outside affairs, so left the entertaining and household interests 
to his wife. Why? Because he had no cause to doubt her fidelity. 

4 She was contented. When asked by the prophet in what way 
he could reward her for kindness, she said "I dwell among mine own 
people". It is not necessary for you to speak to the king or captain 
for my husband's promotion to some office. We are reasonably 
prosperous and contented with our status in life. This meant much 
to her husband. A wife who is continually grumbling, or dissatisfied 
about her home life can be a great hindrance to her family. A wife or 
mother or anyone who is satisfied and cheerful is a great benediction 
in the home or community in which she lives. Paul said, "Godliness 
with contentment is great gain." It is the Christian woman's duty to 
strive to be Godlike, to grow in grace and knowledge of the Lord, 
and to be contented where He has placed her. If at any time we 
feel a lack of contentment let us count our many blessings, and the 
clouds will lift and we can thank the Lord for what He has done. 

5. She possessed the rare grace of sobriety. When the prophet 
promised her a son she reminded him that he was a man of God and 
should not make "promises or statements that were to ° much to expect 
in order to have her favor. She loved the truth and weighed the 
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words of anyone who might use flattery. Flattery is one of the ways 
Satan tries to get a person off his guard. It is good to speak of one's 
good qualities before correcting a fault, but flattery should not be 
indulged in. This woman loved the truth. The flippant gossiper 
would not have felt comfortable in her presence. The idle exaggerat- 
ing talker would soon have felt a check by her wholesome conver- 
sation. 

Elisha's prophecy came true, so this strengthened her confidence 
in him as a man of God. 

6. She was submissive. After a time this child of promise died 
quite unexpectedly and suddenly. In this great trial she made no 
complaint but meekly submitted her case to God. She immediately 
made preparation to go to Elisha. She does not seem to have told her 
husband of the death of the child. He at first objected to her going, 
as it was not the usual time for pilgrimages to places of worship. But 
she assured him that all would be well, so he made arrangements 
for her to go to Carmel. 

7. Another characteristic was her faith. She always answered 
any questions as to their welfare with "It shall be well," or, "It is well." 
She felt sure that the prophet who prayed for her to be given a son 
could raise him from the dead. Her faith was that which received 
him back to life. She made no preparation for the burial of her son, 
but for his restoration to life. 

8. The next observation is her perseverance. She would not take 
any substitute for Elisha's going. She pleaded earnestly for him to go 
to her home. She felt he could help her in this time of sorrow. She 
had not been dissatisfied nor fretful because she was childless. Her 
son was a fulfillment of promise; therefore, she felt she could trust 
for his recovery. 

9. She was victorious. Because she was strong in character, 
humility, faith, and perseverance she received her son back to life.

PEACE, PEACE; WHEN THERE IS NO PEACE, JER. 6:T4 

The disciples asked about "the end of the world" (the age), Matt. 
24:3. Before His coming. He told them there would be great trouble, 
"such as was not, nor ever shall be," Said He, "For the elect's sake 
those days shall be shortened," else no flesh would be saved, or no 
flesh would be saved alive. Here we see not spiritual, but physical 
destruction. Mark 13:20 tells us, "For the elect's sake, whom he hath 
chosen, he hath shortened the days." 

That there should be great tribulation, "never a time like this" 
is foreseen by both Matthew and Mark, Matt. 24:21 and Mark 13:19. 
Jeremiah and Daniel foresaw this, Jer. 30:7 and Dan. 12:1. Joel 
symbolically described this event when h e wrote, "Let all the inhabitants 
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of the land tremble: for the day of the Lord cometh, for it is nigh at 
liand; A day of darkness and gloominess, a day of clouds and of thick 
darkness, as the morning spread upon the mountains: a great people 
and a strong; there hath not been ever the like, neither shall be any 
more after it, even to the years of many generations," Joel 2:1,2. 

Prophecies by Christ, Jeremiah and Daniel must refer to events to 
occur at the close of this age- Only in the age of nuclear, chemical and 
biological weapons has such widespread and total destruction and the 
extermination of human life been possible. 

What will God do? Going back to Genesis 11, they wanted to 
make a great name for themselves and keep united under human 
authority. God frustrated their plans, "So the Lord scattered them 
abroad from thence upon the face of all the earth: and they left off to 
build the city,'' Genesis 11:8. As God saw them, the wicked were 
confounded. What about today, when men pool their scientific know- 
ledge; then virtually anything man's mind can conceive is made possible 
for him to achieve? This is true, even to exploring the moon and 
inventing weapons capable of destroying all life. It would seem 
clear we are living in the time Jesus spoke of in Matt. 2 — the time 
when man shall have at his disposal the power to erase all life from 
the earth. 

Matt. 24;6, "Ye shall hear of wars and rumors of wars." The 
Bible shows clearly that war is the result of acting under the inordinate 
lusts within man, James 4:1,2. Unrestrained' human nature, with its 
pride, vanity, jealousy, lust and greed is plainly the cause of wars. 

Knowledge tends to increase pride. We live in an age of mush- 
rooming scientific knowledge. This makes it possible for a few men 
to possess tremendous power. Will the inordinate lusts of men cause 
them to become better and better or worse and worse? "But evil men 
and seducers shall wax worse and worse, deceiving, and being 
deceived," II Tim. 3:13. 

The end results of actions and decisions that seem right to leaders 
and people in general, is told in Proverbs 14:12, "There is a way 
which seemeth right unto a man, but the end thereof are the ways of 
death," This principle is so important that God inspired its repetition 
in Proverbs 16:25- The Scriptural Truth, that seems to deceive man 
into believing that actions which end in death will bring peace is, "The 
heart is deceilful above ail things, and desperately wicked," Jer, 17:9. 

The governments of this world promise peace, but only bring war! 
Men in their vain attempts to bring us peace have brought this world 
to the brink of annihilation. Romans 3:17, "And the way of peace have 
they not known,'' indicates that mankind doesn't even know the way of 
peace. This was applied to both Jew and Gentile. God inspired 
Isaiah to write, "The way of peace they know not: and there is no 
judgment in their goings: they have made them crooked paths: whoso- 
ever goefh therein shall not know peace," !sa. 59:8. 

Throughout the Bible, war is pictured as the result of lust and

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THE PLUMB LINE 

The plumb line is a tool with which most of us are familiar. It is 
a simple tool, consisting of a length of cord to one end of which is 
attached a weight. Its very simplicity belies its usefulness. It is 
used in laying masonary walls or buildings to keep them true and 
perpendicular. Also in use is the line which is but a length of cord 
without the plummet or plumb bob attached. Although history tells 
us these were in use by the Egyptians about 2900 years B. C, they are 
tools which are to be found, yet today, in nearly every carpenter's and 
mason's tool box. 

Our interest in these simple tools is stimulated by the fact they are 
spoken of in the Bible. In Amos 7, God was contending with Israel, 
because of their sins, by causing grasshoppers to devour their crops. 
At the pleading of the Prophet Amos the Lord stayed His hand, it 
appears, however, the people did not turn unto the Lord after which 
time He contended with them by fire. Again the Prophet Amos 
appealed unto the Lord to withhold His judgment. Then God showed 
the Prophet a vision of that which was to come. 

"Thus he showed me: and, behold, the Lord stood upon a wail 
made by a plumbline, with a plumbline in his hand. And the Lord 
said unto me, Amos, what seest thou? And I said, A plumbline. Then 
said the Lord, Behold, I will set a plumbline in the midst of my people 
Israel: I will not again pass by them anymore: And the high places of 
Isaac shall be desolate, and ihe sanctuaries of Israel shall be laid waste; 
and I will rise against the house of Jeroboam with the sword," 
Amos 7:7-9. 

We notice the wall spoken of in the above verses had been well- 
built. It had been laid with a plumb line, therefore it had been made 
square and true. It had been built mechanically correct and was a 
solid wall. But something had happened. The Scripture says "the 
Lord stood on the wall . . . with a plumbline in his hand." i believe 
this wall represented the Kingdom of God in Israel. The fact the Lord 
held a plumb line in His hand seems to indicate that He was checking 
the wall to see how far it had become out of plumb, as we would say. 
In other words. He was judging Israel to see how much would have to 
be destroyed in order to repair the damage. 

We know Israel's besetting sins were idolatry, and mingling and 
cooperating with the adjacent wicked nations. In the remainder of 
Amos 7, we read of Amaziah taking exception to the prophecy of Amos. 
Amos prophesied that Jeroboam the king would be killed and the 
nation of Israel would be led into captivity, Amos was not a popular 
man, for Amaziah "invited" him to go into the land of Judah and there 
eat bread and prophesy. As Christians, we may not be held in high 
esteem by those of the world. As did Amos, so also do we have a 
responsibility to be witnesses for Him. 
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We, too, have that which is as a plumb fine unto us. We have 
God's Word and if we build our lives according to its precepts and 
abide by those same precepts, we need have no fear. 

Let us remember that when God judges, He always begins with 
His people, i Peter 4:17, "For the time is come that judgment must 
begin at the house of God: and if it first begin at us, what shall be 
the end of them that obey not the gospel of God?" 



WHEN THE HOLY SPIRIT COMES 

Have you ever thought to yourself. If only 1 had lived when 
Jesus was upon earth and had been able to walk and talk with Him? 
What a great experience it must have been to know Jesus in the flesh! 
What would you say, then, if someone told you that it is actually to 
your advantage that you live now rather than then? 

You can have a more real and intimate knowledge of Jesus now 
than did those who knew Him when He lived upon earth. In Palestine 
only a few men could be His close friends. He could be at only one 
place at a time. But when Jesus came in the power of the Holy Spirit 
to be with His followers, it was in a spiritual presence unlimited by 
time, place, or circumstance. No wonder, then, that He assured His 
disciples, ". . . It is expedient for you that I go away . . ." (John 16:7). 
Jesus was misunderstood even by His closest friends. As long 
as he was with them in the flesh, they could not grasp the full meaning 
of His life and mission. Peter had refused to accept the fact of the 
coming suffering and death of Jesus. It took the disciples a long time 
to realize that Jesus was not to be a national messiah but a Messiah 
for all men, a universal Saviour- 

Jesus recognized their difficulties and said, "I have yet many things 
to say unto you, but you cannot bear them now" (John 16:12). As 
long as He was with them in physical presence, they were not able 
to see the full truth of His nature and mission. But when physical 
limitations were removed by the spiritual presence of the risen Christ, 
He was able to lead them into truth they had previously been unable 
to understand. 

The promise of Jesus to His disciples to send the gift of His Spirit 
could be fulfilled only as He ascended to the Father. And so for that 
reason Jesus told His disciples that it was profitable for Him to go 
away. 

In the Words of Jesus' promise we have some vital truths about 
the personality of the Holy Spirit. We do not call the Holy Spirit "it", 
but "He". Indeed, Jesus spoke of the Spirit as "another Comforter" 
(John 14:16), a Person in the same sense that Christ is. The Holy Spirit 
is described in the New Testament as our helper, advocate, counselor, 
and witness to Christ (John 14:25; 15:26; 16:13). 
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The Spirit of God is not an impersonal force, but a personality who 
speaks, creates, guides, judges, and plans. The Spirit spoke to Philip 
and directed him to go to the Ethiopian eunuch. The Spirit commanded 
Peter to go to Cornelius. Paul and Timothy were forbidden by the 
Holy Spirit to go into Asia on the second missionary journey. These 
are all actions of the Spirit of God, who personally directs and guides 
the life of the obedient Christian- 

The fourteenth chapter of the Gospel of John is familiar to Chris- 
tians as a passage promising the gift of the Holy Spirit. Jesus said 
that the Spirit would come upon the church, and that He would do 
definite things. ". . . He shall teach you all things, and bring all things 
to your remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you" (John 14:26). 
The Christian life is both a growing and learning walk. Paul tells us 
that we not only are to "grow in grace," but also "in the knowledge 
of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ." This action can be achieved 
only by the working of the Holy Spirit in our hearts, and by His re- 
minding us of what Jesus said and' did when He was upon earth. 

The Holy Spirit instructs the disciples in truth. He is the "Spirit 
of truth;" He makes clear the truth of Christ and gives insight and 
understanding concerning it. It takes a long time for truth to travel 
from our heads into our hearts! 

The Holy Spirit is the Interpeter of Christ. Jesus said of the Holy 
Spirit, "He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you" (John 16:14). The Holy Spirit makes the true nature 
of Christ known. He does not givea new or different revelation, but 
rather opens our eyes that we may see deeper meanings in the 
revelation of Jesus Christ. Through the Holy Spirit, Christ for us 
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becomes Christ in us. The Christian's experience of the Holy Spirit 
and of The living and indwelling Christ cannot be separated. 

At Pentecost there was a unique demonstration of God's presence 
and power. The Christians were assembled together in prayer, await- 
ing the fulfillment of Jesus' promise of the coming of the Holy Spirit. 
Suddenly two unusual things occurred. There was a sound as of rush- 
ing wind, and a tongue of fire rested upon the head of every believer. 
Then, inspired by the Holy Spirit, they began to proclaim the Gospel in 
utterances different from their ordinary speech so that ". . . every man 
heard them speak in his own language." 

The record in Acts 2 is strange and marvelous. But we should 
not get so interested in the tongues of fire and foreign languages as 
to miss the fact of central significance: the coming of the Holy Spirit. 
The miracle of sounds and the sights should not obscure the great 
miracle of the inrushing presence of God in the Holy Spirit. 

It is important to note that not only the eleven, but the one hundred 
and 1 twenty in the upper room received the Spirit, The promise of the 
Father was fulfilled in the coming of the Holy Spirit in the life of every 
believer. The Book of Acts, as it unfolds the history of Spirit-filled 
men and women of the early church, could be called "Acts of the Holy 
Spirit." When the lives of Christians today lose their sparkle and' their 
spiritual power, it would be well for us to turn again to this record of 
the experience of the early Christians. 

In yielding our wills in surrender to the Holy Spirit we can find 
victory and joy in the Christian life. In His continual abiding presence 
there is strength for temptation, joy for loneliness, inspiration for dull- 
ness of heart, and purpose for the divided life. Again and again each 
day we will gain fresh heart as we recall His presence and throw open 
our lives to His power. The resources of God are available to us as we 
allow the Holy Spirit to fill us and use us.

"In my Father's house are many mansions ... I go to prepare a 
place for you," John 14:2. Paul tells us of the third Heaven, the 
Paradice of God. "For we know if our earthly house of this tabernacle 
were dissolved, we have a building of God, an house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens," II Cor. 5:1. Paul never doubted there 
was a heaven. He pressed forward and prepared for his home in 
Heaven. As he had fought the good fight, and kept the faith and was 
nearing the end of his life here below he said, "Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing," rl Tim. 4:8. 
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John also gives us a beautiful picture of Heaven in Rev. 21:2, 
"And I John saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming down from 
God out of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned for her husband." 
The streets of gold are laid and gates of pearl are made and those 
beautiful jasper walls, surely this is a wonderful representation of the 
glory, charm and the beauty of Heaven itself. The faithful of all ages 
have a home in Heaven and life everlasting. Christ has promised this 
would be our reward. 

How much courage it gives the younger ones to press ahead when 
they see an aged brother or sister as they come to the close of this 
life saying like the Apostle Paul that they have won a crown of life 
and a home in Heaven, a "house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens." To all the faithful Jesus will say, "Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of 
the world," Matt. 25:34. "And they shall come from the east, and 
from the west, and from the north, and from the south, and shall sit 
down in the kingdom of God," Luke 13:29.

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FAITHFULNESS 

In thinking of our faithfulness in the Christian life, we learn from 
His Word that not everyone that calls upon Htm by word of mouth will 
enter into the Heavenly Kingdom, Matt.7;21, 

"Not everyone that saith unto me Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the will of my Father which is 
in heaven." 

No, without obedience to the will of God, you and I will never 
have the celestial praise of Almighty God. Christ's Word requires 
more than confession of mouth. It takes obedience: first faith, then 
faithfulness, to be made recipients of God's Grace- It takes subjects, 
justified be Christ's blood and worthy of the Kingdom of Heaven. 
"Many will say to me in that day. Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in thy name? and in thy name have cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works? And then will I profess unto them, 
I never knew you: depart from me, ye that work iniquity." Matt. 7:22,23 

In thinking of faithfulness, a true Christian has an influence in 
the world. A true Christian is a follower of Christ, a human soul, with 
Christ living in him, not only a hearer of His Word but a doer of the 
same. He is a person who has faith in Him, according to the Gospel 
plan of Redemption, the faith of Christ, the faith "once delivered unto 
the saints." Christians are sinners saved by God's Grace, which makes 
them living saints- 

On the other side of the picture, an unfaithful Christian experience 
is a dangerous condition which may lead to apostasy of faith. 

Let us notice our faithfulness, our responsibility, for our personal 
influence over our weaker brethren. Please read I Cor. 8. 

Then let us notice our influence out in the world: in worshipping, 
working, walking, warring, witnessing, and watching. How sad, when 
we see those who should have reached spiritual maturity fall away 
from the faith. They may still say Lord, Lord, holding a "form of 
doctrine, but denying the power thereof, from such turn away." Let 
us leave the ninety and nine and go out and find that sheep which is 
lost and bring it back into the fold, before it may reach the place of no 
returning. Spiritual maturity is reached, by our faithfulness, in cultivat- 
ing the understanding, by knowledge of the Word, by our going "on 
unto perfection," Heb. 6:1. I Cor. 14:20, "Brethren, be not children, 
in understanding: howbeit in malice be ye children, but in under- 
standing be men." Be faithful- 

We may apply this to many things, but one specific thing — 
maturity in overcoming temptation through knowledge- Note the 
words of the beloved Apostle John, "I have written unto you, young 
men, because ye are strong (reaching maturity), and the word of God 
abideth in you, and ye have overcome the wicked one," I John 2:14. 
Faithfulness demands heeding the command of our Lord to the Apostle 
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Peter, "get thee behind me Satan," Matt. 16:23- On the other hand, 
the unfaithful Christian professor many times gives way to social sins 
such as card playing, drinking, smoking, bingo clubs, bowling, 
gambling, and dancing. These sins lead to other sins such as forni- 
cation, adultery and other such gross sins, through the works of the 
flesh. See Gal. 5:19-21. 

The Apostle Peter points out those who are unfaithful, those who 
walk after the flesh, as sensual and corrupt talkers. He shows their 
utter depravity, engaging in corrupt filthy stories, foolish jesting etc. 

In concluding remarks on this subject, may we all be reminded of 
the admonition of the Apostle Paul to the Corinthian brethren. "There- 
fore, my beloved, brethren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord," I Cor. 15:58.

THE MIND OF CHRIST 

"For I am determined not to know anything among yog, save 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified," I Cor. 2:2. Paul attached great im- 
portance to having the mind of Christ, for in the last verse of this 
chapter he says, "For who hath known the mind of the Lord, that he 
may instruct him? But we have the mind of Christ." 

The Preacher once said, "Vanity of vanities; a\l is vanity," Ecc. 1:2. 
We are made to realize somewhat concerning the vanity of man and 
riches. Even in our best days our life is vanity. After we keep all 
the commandments and have done all we can we are still unprofitable 
servants. We need the blood to cleanse us from falling. 

To be crucified means that the body of sin is dead. "Likewise 
reckon ye also yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto 
God through Jesus Christ our Lord," Rom, 6: 11. It is our victory if we 
are crucified with Christ who loved us and gave Himself for us. There- 
fore, let not sin have dominion over you. You are under Grace and He 
who shed His blood will never leave you nor forsake you. We are 
thankful for a God who will stay by us. 

We are living in an age when man has much knowledge, even 
to walking on the moon. Yet Paul says whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. The only important thing is to know Christ and 
Him crucified. 

If we lay up treasures, who will gather them? In terms of eter- 
nity, which treasures are we laying up - spiritual or material? Again 
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the Preacher says, "What profit hath a man of all his labour which he 
taketh under the sun?" Ecc. 1:3. "Let us hear the conclusion of the 
whole matter: Fear God and keep his commandments: for this is the 
whole duty of_man," Ecc. 12:13. 

We live in a pleasure age which men are lovers of pleasure more 
than lovers of God. There are so many things to distract us and turn 
us from God. But He will give us victory over the flesh if we live 
soberly, righteously, and Godly in this present world. 

To the Christian, material things are not objects of our affections. 
A Christian does not say , when his flocks and gold have multiplied 
that "the might of mine hand hath gotten me this wealth." A Christian 
says he is a steward of God, who gave the increase for us to use and 
not for man's glory. Sometimes we get our values mixed up. First 
make peace with God and walk well in His sight. 

Paul sacrificed to win souls. He wrote often and prayed many 
times for people that they might become children of God and desire 
the sincere milk of the Word of God. After we have realized the im- 
portance of things eternal, we are made to realize the brevity of life. 
Eternity is forever. 

Paul tells us in I Cor. 9:19-23, "For though I be free from all men, 
yet have I made myself servant unto all, that I might gain the more. 
And unto the Jews, I became as a Jew, ... to them under the law, as 
under the law, ■ . .To them that are without taw, as without law, (being 
not without law to God, but under the law to Christ) ... To the weak 
became I as weak . . . And this 1 do for the gospel's sake." If we are 
all-out for God and our heart His temple, we' become a spectacle unto 
the world. 

It is good to withhold ourselves and keep silent but sometimes we 
do it too often, especially when a word would encourage others. Jesus 
said let your light shine. We can do that by being silent sometimes 
and other times by speaking. We need the Spirit of God to know 
when to speak or not to speak. 

Jesus said, "without me ye can do nothing." We think of need 
and remedy. When people are discouraged, sick and sad, Jesus is the 
remedy. When the adversary keeps us discouraged and hinderer God 
may lead someone to help when the opportunity comes to glorify Him. 
The adversary hinders us in every way he can. He comes as an angel 
of light to mock us or as a roaring lion, trying to devour us or to put 
out our light. But even though we can't preach like Paul, or sing like 
angels, we can say He died for all. Christ came and destroyed the 
power of the Devil, so we have victory through Christ. 

The woman of sin at Jacob's well was given this power over sin. 
She believed Jesus was the Christ because He told her all she ever did. 
She drank of the living water that satisfies. See Jn. 4:7-42. This 
woman had a need and Jesus taught her the way of salvation. 

Jesus said, "Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest," Jn. 4:35, If the fields were ripe in Christ's 
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day what must they be now? Jesus saw people as sheep having no 
shepherd. He wanted to give them the peace that passeth under- 
standing, to give them life eternal. 

Go into the world and preach the gospel. This is the message we 
have for the world — Christ came and died for ALL, We can't all do 
the same thing, but we can tell the love of Jesus. We can pray for 
more reapers. There are multitudes without a Saviour. 

The greatest need today is for prayer- When we pray in secret, 
God will reward us openly. We need to spend much time in the closet 
of prayer for the condition of the world. The cry goes up all around 
us, "Come over into Macedonia and help us." A Macedonian call 
means to go help where the need is. 

Lydia, the seller of purple, heard the gospel, believed, and' was 
baptized. After her baptism she asked Paul and his helpers to abide 
at her house. It was just a little gathering, but Paul's desire was to 
help wherever there was need. Jesus assures us that where a small 
group or even "two or three are gathered together in my name, there 
am i in the midst of them," Matt. 18:20. 

The Lord has need of workers in the vineyard no matter the age, 
wether young or old. Moses was old when God called him to lead 
the children of Israel. To be a worker we must say to God, what do 
you want me to be? Where do you want me to go? And even one 
who gives a cup of cold water in the name of a disciple shall be re- 
warded. We have a promise that whatever is done for Christ will 
recieve a reward. We labor not in vain. 

We know not what labor shall prosper, morning of life or evening 
or whether both alike shall prosper. It matters not — just labor and 
plant and God will give the increase. The fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, and peace. 

May God help us to keep our light shining so that people may 
look and glorify our Father which is in Heaven.

REASONS FOR THE BONNET 

1. It is an emblem of meekness and modesty in the heart of the 
wearer. Only women who possess these traits of character will wear 
a garment that so vividly portrays the distinction between pride and 
humility. To express distinction, it should be plain and free from un- 
necessary decorations, at the same time a model of neatness befitting 
the spirit of humility. Paul admonishes: "That women adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel . . . not with broided hair, or gold, or pearls, 
or costly array," I Tim, 2:9- Peter also admonishes: "Whose adorning, 
let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing 
of gold, or of putting on of apparel," I Pet. 3:3. Even a plain neat 
bonnet set off with gold, pearls and costly trimmings, is not in harmony 
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with the spirit of modesty, humility and a meek and quiet spirit "which 
is in the sight of God of great price." 

2. It separates from the world, and opens the door of the heart for 
the reception and abiding indwelling of the Father in the heart of his 
handmaidens who are not of the world, "Wherefore, come out from 
among, them and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unciean thing; and I will receive you, and will be a Father unto you, 
and you shall be my daughters, saith the Lord Almighty," I'l Cor 
6:17-18. 

3. It is an evidence of intelligent choosing, and of willing 
obedience. "As obedient children, not fashioning yourselves according 
to the former lusts in your ignorance," I Pet. 1:14. Christian women 
do not bow to the goddess of wordly styles and fashions, but adopt 
and wear a plain, neatly made bonnet which is becoming to women 
professing godliness. 

4. It may be a matter of domestic economy. The peace and happi- 
ness of many homes have been destroyed by the inordinate desire and 
cravings of the wife and mother for costly attire and wordly styles 
of clothing and head gear which the family cannot afford. I Tim. 2:9. 

5. It blends well with the spirit of humility, and is admired by the 
better class of godly women. Christian women are supposed to 
clothe themselves in modest apparel. When thus attired, a plain, 
neatly made bonnet becomes an ornament, a token of a meek, humble 
spirit. "For after this manner in the old time the holy women, also, 
who trusted in God, adorned themselves, being in subjection unto their 
own husbands," I Pet. 3:5. 

6. The plain bonnet harmonizes beautifully with the prayer veil, 
and when they are of proper shape and size, with the hair done up in 
such manner as not to interfere with the former as an outer covering 
for the head and the latter as a prayer covering that really covers the 
head, combined with dresses that protect the chest and legs from 
exposure, the result is a sister attired and "adorned in modest apparel," 
I Tim. 2:9; I Cor. 11:4-10- 

7. It tends to uniformity and unity. (I Cor. 1:10). It evidences 
renunciation of the world- (I John 2:15-17). And shows submission 
to the counsel of the church, and obedience to Bible teaching, and 
that the sister does not dress for display and that she does not pose as 
a clothes-hanger to display her vanity and pride. 

8. Just to illustrate: (1) Here is a sister with a neat, plainly made 
bonnet free from decorative trimmings, with the hair neatly combed 
down, and a prayer veil that covers the hair, combined with clothes 
that conceal her nakedness, and shoes that protect from the weather 
and hide the toes. (2) Here is another sister with a bonnet with 
frills and ruffles, fancy trimmings, the hair done up in pompadour 
style, the prayer veil, a small patch, the size of the palm of her hand, 
hung on the back of her head, combined with clothing that exposes the 
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chest, and covers the legs down to the knees, and painted toenails 
peeping through holes in the toe of the shoes, and when she sits down 
with legs crossed, is everlastingly pulling and tugging at her dress to 
cover her shame! — Elder B. E. Kessler

In itself, this is understandable- After 
all, this is a war-weary old world. There have been comparatively few 
years in the history of the world in which there has been no war. Man 
in all his self-esteem and with all his technical knowledge cannot 
learn to live together in peace with his fellow men. Indeed', man if 
left to his own devices could probably destroy the earth, God 
permitting. 

However, God has reserved this power unto Himself. "But the 
heavens and the earth, which are now, by the same word are, kept in 
store, resesved unto fire against the day of judgment and perdition 
of ungodly men. But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in the 
night; in the which the heavens shall pass away with a great noise, 
and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be burned' up, II Peter 3:7,10. 

Is it any wonder man's mind turns to thoughts of peace as he sur- 
veys the world situation? Nations boast of the number of multi-megaton 
nuclear bombs and the thousands of miles they can travel to their 
targets. We read of satellites that are capable of photographing 
every corner of the earth. We read also of the possibility of space 
platforms which could carry large bombs to be dropped at command 
on any desired target. 

We read also of natural calamities where there have been severe 
earthquakes and thousands of lives lost. A severe tidal wave de- 
stroyed several hundred-thousand lives in Pakistan. We hear on the 
news of a huge hole in the earth in Canada wherein more than two 
dozen homes were swallowed up and many lives lost. 

Dear Reader, I know this is not a pleasant picture to think upon. 1 
firmly believe this is but the partial fulfillment of God's Word. "Nation 
shall rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom: And great 
earthquakes shall be in divers places, and famines and pestilences; 
and fearful sights and great signs shall there be from heaven . . . Men's 
hearts failing them for fear, and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth: for the power of heaven shall be shaken," 
Luke 21:11,26. 

In several ways, Jeremiah 6 seems to have meaning in our day. 
The people were committing gross sins. Even the priests and prophets 
were dealing falsely. It was a time in which they were crying peace, 
peace, when there was no peace. The chapter continues and says 
they were not at all ashamed and neither would they blush. Is not 
this the condition we are in today? The Word of the Lord by Jeremiah 
was, "Stand ye in the ways, and see, and ask for the old paths, where 
is the good way, and walk therein, and ye shall find rest for your souls. 
But they said; We will not walk therein," Jer. 6:16. 

Notice the similarity of the conditions in that day (about 612 B.C.) 
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as compared to our time. They were crying peace, peace, when there 
was no peace. But they were unwilling to seek the old paths by which 
they couid obtain peace. We hear a great cry for peace but instead 
of peace, there is strife, and turmoil. If men would turn to God and 
walk in His way, they could find rest, today, for their souls. 

We cannot be at peace with our fellowmen if we have not the 
peace of God in our hearts. Neither can we be truly happy if we have 
not that peace. I believe this is the reason for much of the unrest 
that prevails today. I believe many young people sense that life 
should have a greater meaning than that which they have found, 

Romans 8:6 telis us, "To be carnally minded is death; but to be 
spiritually minded is life and peace." How then may we be spiritually 
minded? By reading and studying the Bible, by accepting Christ as 
our Lord and Saviour, if we have not done so, as His convicting Spirit 
speaks to us. "Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost," Acts 2:38, 

We read in Gal. 5:22 that peace is the third fruit of the nine fruits 
mentioned as being fruits of the Spirit. So we cannot have peace 
without having the Holy Spirit in our lives. The Apostle Paul, in many 
of his salutations to the various churches says, "Grace be to you and 
peace from God the Father, and from our Lord Jesus Christ," so we have 
peace from God and Christ and the Holy Spirit. 

In contrast to this, the Psalmist says the ungodly shall perish. In 
Isa. 57:20,21 we find these words, "The wicked are like the troubled 
sea, when it cannot rest, whose waters cast up mire and dirt. There 
is no peace, saith my God, to the wicked." God "will render to every 
man according to his deeds: To them who by patient continuance in 
well doing seek for glory and honour and immortality, eternal life: 
But unto them that are contentious, and do not obey the truth, but obey 
unrighteousness, indignation and wrath, Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil . .. but glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, , . . For there is no respect of persons 
with God," Rom. 2:6-11. 

In Isaiah's day, when the judgments were prophesied against 
God's people, Isaiah was able to say, "Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on thee: because he trusteth in thee," Isa. 
26:3. Can we say that in the midst of a wayward nation? If we can, 
we have a meaningful peace, "And the peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding, shall keep your hearts and minds through Christ Jesus." 
Phil. 4:7.

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CHRIST THE WAY 

Jesus said, "I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me." Before this statement, "Thomas saith 
unto him, Lord, we know not whither thou goest; and how can we 
know the way?" John 14:5,6. Jesus had been telling His waiting 
disciples future events, where He was going, what His mission was, 
and that He would return to them and receive them unto Himself. 
Blessed thought! 

He had also taught those same disciples, and us, concerning two 
ways (roads) on which man may travel. There can be no doubt that 
He was speaking of two ways which lead to man's spiritual destiny. 
Matt. 7:13,14, "Enter ye in at the strait gate: for wide is the gate, and 
broad is the way, that leadeth to destruction, and many there be which 
go In thereat: Because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth unto life, and few there be that find it." This doctrine of Christ 
holds good for all periods of the church dispensation, and for young 
and old. 

This article is directed specifically to young people, as well as to 
parents in our time. Many years ago our parents and forefathers in 
the Church told us to "Train up a chiid in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart from it," Prov. 22:6. We say that 
advice holds good today, if the training begins at the right time and 
is proven by the parents example. We do not say that they will always 
accept their teaching and practice it all their lives, but we think that in 
old age they will accept their childhood training as being the right way. 

Liberal brethren and sisters in the Dunkard Brethren Church may 
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say, oh, that's old-fashioned stuff. Well, is it? We remind you that 
this starting on the right road has been pushed pretty hard in the past, 
by educators and philosophers for many years. Philosophy is that 
which endeavors to find an answer to that which is unknown, or a 
solution to any given subject, as pertaining to truth or fact. Hence, 
when philosophy finds the unquestionable solution to the given 
problem, based upon fact, it is no longer philosophy, but becomes sci- 
ence. Science in harmony with truth is not a theory, but an established 
truth or fact. Therefore modern educators have been saying that the 
most formative part of a child's life is the first few months after birth. 
They go on and say everything that happens after that for the next few 
years makes a terrific impression upon him. This is nothing new, peo- 
ple have always noticed this. 

Perhaps the most poisonous teaching of so-called intelligent people 
today tries to dominate the lives of our children in school, and some- 
limes at home, too. They even try it on adults also. That idea is 
sweeping our government in the U.S.A. and around the world as well. 
Hitler had that idea; the Communist regimes have gotten it also. They 
seem to give a lot of time and attention to our young people in Amer- 
ica, in our universities, and around the world. Will they overthrow our 
nation without firing a shot? Will they bring America to Atheism and 
a fall? They are trying to get our people In the church and out of it 
degraded for life. For all this more and more people are saying, we 
need not fear communism, so they are not affected by it. 

When and where should the training of our young people begin? 
Start telling them at the age of five or six years that it is wrong and 
sinful to smoke or drink strong drink, play cards, bingo, or games of 
chance at home, school, or any other place and' that these things lead 
to the destruction of the soul in Hell. Yes, little children should be 
taught that there is a Hell as well as a Heaven. They should be taught 
that it is wrong to attend dances, theaters, public ball games, to swear 
or take God's name in vain. All these should be strongly urged against 
at a very young age, showing and teaching Bible consequences. 

Ecc. 12:1, "Remember now thy Creator in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor the years draw nigh, when thou shalt 
say, I have no pleasure in them." There is too much argument in our 
time about God's Word and this affects the Church. The argument starts 
when parents start asking, which is the right road, which is the right 
way? (Comparing the Church with churches). This shows lack of 
conversion to the right Church, Christ's Church, and all this in the pres- 
ence of children. Many tell us that all churches are on the same way 
and 1 it makes no difference which one we belong to, that they are all 
going to the same place. Friends, beware! Jesus pointed out two 
ways, but He said, "I am the way." In Him is life eternal- 
Let us consider our responsibilities as those who are traveling on 
the narrow way. Young people as well as older people, need to be 
taught how to be responsible, for their futre life here in this world, as 
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well as for eternity. They need to think intelligently, to act with re- 
gard for the rights of others. Here's the problem in our day, how do 
you get young people to think, talk, and act as respectable citizens in 

our time? It is not being done by many. There is only one way to do 
it, teach them, show them, instill into their hearts the love of Jesus. 
How many parents are doing that today? Obviously, a great deal of 
so-called education has not shown success in arriving at that objective. 
Yet, can we parents altogether blame the schools? Oh, beloved, when 
will we as Dunkard Brethern stop being more interested in our child- 
ren getting their credits at school, than for them to get an education? 
Young people must be taught at home, by word and example, they 
must be shown that the way of Christ is the best and only way. 

Listen to this truth — one cannot educate the young to live in a 
dream world, when the real world in which they live looks altogether 
different to them. You cannot except you can get them to understand 
that the dream world is God's world, the other world in which they are 
living is Satan's world, and that one leads to happiness for evermore, 
but the other to sorrow and everlasting doom and destruction. 

Satan's world is the real world to youth, a world controlled by the 
old Serpent and sinful man. This is a world of tremendous technology, 
nuclear power, space exploration, jet transportation, mass production, 
motor cars, electronic marvels, and what have we? Where are we 
going with all that stuff? Does anyone know? The child of God 
knows. Are we showing the world how to get there? A lot of folk 
try to tell you what is wrong with the world, but only One, the Son of 
God, ever claimed to have the answer for both young and old concern- 
ing the way to God. John 6:37, "Ail that the Father giveth Me shall 
come to Me; and him that cometh to Me I will in no wise cast out," 
John 6:44, "No man can come to me, except the Father which hath sent 
me draw him: and I will raise him up at the last day." John 7:17, "If 
any man will do his will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether it be 
of God, or wether I speak of myself." Christ's way is the way to God, 
which is the right and only way. He said, "1 am the way, the truth, 
and the life." This does not make sense to many today. No, it does- 
n't fit life's style, ways of thinking, talking, or acting. 

For some strange reason they seem to think Christ is out of date. 
Talk about being out of date, a long time ago Jesus said, "Take heed, 
and beware of covetousness: for a man's life consisteth not in the a- 
bundance of the things which he possesseth." This calls to our mind, 
material wealth seekers, those seeking themselves in a plush office, 
dressed in an expensive suit, a battery of telephones on the desk, mak- 
ing deals and reaping profit. We remember the rich young ruler who 
came to Jesus asking Him what he must do to obtain eternal life. 
Jesus told him to keep the commandments. He said to Jesus, "All 
these things have I kept from my youth up: what lack I yet? Jesus 
saith unto him. . . .go and sell that thou hast, and give to the poor 
. . . and come follow me." Notice these four things— go, sell, give, 
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and follow me. People who have tried to find happiness in life by 
seeking material things can tell you the folly of it from first hand ex- 
perience. Solomon of old tried it and said in his later years, "...all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit, and there is no profit under the sun/' 
Ecc.2;ll. 

Jesus gave His followers a lesson concerning this also. He said, 
"Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and all these 
things shall be added unto you." Friends, there isn't anything to it, 
physical life is too short. Many live for fame and pleasure in this 
life. For instance: a young girt seeking to be a beauty queen, young 
men seeking to become champion atheletes. Adults, fathers, mothers, 
by the thousands, rooting, screaming, cheering, the whole mass on 
their way to Hell. This is revelling, if not, what is it? They pursue 
money, fame, and pleasure as if a man's life consists only of material 
things. 

The Apostle John said, "Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. For all that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the Father, but 
is of the world'. And the world passeth away, and the lust thereof: 
but he that doeth the will of God abideth for ever," 1 John 2:15-17. 
The Christian must live victorious over self-satisfaction and the self-de- 
ception it tries to cover up. 

That's the problem, how do you get there? We will try to tell 
you the answer, the Lord willing. {To be continued).

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INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC IN WORSHIP 

The use of instrumental music is common in about all of the 
churches today- But the question in mind, is it scriptural, or is it 
pleasing unto God? We know it is not taught in the Bible. If it is not 
taught, then is it adding to the Bible? I believe it is, Paul in 
II Timothy says, "All scripture is given by inspiration of God." Then 
we can truthfully say that instrumental music is not inspired; for if it 
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was it would be found in the Book, which is inspired of God. Paul 
says in Heb. 12:2, "Jesus is the author and finisher of our faith." 
Where did He authorize instrumental music to be used in the worship 
of God? All people will agree that singing is taught in the Bible. 
Then when we oppose those who use instrumental music we are not 
opposing something taught in the Bible, for we agree on what the Bible 
says. But the thing we disagree on is what the Bible does not say. 
The Bible says to sing, but does not say to play on instruments. Jesus 
did not use or sanction the use of instruments in the New Testament 
worship. Then we should be very careful not to do that which Jesus 
is not the author of. 

The evidence is conclusive that the Church after the days of the 
Apostles did not use instrumental music in worship for several hundred 
years. Professor Killen's History of the Ancient Church says the 
synagogue did not use instrumental music in their worship. For many 
centuries after this period the use of instrumental music was unknown 
in the churches. 

Justin Martyr, 150 A, D„ wrote, "Plain singing is not childish, 
but only the singing with lifeless organs, with dancing and cymbals. 
Hence the use of such instruments and other things fit for children 
are laid aside, and plain singing only retained," 

In all ages, since the days of the Apostles, the most pious of men 
have opposed the use of instruments in worship. Even the Reformers, 
as they left the Roman Church, opposed the use of instruments in 
worship. John Knox, 1560, wrote, "This principle is that nothing is 
to be introduced into the worship of God, that is not prescribed in the 
Word of God. This principle not only purified the Church of human 
inventions and Popish corruptions, but has restored plain singing of 
Psalms, unaccompanied by instrumental music." 

John Wesley wrote, "I have no objections to instruments being 
in our chapels, provided they are neither seen or heard." 

Adam Clark, 1760-1832, "Is it ever found that these Churches 
and Christian societies which have and use instruments of music in 
divine worship are more holy than those who do not use them? Can 
God be pleased by sounds which are emitted by no sentiment being 
and have In themselves no meaning? If these questions cannot be 
answered in the affirmative, then is not the introduction of such 
instruments into the worship of God anti-Christian?" 

We could go on quoting from histories and men of God following 
the Apostles, who have opposed instrumental music but those quoted' 
are sufficient to show that it wasn't until later years that the use of 
instrumental music came into use in general. But who did first use 
them in worship? The organ Is said to have been first introduced 
into the Church by Pope Vitalian I in 666, Chamber's Encyclopedia. 

It seems to me that the churches are fast following the Roman 
churches. They have from time to time taken away and added to, 
until today they are not like they once were. The Church of the 
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Brethren of which I was a member, first laid aside the plain ciothes, 
then they began to wear jewelry, until today they don't (or very many) 
believe the Bible is Inspired or Christ is divine. It has been twenty- 
five years since one told me that the letters of Paul and the Apostles 
were no more inspired of God than modern writers of today. 

We can see the example these churches set. They have gone 
into the ecumenical council with the Catholic Church and have drifted 
away from the Word of God. Instrumental music is only for the ear 
and not from the heart. We might say that man today loves the 
things of this world more than the Word of God. I hope and pray 
that the Dunkard Brethren will follow the teaching of God's Word, 
then we will not be running after the things of the world.

TEMPTATION 

We read in Matthew 4:3, "And when the tempter came to him, he 
said, 'If thou be the Son of God, command that these stones be made 
bread,' " Christ let nothing come between Himself and the merits of 
God. God is always aware that we are tempted and He is always 
near to help. He is present during our temptations to encourage us to 
make the right decision. 

In I Corinthians 10:13 we read, "There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that ye are able; but witi with the 
temptation also make a way to escape, that ye may be able to bear 
it," Here we see if we yield to temptation, we sin by our own choos- 
ing- This shows a sign of human weakness. 

Nathaniel Willis wrote, "No degree of temptation justifies any de- 
gree of sin." Temptation is only an invitation to sin. William Shake- 
speare said, "It is one thing to be tempted and another thing to fall." 
I believe that temptation serves as a testing ground for the soul. Some- 
times it tries our strength. If we want to make a test of a ship, we 
must take it out on a stormy sea, where we can try the strength of the 
ship, and we also can test the skill of the captain. So is the test of life, 
many times we feel ourselves surrounded by a mighty wave of temp- 
tation, but this we will either make a stumbling block or a stepping 

stone- 
Temptation is a battleground upon which man's selfishness chal- 
lenges God's Divine will. Temptation is a conflict between that which 
I want to do and that which I know I ought to do. Often we see 
people ruin their lives by getting their own way in life. They yield 
to one temptation after another. The challenge belongs to you and 
me. It is a decision we must make, will we let Christ be the center of 
our life? There is no one that can make the decision for you. But if 
we take it to God in prayer He will help us. Let us give Him first 
place in our lives. 
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The average man measures his life by what is socially acceptable. 
A Christian measures his by Divine standards. The average man feels 
the need of God only when he is sick or during a crisis. The Christian 
feels his dependence upon God, and goes through this life praying for 
Divine help. 

We as Christians are to shun temptations, if we see it will affect 
others. Everyone knows that if something is not good for us, we sure- 
ly would not think it would be good for someone we hold dear- Let 
us keep in mind two things about temptation. First, you cannot escape 
it. Second, God will give you power to overcome the strongest ones 
if we only put our trust in Him. 

In reading the account of Jesus' temptations, it seems the third 
one was the greatest crisis He faced until the night of His arrest. In this 
temptation the Tempter took our Blessed Lord to the peak of a high 
mountain and showed Him all the kingdoms of the world, and the 
glory of them, "And saith unto Him, 'All these things will I give thee, 
if thou wilt fall down and worship me.' " Matthew 4:9. 

When a person first is tempted to take a drink, the Tempter simply 
says, just take one drink, it won't hurt you or do you any harm, let us 
be sociable. Jesus knew when He was tempted He was the Son of 
God', He always did the things the Father would have Him do. When 
we are tempted, do we stop long enough to ask ourselves, what we 
think the Lord would have us do or do we just yield to the Tempter? 

Another test is, where will it lead us? Every temptation is a step 
leading somewhere. If may be toward that beautiful land of promise 
or the other direction, which leads to misery and moral degradation.

Always ready 
to say "Oh Lord, thy will be done." He came to do the will of the 
Father. Jesus said to the three disciples who were sleeping, "...Simon, 
steepst .thou? couldst not thou watch one hour? Watch ye and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation. The spirit truly is ready, but the flesh 
is weak," Mark 14:37,38. 

We often find ourselves engaged in a mighty struggle with temp- 
tation, because we open a door so the Tempter can come in. Peter 
meant well but was confused. In our busy walk of life it is easy for 
us also to become confused. 

I think temptation sometimes spurs a desire for popularity for 
everyone wants to be somebody. A story in the Bible tells of a wo- 
man who asked Jesus to give her two sons a favored place in the King- 
dom. Is there anything wrong in having a desire to be popular? 
First, we should ask ourselves the question, what will it cost us to gain 
popularity? If we must yield to temptation, lose our self respect, de- 
grade our souls, then it will be too costly. 
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Let us anchor our hopes upon things eternal. If we want a home 
in Heaven we must follow Christ and obey all His commandments. The 
entire life of an individual must be consecrated and satisfied only in 
the frame work of God's eternal will. Temptation from without can 
never harm the sou) unless there is an overpowering and corresponding 
desire within. I like that old hymn, "Yield Not to Temptation."

One day the centurion's servant, who was very dear to him, was 
sick and about to die. The centurion heard that Jesus was close by 
and sent some of the most important Jews to ask Him to come and heal 
his servant. When these Jews came to Jesus they said, "This man is 
worthy, for he loves our nation and has even built us a synagogue." 
(We would say a "church house"), 

Jesus went with them and when they came close to the centurion's 
home, the centurion sent some of his friends out to meet Jesus, and 
they repeated what he had told them, "Lord, trouble not yourself: for 
I am not worthy that you should come to my house. I didn't think my- 
self worthy to come to you, but just say the word and my servant shall 
be healed. For I also am a man under authority, and I say 'go' to this 
soldier and he goes and 'do this' to another and he does it." 

When Jesus heard this He marvelled and said unto the people that 
followed Him, "I say unto you, I have not found so great faith, no, not 
in Israel." 

And when the centurion's friends returned they found the servant 
well and strong that had been sick. I think they must have all been 
very happy, don't you? 

The centurion, a Roman soldier was the first to see that Jesus was 
not only one who could heal and teach, but was also a Ruler and a 
King! He had seen more in Jesus than the Jews whose Messiah He 
really was.

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SOCIAL ACTION AND PREACHING 

This term as generally used today refers to the taking of direct 
action in an effort to attain some desired result in the social system. 
Such action may take the form of a boycott or picketing a certain store 
or industry. Then, again, it may be in the form of marches, sir-downs, 
or lie-ins. The goals desired may be as varied as the methods used 
and may range from daycare centers to open housing to free lunches. 
Some of the objectives may be useful but these efforts are only scratch- 
ing the surface of the problem. The real problem lies within man 
himself. As long as his heart is unregenerated, all efforts to improve 
the situation are doomed to failure. 

I feel that in some ways our educational system is somewhat 
like it was in Paul's day. The Greek philosophers "... spent their 
time in nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear some new thing," 
Acts 17:21. I believe too much of education, today, is theoretical 
rather than practical. Then, of course, the intellectuals are quite eager 
to test their theories and when they combine their efforts with those 
of the activists, a revolutionary trend is brought about. Though they 
may bring about their immediate objective, yet the over-all problem 
isn't improved. 

If Jesus had approved of the way of rebellion against authority, 
He would have had opportunity. When Herod bound John the Baptist 
and put him in prison, Jesus could have had opportunity, had He been 
of such mind, to organize a group and demand his release. Again, 
when John was beheaded, He could have at least protested. Instead 
of doing that, "When Jesus heard of it, He departed thence by ship into 
a desert place apart," Matt. 14:13. 

Many people feel that the church should be involved in social 
action. Even some denominations that were fundamental now accept 
this. One pastor even suggested that the members take part in 
marches with those of dissimilar beliefs. Many believe that the church 
must act if it is to have an impact on the world- Some think that social 
action is more important than preaching. But Dear Reader, the funda- 
mental preaching of the Gospel is social action. The purpose of 
preaching the Gospel is that man's heart might be changed and that 
he might have a new outlook on life. Man in his original state is at 
enmity with God. He desired to be independent, but God calls upon 
him to acknowledge his sinfulness. The Bible says, "Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, he is a new creature: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new," II Cor. 5:17- 

When one accepts Christ, He will bring changes in one's life. If 
Christ is enthroned in our lives, we will seek to obey Him in all things. 
This will affect our relationship with others in the home, in the church, 
and in our business or daily work. Wherever the Gospel is fully 
proclaimed, it will affect others. As Paul was preaching at Thessalonica 
many believed and the Jews became angry. They brought some of 
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them to the authorities claiming, "These that have turned the whole 
world upside down are come hither also," Acts 1 7:6- So we see that 
preaching does have a social impact. 

Preaching was an effective form of social action in the early Church 
and the other periods of reformation. They were not thinking in 
terms of social action as such. They did not actively seek to change 
economic or political systems of their day. They just sought to win 
men and women to Christ. 

Today, an organization of churches in this country maintains a 
lobby in the nation's capitol for the purpose of influencing legislation 
favorable to their desires. I do not believe it to be God's plan for the 
Church to rule the world, nor that it should seek to bring about changes 
in the economic or political systems. The sole purpose of the Church 
is to bring men into the Kingdom of God through faith and obedience 
to God. 

The commission we as Christians have is, "Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you always, even 
unto the end of the world. Amen.

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PITFALLS 

AH that most people in the world see of Christ is what they see of 
Him in the lives of Christians. If we do not honor Him in our relations 
with others, we fail at the piont that really counts. 

It is sobering to realize that we can destroy our Christian witness 
by a careless word or thoughtless action. Our observers may say, 
"If that is the meaning of being a Christian, I want no part of it." 

Another pitfall is the ever present tendency to be pharisaical, 
to thank God that we are not as other men. We pat ourselves on 
the back because we are not guilty of some weakness we see in others 
or do not have some habit we regard with distaste. Many true 
Christians are excluded from fellowship by other Christians who regard 
'themselves too highly. The Apostle Paul admonishes the Roman 
brethren, "For I say, through the grace given unto me, to every man 
that is among you, not to think more highly of himself than he ought to 
think; but to think soberly, according as God hath dealt to every man 
the measure of faith," Rom. 12:3. Let us beware lest we sin against 
God and our brothers in this matter. We can reach others only where 
they are, not where we wish them to be. That was our Lord's approach 
and it must be ours. To draw about us the cloak of self-righteousness 
smothers our witness. 

In these days when there is so much emphasis on social reform, 
when social betterment seems to have crowded out the Gospel of 
Redemption from sin in the minds of some, there is a real danger that 
in reaction to this imbalance we will neglect our clear responsibility 
to the needy. Compassion and loving concern must be a part of the 
life of the Christian, Without them our profession is empty; with 
them the love of Christ can make our witness effective. 

Worsening race relations in many areas bring another call to 
Christians to search their own hearts. Christian race relations begin 
in our attitudes and continue in our outward contacts with others. 
We deplore violence in others; but are we ourselves always courteous 
and considerate, always concerned to create a climate in which the 
love of Christ can be manifested? 

Do we have a chip on our shoulder? Do we go about looking 
for defects in others? Such attitudes make the bearer miserable, 
as well as those who must deal with him. 

Many conservatives fail inexcusably in the matter of common 
courtesy and graciousness, Paul's word' to Timothy speaks to all 
Christians: "The servant of the Lord must not strive; but be gentle 
unto all men, apt to teach, patient . . ." II Tim. 2;24. How often 
we forget that "a soft answer turneth away wrath," with disastrous 
results to our effective Christian witness? 

For any Christian, the lack of an adequate devotional life means 
spiritual starvation. People who affirm faith in the Bible "from cover 
to cover" but who at the same time know nothing about it, their

affirmation may sound pious, but their ignorance of the Word reveals 
the true state of their hearts. Likewise, without a prayer life in which 
prayer is as natural as breathing, the spiritual nature shrivels and dies. 
Then, too, there is a form of spiritual laziness that presumes on 
the grace of God and stunts spiritual growth- Orthodoxy is no excuse 
for laziness; Christ has saved us to serve Him and our fellow man. 

Belief in all that the Scriptures teach about the person and work 
of the Lord Jesus Christ is the Christian's foundation. On that sure 
foundation he should build' a life consistent with that faith. There 
are pitfalls all about, but the One who saves will also keep.

Jesus answered our problem of part one when He said, "I am the 
way." Now how do we get in that way? 2 Cor. 6:17,18, "Where- 
fore come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive you, and will be 
a Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and daughters, saiih the 
Lord Almighty." 

We are talking of Christ in this message. "Heaven and earth 
shall pass away, but my words shall not pass away. Jesus said "I am 
the way." We know what He expects of us and of all men and wo- 
men- He knows, too, who is following Him, those who really know 
Him regardless of claims. Matt. 7:21,23, "Not everyone that saith un- 
to me. Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven. Many will say to me 
in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name? And 
in thy name cast out devils? And in thy name done many wonderful 
works? And' then I will proffess unto them, 1 never kwew you: depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity." Again in Luke 6:46 He said, "And 
why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not the things which I say?" 

Those who know Him will tell others about Him. Are we doing 
that? Are we letting our light shine? Not all young people are 
bad, nor old people either. We are thankful for our young brethren 
and sisters in the Church. Our prayer is that they will all grow to be 
strong pillars in the Church, grounded in the faith of the Gospel and 
steadfast to the end. There is no way of mistaking the right way. 
The Psalmist David said, "Wherewithal shall a young man cleanse his 
way? By taking heed thereto according to thy word," Psa. 119:9. 

There is no mistaking the meaning of Jesus Christ. He said He 
was the way and He meant the only way. "No man cometh unto the

Father but by me." No one really gets to know God, understanding 
how He feels and what His intentions are, except by Jesus Christ. We 
all can understand that. One may not agree, but anyone can under- 
stand Christ in this, for that is what He said. We are told that a 
person without oxygen for four minutes will suffer irreparable brain 
damage. The truth of that statement does not depend on whether or 
not we agree- Neither does it make any difference whether or not 
you or i agree about the Word of God', for no difference of opinion 
can make any difference about the meaning of God's Word. There is 
no substitute for keeping Christ's commandments. He was uncompro- 
mising in exactly the same way. "I am the way." We are told in 
the Old Testament, "There is a way which seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways of death," Prov. 14:12. There is no 
substitute for His Blood Atonement, nor His resurrection, nor for Christ 
and His Word which leads to salvation. 

They tell us that there is some truth in all religions. That is no 
argument against God's Word. There may be some truth in philosophy 
and in science too, yet these cannot substitute for Jesus Christ and 
His plan of salvation. "I am the way," He says. Christ is the way to 
the heart of God through faith, repentance, and' baptism. He is not 
just one way, He is the only way, "No man cometh to the Father, but 
by me." That's about as uncompromising as you can get. The flinty 
quality, the steely edge of the Gospel, the Good News, is in Christ 
Himself and in none else. Heb. 4:12, "For the word of God is quick, 
and powerful, and sharper than any twoedged sword, piercing even 
to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts and' intents of the heart." 

Friends, what is it like, being a man, a real man, being God's man? 
It is being a man, on the narrow way with Christ, accepting the 
forgiveness of Christ, going with Christ, enjoying life in Christ. That's 
the way, the right way, the way for the young people and older 
people too. He is the way to go. It is a [oyous way. Jesus said, 
"These things have 1 spoken unto you, that my joy might remain in 
you, and that your joy might be full," John 15:11. 

The early Christians were much impressed by His statement, "I 
am the way." The Gospels refer to them as followers of the way. 
They were bold, they didn't mind being known as His followers any- 
more than He minded being the Saviour of the world, even though 
the road took Him to the cross of Calvary. That was His way and 
He accepted it gladly because it came from His Father. 

Have we gone the Father's way. Christian professor, all obedient 
as did the faithful Son? He took whatever it brought Him, persecution 
and suffering, even to the death of a common criminal. ". . . For the 
joy that was set before him endured the cross, despising (forgetting) 
the shame, and is set down at the right hand of the throne of God," 
Heb. 12:2. His way led to death, but death was not the end for Him, 
nor for us. It was only His end in the flesh, it was resurrection to 
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life. Christ rules, Christ is Lord, He was no impostor. "I am the 
way," He says. 

Some say, I don't care what religion a man has or what church 
he belongs to as long as he lives right. There is a good deal of 
piety in that statement. It sounds, perhaps, almost holy to many. 
The fact is, if is pure nonsense and unscriptural- For example, 
breathing isn't going to do any good at all unless you have oxygen to 
breathe. Inhaling carbonmonoxide will kill you, surely. Some people 
try it in attempting to solve their problems, but that only makes matters 
worse. There is no truth or life in it. 

If you are looking for truth to light the way, Jesus said, "I am the 
way." Sinner friend, dreams vanish and castles crumble away. 
Strong bodies and sharp brains feel the pressures of time. Beauty 
fades like the flower that is here today and gone tomorrow. At the 
end of the road there is mirage upon mirage, a waste land holding no 
promise for tomorrow. 

To be saved from all of that, there is a way. "I am the way," 
Jesus said. How true, Christ is the way. He is redemption. He is 
reconciliation, He is forgiveness, He is life- He is resurrection and 
the promise of eternal life. He is the way, that is why 1 want to tell 
you about Him. That is why we have to get the message out. He is 
our hope and yours. 

Let us look at the other way, the broad road. It is the way of 
hate, suspicion, hostility, getting even, letting the other fellow do it, 
being a busybody, too busy to bother your neighbor, expecting the 
government to take care of him and you. It is a way of killing people 
with a word, as well as with a sword, destroying instead of helping- 
Thank God for the one and only way, the way of faith, confession, 
repentance and baptism for the remission of sins. Thank Him for the 
way of forgiveness extended and accepted, of love, joy and peace. 
It is a thing of wonder with the power of the Holy Spirit back of it. 
It takes some doing because Christ's way is not to watch the fire with- 
out getting burned. Christ is not a spectator, He is a participant and 
anyone who goes His way can also expect to be a participant. Jesus 
Christ went all the way, He stopped at nothing. What the world 
needs today are followers of Christ who will do the same. 

In conclusion my friends, brethren and sisters, find yourself, the 
real you, in Jesus Christ. Be God's man or woman with a living, 
vibrant faith in Jesus Christ. He is "the way," go with Christ and He 
will go with you. It's the right way! "I am the way," that's what 
Jesus said. Amen-

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GAMBLING 

Because many questions have been asked concerning the Christ- 
ians stand on gambling, we make the following observations: 

We should say right at the begining, there is no place in the Bible 
where God says, "Thou shalt not gamble. "The words "gamble," "fate," 
"luck," and 'speculate," do not occur anywhere in the Scripture. They 
are evidently not in God's vocabulary. The word, "lot," occurs, but 
only in the sense of a means whereby God points out a particular 
individual or task {one exception; at the cross of Christ the soldiers cast 
lots for Christ's garment). 

The foolishness of gambling, and the evils connected with it are 
so evident that God undoubtedly thought a bold statement of prohibit- 
ion would certainly never be needed for any man who thinks. 

The gambler always loses. This is a fundamental law of math- 
ematics. This principle holds in all forms of gambling; numbers, lot- 
teries, bingo, cards, et al. 

1. The first reason that gambling from the Christian standpoint 
is wrong is that stewards of God must give account to God for every 
minute and every cent. When gambling is allowed it deliberately 
breaks this principle. The gambler knowingly and deliberately throws 
money away on something he knows will produce nothing. Thus it is 
wasteful. 

The Scriptures teach us that all that we possess is from God; Ex- 
19:5; Ps. 24:1; Ps. 50:10; Haggai 2:8; Ezek. 18:4; and it is a sacred trust 
to us: Rom. 14:12. The Scriptures are full of admonitions to work and 
enterprise; and full condemnation for those who endeavor to gain 
without work. Therefore all financial gain should come as a result 
of work. 

2. The consequences of gambling make it wrong. The appeal 
of gambling is to get something for nothing. The gamblers logic is; "1 
like money, 1 don't like to work." Such actions are unchristian because 
they tend to laziness, sloth, and waste. II Thess. 3.10. 

Gambling seems to turn on the principle that we may do what we 
like with our own and it forgets that the object is to get hold of what 
belongs to others, not by honest work or service rendered but by 
cunnnig or deception or chance. 

One of several innocent parties always suffer as a result of 
gambling. Someone must go without so that the winner may have. 
Often it is a home, a wife, and children, or children alone, who are 
deprived of the things the money lost by gambling could buy. This 
certainly is contrary to the whole teaching of Christianity which says 
that we should love and care for each other, particularly in our family 
responsibilities. 

The essence of all gambling, whether it be called speculative 
business, or the numbers, is simply the attempt to profit by the sup- 
posed ignorance or misfortune of others, and to use this good fortune 
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not to help, but to rob others. When in doubt about this, remember: 
someone pays for the gambling boss's diamond ring! 

3- The associations with gambling make it wrong. Gambling 
carries with it other evils. The places of gambling are called by all 
people, "dens"— and not without a reason. A man is known by the 
company the keeps, and so are things. Even if it could be proved 
gambling in itself is not wrong (?)— the Christian should have nothing 
to do with it because of the things that are associated with it— murder, 
poverty, laziness, wasteful living. Gambling is never found in good 
company. 

And it is always a good rule to follow: If it is doubtful, don't!

Sermon by Bro. George Replogle 

The time is coming when we must give account of what we have 
thought, said, or done. We won't want to give account of what we 
have done or said that is displeasing to God. People don't realize 
what a responsibility it is that they must give an account, 

God knows the very thoughts and intents of our hearts. If we 
are accountable for every idle word we utter, shall we not also be 
accountable for that on which we permit our minds to dwell? There- 
fore, we ought to be mindful each day of our thoughts, words, and 
deeds. 

Peter said, ". . .1 stir up your pure minds by way of remember- 
ance," 2 Pet, 3:1. Why should we remember? To train our minds 
to think, to be alert, to realize that God is going to hold us accountable, 
rf we remember our past deeds we become more particular about 
life in the present. 

Before we accepted Christ we were undone spiritually. When we 
remember our life without Christ we become more thankful and more 
aware of our need for God. Would you want to go back to the time 
before Christ came into your life? We may profit by thinking of both 
times. We would not want to be without Him, therefore we are 
thankful for the presence of Christ. 

I like to remember times in the past when churches were fervent 
in Spirit and rooted and grounded in faith. Those were wonderful 
times in the Lord. They did not seek to win honor of men, but rather 
sought approval and blessing from God. 

Remember our example when He walked among men? He 
walked among men, He did not walk with them. He took no part in 
their evil deeds. The best admonition we can have is to take heed in 
all our thoughts, words, and deeds throughout our entire life. 

James tells us the tongue is dangerous and no man can tame it. 
But if we allow God to control it He will give us all the power we need 1 
to bridle our tongues. We put bits in horses' mouths to guide them. 
Great ships driven by fierce winds are turned about with a very small 
helm. The tongue is a little member and boasteth great things. 
Behold how great a matter a little fire kindleth! The tongue is a fire 
that defileth the whole body and setteth on fire the course of nature 
and it is set on fire of hell. See James 3:3-6, 

Is it any wonder that God wants us to take care of our tongue and 
bridle it, I believe it is a joy to the devil when we slip, even a little, 
with our tongue in reproach of the Lord. While we are in the com- 
pany of non-christjans just a few careless words will condemn a Christ- 
ian in the eyes of the world. "I'm just as good as that church mem- 
ber," justifies a non-christian in his mind that he does not need Christ. 

Christ held His tongue before Pilate, You and I have the same 
source of strength that Christ had to keep us from dishonoring God. 
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Are you and 1 determined not to bring reproach on the One who shed 
His precious blood that we could be cleansed of our sins? He is, at 
this very hour, ready to be our Mediator, to sustain us, to help us over- 
come Satan's opposition that we might live righteously and Godly. 

When we are dealing with God, there is no comparison to man. 
He requires us to give our bodies a living sacrifice which is our reason- 
able service. If we really want to spend eternity with God, we will 
live the way that is pleasing to Him. He can make it possible. 

We sometimes speak when we ought not and at other times ne- 
glect to speak when we should. We should speak those things that 
will magnify the Lord'- We sometimes quench the Spirit. It is easy to 
do. Is our conscience stirred when we fail to do that which we feel 
we should? David prayed that he might know how frail he was. 
Sometimes it is difficult to realize just how frail we are. Jesus says, 
". . .without Me ye can do nothing." We must wait upon the Lord and 
take heed of what He tells us. The end of a Godly life is peace, joy, 
and contentment in Heaven. 

The end of an ungodly life is eternal woe for the beggarly ele- 
ments, for the lust of the flesh, the lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life ail belong to the world. 

James 4:14 says of life, "It is even a vapour, that appeareth for 
a little time, and then vanisheth away." We might live many years, 
yet it is only a short time until we vanish away. Man's lifetime 
amounts to nothing as compared to eternity before God. But God's 
Word abides forever, 

David said, "And now Lord, what wait I for?" What are we 
waiting for? He also said, "Verily every man at his best state is alto- 
gether vanity." Someone has written, "Only one life, 'twill soon be 
past, only what's done for Christ will last." If we have not accepted 
Christ, there is the possibility of waiting too long. We may think we 
will accept the Lord later. But God is not going to wait when He re- 
quires our soul. If you hear His voice, harden not your heart for today 
is the day of salvation. What if you gain the whole world? What 
will you give in exchange for your soul? 

Let us see to it that we love God with all our soul, all our mind, 
and all our heart. Let us remember He has promised to give His own 
an eternity in Heaven. There will be an end to the earth, but not to 
eternity. 

After the dead in Christ have risen, "then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with theLord."! Thess. 4:17. 

That's wonderful isn't it? God has never failed. Everything He 
ever said has come about exactly as He said down to this very minute. 
May we have the desire to allow Him to help us.

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UNITY 

The subject of unity is desirable in every walk of life. In our 
works it is a must, for without unity our business, or whatever we do 
would fail. Psalm 133:1, "Behold; how good and how pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell together in unity!" Paul, in Eph. 4:3, speaks 
of "Endeavouring to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace." 
Paul knew he must have unity in the Church for the Spirit to work in 
the hearts and minds of the people. It is the same today, without 
unity in the material world we would fail. How much more do we 
need unity in the Church today! 

With the divisions among Christians today as they are, I believe 
it is an offence to God, Some are teaching that it doesn't make any 
difference what we believe just so we are sincere, but we know that 
Rev. 22:18-19, makes it plain that to add to, or take away from God's 
Word, brings condemnation from God's Word', brings condemnation 
from God. I often hear people say that they just can't understand the 
Bible, so it is no use to read it. This is just an excuse, but perhaps 
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they don't see it as it is, for there are so many teachings different from 
what God's Word teaches that it confuses the minds of the people. 

Isa. 35:8, "And an highway shall be there, and a way, and it shall 
be called The Way of Holiness; the unclean shall not pass over it; but 
it shall be for those: the wayfaring men, though fools, shall not err 
therein. This passage plainly states that a man (though unlearned 
in education, and that is what the word 1 fool means), can understand 
the Word of God If he will take if just as it reads. But so many don't 
want to do what the Bible teaches, and they are ready to make all 
kind of excuses. 

At this place I want to make a point, you may not agree with me, 
but think about if seriously. The point is this: we are not in disagree- 
ment on what the Bible says, as much as on what if doesn's say. This 
means there has been a lot of adding to, as much as taking away- 
As an example let us take the prayer veil. It plainly states in I Cor. 
11:5, "But every woman that prayeth or prophesieth with her head 
uncovered dishonoreth her head . . ." This is as plain a statement 
as could be made; and I have never heard anyone, but what would 
acknowledge if. But the difference comes when they want you to 
believe it was just an old Hebrew custom, and it doesn't apply to us 
today. So you can see we are not in disagreement on what it says, 
but on what if doesn't say. You can carry this theory to the salutation, 
the Lord's supper, feet-washing, and you will get practically every 
command in the New Testament to appear that it is an old Hebrew 
custom. 

We know that today, as always, men have refused to believe the 
Bible even though it is so plain that an unlearned man can understand 
the Bible if he wants to. Just take the Bible as it reads. If this was 
in the mind's of men today, we would not need but one Church. 
Christ built only one Church, but man has built many, in opposition to 
the Word of God.

THE USE AND ABUSE OF WEALTH 

"Go to now, ye rich men, weep and howl for your miseries that 
shall come upon you. Your riches are corrupted, and your garments 
are mofheaten. Your gold and silver is cankered; and the rust of 
them shall be a witness against you, and shall eat your flesh as it were 
fire. Ye have heaped treasure together for the last days. Behold, 
the hire of the labourers who have reaped down your fields, which is 
of you kept back by fraud, crieth: and the cries of them which have 
reaped are entered into the ears of the Lord of sabaoth." 

No doubt but many miseries, anguish and much weeping is 
brought upon individuals because of their own deeds and dealings 
with fellow-members of the human family. Certainly that profit, 
which is gained unjustly, cannot be a blessing to the one in whose 
care it is. As we meditate upon this practical and important subject, 
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it refers back to that age old question of what is wealth or riches? 
Perhaps the easiest answer is the use of that which comes under our 
control and is not definitely needed. The amount varies greatly with 
individuals, their attitudes and their use of the means which comes 
under their control. Perhaps it may vary from fifty dollars to fifty 
thousand dollars, depending upon the attitudes of the individual. 
Our opinions about what is definitely needed varies greatly also, and 
perhaps cannot definitely be settled in this life; but our Father in Hea- 
ven knows our need and also the "thoughts and intents of our hearts" 
and some day we will be called to answer unto Him. 

"Honour the Lord' with thy substance, and with the firstfruits of 
all thine increase," Prov. 3:9- Definitely the first part of our increase 
belongs unto the Lord. From a human standpoint, we look in the 
opposite direction and if we have anything left, then we may consider 
ways to properly use it. We should render unto the Lord of our 
"substance," our all, not just our abundance. Much meditation needs 
to be given upon "Honour the Lord," that our "substance" not be used, 
as we might think it should be used, but in a way and for a purpose 
that actually will honor our Maker. The liberal soul shall be made fat; 
and he that watereth shall be watered also himself, Prov. 11:25. 
Someone has said, "Give accordingly to the need and God will see that 
we have enough left for ourselves." We are definitely taught to look 
unto the things of others and not just upon our own longings and 
desires. 

"A good name is rather to be chosen than great riches, and loving 
favour rather than silver and gold. The rich and poor meet together: 
the Lord is ihe maker of them all," Prov. 22:1-2. Man in general has 
almost forgotten the subject of a good name. Man in general has 
almost forgotten that the Lord is his Maker and also the One who re- 
wards him. God has put man upon the earth that He may be glorified, 
not that one may attain his selfish desires. 

"Wilt thou set thine eyes upon that which is not? for riches 
certainly make themselves wings; they fly away as an eagle toward 
heaven," Prov. 23:5. How easily the things of this earth vanish away 
and we know not where. Men sacrifice their duties, their health, 
their satisfaction, and often their liberties; just for wealth and of 
what good is it to them, when they have It? 

"The getting of treasures by a lying tongue is a vanity tossed to 
and fro of them that seek death," Prov. 21:6. What gain is there in 
that which is received through deceit or untruth? "Riches profit not in 
the day of wrath: but righteousness delivereth from death," Prov. 1 1:4. 
How many have come down to death in anguish because they spent 
their life in the way of riches. God's love gives us all opportunity 
to obey and serve Him but His wrath will not be withheld forever. 

"Better is a little with righteousness than great revenues without 
right," Prov. 16:8. We should be careful that we are not deceived 
about what is right. How we need to study and meditate upon God's 
Word, that we may know and practice that which is righteousness. 

"The sleep of a labouring man is sweet, whether he eat little or 
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much; but the abundance of the rich will not suffer him to sleep/' 
Ecc. 5:12. Sleep and rest may seem very little in this life but some 
individuals would give much from their abundance for just a little 
peaceful sleep. "Better is a little with righteousness than great 
revenues without right," Prov. 16:8. Do we count our blessings? 
What are our treasures? A little rightly used will bring great reward. 
Our mind is given us to direct our thoughts, our deeds, and our 
blessings in the way which God instructed. The patriarchs of old were 
punished time after time because they did not use their biessings as 
God directed. — Bro. Howard J. Surbey

THE IMPORTANCE OF CHRISTIANITY 

So often, as young people embark on the Christian walk of life, 
the Tempter comes unto them and sorely tries them. Sometimes they 
begin to wonder if it is worthwhile being a Christian. Neither are 
older Christians immune to the suggestions of the enemy. So let us 
look into the matter of living the Christian life and see if it is worth- 
while. 

We can do no better than to see what Jesus said and did when 
Satan came tempting Him. From this we see that Jesus placed great 
importance on Christian living and of being in harmony with God. 

In Matthew 4:1-1 1 is given the account of Jesus being templed by 
Satan, Satan, in his cunning way, chose the opportune time to tempt 
Christ. We can be sure he will tempt us at our weakest moment. 
Jesus was hungry after fasting forty days and forty nights. Satan 
suggested that Jesus make bread of the stones which were scattered 
about, if He was the Son of God. We see in this a double approach. 
First, Jesus was naturally hungry and this would be a great temptation. 
Then, it seems, Satan was implying that Jesus was not the Son of God 
if He did not turn the stones into bread. Jesus answer was, "Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God." From this, it would seem mere appropriate 
to be in a right relationship with God than to have a full stomach. 

Again, Satan took Jesus up and set Htm on a pinnacle of the 
temple suggesting He cast Himself down if He was the Son of God. 
Perhaps he hoped Jesus would destroy Himself. Just because God 
has promised to keep us does not give us liberty to thrust ourselves 
into danger. Then we know of the unquenchable thirst of pleasure- 
seekers for excitement. Is it possible that Satan thought that Jesus 
would desire and gain the applause of wordly men in such a daring 
deed? Jesus answered, "It is written again, Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God." 

The third temptation was that of taking Jesus up into a high 
mountain and showing Him all the kingdoms of the world and the 
glory of them, then promising them to Jesus if He would fall down 
and worship Satan, Jesus came to rule in the hearts of men but this 
came about through His death. Perhaps this temptation was designed 
to cause Jesus to waiver in His purpose, for He knew He was to go the 
way of the cross. If He could have dominion over the kingdoms 
of the world by falling down and worshipping Satan, why give His 
life for the sins of Men? "Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve." 

In whatever way Satan seeks to temp us, we may be sure he will 
appear in a way that seems desireable. That way will be through the 
lust of the flesh, the lust of the eyes, or the pride of life. We would 
do better to be in a right relationship with God than to have the 
approval of men or to have dominion over a kingdom or even a single 
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person. 

By way of illustrating the importance of being a Christian, Jesus 
said "And if thy hand offend thee, cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into tife maimed, than having two hands to go into hell, into the 
fire that shall never be quenched . . . And if thy foot offend thee, cut 
it off; it is better for thee to enter halt into life, than having two feet 
to be cast into hell, into the fire that never shall be quenched . . . And 
if thine eye offend thee, pluck it out: it is better for thee to enter the 
kingdom of God with one eye, than having two eyes to be cast into 
hell fire; where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched," 
Mark 9:43, 45, 47, 48. 

I don't believe we have to lose these organs of the body to be 
Christians. I believe Jesus was emphasizing the importance of a right 
relationship with God. Certainly it is more important to be a Christian 
than to have two eyes two hands or two feet and be lost. 

As Jesus and His disciples crossed over into the country of the 
Gadarenes, He saw there a man possessed of many devils. They 
begged Jesus that He would not command them to go out into the 
deep, but that He would permit them to enter into a herd of many 
swine. As they entered into the swine, the herd ran violently down 
a steep place into the lake and were drowned. Even though the herd 
was large, Jesus knew a soul was at stake and that soul was worth 
far more than the herd of swine. The man wanted to remain with 
Jesus, but Jesus sent him away, saying, "Return unto thine own house 
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£r>d shew what great things God hath done unto thee," Luke 8:39. 
He was so grateful that he told throughout the city what Jesus had 
done, resulting in the peoples' hearty acceptance of Jesus when He 
returned. 

Perhaps the most direct teaching of Jesus concerning a right 
relationship with God is found in Matthew 16:26. "For what is a man 
profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own soul? Or 
what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?" Of what benefit 
are houses and lands or gold and silver if I lose my soul in obtaining 
them? The greatest blessing we can have in this life is to know God 
as our Father and to have that peace that passes all understanding. 



WISDOM FROM ABOVE 

"The fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom: and the 
knowledge of the holy is understanding (insight), Proverbs 9:10. 

According to Psalm 14:1, only the fool says God does not exist. 

The wise man gives God his rightful p!ace in every realm - 
creation, history, and destiny - and recognizes Him as soverign over 
individuals and over nature. 

Such wisdom, coming as it does from a reverential fear of and 
trust in God produces peace, Joy, and hope, independent of outward 
circumstances. It is the preventive for the situation our Lord describes 
as "men's hearts failing them for fear" and with foreboding of what 
is coming on the world- See Luke 21:26. 

We should pray for and foster in our hearts and minds a concept 
of God that reaches forward to a joyous and unending life with Him. 
The eternal sovereignty of God, once it is grasped, lifts our hearts and 
enlightens our minds; we then envision the reality of His love, glory, 
and power. We are then on the way to being wise - as God counts 
wisdom. 

When we are able to say with the Psalmist, "For I know that the 
Lord is great, and that our Lord is above all gods. Whatsoever the 
Lord pleased, that did he in heaven, and in earth, in the seas, and all 
deep places" (Psalm 135:5, 6), we find that life comes into clear focus. 
Doubt vanishes when we realize that "The Lord by wisdom hath 
founded the earth; by understanding hath he established the heavens" 
(Proverbs 3:19). He is the same Lord who came to redeem us from 
our sins- 

Christians lose much joy in life by failing to recognize that the 
God of creation is also the God of history. As such He is sovereign 
also in love and in judgment. We have nothing to fear, for the wrath 
of a holy God against sin has been borne in the person of His Son. 

On one hand there is redeeming love. On the other there is

consuming judgment. The Prophet Isaiah speaks of the latter: "And 
I will punish the world for their evil, and the wicked for their iniquity! 
and I will cause the arrogancy of the proud to cease, and will lay low 
the haughtiness of the terrible" (Isaiah 13:11). 

The Prophet Jeremiah, too, had a vision of the God of history. 
He wrote: Jeremiah 27:4b, 5, "Thus shall ye say unto your masters; 
I have made the earth, the man and the beast that are upon the ground, 
by my great power and' by my outstretched arm, and have given it 
unto whom it seemed meet unto me." 

Writing of israel's apostasy and sinfulness, the Apostle says, 
I Corinthians 10:11, "Now all these things happened unto them for 
ensamples: and they are written for our admonition, upon whom the 
ends of the world are come." 

The wisdom God gives to those who fear Him puts Him on the 
throne in every area of His universe - in creation, in history, and also 
in destiny. He who brought the world into existence will surely 
control the course of events to the end. Today we see the rage and 
turmult of men and nations. Has God been dethroned? Has He 
abdicated? Has He lost control of events? Far from it! 

Man's greatest folly is to lift himself, the creature above the 
Creator. That many deny or ignore God only adds to their guilt. 
Only by the wisdom God gives, can men see beyond the horizon and 
into eternity. 

The wisdom of this world enables man to discover the facts of the 
universe, but only the wisdom that is from above can bring us to 
know the eternal SOURCE of all things. To know Him is life eternal. 

The fear of the Lord, which is the beginning of wisdom, is God's 
gift to the humble. A childlike attitude of mind is the gateway to 
God's grace. 

The humble heart knows its need. It comes to see itself in the 
light of God's holiness, and to admit with the Prophet Jeremiah, "The 
heart is deceitful above all things, and despirately wicked: who can 
know it" (Jeremiah 17:9)? Such humility recognises that before Him 
no creature is hidden, but all are open and laid bare to the eyes with 
whom we have to do (See Hebrews 4:13). 

The writer of the book of Proverbs admonishes, "Therefore get 
wisdom: and with all thy getting, get understanding" (Proverbs 4:7). 
Is not the lack of such insight the cause of much of the chaotic thinking 
and living today? 

The frustrations, uncertainty, and fear we see on every hand' can 
be exchanged for peace, certainty, and perfect assurance, if we 
appropriate the wisdom God yearns to give. This is the Christians 
privilege and at the same time his opportunity. All about us are 
people who are educated, perhaps, but who lack true wisdom because 
there is no fear of God in their hearts.

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CHRIST MAKES A DIFFERENCE IN THE HOME 

A man was asked one time if a certain acquaintance of his was a 
Christian. He replied, "I don't know. I have never seen him at home." 

The home is the testing and proving ground of a person's religious 
profession. He may put on a good front at the shop, at school, at 
home; but he's himself at home. Here, so to speak, he "lets his hair 
down." The members of one's family are in the best position to 
evaluate the depth and degree of his Christian experience. A person 
does not normally camouflage his real self in the home enviroment 
as he might do in public life. 

The home was the first institution which God made. He saw the 
incompleteness of Adam and so provided Eve as his helpmate. They 
complemented each other. And that is the way It ought to be. The 
home is still the basic unit of our society. As the home goes, so goes 
our nation, 

Paul writes of the church as being the "household of faith-" I like 
to think of the families of the church as being little households of faith. 
There is nothing more beautiful than a Christian family in which 
parents love God and each other and children feel surrounded by 
security and affection. 

The best man and the maid or malron of honor usually sign as 
witnesses the wedding certificate which the minister gives the newly- 
weds indicating that they have the marriage vows. But another 
witness is always there: He is the Lord. Even as He graced the 
wedding of a young couple in Cana of Galilee by His presence, so 
He graces each marriage that is consummated today. He wants to 
bless the home initially and continually. 

But it often happens that the starry-eyed couple who came to the 
minister to be married return later to confide and confess that all has 
not gone well. The report that we commonly hear is that one out of 
three marriages end in divorce. It would be safe to say that another 
one-third are not very happy marriages. All this seems to indicate 
that marriage is a risky business, that the odds are against a happy 
matrimony. However, I doubt if these odds will keep couples from 
saying, "I do," for they feel they can beat the odds. 

In most of the weddings I perform I ask the bride and the groom, 
"Do you promise in the presence of God and these friends to always 
love her (him), to ever comfort her (him)? Will you respect her (him) 
and keep her (him) at all times while you are both living?" Then I 

ask them to repeat after me, "I, take you, , to be my 

wife (husband), to keep and to love, from this hour on, in sickness and 
in health, in want and in plenty, until we are separated by death." 
Now when a couple make these vows they have taken some deep 
commitments. Christ will help them to keep their pledges. 
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I am grateful that I was raised in a Christian home. My parents 
loved God and each other. We didn't have much of this world's 
goods, but we were rich in the love of God. One of our family 
jokes is that the Millers were so impoverished that the poor people 
called us poor; but it was a good sight and a good feeling when the 
Miller family went to worship — all thirteen of them, including ten 
boys and a girl. 

My parents had what they called a family altar. It wasn't an altar 
of stone or of wood. It wasn't a place; it was a practice. I remember 
how we used to read the Bible and pray. {I liked to read from the 
Psalms because most of them were short.) Then we would get down 
on our knees for prayer. I must confess that Dad preached a bit in 
his prayers, but we knew he loved us, and that was vitally important. 

We always returned thanks to God at the table. It's a mystery to 
me how Mother ever managed to cook for that crowd. Sometimes 
we didn't have much variety. We usually had enough, but leftovers 
were rather skimpy- We ate a lot of greens, potatoes, beans, wild 
game, corn, and cornbread. But for whatever we had, we gave 
thanks to God. 

My parents set a good example of conduct in the home. They 
never used tobacco and would not allow it to be used around the place. 
I can remember one of our neighbors getting a bit upset because my 
Father told him he would rather he didn't smoke in the presence of 
his boys when he was on the Miller property. My parents believed 
in having a good time and they provided clean fun for us. They did 
not allow playing cards around the house; dances and movies were on 
the forbidden list. Our parents were strict with the children, but I 
believe it is better to be a bit strict with children than to be too liberal 
with them. Love and understanding are what they want and need 
the most. 

Paul wrote to Philemon about "the church In thy house." A home 
can be a church, a household of faith, the dwelling place of God. 

The American home is in great and grave danger. The divorce 
rate continues to rise like the incoming tide from an ocean. Not long 
ago I attended a seminar for ministers at a local hospital. The head 
of the obstetrics department told us that at this particular hospital 13 
percent of the children were born out of wedlock, and that seven out 
of ten of first babies delivered there were conceived out of wedlock. 
I could hardly believe that the ratio of first babies conceived before 
marriage or without marriage was this high, but I was assured that 
this was true. I knew that an increasing number of young people 
were coming to my office requesting to be married because the girl 
was pregnant or knew she might be pregnant. But lamentation and 
condemnation do not solve the problem- The church and the home 
must lay the best foundation it can for the youth. 
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A Word to the Men 

The Apostle Paul wrote to the men of the church at Ephesus, "Let 
every one of you in particular so love his wife even as himself" (5:33). 
Obedience to this injunction would prevent many problems in the 
home and solve many more. It's so simple. A man should love his 
wife as he does himself. This formula really needs little amplification. 
A man ought to love his family, provide for them as he is able, 
and set a good Christian example before them. What wife would ever 
want to divorce a husband like that? I can still see my Mother as 
she stood by the front door giving Dad a big kiss as he went to work in 
the underground coal mines of western Kentucky. Then she would 
say, "I'll be praying for you today." When a man is sent off to work 
like lhat, he will be anxious to get home when the day's work is done. 

The Bible speaks of the man as being "the head of the house," and 
that is exactly the way it should be. He should assume this role and 
the wife should encourage him to do so. He is not to be a tyrant, 
a dictator, but rather a protector and a provider. He is to be the head 
of the home "as Christ is the head of the church." 

Men should face up to the fact that God in his wisdom intended 
them to be religious and spiritual heads of the house as well as in other 
aspects. The children and mother ought to be able to look to him for 
counsel, prayer, and example. Men should take the family to Sunday 
school and public worship and not leave the religious responsibilities 
to the mother. He should set an example in the stewardship of 
money, of possessions, and of abilities. Almost invariably when 
parents set an example in tithing and teach the children this practice, 
the children continue it when they become adults. If parents do not 
tithe, it will be an exception if the children tithe. 

The father is to be the guardian of the family's spiritual and 
physical welfare. Neglect will ruin almost anything. Your home 
and your family will depreciate if neglected, Happy homes aren't 
built accidentally or incidentally: they are constructed deliberately, 
and the father has the prim responsibility for this. 
A Word to the Women 

Taking her place beside the husband, to give meaning to the 
heme, is the wife- As he has his place to fill, so she has her place 
to fill. And the home is not the institution God intended it to be 
unless both the husband and the wife work faithfully together. 

In modern times the role of many in the home is different than 
it used to be. More of them than ever are employed outside the 
home. They feel they must work in order to keep the bills paid. 
With the emergence of the women's liberation movement it is likely 
that wives and mothers will be spending an increasing amount of lime 
away from the home. Times and things have changed I know, but 
neglected homes still tend to increase the number of broken and un- 
happy homes. 
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To me motherhood and womanhood are two sacred words. I 
cannot have a great deal of respect for the person who has little 
respect for women. And yet I also know that women need to earn 
the respect that they desire to have. We need women of principle, 
integrity, cleanliness, industry,purity. If they are blessed with beauty, 
that is all the better, and most of them are. 

What a privilege a mother has in helping to mold the lives of her 
children and making glad the heart of her husband! Certainly a child 
has a greater chance of growing up to honor God if mother reads and 
obeys the Bible and frequents the house of God. Paul reminded 
Timothy of the genuine faith which dwelt in his grandmother, Lois, 
and then in his mother Eunice. Faith was transmitted to Timothy by 
his mother, and then embraced as his very own. That is the way 
it should be. 

A Word to the Children 

A graduating class was being congratulated on how much they 
had learned. They were asked if they had quit learning now. They 
insisted that they would always be learning. "Go home, then," they 
were told, "and listen to your parents, for they have had twenty-five 
years' head start on you." 

The Bible says, "Children, obey your parents in the Lord: for this 
is right" (Eph, 6:1). It was right in the first century when Paul wrote 
those words, and it is still right today. What a change would come 
to our homes and communities if children were obedient to their 
parents and if parents gave guidance "in the Lord." Parents should 
be worthy of honor, and children should so honor them. 

Let no child become deiiquent because he thinks he is old enough 
to do what he sees his father or mother doing. If the parents never 
read the Bible, we can expect the same of the children. If the 
parents never attend the services of the church or attend only spas- 
modically, the children will follow. If the parents quarrel and fight, 
they surely will not lead the children to know God. If the parents 
practice bad habits and 1 attend questionable places, we can expect 
the children to do the same. 

How awful, how dreadful, it would be to have a child say in the 
Day of Judgment, "You failed to show me the way of salvation and 
Christian living. I followed after you. When 1 needed you most, 
you let me down. I'm lost! I'm lost!" How blessed, how wonderful,' 
it would be to have a son or a daughter to say in the Day of Judgment^ 
"You led me in the right way. [ followed your teaching, your 
example, your God. When I needed you most, you were right there. 
I'm forever saved. I'm home at last. Heaven is mine!" 

A happy home is indeed a bit of heaven on earth - father, 
mother and children loving and enjoying each other. This is God's 
will. Christ makes a difference in the home.

FEAR NOT LITTLE FLOCK 

South Fulton 
Sermon by Bro. Paul Blocher 

In Luke 1 2:22-32, our Lord is teaching us not to be overly anxious 
about food and raiment. He feeds the birds and adorns the lillies. 
If God is thoughtful of His creatures, shall He not be even more 
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thoughtful of us? 

You who have a living soul_ seek God and His kingdom and all 
these things shall be added. Seek the Lord' first and let Him supply 
what we are in need of. God is the refuge of the Church and His 
flock. 

What wonderful words, "fear not!" God gave courage to many 
in the Old Testament who had fearful times. In our day we need to 
take courage when it is common to disregard God and things pertaining 
to holiness. It is timely to consider that ". . . It is your Father's good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom," verse 32. 

We are told who to fear, not those who kill only the body, but 
the great God who has power to cast into Hell. We are thinking of 
Abraham and his obedience when Isaac was spared. God gives 
comfort to those who obey. In Gen. 26:24, He says to Isaac, "I am 
the God of Abraham thy father: fear not, for I am with thee, and will 
bless thee, and multiply thy seed for my servant Abraham's sake." 

God told Elijah to go to Zarephath, during the great drought, 
where a widow was to sustain him. The woman had only enough oil 
and meal for one more meal, then she and her son would' die. Elijah 
said to her "Fear not; go and do as thou hast said: but make me 
thereof a little cake first, and bring it unto me, and after make for 
thee and for thy son." It was a test of the widow's faith She obeyed 
and the oil and meal lasted until the end of the famine. 

There is a time when there is strength in weakness, isa. 41:10, 
"Fear thou not; for I am with thee: be not dismayed; for I am thy God: 
I will strengthen thee; yea, I will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my righteousness." Be not dismayed with 
problems, look unto Him who sustains you through fiery trials. 

In the book of Daniel, we see three men in the fiery furnace. 
They came out safely, without even the smelf of fire on their clothes. 
God was with them. Again, we see Daniel in the lion's den, not for 
wrong that he did, but by the decree of the king who was influenced 
by men who hated Daniel. No harm came to him because God was 
with him and he had no fear. 

The fiery trials are to test us. We are not to think it strange when 
these things happen unto us. See I Peter 4:12. Surely we should 
not fear when Christ, our example is with us. 

Fear not little flock. Jesus spoke of a strait gate and a narrow 
way. He said few find it for the path is narrow. If only a few find 
the gate, enter it and travel the narrow path, even fewer will attain 
eternal life, because the Bible says there will be a falling away. 

Jesus is the good Shepherd, His people will hear His voice and 
follow and obey Him. Are we easily managed, do we obey readily? 
Can He guide us with His eye? Are we as a child which will obey 
after one look from a parent? Or, on the other hand, are we like a 
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sheep that is attacked, giving up after a few struggles of discourage- 
ment? 

When the Lord was here He taught His disciples that He would 
rise the third day, but they couldn't comprehend it. John 17 records 
the wonderful prayer and great concern He had for His disciples when 
they would be scattered as sheep without a shepherd. They depended 
on Him while He was with them. 

Christ's prayer was, "I pray not that thou shouldest take them out 
of the world, but that thou shouldest keep them from the evil" John 
17:15. Like Him, they would stand in need of encouragement, but 
still they had a work to do — to show the light of Christ to a dark world. 

Jesus prayed for us in our day. "Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also which shall believe on me through their word," John 
17:20. We sometimes hear the request, "Pray for me." It is a great 
privilege to pray for one another. How much more wonderful to 
know that One so great and high and holy prayed for us! It is His 
good pleasure to give us the Kingdom. The good gifts parents give 
us are not to be compared to the great gifts from God. God gives 
us gifts because we have need for them, not just because we want 
them. 

Eight souls in the time of Noah were spared, four in Gomorrah, 
because they heeded God's voice. Others mocked and perished. 
We see God's displeasure in the flood and fire. We see His favor to 
the twelve souls. To get into God's favor, we must be born again, 
John 3:3, to receive the Kingdom. We must put off the old and put on 
the new to become an heir to God. 

We must return good for evil. Our mind has to be changed if 
we are to enter Heaven. Sinful desires and pleasures and' wordly 
amusements must be rejected. The new man will praise God as the 
former way of life is put aside. Carnal nature in man has only eternal 
banishment. 

We are to persevere to the end. In Luke 9:62, Jesus tells us after 
we start on the Christian life we must not give up. "No man, having 
put his hand to the plow, and looking back, is fit for the kingdom of 
God." To plow a furrow in the field one has a mark, a goal to reach. 
If we look back we cannot plow a straight furrow. God's Word is 
true. He punished for sin in the past, He will punish for sins now, 
unless we repent. 

Acts 14:22 exhorts to ". . . continue in the faith and that we must 
through much tribulation enter into the kingdom of God." We must 
walk in the path in which He walked, be rejected and be acquainted 
with grief, and share His sorrow to live forever with Him. If we deny 
Him, He will deny us. If we will receive Him, He will receive us. 

James 2:5, ". . . Hath not God chosen the poor of this world rich 
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in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which he hath promised to them 
that love him?" If Christ had not died we would have no hope. If 
we love Him we keep His commandments. Many will be disappointed 
who thought they did the will of God, but lived carelessly. How we 
live toward one another is going to determine how we meet God, 
whether with fear or with joy. 

"For I was an hungered, and ye gave me meat: I was thirsty and 
ye gave me drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me in," Matt. 25:35. 
When was the last time we did any of these, visit the sick and those 
in prison? Jesus said, ". . . Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me." Get into 
favor with God by being a servant to others in Christ's name. 

Those who went through life and didn't do anything for Christ 
will say, "Lord, when saw we thee an hungered, or athirst, or a 
stranger, or naked, or in prison, and did not minister unto thee?" 
But Jesus will say to them, "Depart from me, ye cursed into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels." 

Let us live a life of service, support and strengthen the hands of 
one another. Let us pray to God to increase our courage and faith. 
We have a responsibility to continue and we must not give up.

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APPROVAL OF GOD AND RESPECT OF MEN 

"This their way is their folly: yet their posterity approve their 
sayings," Psalm 49:13. 

The context in which this verse is found speaks of those who 
trust in their wealth and boast of their riches. Their desire is that their 
houses shall continue forever and they even call their lands after their 
own names. See Psalm 49:11. This is with the desire that their 
names may be perpetuated after they are gone. 

The Psalmist points out that this is their folly. Indeed, it is folly 
when our innermost thoughts are on the things of this world. Our 
innermost thoughts are the thoughts of the heart, the thoughts upon 
which our minds dwell. It would appear, considering the perilous 
times in which we are living, that our inner thoughts should be turned 
toward Heaven and Heavenly things. Yet our Scripture text says 
their descendants approve of those things- The Psalmist also says, 
"Men will praise thee when thou doest well to thyself." Is it not the 
same today? 

I believe there is a difference in meaning between the words 
"approve" and "respect". To approve means to agree with. To 
respect is to accept or have regard to. By woy of illustration, men 
may not approve of our plain attire but if our lives agree with our 
profession we likely have their respect. 

Now it is pleasant when we may have both the approval and 
respect of our fellow men. But herein lies a snare of Satan. In the 
desire to have the approval of men we may be tempted to do that 
which will not meet the approval of God. 

Lot met man's approval at one time for in Genesis 19:1, we read 
that he sat in the gate of Sodom, indicating that he was a magistrate 
or a person of some importance. As the angels came into his house 
the men of the city made most wicked demands. Lot pleaded with 
them, calling them brethren, that they "do not so wickedly". In so 
doing he lost both their approval and respect. 

Then, if we are not careful, we are likely to approve ourselves 
by comparing ourselves with others. As we look at others, with a 
beam in our eye, we may be inclined to feel that we are pretty good. 
But the Bible says, "But they measure themselves by themselves, and 
comparing themselves among themselves are not wise." Again, "For 
not he that commendeth himself is approved, but whom the Lord 
commendeth." II Cor. 10:12,18. 

One of the major manufacturing companies has a label bearing 
the words, "Mark of Excellence" on the parts boxes and even on some 
parts. This, of course, is to create a feeling of confidence and to suggest 
the thought of reliability in the customer's mind. Certainly, if a 
product isn't reliable, it doesn't merit the customer's approval. 

Job carried the "Mark of Excellence" upon his life. "And the 
Lord said' unto Satan, Hast thou considered my servant Job, that there 
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is none like him in the earth, a perfect and an upright man, one that 
feareth God, and escheweth evil?" Job 1:8. Job desired to have 
God's stamp of approval more than the respect of his friends. 

May it not be our desire to perpetuate a name for ourselves 
here in this world but rather that we may have God's stamp of 
approval upon our lives and that our names are written in the Lamb's 
Book of Life.

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IS IT SIN TO SMOKE? 

Tobacco is a filthy weed. 

From the Devil does proceed; 
Stains your fingers; 

Burns your clothes; 
Makes a chimney of your nose! 

This question has been asked often, even by sincere born again 
people. We must go to the Word of God to find the answer. First, 
what good is the use of tobacco? I John 2:16 says, "For ail that is 
in the world, the lust of flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, is not of the Father, but is of the world." If the use of tobacco 
fits into this category, then it is sin. 

Then, is it done in faith in God? Romans 14:23 tells us, "And 
he that doubteth is damned if he eat, because he eateth not of faith: 
for whatsoever is not of faith is sin." 

Does it tend to please others? I read about a man who rode 
on a plane from New York to Miami, and almost there he turned to a 
lady next to him and said, "I have been chewing gum for ten minutes, 
would you like to chew it for awhile?" When she was indignant 
about it he said, "I have been inhaling your secondhand smoke for 
two hours, I thought perhaps you would like to chew my gum." 
This man was not pleased with her smoke. The Bible says, "Follow 
peace with all men." 

Does tobacco attend to holiness? Hebrews 12:14 says, "Follow 
peace with all men, and holiness, without which no man shall see 
the Lord." 

Smokers usually admit that they cannot easily break the habit. 
Romans 6:16 says, "Know ye not, that to whom ye yield yourselves 
servants to obey, his servants ye are to whom ye obey; whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience unto righteousness?" If we obey the 
smoking habit, we cannot obey God. 

Does smoking tend to keep your body pure and holy? Doctors 
claim that tobacco defiles the body and causes sickness and even 
premature death. I Cor. 3:17 says, "If any man defile the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy; for the temple of God is holy, which 
temple ye are." 

Do you smoke for pleasure? I Tim. 5:6, "But she that liveth 
in pleasure is dead while she liveth." James 4:3, "Ye ask, and receive 
not, because ye ask amiss, that ye may consume it unto your lusts." 

Statistics claim that Americans spend ten billion dollars a year 
on their tobacco habit. Wonder how much of it comes from church 
people who claim to be Christians. Don't you think giving it toward 
the salvation of souls would please God more than spending it on your 
pleasure and detriment? 
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"Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive you." 
(II Cor. 6:17) God can give you victory over it, if you give your 
heart and life to Him. I Cor. 15:57 says, "But thanks be to God, 
which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ."

A SECOND LOOK AT SIN 

The Bible is God's revealed truth for mankind. It is in the Word 
of God that truth is revealed in depth as we seek to know God's plan 
and purpose in the world. The Bible reveals the beginning of all 
things and the ending of all things. It reveals the love of God for 
mankind and also the wrath of God against man's sin. And yet in 
all of its portrayal of sin and the effects of sin this truth has not always 
penetrated' the heart of man. 

Could it be that the English language does not contain enough 
descriptive adjectives to adequately describe sin? One could say 
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that sin is ugly and universal, it is deceptive, it is harsh and hateful, 
it is carnai and cruel. But when one's vocabulary had been exhausted 
many would still not really know the awfulness of sin. 

Sin always appears attractive at the first glance. It is advertised 
by the brightest lights, the sparkling midway of sin. It is accompanied 
by the sweetest music, the siren sensual sound of sin. It is advertised 
in the most appealing words, the winsomeness of worldliness. 
Because of this, sin has become a "life-style" for many people and they 
are limited in spiritual understanding. Is it not true that for many 
people the first untruth is not too difficult to tell, the first foul word 
falls rather easily from our lips, the first evil thought does not disturb 
our conscience greatly? Sin is much easier to get into than to get 
out of. We witness this in our everyday lives as persons caught up 
in the quicksand of sin blame God for letting temptation confront them. 

Two types of sin are clearly mentioned in the New Testament. 
In I John 3:4, we read: "Whosoever committeth sin transgresseth also 
the law; for sin is the transgression of the law." Herein is noted the 
sin of commission — willfuly and intentionally man violates the will 
of God. In open rebellion he flaunts the faith committed unto the 
people of God, openly committing sins against 1he Lord- But the 
breaking of the law does not appear too bad because many people 
do not accept the Word of God as the law for living today. 

The most prevalent type of sin among church people is the sin 
of omission. "To him that knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin" (James 4:17). How easy it is for most of us to simply 
omit doing, or fail to do what we know God wants us to do. Here 
again one may see that sin easily becomes the accepted pattern of 
living. Rather than obey God's plan for purposeful living, we just 
omit fulfilling his requirements. 

But the Word leaves no room for some to justify themselves, 
for "all unrighteousness" is sin. That which willfully violates the 
will of God' is wrong! It is not only an act but an attitude, not only 
an action but a reaction. It is the "self" against the Saviour and God's 
plan for life. Someone has said: "Men say sin is an accident, while 
God says it is a deliberate act. Men say sin is a blunder; God says it 
is blindness. Men say sin is by chance; God says it is by choice. 
Men say sin is an infirmity; God says it is iniquity. Men say sin is 
weakness, but God says it is willfulness-" 

And yet in spite of all the gospel that has been taught and 
preached, man still fails to see the awfulness of sin. Perhaps if we 
would take a second look at sin we might sense the awful truth 
regarding its effect upon mankind, Man's failure to take a second 1 
look often produces heartbreak and tragedy. The world was shocked 
when modern medicine began to take a second look at one of the 
tranquilizers known as thalidomide. Marketed first in Germany, then 
throughout the world, the drug brought release from tension, made 
possible sleep, was not habit forming, and' an overdose could not kill. 
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it appeared at first as one of the finest drugs of its kind. Then 
"quietly, ominously, came a trickle of seemingly unrelated causes of 
deformity in newborn babies." Doctors and scientists watched as 
this increased, and then they took a second look at the effects of the 
drug. The second look revealed that although the drug produced 
relaxation and poise in the beginning, the end result was heartbreak 
and tragedy. 

What a picture of the effects of sin in the lives of many people! 
That sin which appeared so innocent and legitimate in the initial 
experience has now produced a life that is malformed by its effects. 
Still many well-meaning, moral persons, even church related persons 
are not willing to take a second look at sin. As youth, we ignore 
the voice of God that warns us as we live for the present, never taking 
the long look at life. As adults, we hear only what we want to hear, 
seemingly rejecting the Bible teaching that the "wages of sin is death" 
(Rom. 6:23). Do we think that in our enlightened, socially sophisticated 
age we are impervious to the effects of sin? James in a very pratical 
way writes about the effect of sin in every age. "But every man 
is tempted, when he is drawn away of his own lust, and enticed. 
Then when lust hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin: and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth death" (James 1:14-15). The effect of 
sin will not go away just because we ignore them. We will live with 
the results of heartache and remorse that come from spiritual 
separation from God. 

Sin in the Scriptures 

Sin had its beginning as we know it in the Genesis account of 
creation. Adam and Eve — God's first created beings — were given 
the freedom to enjoy the garden but "of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil" they were forbidden to eat. To violate the command 
of God would bring death upon them (Gen. 2:16-17). Evil, in the 
form of a serpent, came to tempt Adam and Eve, assuring them that 
they would not die if they disobeyed God. Being tempted through 
their desires they failed to recognize that these can be enormously 
attractive as revealed in the Epistle of James. 

One could also consider the scriptural account of David, Here 
was one whom the Bible says was a "man after God's own heart" 
(I Sam. 13:14). The depth of his spiritual devotions are revealed in 
the writings attributed to him in the Psalms, But when the temptation 
of sin came into his life, sin was enormously attractive. Beholding 
the beauty of Bathsheba, David was so blind that he could not see 
beyond his immediate desire to the ultimate result. Yielding to 
temptation, David sent Uriah to his death on the field of battle. Only 
then did sin begin to reveal itself. Other sins followed in their order. 

The Bible always gives the big picture; the effects of sin are 
not pretty but they do warn us of the results of rebellion against the 
immutable principles of God's Word. 
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Sin in History 

One does not have to isolate the truth about sin to the confines 
of the Bible. Let the open-minded person consider also the inevitable 
facts of history. Here one discovers that many great nations began 
with a faith in a Divine Being. They were weak and' acknowledged 
their dependence upon a Power outside themselves. In the formation 
of this great nation the thirteen colonies had little strength in them- 
selves. One cannot read "this nation under God . . ." or "all men are 
created free and equal, that they are endowed by their Creator . . ." 
without sensing that in its beginning this was a God-fearing nation. 
However, history also teaches us that as a nation grows, gaining 
strength economically and militarily, faith in God begins to diminish; 
the moral fiber of the nation deteriorates until the attractiveness of 
sin becomes the controlling factor of the commonwealth. 

One has only to read the writings of Arnold J. Toynbee to capture 
an insight into the erosion that takes place in a nation when the tides 
of sinfulness sweep across the pages of history- Edward Gibbons 
in his History of the Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire clearly 
portrays what happens when a people fail to take a second look at 
sin in the history of nations. Who would have dreamed that Rome in 
all of her pomp and glory would ever diminish as a world power? 
But in the background look Edward Gibbons gave four reasons for 
the ruin of Rome. Note the impact of them as they speak to our day. 

1. The rapid increase of divorce; the undermining of the dignity 
and the sanctity of the home, which is the basis of society. 

2. Higher and higher taxes and 1 spending of the public money for 
free bread and circuses for the people. 

3. The mad craze for pleasure; sports becoming every year more 
brutal and more exciting. 

4. The decay of religion, faith fading into mere form, losing touch 
with life and becoming impotent to guide the people. 

Had they taken a second look at sin In that day they could have 
recognized that "righteousness exalteth a nation: but sin is a reproach 
to any people" (Prov. 14:34). Can we read the handwriting of history 
on the walls of our world? Can we ignore the reality that as a nation 
we too are seeing the undermining of the homelife of America through 
the constant increase of divorce and infidelity? Is it possible that 
we can close our eyes to our mad craze for pleasure? The increase 
In pornographic literature, the eroticism of the films, the seductiveness 
of the dance, the liquor and drug traffic all point to the fact that we 
have forgotten God in the conduct of life. One has only to look at 
the decay of Christian faith in our land to sense that religion in America 
has become impotent in giving direction for life. The wars of the 
world, the social sores of society, and the pollution problem are only 
outward evidences of the effects of sin in our history. Let us take a 
second look at sin and return to God before the sand in the hourglass 
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of history bring His inevitable judgment upon our sinfulness. 

What does a second look at sin reveal about the way we are living 
today? It is quite obvious that the people who ignore the sense of 
stewardship about preserving the world in which we live lose not only 
what they have, but they will perish with it. For years God has tried 
to tell us this about His world, but only now as scientists and ecologists 
tell us do we become alarmed and seek a crash program to preserve 
the world. A rising tide of violence and crime makes us acknowledge 
that something is wrong with our society, but God has always said 
"thou shaft not kill" and "thou shalt not commit adultery". One is a 
commandment against the destruction of one's life, the other against 
the violatton of one's own personhood- Take a real honest look at the 
man who makes materialism things his god. In every congregation 
there is his likeness, someone who just had to make it while he could. 
It may have been even a preacher caught up in the money-making 
ventures of the world, who only too late realized that "no man can 
serve God and mammon". When material things become one's first 
love, he needs to look at the inevitable result of losing sensitivity to 
spiritual things, loyalty to the work of the church, and communion 
with God. 

Consider the case of the independent, self-willed, self-made 
adult who sees no need of God or the church. Called to the hospital 
one Sunday afternoon, I found a man at the point of death. He 
wanted the church to do something to help him. For over forty years 
he had known about the church and the message of redemption. But 
during that time he thought he did not need either God or the church. 
Now he did, but it was too late. He died without Christ! The Bible 
still is true, sin in the long run means death. That is true both 
spiritually and physically. 

The End of Sin 
What will be the end of those who persistently reject the proffered 
grace of God? What is the eternal end of those who persist in their 
sinfulness? Only the Word of God gives the full picture of this. In 
Luke 16 is the story of the rich man and Lazarus. The vivid contrast 
used by the Master in relating the story makes it unforgettable. As 
a rich man Dives had everything he wanted, "He fared sumptuously 
every day." But sickly, emaciated Lazarus lay at the rich man's gate 
and the "dogs came and licked his sores." With the passing of the 
days the beggar died and was carried to a better world, but the "rich 
man also died, and was buried; and in hell he lift up his eyes, being 
in torments." This is sin ultimately! Few people would acknowledge 
in this highly intellectual age of human reason that there is such a 
place as hell, but the Bible [eaves no question. The very justice of 
God demands that if there is an eternal reward for the righteous there 
must be an eternal retribution for the sinful. Sin, though small as a 
seed, will produce an abundant harvest. Sin produces separation from 
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God, and hell is eternal separation from God and all that is good. Sin 
produces a guilty conscience. The torment of hell will be that of 
remembering the guilt and condemnation of rejecting God's love in 
Christ. Eternal punishment is the ultimate end of that person who, 
like the rich man, just put God off. There was nothing sinful about 
his riches, but he was without God and this made him self-centered 
and unconcerned about the needs of others. 

Take a second look at sin! In the light of the Scriptures and 
history, in the light of life and death, take a long look at what sin will 
produce in your life. Then turn and take a second look at Calvary, 
remembering that the "wages of sin is death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord" (Rom. 6;23). No matter 
what the sin may be, God the Father waits to forgive you and accept 
you as his child. "If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness." 
(I John 1:9)

When everybody's doing 
it anybody can do it. It develops character. It's worth a great deal 
to belong to Christ's kingdom. 

It's a good, economical practice. The most worth-while reason 
is that it perpetuates a principle- Churches which are laying aside 
principles are declining. Happy is the man that condemneth not 
himself in the thing which he alloweth. We are developing a spine- 
less generation but a distinctive garb puts courage into us. If your 
conduct is in accordance with your garb you'll never need to apologize. 
"They must be holy people" — is a statement made concerning 
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certain members of the church — dressed in their own distinctive garb. 
Some are church members but do not have salvation. It makes 
equality by having a sameness among the group — no class distinction- 
It is a religious drama which impresses each time it is practiced. At 
the present rate of drifting from the practice the future generations 
will not know anything about the wrong in being immodest and all 
the other evils which are taken care of by wearing a distinctive garb, 
if we don't teach through our dress as well as by training. By teaching 
this the church tries to avoid the silly slavery to the god of fashion-

THE GRACE OF GRATITUDE IN PRAYER 

No doubt, one of the most common faults or sins (if one may be 
permitted to call it such, which the human family is guilty of, is the 
lack of appreciation. Many times his services have been in vain 
because the receiver or receivers fail to say "thank you" by any word 
or deed. Yes, that is how we feel when someone fails to appreciate 
what we do. But think of Jesus! How must He feel? He did so 
much, and yet how few accept and thank Him for all He has done 
for mankind! Then, too, how must God our heavenly Father feel? 
He so loved the world that He gave His only Son that those who 
believe might have eternal life. Yet, millions go on day after day 
without saying, "Thank you." 

God is a tender, merciful Father, and surely Ingratitude on the 
part of His children must be very grievous to Him. What disappoint- 
ment He must feel that for all He gives and does so few acknowledge 
His grace! You remember the miracle Jesus performed' when ten 
lepers were healed. One lone man returned to thank Him. Shame 
on the other nine! And yet, are childrn of God as grateful as that 
one who returned? And if we are, do we thank Him for one-tenth 
of what He does for us? God wants His children to recognize that 
the blessings they receive are coming from Him and He desires some 
expression of gratitude to Him. "In every ihing give thanks" 
(I Thess. 5:18). "In every thing by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be made known unto God" (Phil. 4:6). 
"Continue in prayer, and watch in the same with thanksgiving"(Col 4:2). 

God has given His children everything they have, and He expects 
praise and thanksgiving from them. His children should delight to 
praise and thank Him for what He gives to them materially and 
spiritually. If gratitude is due from children to their earthly parent, 
how much more is the gratitude of the great family of men due to 
our Father in heaven. 

God's children need to praise Him more "for his goodness and 
for his wonderful works to the children of men." One's devotional 
exercises should not consist wholly in asking and receiving. As 
children of God, we should not be always thinking of our wants, 
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but also of the benefits we receive. No one prays too much, but it is 
true that one is always too sparing of giving thanks. Constantly God's 
children are recipients of His mercies, and yet how little gratitude 
is expressed — how little they praise Him for whet He has done for 
them! 

If Christians would associate together, speaking to each other 
of the love of God and of the precious truths of redemption, their 
own hearts would be refreshed and' they would certainly refresh one 
another. If they thought and talked more of Jesus and less of self, 
and would talk more with Htm, they would have far more of His 
presence. 

As God's children, if they would think of Him as often as His 
care over them is recognized, they would keep Him constantly in 
their thoughts and would delight to talk of Him and to praise Him. 
One can talk of temporal things because he or she is interested in 
them. One talks of his or her friends because of love for them. 
One's sorrows and 1 joys are bound up in his friends. Yet man has 
far greater reason to love God than to love earthly friends; and it 
should be the most natural thing in the world to make God first in 
thought and to talk of His goodness and to tell of His power. His 
rich gifts to His children are constantly to remind them of Him and to 
cause praise and thanksgiving to flow from their lips and lives. 

Someone has said, "God is pleased with no music below so much 
as with the thanksgiving songs of relieved widows and supported 
orphans; of rejoicing, comforted, and thankful persons." 

One of the best ways to express gratitude is in prayer. In prayer 
one comes into the closest, most intimate fellewship with God, and it 
is here that one can pour out the deepest emotions of the heart. The 
Christian can tell God that he has received blessings from Him and 
how much it means and what joy it is to receive from His hand. 

God should especially be thanked for answered prayers, A child 
comes to Him with some definite request and He answers. The joy 
of this intimate fellowship with God, in which He gives the very thing 
for which one has prayed, should surely lead a person to lhankfulness. 
When one thanks God for answered prayers, he Is encouraged to come 
with new requests and petitions which bring new answers and more 
joy and thanksgiving. So, the list grows, leading one ail the while 
into more intimate communion with God. 

Hymns of praise and thanksgiving, together with the Psalms of 
the Old Testament, have always had a large part in the worship of the 
church. From David one can learn to give thanks for everything. It 
has been said, "Every furrow in the Book of Psalms is sown with the 
seeds of thanksgiving." 

The Bible contains many examples of prayers of thanksgiving. 
Daniel practiced offering thanksgiving prayers daily. Paul thanked 
God for His blessings and for the progress made by the Christians to 
whom he wrote. Jesus sometimes began His prayers, which are given 
in the Bible, with thanksgiving to His Father. In Revelation we get 
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some idea of how the saints will sing songs of thanksgiving and praise 
to their Redeemer after they get to heaven. "O give thanks unto 
the Lord, for he is good" (Ps. 107:1). "Every day will I bless thee" 
(Ps. 145:2). — Ruby P. Zook

JESUS AND THE CRAZY MAN 

Mark 5:1-20

at the land of the Gadarenes. Stepping ashore, Jesus was met by a 
man who was a lunatic or a crazy man. The Bible says this man had 
an unclean spirit. This means that instead of having the Holy Spirit 
to guide him, he was possessed with many evil spirits which caused 
him to lose his self-control. It is no wonder that his spirit was unclean! 
This crazy man lived among the tombs in a graveyard, and he was so 
strong that no one could tie him up. They had even tried to bind 
him with chains so that he wouldn't harm anyone, but he would break 
the chains. Day and night he wandered in the mountains and in the 
tombs, crying and cutting himself with stones- I don't suppose any- 
one could be in a worse condition. 

Then came the day when he met Jesus. When the crazy man 
saw Jesus, he ran and worshipped Him and begged Jesus not to 
torment him. You see, this man was full of evil spirits, and they 
were trying to persuade Jesus to leave them alone. But Jesus said, 
"Come out of the man thou unclean spirit." Now the evil spirits 
knew they had to go, so they begged Jesus to let them enter a herd 
of pigs close by. Jesus said, "Go." And what do you think those 
pigs did? There were two thousand of them, and they all ran down a 
steep place to the sea and were drowned. 

The men that were taking care of the pigs went to their town 
and told what happened, and the people came out and saw the man 
who had been crazy, sitting with Jesus and in his right mind'. 

Two thousand pigs are a lot of pigs, and the people were so 
concerned about losing them that they forgot about what a wonder- 
ful thing Jesus had done for the man who had been crazy. They 
asked Jesus to go away, and the man who had been healed asked 
Jesus if he could go along. Jesus got back in the boat and said, 
"Go home to your friends, and tell them how great things the Lord 
has done for you .. ." 

And the man went back to his home town and told everyone 
what Jesus had done for him. Jesus can do anything!

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SMALL BUT MIGHTY 

"The Tongue is a fire, a world of iniquity" (James 3:6). 

When we think of the tongue and its uses in this present day 
and age, we realize that this is a very timely subject- It has been said, 
"The use of the tongue is a test of life." How are we doing this test? 
Are we making a passing grade or are we blessing God and cursing 
men? James says, "Out of the same mouth proceedeth blessing and 
cursing. My brethren, there things ought not so to be," 

The tongue, one of our greatest blessings, may also be our 
greatest curse. "Even so the tongue is a little member, and boasteth 
great things. Behold', how great a matter a little fire kindleth! . . . 
So is the tongue among our members, that it defileth the whole 
body. . ." (James 3:5,6). 

Just as a single spark may set fire to a large forest, so one 
malicious word may bring disaster to a life or a community. Proverbs 
18:7 reminds us that "a fool's mouth is his destruction, and his iips 
are the snare of his soul." Surely it pays to let Christ rule our lives, 
because James says, "The tongue can no man tame." 

Among the seven things mentioned in Proverbs 6 which God 
hates are the lying tongue and the false witness. If we want to be 
religious and do not bridle our tongues, our religion is vain. Rev. 21 :8 
". . . and all liars shall have their part in the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone: which is the second death." 

"Out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh." Thus 
we see that our words are an ind'ex to what is In our hearts. Again 
we say, "The use of the tongue is a test of life. Unless controlled by 
the power of Christ the gift of speech may be a deadly peril to the 
soul." 

Thanks be to God, who giveth us victory through Jesus Christ 
our Lord, our tongues can be used for many good purposes- James 
states that the right use and proper control of the tongue is a proof 
of Christian maturity. 

The tongue should be used to preach the good news of Christ, 
our Saviour (Matt.

There is a promise for those who use their tongues in the right 
way. I Peter 3:10 says, "For he that will love life,- and see good 
days, let him refrain his tongue from evil, and his lips that they speak 
no guile." 

"Let the words of my mouth, and 1 the meditation of my heart, 
be acceptable in thy sight, O Lord" (Psalms 19:14). 

"Set a watch, O Lord, before my mouth; keep the door of my 
lips" (Psalms 141:3).

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IN THE WORLD BUT NOT OF IT 

As Jesus was preparing for His death and return to the Father, He 
was also preparing His disciples for those momentous events. There 
was much they could not understand at that time. He knew there 
would be persecution. "If they have persecuted me, they will also 
persecute you; if they have kept my saying, they will keep yours also." 
Jesus had a great concern for His followers and prayed the beautiful 
prayer of John 17 in their behalf as well as ours. 

There are two outstanding facts in this chapter which are as im- 
portant today as they were then. The first, "These are in the world," 
and the second, "They are not of the world." Because we have be- 
lieved on Him through their word, these facts are important to us 
also. Jesus taught them and fellowshipped with them and now 
He was about to commission them to be His representatives on earth. 
Truly this world needs the influence and example of an unwordly 
people. We are useful unto Him only as we are in the world but 
not of it. 

Perhaps we are inclined to condemn Lot In his choice, feeling that he 
didn't use good judgment. If Lot had chosen the hilly land rather 
than the plains of Jordan, would Abraham eventually have "pitched 
his tent toward Sodom"? I am sure we doubt that he would have 
done so. Would Sarah have found Sodom so delightful that she 
wouldn't have wanted to leave at the angel's urging? We are not 
victims of circumstances. We do not have to do something because 
everyone else is doing it. To a great extent we make our own 
circumstances. It has been said, "Birds of a feather flock together." 
Christians enjoy the fellowship of other Christians. I believe almost 
everyone would prefer to live in a Christian community. We may 
feel our sphere of influence is small yet each of us does have an 
influence for good in the world. 

Jesus taught that Christians are as salt which preserves and flavors 
and as light which illuminates. The Christian should 1 be a help unto 
others. He should be a person of principle, a person who does right 
for right's sake. He is one who has a conscience and who abides 
by it. He is more than likely an individualist. In our locality is a 
sign along the roadway which reads, "Men of distinction prefer God." 
To be distinct is to be different or outstanding. 

The world needs more Christianity. Those who compromise and 
apologize are not likely to make much impression upon the unsaved.

The world is in need of the Abels, Enochs, Noahs, Abrahams, 
Pauls and all the rest of those mentioned in the Bible, as well as those 
who are presently living above the circumstances of life, to help lift 
others to a higher plane of life. Are we doing our part?

Woe to the person who defies the rules of 
God's Church. Old Satan puts the burden on our lives, not God. His 
burden is light.

BLESSED ARE THEY THAT PUT THEIR TRUST IN GOD 

In II Peter 3, Peter is calling our attention to the second coming 
of Christ and to the conditions that will exist when He comes to bring 
judgement on the world. 

Scoffers will come. We see some now who make light of sal- 
vation. Peter speaks of those who are willingly ignorant of God's 
true and faithful words. In verses 17 and 18 Peter says, "Ye there- 
fore, beloved, seeing ye know these things, beware lest ye also, being 
led away with the error of the wicked, fall from your own steadfast- 
ness. But grow in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. To Him be glory both now and forever. Amen." 

Paul tells of the same kind of people that Peter warns us about, 
those who ridicule Christianity. Be on your guard, live according 
to God's Word. 

Nahum 3:14, "Draw thee waters for the siege, fortify thy strong- 
holds . . ." The prophet Nahum gives us four thoughts to meditate 
on. First — Water for the siege. In drawing water, it indicates 
time of preparation. Water is necessary to sustain natural life. 
Similarly, the water of life is our spiritual supply. We cannot exist 
very long without water, whether of the natural or spiritual. Second 
— Siege, a battle, a warfare, a resistance to the adversary of our soul. 
He is ever going about as a roaring lion, seeking whom he may devour. 
Third — Fortify, to strengthen against attack, a building up of our 
courage- We must be strong in the Lord and in the power of His 
might. Fourth — Stronghold, a well defended place of safety. In 
early history our forefathers built forts and had a continual struggle 
to protect their lives from enemies. 

Like the early settlers we cannot escape the battles of life. In 
our day we battle principalities and powers. We are born under 
condemnation of sin and we cannot avoid the siege. But we can draw 
water of life freely to fortify our stronghold. Our concern should 
be the battle of spiritual life. What is our stronghold? Is it not our 
faith in God that protects you and I from the onslaught of the enemy? 

Our faith can only be built up through God. The stronger a 
man's faith is, the stronger his refuge. The weaker a man is, the less 
resistance he can put up to a strong man, and therefore the easier 
Satan can overcome that man. 

A man's protection is his faith- Compare the strength of our 
faith to the old patriarchs such as Abraham, Enoch, Noah, and Moses. 
They, by faith, subdued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, and 
obtained promises. They had a strong courage and a great faith. 
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They lived their lives pleasing to God. In Him they had faith and 
confidence. So must we. 

What is faith? Believing without doubt! Abraham believed 
without doubt that God would do what He said. How would our faith 
hold' out if we were told to go out without family or friends, whither 
we knew not? 

We, too, can be victors if we make our refuge strong. We will 
receive the reward if we believe. God is able to give us victory 
through our faith. Is it not necessary for us to build up our faith? 

Moses chose to suffer affliction with God's people- Why did he 
do that? He stood in line to be King. He could have had a great 
inheritance but he rejected wealth for he had respect unto the recom- 
pence of reward. Too often we see people who have no respect for 
this recompense of reward. 

Great will be the joy to inherit eternal life in that place that gives 
perfect love and understanding. 

How great is our stronghold? Will we be able to stand? It 
behooves each and 1 everyone to prepare for that Heavenly Home. We 
are going to need a fortified stronghold to protect us from our adver- 
sary-

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HELP IN TROUBLE 

In Psalm 108:12, we find these words, "Give us help from trouble: 
for vain is the help of man." This Psalm is attributed to David and 
clearly indicates that he knew where to seek help of trouble. 

This verse is a prayer, striking in its simplicity. How thank- 
ful we should be that we may approach our Heavenly Father in 
simplicity of speech, and in the knowledge that the eyes of the Lord 
are over the righteous and His ears are open unto their prayers. 

As we journey through life we find there are many adversities 
along the way. I believe that sometimes God uses these to cause men 
to turn to Him. [f it is sorrow that leads one to prayer, and afflictions 
that lead one into a deeper spiritual life, yet happy is that person, 
"Now no chastening for the present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward it yield'eth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which are exercised thereby," Heb. 12:11. 

Too often, if relief is not soon forthcoming there may be a 
tendency to be fretful and 1 impatient. Worse, in the face of trouble men 
may become sullen and rebel against God. Then we may be either 
inclined to rely on our own strength or to seek human help. Instead 
of relying on the arm of flesh, would we not do better, in the words 
of the text, to ask God to give us help from trouble? Job was a 
great example of patient endurance in the face of affliction. Let us 
remember that God can either sustain us in trouble or remove the 
trouble or make of the trouble a blessing. 

Let us look at some of the troubles that are common among us. 
We are quite familiar with the troubles of the physical body. Because 
sin has sown the seeds of disease in the body there is a harvest of pain, 
affliction, and suffering. The human body is often frail and given 
to disorder. The troubles thereof may be very severe, which may 
also accumulate and continue a long while. David knew of bodily 
afflictions and called many times upon God for help. 

Other troubles with which we are familiar concern that of the 
family. The home should be the dearest place on earth. It should 
be a place of peace and comfort, a haven from the turmoil about us. 
It should be a place where children are brought up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord. But, alas! It isn't always this way. Family 
enjoyments are fragile and changeable. The members of the family 
are subject to affliction and death. Bereavements come even to the 
dwellings of the righteous. There may be bitter family trouble. 
Even the family may have strife within itself. There may be 
jealousy among the members. David knew of family trouble. His 
son Absalom even tried to usurp his father's throne. It is even more 
distressing when the family circle has within it those who have con- 
tempt and rebellion toward God. 
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Yet another trouble is church trouble- It causes the heart to ache 
when one sees interest in the church declining. The church should 
stand very high in our estimation. There have been many times 
down through the centuries when God's people were greatly dis- 
couraged. At one time, the Philistines had possession of the Ark of 
the Covenant. Ezra and Nehemiah were distressed because of the ruins 
of Jerusalem and the disinterest shown by the people in rebuilding 
the walls and temple. God's cause has often met adversity. The 
Church may be low spiritually. She has faced persecution. Some- 
times she has been abandoned by those who have lost interest. The 
Church should be of utmost importance to us for it is only within the 
fold that we can keep all the commandments and ordinances. 

There is also heart trouble- Our Christian experience often be- 
gins with it — weeping for sin. The Word says that God will not 
despise a broken and contrite heart. A broken heart precedes the joy 
of salvation. Heart trouble is often the result of negligence. If one 
becomes cold and formal, it is easier to entertain sin in the life. 
This is most likely to bring mental anxiety and 1 spiritual distress. 
These mental and moral troubles are the most painful of all. When the 
mind is serene and the heart strong, we can better bear all the other 
troubles of life. Trouble is the Christian's experience. Job said, 
"Man is born unto trouble as the sparks fly upward." 

Dear Reader, we have a resource — God. He knows our troubles. 
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Again, He can deliver us from them, sustain us in them, or make a 
blessing of them. Our God is nigh at hand and not afar off. He 
invites us to come to Him with our troubles and has promised to never 
leave us nor forsake us. 

The other part of our text says, "For vain is the help of man. 
How true! Man may give us good counsel, sympathize with us, and 
pray for us, but he can't sustain us. Only God can do that.

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GOD'S GRACE 

The following is a message prepared by the writer to have been 
delivered at General Conference, June 1971. 

CONSEQUENCES FOR FAILURE TO STAND IN THE GRACE OF GOD 

The following Scripture text, to be used as a basis thought in 
this message, is found in Heb. 12:14-17. "Follow peace with all 
men, and holiness, without which no man shall see the Lord: Looking 
diligently lest any man fail of the grace of God; lest any root of 
bitterness springing up trouble you, and thereby many be defiled; 
Lest there be any fornicator, or profane person, as Esau, who for one 
morsel of meat sold his birthright. For ye know how that afterward, 
when he would have inherited the blessing, he was rejected: for he 
found no place of repentance though he sought it carefully with tears." 

Can we fail in God's grace? Yea, beloved, we fail in it except 
we live a life of holiness, after once accepting it. In that grace, we 
are to follow after peace with all men. Follow peace at home, 
peace with our neighbors, peace in the Church, peace with all those 
out in the world. This will bring abiding peace to our souls. We do 
not merit God's grace, yet God gives it freely, but not without our 
accepting it, not without our abiding in it. Verily no! 

The Word says, "For all have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God." How may we attain that grace, and then stand in it 
without failure? Strictly speaking, it is by our accepting it by faith 
in Christ and His shed (atoning) blood. It is by our obedience to and 
faith in God the Father and Christ the Son and to the Gospel plan of 
salvation. It is a new birth which puts us into Christ and Into His 
Kingdom, assuring us of the remission of our sins and an inheritance 
to eternal life. We attain God's grace, have access into it through faith 
which is obedience to Christ's Word, trusting and abiding in it, which 
secures eternal life. 

We turn now to Rom. 5:1,2, "Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ: By whom also 
we have access by faith into this grace wherein we stand, and rejoice 
in hope of the glory of God." This Word tells us that we are saved 
by hope also. Hope for that which we cannot see with a natural eye, 
yet we have that hope within us. It is our ground of confidence of 
the faith within us. Hence we learn that it takes faith to put us into 
God's grace, also it takes faith to stand in it. The idea that God's 
grace through the blood of Christ cancels all sins of the child of God 
after birth, without repentance from their sins and without confession 
and obedience, we consider to be contrary to the teaching of God's 
Word. That Word tells us, "If we say that we have no sin (saints in 
Christ), we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us," 1 John 1 :8. 
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How, then, is the child of God accountable to God for his sins committed 
after his spiritual birth? We say in the same way he was accountable 
before birth. Did Jesus forgive stns before they were committed' 
and not repented of? Will His blood wash away the sins of the 
impenitent individual? Or the sins of the disobedient? Can we as 
children of God fail in His grace, after birth? Without abiding 
faith, we can. It takes real faith to stand in that grace and faith in 
these days. You may think not, beloved, but we say it takes a 
living, working faith and not a dead faith. 

Let us think of those of old time who did not stand in God's 
grace. We think of Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden. Not long 
ago one who believes "once saved always saved" said that Adam did 
not lose favor with God. We say he did. The whole world has lost 
favor with God until God brings man back by reconciliation through 
the death of His Son on the cross. When each Individual accepts 
God's plan of Redemption, he is reinstated with sins remitted and 
receives the inheritance of eternal life. Yet he may be lost through 
disobedience by not standing in God's grace. Let us thank God for 
the removal of the Adamic sin and the propitiation for individual sins. 
God's Atonement has been made, yet it must be accepted by man's 
free will and conscience before inheritance is secured- God's plan 
must be accepted before one can receive pardon for the soul. Rom. 
5:12; I Cor. 15:21, 22. 

Think of the antedeluvians. Did they fail of God's grace through 
disobedience? Were Noah and his household saved by obedience 
according to God's divine grace? Then think of those who failed, 
such as Esau. Someone may say, "Friend, you teach works for sal- 
vation." We certainly do, when works as mentioned in the Holy 
Scriptures are rightly interpreted. Good works are essential to 
obedience and obedience Is essential to eternal salvation. Heb. 5:9, 
"And being made perfect, he became the author or eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey him." Yea, we teach works for salvation. 
Hear Paul in this matter. Eph. 2:1-10, "And you hath he quickened, 
who were dead in tresspasses and sins . . ." This is speaking of all 
unsaved 1 persons before their regeneration and reconciliation and new 
birth. 

Now saints, saved by grace, the quickening process is the em- 
bryonic stage or period of their spiritual conception, the period 
between the planting of the seed, the Word of God in the heart, by 
teaching, preaching, or hearing of the Word. That period of God's 
calling them to Jesus Christ and to conviction, faith, repentance, 
and birth by baptism is a full birth of regeneration. Rom. 10:17, So 
then faith corneth by hearing, and hearing by the word of God." 
Eph. 2:2,3, "Wherein in time past ye walked according to the course 
of this world, according to the prince of the power of the air, the 
spirit that now worketh in the children of disobedience: Among whom 
also we all had our conversation in times past in the lusts of our flesh, 
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fulfilling the desires of the flesh and of the mind; and were by nature 
the children of wrath, even as others." All were sinners who had not 
accepted God's grace through Christ. 

Eph. 2:4,5, "But God, who is rich in mercy, for his great love 
wherewith he loved us, Even when we were dead in sins, hath 
quickened us together with Christ, (by grace ye are saved) . . ." We 
ask the question, was it by grace alone? No, verily no. God's 
Word teaches different than that. "For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of God." Not by grace 
without faith, but by grace through faith. Faith — what kind of faith? 
Not of ourselves, it is the faith of Jesus Christ. It is faith to hear His 
Word and accept it, not faith in some club, some man-made organi- 
zation, or some apostate church. It is God's free gift to man. Here 
is where men stumble, verse nine, "Not of works, least any man should 
boast." What did Paul mean by this? In our concluding remarks 
we wish to shew the kind of works meant here. Verse ten says, 
"For we are his workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained' that we should walk in them." 
Hence we see that God before ordained that His children should 
through obedience walk in His light, that they should stand in His 
Grace. "If we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we have fellow- 
ship one with another, and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin," I John 1:7. 

Friends, what kind of works did he mean? He meant not works 
of the flesh, neither works of the Mosaic law. He said, in writing 
to the Roman Brethren, "For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: 
but if ye through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live," Rom. 8:13. Again in Rom. 8:1, "There is therefore now 
no condemnation to them that are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus hath made me free from the law of sin and death." Do we 
understand these verses? To be free from condemnation and to 
stand in God's grace after birth, one must no longer walk after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit and in the light (the Gospel), to escape 
eternal death. This is God's plan. One must follow after good 
works and not after the law of works. 

Let us now discuss our relationship to the law of works, Moses' 
law. Gal. 3:17-22, "And this I say, that the covenant, that was con- 
firmed before of God in Christ, the law, which was four hundred 
and thirty years after, cannot disannul, that It should make the promise 
of none effect. For if the inheritance be of the law, it is no more of 
promise: but God gave it to Abraham by promise. Wherefore then 
serveth the law? It was added because of transgressions, till the 
seed should come to whom the promise was made; and it was ordained 
by angeis in the hand of a mediator. Now a mediator is not a 
mediator of one, but God is one. Is the law then against the promises 
of God? God forbid: for if there had been a law given which could 
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have given life, verily righteousness should have been by the law- 
But the scripture hath concluded all under sin, that the promise by 
faith of Jesus Christ might be given to them that believe." Beloved, 
Christ is our mediator. He is the one who is seated at the right hand 
of God interceding for us that we be kept from sin. I John 2:1,2, 
"My little children, these things write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ 
the righteous: And he is the propitiation for our sins: and not for our's 
only, but also for the sins of the whole world." 

Let us now turn to Rom. 5:6-8 "For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for the ungodly. For scarcely for 
a righteous man will one die: yet peradventure for a good man some 
would even dare to die. But God commendeth his love toward us, 
in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us." Yes, beloved, 
He died that cruel death on the cross for us while we were yet sinners. 

Think of the love of God and of Christ for us. "Much more then, 
being now justified by his blood, we shall be saved from wrath 
through him- For if when we were enemies, we were reconciled 
to God by the death of his Son, much more, being reconciled 1 , we shall 
be saved by his life. And not only so, but we also joy in God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom we have now received the 
atonement," verses nine through eleven. 

Our hearts should be filled with gladness, praise and joy, because 
of the atoning blood of Jesus Christ. We have His promise that He 
will go with us through this world and will see us through the Pearly 
Gates. To be continued-

I AM THE WAY, THE TRUTH, AND THE LIFE 

God's Word tells us that today is the day of salvation, "Today 
if ye will hear his voice, harden not your heart . . ." As our forefathers 
pioneered the unsettled new country, they had to think of providing 
protection for themselves before he enemy overtook them. 

In our spiritual life, we must always be thinking of our protection, 
for we can't wait until life is over to make provision for our future 
happiness. We may belong to a church, but if we are not fortified 
with the right kind of power, we will fail. There is only one place 
to receive strength — in Christ who said, "I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me." Jn. 14:6. 
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Jesus said, "Then if any man shall say unto you, Lo, here is 
Christ, or there; believe it not, "Matt. 24:23. Don't follow them, 
for Jesus said there would arise false prophets who, if it were 
possible, would deceive the very elect. It behooves you and I to 
make our calling and election sure. Today is the day of salvation. 
We have in Jesus a complete plan of salvation ready for all who will 
come. 

I am glad Christ overcame evil. We have evidence in the Word 
of God that this was done. Jesus said, "In the world ye shall have 
tribulation: but be of good cheer,- I have overcome the world." 
After He had accomplished all things and was ascending into Heaven, 
His disciples stood looking up as He was taken out of their sight. Two 
men in white apparel said to them, "Ye men of Galilee, why stand 
ye gazing up info heaven? this same Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen him 
go into heaven." 

He will come again. For whom? For the faithful who have 

kept the commandments. Those dead in Christ shall rise first Then 

those who remain shall be caught up together with them in the 
clouds to meet the Lord in the air. 

John 14:1 says, "Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, 
believe also in me." Each time we hear this chapter, it seems more 
precious. Are we fortified in the One who speaks to us in these 
verses? What troubles a human heart? Unbelief — anxious fear 
of what might happen. 

Paul tells us in II Tim. 3:13, "But evil men and seducers shall wax 
worse and worse, deceiving, and being deceived." Jesus intended 
for His disciples, and you and I as well, to get His message that our 
hearts be not troubled. "Ye believe in God, believe also in me." 
That is a great consolation. Many things in this life bring sorrow to 
our hearts. But in spite of earthly sorrow, there is comfort waiting 
for us. 

The Devil wants us to be troubled spiritually so he can cause us 
to be despondent and give up. Go to God for strength to endure and 
for consolation. He will never forsake us. If our heart is troubled 
spiritually, I believe it is because we haven't fully given our heart 
to Christ. If you think you have given your heart to God but are 
beset by doubts, open your heart and seek the help He gives. "In 
my Father's house are many mansions: if it were not so, I would have 
told you." Jesus wanted to remove all doubt from their minds. 

When we consecrate our life and believe beyond all doubt, we are 
going to have peace: peace the world can neither receive nor give, 
peace that only a believer can receive. "Peace I leave with you, 
my peace I give unto you: not as the world giveth, give I unto you. 
Let not your heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid," Jn. 14:27. 
If we feel we can't have the peace Jesus came to bring, it is not the 
fault of the dear Redeemer, but our own fault. Even if it were God's 
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will for us to die for His sake, yet He will give us peace. "But he 
that shall endure unto the end, the same shall be saved." 

How we ought to rejoice and praise Him for the many, many 
things He gives us and does for us! 

There is a reason Paul could speak as he did, "I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith." He 
had faith and consolation in God and God delivered 1 him out of all 
the battles. When we trust Him it doesn't matter how much trouble 
we have, God is able to deliver us out of all of them. 

Where do we stand today? For God? For the Devil? Or are 
we undecided — on the fence, unable to make a decision? Anyone 
who will enter into Glory will have to live on God's side, on the straight 
and narrow way. 

Do you want a part of Glory? Is that what you are living for? 
God will give the power to those who believe. He is Supreme and 
able to deliver those who trust in Him.

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THE PRIDE OF LIFE 

Our streets today are full of the pride of life. Selfishness, 
intolerance, lawlessness, and intemperance are rampant. Many are 
wholly indifferent about the higher aspects of life. Arrogance, 
pride, and self-sufficiency stalk on all sides. 

When false pride possesses a man it tends to destroy the finer 
qualities of character. It blinds him to his own best interests. Some 
of the foremost men in history have been victims of the pride of life. 

There is a legitimate pride due to a sense of personal dignity 
and worth; an honorable self-respect that is fully justifiable. 

But false pride — "the pride of life" — is always discreditable. 
It displays itself in self-esteem, ostentation, self-complacency, and 
vanity. Eager for admiration and praise, the proud man, bloated 
by self-importance, is generally shunned. 

St. John admonished, "Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. For all that is in the world, the lust of the 
flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world." 

He did 1 not mean that men should live lives of asceticism. 
His warning against the pride of life was directed against the temp- 
tation to give attention to the material world that should be consecrated 
to the spiritual. 

Many Bible passages refer to pride. 
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"Thou hast rebuked the proud that are cursed, which do err 
from thy commandments" (Psalm 119:21), 

"Every one that is proud in heart is an abomination to the Lord" 
(Proverbs 16:5). 

"God resisteth the proud, but giveth grace unto the humble" 
(James 4:6). 

Some men have lived an all-round, humble life, always keeping 
before and above them some great principle, some idea, some duty 
to which their life belonged, not to themselves. 

The young man of today should make himself the servant of 
some worthy purpose. The business man should count himself the 
steward of the Master- 
To keep free from the pride of life one should begin the day 
with an earnest prayer to God to use him in His service. Surrender- 
ing his plans to Him he will be molded more and more after the 
life of Christ. 

One who would emulate the life of Christ should think much 
about His self-denial, humility, purity, and holiness. 

Christ's words, "Abide in me," convey the idea of rest, stability, 
and confidence. Isaiah gives the assurance, "In quietness and 
confidence shall be your strength." 

The Psalmist says, "Trust in the Lord, and do good." The spirit 
of unselfish labor for others gives depth, and Christlike loveliness 
to the character. 

What the world needs is the humility and self-forgetfulness of 
Christ. When a man's life is consecrated to Him, the "pride of life" 
is forever dethroned.

THE GRACE OF GOD 

We wish to present a few thoughts and scriptures to remind us 
that it is only through the GRACE, MERCY, and LOVE of God that 
we have an opportunity to be saved. 

We find that the grace of God can and will do many things for us. 

We find that it empowers men for service. The Apostle Paul in 
writing to the Corinthian Brethren has this to say, "According to the 
grace of God which is given unto me, as a wise master builder, I 
have laid the foundation, and another buildeth thereon. But let 
every man take heed how he buildeth thereupon," I Cor. 3:10- 

Therefore it is up to us to make sure we are building on the right 
foundation, and also to use the right material. If we use gold, silver, 
or precious stones we will have a building that will endure. 

In II Cor, 1:12 we find these words, "For our rejoicing is this, 
the testimony of our conscience, that in simplicity and godly sincerity, 
not with fleshly wisdom, but by the grace of God, we have our 
conversation in the world, and more abundantly to you-ward." Some 
versions say, "we have behaved ourselves." Now if the grace of God 
did this for Paul, it can do the same for us, if we will believe it and 
receive it. 
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If we do not believe It and receive it, then we make it void. In 
Gal. 2:21 Paul says, "I do not frustrate the grace of God: for if 
righteousness come by the law, then Christ is dead in vain." Surely 
none of us wants Christ to have died In vain for us, so we must live 
in such a way that shows our faith and trust in Him, We must take 
heed to the rules of the Church, and show our faith by our works. 

The grace of God was not given for selfish use. I Pet- 4:10, 
"As every man hath received the gift, even so minister the same one 
to another, as good stewards of the manifold' grace of God." I am 
afraid we too many times come far short in our ministering to one 
another. 

Grace is given to the humble. I Pet. 5:5, "Likewise, ye younger, 
submit yourselves to the elder. Yea, all of you be subject one to 
another, and be clothed with humility: for God resisteth the proud, 
and giveth grace to the humble." I believe there is a possibility of 
us being proud of our so called humility. We need to be humble in 
the sight of God rather than in our own sight. 

The grace of God is manifested in self-sacrifice. II Cor. 8:9, "For 
ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that ye through his poverty might 
be rich." Our poor, feeble minds (I am speaking mainly of my own) 
cannot begin to comprehend the riches and the glory of that wonderful 
place where our Lord and Master had been dwelling with God the 
Father, and with God the Holy Spirit. Yet He came down to this 
sinful world, took on Himself the humanity of man, lived a sinless life, 
and was offered on the cross as a Lamb for the sins of the whole world. 
He gave His life and was resurrected, so that we too might have 
eternal life. 

His grace is sufficient for all human needs. We find that the 
Apostle Paul had a thorn in the flesh, for which he three times had 
asked the Lord to take away, but the Lord did not grant his request. 
II Cor, 12:9, "And he said unto me, My grace is sufficient for thee: for 
my strength is made perfect in weakness. Most gladly therefore will 
I rather glory in my infirmities, that the power of Christ may rest 
upon me." I believe that our Lord still works this way, that He gives 
us thorns in the flesh to keep us humble, or I should say to make us 
humble. 

We find grace bestowed on sinful men. I Tim. 1 :12-13, "■ . . He 
counted me faithful, putting me into the ministry; Who was before a 
blasphemer, and a persecutor, and injurious: but I obtained mercy, 
because I did it ignorantly in unbelief." Were it not for the LOVE, 
MERCY, and' GRACE of God, mankind would not have the opportunity 
to be saved. 

Titus 2:11, "For the grace of God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared to all men." I take this to mean that it is available to all 
men. It seems to me that in these days there must be many to whom 
It hath not yet appeared. Sad to say, many to whom it has appeared 
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do not avail themselves of it. 

We read in Rom. 2:4, "Or despisest thou the riches of his goodness 
and forbearance and longsuffering; not knowing that the goodness 
of God leadeth thee to repentance?" 

There is an abundance of God's grace. I Tim. 1 :14, "And the 
grace of our Lord was exceeding abundant with faith and love which 
is In Christ Jesus." 

Titus tells us it is not by works of righteousness that we are saved 
but by His mercy that we are saved. We also read that our righteous- 
ness is as a filthy rag in the sight of God. 

Let us not forget the LOVE, MERCY, and GRACE of God. 

May the Lord richly bless each one of His children.

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THE CHRISTIAN WARFARE 

"In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God. The same was in the beginning with God. 
All things were made by him; and without him was not anything 
made that was made_ In him was life; and the life was the light 
of men," John 1 :l-4. 

These verses tell us that the world was created by Christ. There- 
fore, He should be, and someday will be, its rightful ruler. It is 
to Him our homage should be given. Satan, however, rebelled 
against God and tempted our foreparents to sin and sin separated the 
creature from the Creator. God, "with the breath of His lips," could 
have consumed the wicked but God through grace has proffered 
mercy and the sinner may return. 

Some are ignorant, "Having the understanding darkened, being 
alienated from the life of God through the ignorance that is in them, 
because of the blindness of their heart," Eph_ 4-18. Others refuse 
to hear and do not believe. Still others ridicule the doctrines in 
which we believe and refuse to obey the precepts of the Bible. 

Now it is our responsibility as Christians to cause these to 
realize the error of their ways. Paul speaks of this as being a 
warfare. "For the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God' to the pulling down of strong holds, II Cor. 10:4. 
Note, it is "our" warfare and each of us has a responsibility _ All 
carnal warfare Is the result of sin. "From whence come wars and 
fightings among you? come they not hence, even of your lusts 
that war in your members? Ye lust, and have not: ye kill, and 
desire to have, and cannot obtain: ye fight and war, yet ye have not, 
because ye sak not. Ye ask, and receive not, because ye ask amiss, 
that ye may consume it upon your lusts," James 4:1-3. 

History tells us of so-called holy wars, waged in a carnal manner, 
which brought devastation, misery, and death. Our warfare is truly 
a holy and beneficial one, which instead of spreading terror, misery, 
and woe, brings goodness, compassion, and comfort. 

Just as men dig fox holes and trenches for protection in carnal 
warfare, so do sinners sometimes entrench themselves against all 
efforts to convert them. 

One of the greatest obstacles to overcome is ignorance The God 
of this world has blinded the minds of many, therefore the glorious 
Gospel does not shine unto them. It is essential to Satan's success 
that he keep men blind. Satan would have men believe error for 
this is the main pillar upon which ignorance rests. 

Prejudice is also a barrier to true knowledge. It is the result 
of ignorance and often hides behind trivialities. It arrays itself 
against the doctrines and duties of the people of God saying they 
are unneccessary. Still another barrier to salvation is pride_ Sin 
entered the world through pride and often Is one of the last things 
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given up. But it is incompatible with the spirit of the Word. "God 
resisteth the proud and giveth grace to the humble," 

Love of this present world and the riches thereof are also 
obstacles. Balaam desired the honor and promotion promised by 
Balak's messengers. Num. 22_ Judas accepted thirty pieces of silver 
for betraying Christ. The rich young man went away sorrowful 
when Jesus told him to sell that which he had and give to the poor 
and come follow Him. 

In ail of these ways, Satan finds methods of blinding man's mind 
to his true condition 

The sword has often been used to extend its wielder's desires. 
The sword greatly extended Mohammedanism. Peter drew a sword in 
defense of Jesus and cut off Malchus ear and was told, "Put up again 
thy sword into his place, for all 1 hat take the sword shall perish with 
the sword," Matt 26:52, The sword has always been employed by the 
intolerant— even by some churches. The sword only makes slaves and 
hypocrites. 

As Christians, we must disavow and disown the carnal weapons of 
the world. Our weapons are the truths of God's Word. The sword of 
the Spirit is the Word of God. "For the word of God is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any twoedged sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and 
is a discerner of the thoughts and intents of the heart," Heb, 4:12_ 

This sword is capable of overthrowing ignorance, prejudice, pride, 
and love of this present world. Let us take it up and use it plainly, 
simply, and earnestly. 
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IMPORTANCE OF BAPTISM 

I would (Ike to ask the question, "is baptism important?" If 
so, how important? I have heard the expression many times that 
he didn't fail to declare the whole counsel of God, when the minister 
didn't touch baptism or emphasize its Importance. 

How important is it? Jesus says in John 3:5, "Verily, verily, 
I say unto thee. Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the kingdom of God." This is a positive statement 
that needs no explanation. Here, Jesus puts baptism first, before 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. I might add that all the commentaries I 
have consulted say this means water baptism. 

Peter on the day of Pentecost was asked what shall we do. His 
answer was, "Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost." Here Peter puts remission of sins before the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. I know that most churches today teach that 
you are saved then baptized 1 wonder what for? Jesus in Mark 
16:16 says, "He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved . . ." In 
this Scripture Jesus places water baptism before salvation. Since 
Jesus is the divine Son of God and is the author and finisher of our 
faith, I believe we should preach baptism and emphasize it more 
than we do. One more Scripture I will bring to your attention, Titus 
3^5, "Not by works of righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved us, by the washing of regeneration, 
and the renewing of the Holy Ghost. The washing of regeneration 
here means water baptism_ 

How can any man in the face of these Scriptures teach salvation 
before baptism. I don't want to be too critical of my brethern, but 
as I see it we are not preaching it enough or emphasizing it enough. 
The Adventists continually teach the Sabbath. I believe that if we 
would teach baptism by triune immersion, half as much as they teach 
the Sabbath, we would not loose as many members as we do, but 
would be growing and adding to the church instead. 

I want to make a few quotations from the early fathers just after 
the days of the Apostles. Tertullian, in the History of the Ante Nicene 
Fathers makes this statement, "When however, the prescript is laid 
down, without baptism salvation is attainable by none." Tertullian 
lived about two hundred years after the Apostles_ 

Clement, in the Ante Nicene Fathers, Vol. 8, page 290, says, 
"But perhaps some will say, what does it contribute to piety to be 
baptized with water? In the first place, because you do that which 
is pleasing to God; and in the second place, being born again to 
God of water, by reason of fear you change your first generation. 
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which is of lust, and thus you are able to obtain salvation. But 
otherwise it is impossible. For thus the prophet has sworn to US, 
saying, 'Verily, I say unto you, unless ye be regenerated by living 
water into the name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, you shall not 
enter the kingdom of Heaven." 

The Bible teaches baptism before salvation, and since the early 
Christian writers conform this is what Christ taught, and also that 
which the Apostles taught, we can see the importance of baptism. 
Why don't we teach it more? 

The Bible plainly teaches that to be saved a person must first 
believe, then repent of his sins, and be baptized for the remission 
of sins. Christ places baptism before salvation, and the early church 
taught the same_ It is no less important for us to teach the same, 
baptism before salvation.

GOD'S GRACE 

Part Two 

In part one of the above subject we were discussing the saints 
relationship to the law of works, the law of God by Moses, The 
Word of God by Paul says, ". . . Having no hope, without God in the 
world" (meaning His saints in their previous state), He (God) recon- 
ciled us to Himself through His Son Jesus Christ. Yes, beloved, we 
have the assurance that through Christ's suffering and death He is 
our Mediator, our Advocate and our Reconciliation. We wili not 
have to pass through Jordan of death alone. He has promised that 
He will go with us, even unto death. Will Jesus go with us through 
death's Jordan just because of God's grace without faith? Verily, 
no. Will He, by His grace, be with us without works of faith and 
works of obedience and keeping His commandments throughout life? 
Again we say no. Is it then just grace without works of obedience? 
No. Grace is God's part, faith and obedience is our part. We 
cannot be recipients of His grace except we take hold of it, except 
we put it into practice by faith in our lives. 

The Word does not teach that we are saved by grace only, when 
rightly divided. We are not saved by righteous works of the law 
either. We turn now to l\ Tim- 1 :9, "Who hath saved us and called 
us with an holy calling, not according to our works, but according 
to his own purpose and grace, which was given us in Christ Jesus 
before the "world began, But is now made manifest by the appearing 
of oar Saviour Jesus Christ, who hath abolished death, and hath 
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brought life and immortality to light through the gospel." 

Dear Reader, God had His plan through grace to save those whom 
He would call through faith and obedience even before the world 
began. Note, we say through faith and obedience. God's purpose 
and grace was given unto us through Christ before the world began. 
However, that grace does not manifest itself in our salvation until 
we accept it through faith and obedience. These verses by Paul to 
Timothy make this plain. Was that grace given before the world 
began something we can have simply by confessing it, without our 
acceptance of it or without its manifestation in us? 

Again, we say we are not saved by the works of the law, but 
by good works in grace. Rom. 4:14-16, "For if they which are of the 
law be heirs, faith Is made void', and the promise made of none 
effect: Because the law worketh wrath: for where no law Is, there 
is no transgression. Therefore it is of faith that it might be by grace,* 
to the end the promise might be sure to all the seed; not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that also which is of the faith of Abraham; 
who is the father of us all." 

Let us notice Eph- 2:8 which says, "For by grace are ye saved 
through faith . . ." Pause and think, "Not of works, lest any man 
should boast." Not by grace without faith. What kind of faith then? 
An obedient faith, of course, not to boast of- It is the gift of God, 
a working faith, not of the law, nor self-righteous works in the flesh. 

More proof from Rom 6:14, 15, "For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the law (Old Testament law of Moses), 
but under grace. Does this mean that we are free to commit sin, 
and not be judged for it anymore after we are saved? Oh, no. 
"What then? shall we sin because we are not under the law, but 
under grace? God forbid." Paul says in Titus 2:5, "Not by works 
of righteousness which we have done (meaning self-righteousness 
in the flesh, or works of the old law), but according to his mercy 
he saved us, by the washing of regeneration, and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost." What is the washing of regeneration and renewing? 
We believe it is the cleaning of water through baptism and the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit, the new birth. It is God's new creative good works. 

We now give proof by the writer James, that Paul, in Eph_ 
2:5-10, did not mean when he said "Not of works least any man 
should boast," good works of obedience through faith in God's grace 
and that good works had no part in man's salvation. James 2:17-26, 
"Even so faith, if it hath not works (meaning obedience), is dead, being 
alone." Faith without a life of testimony, without works of obedience, 
is a dead faith and is not the faith of Christ. 

"Yea, a man may say, Thou hast faith, and I have works: shew 
me thy faith without thy works, and I will shew thee my faith by my 
works. Thou believest that there in one God; thou doest well: the 
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devils also believe, and tremble. But wilt thou know, O vain man, 
that faith without works is dead?" How may we harmonize works 
here in this verse with works in Eph. 2:9, "Not of works least any 
man should boast?" They simply will not harmonize, except we 
understand 1 the kind of works and make a distinction between them 
by rightly dividing the Word of Truth_ "Was not Abraham our father 
justified by works (works of obedience), when he had offered Isaac 
his son upon the altar"? In that work Abraham had faith, works, 
and obedience. "Seest thou how faith wrought with his works and 
by works was faith made perfect"? Do we think his faith would 
have been made perfect without his works of obedience? Nay, 
verily. "And the Scripture was fulfilled which saith, Abraham believed 
God, and it was imputed unto him for righteousness; and he was called 
the Friend of God." He had both faith and works. 

"Ye see then how that by works a man is justified, and not by 
faith only. Likewise also was not Rahab the harlot justified by works, 
when she had received the messengers, and had sent them out another 
way"? This is a like comparison to that of Abraham. Verse 26 
sums up the whole matter, "For as the body without the spirit is dead, 
so faith without works is dead also" So then we are saved (justified) 
by works along with faith. In short, obedience is required in our 
acceptance of faith. 

At this point we point out the sinners full justification in God's 
grace. It is by grace, by faith, by works, and by the blood of Christ. 
In our conclusion of this subject, let us study other scripture which 
should prove for us the difference of the works of the law and works 
in God's New Covenant of grace. It was not by Moses' law. Rom_ 
9:31-33, "But Israel, which followed after the law of righteousness, 
hath not attained to the law of righteousness." What is the law of 
righteousness? It is salvation through grace and faith. It is a law of 
reconciliation and redemption by the Atonement. Gal. 5:3-5, "For I 
testify again to every man that is circumcised, that he is a debtor to 
do the whole law Christ is become of no effect unto you, whoso- 
ever of you are justified by the law; ye are fallen from grace. For 
we through the Spirit wait for the hope of righteousness by faith." 
To trust in the law of the Old Testament makes us nonrecipients of 
the law of grace. 

We have now given the reader plain, positive scripture, which 
proves first, the purpose of God's grace. Second, how to fake hold, 
receive" and retain it. Third, its rewards. Fourth, let us notice con- 
sequences for failure to stand in it_ Let us note those who have 
failed, then those who cannot be restored as well as some who may 
be restored such as Adam, the Antediluvians, Israel and others- 

Now consider a few of these accounts in closing. Why did 
Israel fall and fail as a nation? Because they sought not God's grace 
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by faith. "For they stumbled at that stumblingstone . . . and rock of 
offence _ . ," Rom, 9:32, 33. They failed of God's grace as a nation, 
yet a blinded remnant will be saved when they become reconciled. 
Rom. 1 1:5-7, "Even so then at this present time also there is a remnant 
according to the election of grace. And if by grace, then is it no more 
of works: otherwise grace is no more grace. But if it be of works, 
then is it no more grace: otherwise work is no more work. What 
then? Israel hath not obtained that which he seeketh for; but the 
election hath obtained it, and the rest were blinded." See also John 
1:11, John 3:3-5, Matt_ 21:42. 

Let us now look at certain consequences of failure, Heb. 6:4-6. 
"For it is impossible for those who were once enlightened, and have 
tasted of the heavenly gift, and were made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost, And' have tasted the good word of God, and the powers of the 
world to come, If they shall fall away, to renew them again unto 
repentance; seeing they crucify to themselves the Son of God afresh, 
and put him to an open shame." 

These verses clearly shew that a child of God can fall from God's 
grace- It entirely refutes the doctrine of being once saved always 
saved. Also Heb 10:23-29, "Let us hold fast the profession of our 
faith without wavering; (for he is faithful that promised;) And let us 
consider one another to provoke unto love and to good works: Not 
forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, as the manner of 
some is; but exhorting one another: and so much the more, as ye see 
the day approaching. For if we sin wilfully after that we have 
received the knowledge of the truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice 
for sins, But a certain fearful looking for of judgment and fiery indig- 
nation, which shall devouF the adversaries. He that despised Moses' 
law died without mercy under two or three witnesses: Of how much 
sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, who 
hath trodden under foot the Son of God, and hath counted the blood 
of the covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, an unholy thing, and 
hath done despite unto the Spirit of grace?" 

Finally Peter says, "For if after they have escaped the pollutions 
of the world through the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, they are again entangled therein, and overcome, the latter end 
is worse with them than the beginning. For it had been better for 
them not to have known the way of righteousness, than after they have 
known it, to turn from the holy commandment delivered unto them. 
But it is happened unto them according to the true proverb, The dog is 
turned to his own vomit again; and the sow that was washed to her 
wallowing in the mire," II Peter 2:20-22. 

If we as a child of God, after the new birth, commit sin and 
repent, turn from it by confessing it to God, then go on following 
Christ through obedience and standing in God's grace, the blood of 
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Christ will wash away all our sins I John 1:6-9, II John 2:1-2. 

On the other hand, after being born again, if we wilfully commit 
sin and stubbornly refuse to repent and confess our sin or in any 
reject Christ's Word, we stand condemned for eternity. Sin is of the 
Devil. The end.

As followers of Christ, whose will comes 
first in our aims of life? 

"Though he were a Son, yet learned he obedience by the things 
which he suffered," Heb. 5:8. Can I shape my life by any better 
method 1 ? Obedience unto God was very important from the 
beginning of time, as we clearly note from the accounts of man's 
behaviour and punishment soon after the creation. How important 
should we consider obedience unto Christ's teachings today? 
Even consider our temporal life, how important it is to the well- 
being of all with whom we come in contact, depending upon 
obedience unto those with better understanding than we have! We 
have all seen many instances where disobedience unto those with 
more experience or authority has caused great distress and suffering. 

Our human nature does not wish to suffer, but rather desires all 
for my own purpose. This should convince each of us of the 
importance of our purpose in life being God's purpose^ Yes dear 
reader, God is our Creator, God is our Sustainer, God is our Saviour, 
and God will be our Rewarder throughout never-ending eternity.

GOD AND THE OCCULT 

Today an estimated forty million Americans are aided by some 
five thousand astrologers who have helped to run the zodiac into a 
$200,000,000-a-year business. Twelve hundre" 4 r* f v e 1,750 daily 
newspapers now carry astrology columns compared to only 100 
twenty years ago. Last year bookshops and specialty stores sold 
more than two million Ouija boards. 

These are only a few illustrations of a renewed interest in the 
occult in our modern world_ Interest in the occult is nothing new 
for the more primitive civilizations or for Eastern religions. How- 
ever, such interest is spreading rapidly in the supposedly rationalistic, 
scientific, skeptical Western world- 

The occult today has become respectable. Business firms employ 
full-time astrologers. A member of the New York Stock Exchange 
likes to conclude important deals at 3:00 A.M. because of his 
astrologer's advice. Witches are respectable and self-proclaimed in 
the practice of their art. Take, for example, a contemporary witch 
by the name of Sybil Leek, who lives in Melbourne Beach, Florida, 
from which she flies regularly {by jet) to New York and Chicago to 
promote witchcraft. She estimates the world witch population at 
eight million. 

The Spiritualist Church which centers around the practice of 
allegedly consulting the dead through spirit mediums is growing. 
Spiritism last peaked in the United States in the 1920s when, according 
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to Newsweek magazine, seances became almost a national hobby. 
Today such interest is rising again with the existence of 400 Spiritualist 
churches with a membership of about 150,000. There are also a 
number of Satantic churches operating in the United States. Several 
years ago Anton LaVey founded the first Satantic church In San 
Francisco dedicated to sensual indulgence, vengeance, and all sins. 

Tremendous impetus in occult interest, especially in spiritual ism, 
has been given by the activities and writings of the late Bishop James 
Pike, once dean of the Cathedral of St. John in New York City and 
Episcopal bishop of California. Pike's interest in the occult began 
in 1966 with efforts allegedly successful to communicate with his 
dead son, Jim, who had committed suicide. From then on till his 
death in the Palestinian wilderness in 1969, Bishop Pike continued 
his occult interest and research. 

Occult activities as described by Dr_ Kurt Koch, a German 
theologian and writer on the subject, can be grouped in three cate- 
gories: (1) Fortune-telling — involving astrology, palmistry, the crystal 
ball, and to card laying. (2) Magic — involving the healing and 
inflicting of diseases, fertility charms, love and hate magic. (3) 
Spiritism or spiritualism — involving spirit communication. 

What does the Bible have to say about this intriguing subject? 
Numerous Christian people have been influenced strongly by the 
revival of interest in the occult and some have experimented with it. 
A Bantam publishing executive said the market for his company's 
occult line is primarily the Bible Belt and the Deep South. Thus, 
it Is extremely important that the evangelical Christian who avows 
faith in the absolute authority of Scripture knows what the Bible 
teaches on this subject. 

Looking first at the Old Testament, we find that it uncompro- 
misingly and vigorously prohibits any contact with the occult in any 
form Such a prohibition is found in Leviticus 19:31, In this verse 
the command against seeking out mediums and wizards is followed 
by the statement, "I am the Lord your God." This gives us some 
insight into the reason for these Old Testament pronouncements. 

In magic, in witchcraft, in spiritism, another power besides 
that of God is recognized and used. This is the power of evil. 
The Old Testament never denies the existence of such a power but 
firmly prohibits playing with it. Furthermore, using occult power is 
often for the purpose of forcing an issue whether or not that issue is 
for God's glory. The occult is used as a means for manipulating 
circumstances Also, some of the occult arts as practiced in Old 
Testament times and today were for the purpose of finding the right 
move; that is, for guidance. But Israel had her God to lead her. 
She did not need these attempts to find direction from some other 
source, in other words, consulting magicians, witches, or mediums 
takes God's place in the life of the individual, causing him to violate 
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the First Commandment, "Thou shalt have no other gods before me." 
This is echoed by the Prophet Isaiah who said, "And when they 
shall say unto you, 'Seek unto them that have familiar spirits, and 
unto wizards that peep, and that mutter:' should not a people seek 
unto their God? for the living to the dead?" God's punishment for 
dabbling in the occult arts in the Old Testament was death, as indicated 
by Leviticus 20:27, "A man also or woman that hath a familiar spirit, 
or that is a wizard, shall surely be put to death: they shall stone them 
with stones; their blood 1 shall surely be upon them." 

The most detailed example of spiritism in the Old Testament is 
the account of King Saul and the witch of Endor in I Samuel 28_ 
Despite the fact that Saul had given orders for all witches and mediums 
to be destroyed in accordance with the law, he ordered a witch to be 
found when he was up against the wall because of the Philistines. 
He hoped she could put him into contact with the spirit of his former 
guide, the Prophet Samuel. However, all the spirit voice which was 
produced 1 offered was a prophecy of doom fulfilled in the ensuing 
battle with the Philistines on Mount Gilboa where Saul was killed. 

Thus, by specific precept and example the Old Testament declares 
God's displeasure with dealing in the occult, requiring the death 
penalty for the practitioners of the occult arts. 

That the occult arts were widely practiced in New Testament times 
is very clear — not only from history, but also from a number of 
biblical references to them. In Acts we read of Simon, the sorcerer, 
Elymas, the magician, and the girl in Philippi who had "a spirit of 
divination." The city of Ephesus was especially known for magic 
arts as we see in Acts 19 Here when people came to believe in 
Christ they confessd and repented of their occult practices. This is 
illustrative of the New Testament's attitude toward the occult. It 
is firmly identified with Satan and evil and when people became 
Christians they were to put away everything that had to do with 
the occult. 

In summary, let me suggest some reasons for staying clear of 
the occult: The Bible demands it. 

The Christian does not need it. If he has an adequate concept of 
the greatness, the love, and the faithfulness of God, he has no need 
for the occult to tell him the future, give him guidance, or to 
manipulate circumstances. 

The occult takes the place of God in an indivdual's life_ 

Having to do with the occult opens the door of one's life for the 
work of spirits not of God and this is extremely dangerous. Dr. 
Merrill Linger, in a recent book on the subject, says, "Those who 
attend seances come under occult power from which it is difficult 
to free one's self."

What mortal can understand the weariness and heartache that 
were included in Jesus' words when He said, "O faithless and perverse 
generation, how long shall I be with you? how long shall I suffer you? 
bring him hither to me" (Matthew 17:17). 

lis there a Christian among us who has not, at some time in his 
life, found himself in the same spot as the disciples? 

There are times when life holds so much joy, so much blessing 
we feel as though if we get just a little happier we will go into orbit_ 
Blessing is added to blessing; prayers are being answered; joy is the 
order of the day. We say we are on the mountaintop. Then, oh! 
Everything falls apart. Suddenly life is too much_ 

If we have been Christians very long, we have learned not to be 
surprised by life's blows. This has happened before- 

For the Christian the question is not, Will I ever have to go down 
into the valleys of life? The vital questions each of us must answer 
are, Do I have within me the power to take care of the situation 
when I get there? and, If 1 do not have that power, where can I 
get it? 
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All too many people search In the wrong places for the power 
they know they need. 

There are problem solvers on every hand, each with his own 
surefire answer for the troubles and tribulations of the entire human 
race. They offer us education, adequate incomes, psychoanalysis; 
the list is almost endless. 

The only difficulity is that these surefire answers have a way 
of misfiring under pressure. People power is not powerful enough 
to take care of people's problems_ 

When the disciples recognized their helplessness, they had sense 
enough to turn to the right Person for help. Do we? As soon as 
they could manage it, they called Christ aside and asked, "Why 
couldn't we cast the demon out of that child?" Jesus answered, 
"Because of your unbelief: for verily I say unto you, If ye have faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto this mountain, Remove 
hence to yonder place; and it shall remove; and nothing shall be 
impossible unto you. Howbeit this kind goeth not out but by prayer 
and fasting" (Matthew 17:20-21). 

The power to meet life when life is suddenly too much can come 
only from God. That power can be had in only one way — through 
fellowship with the Giver of power. Christ did not say that we 
can overcome Satan by reading a grocery list to the Almighty and 
expecting Him to fill the order. He said, "By prayer and fasting," 
indicating a deep and continuing fellowship with God 

Spiritual strength is not injected into a human soul in shots or 
pills like vitamins; it is grown into the soul as the green color is 
grown into the tree leaf- Just as the leaf on the tree must be exposed 
day after day to the warm rays of the sun if it is to grow green and 
strong, so the human soul must be exposed day after day to the warm 
rays of God's love if it is to grow strong in God's power. 

Thank God, He provides the love and the power. All we need 
to do is to live close to Him in order to grow in His likeness. When 
we have done that, life's blows will not be too much.

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WALKING WORTHILY 

"I therefore, the prisoner of the Lord, beseech you that ye walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith ye are called, with all lowliness and 
meekness, with longsuffering, forbearing one another in love; en- 
deavouring to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace," 
Eph. 4: 1-3. 

The Apostle Paul urges us to walk worthily. To be worthy means 
to have moral or personal excellence or merit. The purpose of this 
excellence is that we do not disgrace our vocation. A vocation is a 
particular business of calling. An avocation is a minor occupation. 
How many of us have these reversed? 

How, then, may we pursue this calling in a worthy manner? 

First, we see it is to be with all lowliness. To be lowly means to 
be humble. Rather than having an exalted opinion of ourselves, we 
are to think poorly of ourselves. We are to oppose pride in the heart 
for, "The sacrifice of God are a broken spirit; a broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not despise," Psa. 51:17. We need always 
to be on guard that we not "think more highly of ourselves than we 
ought to think." An example of such humility is Solomon after he 
was made king. "And now, O Lord my God, thou hast made thy 
servant king instead of David my father: and I am but a little child: 
I know not how to go out or come in . . . give therefore thy servant 
an understanding heart to judge thy people, that I may discern 
between good and bad," I Kings 3:7,9. 

Meekness is a necessary characteristic if we are to walk worthily. 
To be meek is to have a disposition that is unwilling to provoke others. 
Neither is meekness easily provoked or offended by the weakness 
of others. How easy it is to be resentful when we feel someone has 
taken advantage of us! Meekness Is one of the fruits of the Spirit 
mentioned in Gal. 5:22. Gideon was an example of meekness when 
he placated the men of Ephraim. See Judges 7 and 8:1-3. 

Longsuffering is also a fruit of the Spirit. It is a patient bearing 
of injuries without seeking revenge. These attributes are not common 
to natural man, rather they are to be put on. "Put on therefore, as the 
elect of God, holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, kindness, humble- 
ness of mind, meekness, longsuffering; forbearing one another, and 1 
forgiving one another, if any man have a quarrel against any, even 
as Christ forgave you, so also do ye," Col. 3:12,13. 

Forbearing one another is bearing others faults out of a principle 
of love so as not to cease to love them. God is the perfect example 
of forbearance. God, through His forbearance, has fore-ordained that 
Christ is a propitiation through faith in His blood that we might have 
remission of sins. 

These characteristics are necessary if we are to have "the unity of 
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the Spirit in the bond of peace-" Of these four, humility is the key 
to unity. Without it, there will be no meekness, longsuffering, or 
forbearance. Pride and passion always cause trouble. The more 
lowly-mindedness, the more like-mindedness there will be. 

Do we value unity as we should? The next few verses of Eph. 4 
speak of oneness — one body, one Spirit, one hope, one Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, one God and Father of all. When we came into the 
Church, we all made the same promises. We all promised to have 
no part in games, plays, performances, and unions that are evil. We 
promised to not conform to the rules and 1 hurtful fashions of the 
world in a way contrary to the Word. "Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive you, and will be a Father unto you 
and ye shall be my sons and daughters, saith the Lord Almighty," 
II Cor- 6:17,18. We see that separation is necessary to walk in a 
worthy manner. 

Then we should be worthy in our conversation. "Only let 
your conversation be as it becometh the gospel of Christ . . . that ye 
stand fast in one spirit, with one mind striving together for the faith 
of the gospel," Phil. 1:27, Truly, our speech is the index of the heart. 
Just as surely as Peter's speech betrayed him at Jesus' trial so surely 
will a persons speech reveal what is in the heart. "Out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh." 

We need to walk worthy of God. Paul charged the Thessalonians, 
in chapter 2:12, that they would walk worthy of God "who hath 
called you unto his kingdom and glory." Paul holily, and justly 
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and unblameably behaved himself among them. 

So we can walk worthy of our calling in the sight of God. It 
takes effort, it takes some doing. It takes dedication of our lives 
to God. "For the grace of God that bringeth salvation hath appeared 
to all men, teaching us that, denying ungodliness and wordly lust, 
we should live soberly, righteously, and godly in this present world; 
looking for that blessed hope, and the glorious appearing of the great 
God and our Saviour Jesus Christ; who gave himself for us, that he 
might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works," Titus 2:11-14. 



ENLIGHTENED HEARTS 

Wherefore 1 also, after I heard of your faith In the Lord Jesus, 
and love unto all the saints, cease not to give thanks for you, making 
mention of you in my prayers; that the God of our lord Jesus Christ, 
the Father of glory, may give unto you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of him; the eyes of your understanding 
being enlightened; that ye may know what is the hope of his calling, 
and what the riches of the glory of his inheritance in the saints, 
and 1 what is the exceeding greatness of his power to us-ward who 
believe, according to the working of his mighty power. — Ephesians 
1:15-19. 

May the Holy Spirit guide us In the consideration of this subject, 
that He may have His way in our hearts. 

The Apostle Paul's concern in the letters he wrote was that 
the followers of Christ might enjoy the blessings that were rightfully 
theirs through their acceptance of Jesus Christ as their Saviour. The 
churches in Paul's time were threatened with Santanic influences 
just as they are now, and Satan has cast a shadow over the hearts 
of many sincere Christians simply because they have not yet come 
to a full realization of their privileges in Christ Jesus. From Paul's 
writings we are certain that the host of discouraging, disheartening, 
confusing circumstances that came hurtling at him with terrifying 
energy were as great as we face in the work of the church today. 
Yet where can we find any trace of doubt, anxiety, gloom, or des- 
pondency in the life of the Apostle Paul? Just what was the secret 
of his victory, his submission, and so forth? Did God have a special 
blessing for him which we cannot have, or was it something God 
has in store for all His children? \ 

Many times the Apostle recalls the mercies and goodness of God 
just as he has done in the first fifteen verses of this chapter. He 
speaks of rich spiritual blessings in Christ: (1) Adopted children of 
God, (2) holy without blemish, (3) heirs of God, (4) sealed by the 
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Holy Spirit. 

As we read this letter, we can easily apply the truths to our own 
lives and also to the church of today, for these rich spiritual blessings 
have already been granted. 

Notice that after he hears of their faith and love, he resorts to 
prayer for them. We need to humble ourselves before God in order 
to receive His blessings. We can reason some of these things out 
and put forth desperate efforts to understand, but we can never truly 
understand until the Father of glory gives unto us the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge of Him. Verse 17. "The Christian 
can see more on his knees than the philosopher on tiptoe." 

First, he gives thanks to God for them and also for their faith 
and iove. He was grateful for the church and the progress she was 
making, but he was convinced that God had much greater blessings 
in store for them yet; and so he prays that the eyes of their under- 
standing might be enlightened. Verse 18. Notice as mentioned 
previously, that he doesn't pray for any new blessings, but that they 
may understand those spiritual blessings which have already been 
granted. Here then is the secret of Paul's victory. Just as the natural 
eye cannot see without light, so the soul cannot understand without 
the Holy Spirit. Through the Spirit's revelation to his heart, Paul 
had somthing which nothing could shake or confuse. Is it any 
wonder that Paul's deep concern is that we may enjoy that under- 
standing too — the enlightened heart? 

Now what is it that he would have us understand? Is it that we 
may know what is the hope of His calling; what are the riches of the 
glory of His inheritance in the saints; what is the exceeding greatness 
of His power toward us who believe, or that our understanding be 
enlightened so we can truly understand our hope, our inheritance, and 
our power? Eph- 1:18,19, Without the Spirit-led understanding of 
these we are living beneath our privileges. 

So we would like to consider briefly: 
1. Our Hope. 

Paul says in I Cor. 15:19, "If in this life only we have hope in 
Christ, we are of all men most miserable." The Christian's hope is 
a firm expectation of all promised good things, especially of eternal 
salvation and happiness in heaven where we shall be conformed to 
the Son of God, which hope is founded on the work of Christ and His 
interceding for us and the Holy Spirit's enlightening of our hearts. 
This hope is definitely different from any worldly hope because 
of its foundation which is God who changes not and has all power. 
It serves to keep us clean and pure for "Every man that hath this 
hope in him purifieth himself, even as he is pure." Thus we see 
what a thorough understanding of hope will do for us. It also 
brings happiness and stability. Someone has rightfully said, "The 
devil has no happy old people, but all God's old people are happy." 
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It is he who loses hope who goes down beneath the waves of dis- 
couragement and doubt. How true! Many a life has gone down 
because of the loss of hope. Oh, that our hearts might be enlightened 
as to the glorious hope of the child of God! 

2. Our Inheritance. 

Through our redemption, God in His mercy provides that we 
actually become adopted sons. Gal. 4:5 says, "To redeem them that 
were under the law, that we might receive the adoption of sons." 
Then in the sixth verse he says, "Because ye are sons, God hath sent 
forth the Spirit of his Son into your hearts, crying, Abba, Father." 
Isn't that glorious? Can you feel the Spirit of Christ manifesting 
Himself in your very life? Many Christians get just enough religion 
to make them unhappy. Oh! that they might realize their inheritance! 
Then in verse seven the Apostle says, "Wherefore thou art no more a 
servant, but a son; and if a son, then an heir of God through Christ." 
Since I am a son, I am a member of a family. None inherit but the 
children. What do I fall heir to? I come in possession of God 
Himself through Christ His Son- Do you claim your possession? 

3. Our Power. 

The same power that raised Christ from the dead has raised us to 
newness of life. Romans 8:1 1. "But if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you." The Apostle speaks of Christ's living in him in 
Galatians 2:20. If that be true then the power of Christ Himself 
work in and through us. Let us not minimize the power available 
for victory in our Christian lives. Have our hearts been enlightened 
that we realize the mighty power that can be manifest through us? 

To a minister and his wife Satan often suggests the familiar 
words, "What's the use?" Satan has no greater joy than to take 
our hope, power, and inheritance, and place confusion before US. 
Not until all concern and pity for ourselves is removed and we cast it 
all upon Him can we enjoy real peace and contentment within. So 
the Apostle very appropriately prays that the eyes of our understanding 
being enlightened, that we may have Spirit-revealed understanding 
of our hope, inheritance, and power. As this prayer is answered in 
our individual lives, to that extent the church will remain pure and 
steadfast. May we continually realize our position in Christ. Then 
the world will glorify God because of our good 1 works. Then our 
invitations will have real meaning to them- A disheartened 
Christian was endeavoring to help in a rescue mission. He invited a 
soul to come into the service. After noting the worker's defeated 
appearance the other responded with, "No, thank you, I have troubles 
enough of my own." May we search our hearts, meet the conditions, 
and receive what is rightfully ours.

He gave them a choice and a promise of blessing if they would love 
and serve Him. On the other hand, they would receive the curse 
if they turned away and worshiped other gods. 

"I call heaven and earth to record this day against you, that I have 
set before you life and death, blessing and cursing: therefore choose 
life, that both thou and thy seed may live." Verse 7 9. Oh, the 
mercy, grace and love of God! 

To those people He said, "And it shall come to pass, when all 
these things come upon thee,'' the blessing and the curse, which I 
have set before thee, and thou shalt call them to mind among all 
the nations, whither the Lord thy God hath driven thee, and shalt 
return unto the Lord thy God, and shalt obey his voice according to 
all that I command thee this day, thou and thy children, with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul; that then the Lord thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have compassion upon thee, and will return 
and gather thee from all the nations whither the Lord thy God hath 
scattered thee," Deut. 30:1-3. 
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This is the grace of God in His wonderful love to us. Choose 
life or death. This is the choice we have, a blessing or a curse. 

In Joshua 24 we see a man who took over the leadership from 
Moses. Joshua led the people into the promised land, not by his 
own power and ability, but by the hand of God. They were weak 
in their own power and not able to do so without God's help. 

Joshua told the people to chose whom they would serve, the 
Lord, or the gods their fathers served on the other side of the flood, 
or the gods of the Amorites in whose land they then dwelt. We see 
here the people did make a choice. They would serve the Lord 
because of His wonderful promise. Joshua warned them that God 
would not forgive them if they forsook Him and served strange gods, 
after He had done them good. 

The people of Israel had a choice of life or death- I'm sure we, 
too, would choose life. The choice we have is not quite as simple as 
we would like. It places responsibilities upon us. God is a holy 
God. He is a jealous God. Incline your heart unto the Lord God of 
Israel. 

After Moses' death and after Joshua also died, a few of the 
older people served the Lord because of leaders who reminded them 
of God's mercy. At the death of the older ones there was a time of 
wickedness when they did what was right in their own eyes. They 
worshipped heathen gods. 

God raised up Gideon, a leader to deliver them. In the strength 
of the Lord and with three hundred soldiers God delivered Israel, 
While Gideon lived and judged the people, they served God. When 
he died they drifted into idolatry. 

Then they demanded a king. When King David was on the 
throne the kingdom was very blessed. But again idol worship 
returned after the death of David. 

When Elijah was prophet, he seemed almost alone in his teaching. 
Israel was divided. Some thought the prophets of Baal were right. 
Elijah asked, "How long halt ye between two opinions? if the 
Lord be God, follow him: but if Baal, then follow him." 

Elijah called for two bullocks. The four hundred and fifty 
prophets of Baal were to offer one of the bullocks on wood, but 
were not to put fire under It. Then they called on their gods from 
morning until evening to send fire, but there was no answer. 

Elijah called the people together and built an altar to the Lord. 
He had a trench dug and poured water over the bullock offering, and 
the altar of wood and stones until the trench was filled with water. 

Then he prayed. He asked God to let this people know who 
was the true God. When the fire of the Lord fell it consumed the 
sacrifice, the wood, the stones, the dust and the water in the trench. 
I Kings 18. When the people saw it, they fell on their faces and said, 
"The Lord, he is the God," because of the mighty manifestations 
of His power. 
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Time after time the Israelites made the choice to serve God, then 
fell away. We also must make the choice as to whether we will come 
to Him with the promise that we will serve Him. 

We must choose life, Jesus said, "I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it more abundantly." We realize 
there are choices we must continually make. A very important thing 
in choices is to choose the best way. A wrong choice sometimes 
needs a great deal of correction. If we take a wrong turn on the high- 
way it may take considerable time to correct our mistake. 

Daniel and his friends made a right choice when they purposed 
in their hearts not to defile themselves with the king's meat. If we 
purpose in our life that we are going to serve God, to put away that 
which will separate us from Him, then we will be closer to Him. 
All the things we do, go together to make up our final destiny. 
Whether we have life or death depends on our choices. 

Ruth made a choice out of the depths of her heart and stead- 
fastly maintained that purpose. 

Solomon made a choice, God, in a dream, gave him a choice. 
Solomon chose wisdom and an understanding heart. It pleased the 
Lord that he had not asked for riches for himself or long life or victory 
over his enemies. Because he asked for understanding to discern 
judgment, God gave him wisdom like none before him. 

Mary chose to sit at Christ's feet and listen to His words. So it is 
with us. If we sit at His feet and listen, His words can never be 
taken from us. We may suffer persecution but His words cannot be 
taken out of our hearts. They might take away the Bible and' destroy 
the churches, but what is in our hearts will remain. 

AAoses chose affliction rather than the pleasures of sin for a season. 
He had chosen to follow God. 

If we choose Christ we have in Him eternal life. No other name 
under Heaven can give life abundantly. May we choose that good 
part that will not be taken away.

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THE OTHER PRODIGAL 

In the parable of the prodigal son, the younger son wasted his 
substances with riotous living while the elder son wasted his substance 
with commonplace living. 

Jesus told the story of the younger son, then pointed' out the 
faults of the elder son in order to illustrate to the Pharisees and scribes 
their own hardness of heart and lack of spiritual discernment. 

The "joy in the presence of the angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth" is starkly contrasted with the attitude of the elder son, 
who was angry when his brother returned and would not go into the 
house where he was. 

The elder son is the picture of those who misspend their lives 
living below their spiritual capabilities. The investment of abilities, 
money, and service in energetic pursuit of trivial values is the tragedy 
of commonplace living. It is no wonder that life becomes a humd'rum 
monotony when it is wasted in dealing with mediocre concerns. 

Those who claim to be followers of Christ but are more concerned 
with pleasure on the weekend than worship of God are examples of 
wasting of life. 

The Sunday school teacher who barely makes it to class, half 
prepared or not prepared at all, wastes the time and lives of those in 
the class. 

The grudging tither withholding his offerings is not being "pru- 
dent in the use of money" but is wasting prodigally that which could 
be used in building the Kingdom. He who invests wisely in this 
world's values but withholds his investment in the kingdom of God 
is as much a pauper spiritually as a bum on Maxwell Street in Chicago. 

The tragedy of commonplace living becomes the catastrophe of 
spiritual defeat. The elder son spoke to the father of "thy son . .. 
(who) hath devoured thy living with harlots." The father spoke to 
the elder son of "thy brother, who was lost, and is found." 

The elder son was so spiritually retarded that he could not see 
that the man who was lost was his brother. He was so earthly-minded 
that he begrudged the one calf of rejoicing when he had literally 
hundreds for his own use. His counterpart today begrudges the 
pittance that goes to the church while he increases his investments 
where "moth and rust corrupt," 

The younger son came home starved in body and repentant in soul. 
The elder son stayed at home, lived a mediocre life, and was fat in 
body and niggardly In soul. 

Neither the younger nor the elder son is the example for the 
Christian. 

Each of them in his own way was a pauper. 

The father is the ideal. 

The father loved, yearned over, prayed for, and welcomed back 
the younger son from the far country; then he went out to persuade 
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the elder son of the error of his ways. 

The father was not only busy at making a living; he was busy 
at living a life of spiritual dimensions. The amassing of material 
goods was secondary to his concern for spiritual realities. 

The lesson for us is that there is a life of spiritual victory to be 
attained by effort toward excellence of soul. It requires a strong 
will to overcome the tendencies of the body to laziness and inertia 
of spiritual concerns. It takes wide-open eyes to see the dangers in 
self-pity. Poverty in the swine pens of the world is easier to recognize 
than poverty of soul in the midst of plenty. 

Excellence of soul requires not only regular attendance at church, 
but a vital concern and a prayerful involvement in the work of God. 
There are not only classes to be taught; there are souls to be sought. 
There are not only offerings to be paid; there are intercessions to be 
prayed. There art not only songs to be sung; there is work to be done. 

The example is the earnest, patient, faithful, seeking attitude 
of the father who wept over the straying son and' admonishes the 
self-centered one. There is both an attitude of rejoicing when the 
lost is found and the genuine concern when the found is lost. 

The other prodigal of this story has more counterparts in our 
midst than the younger son. The other prodigal today is busy with 
his own affairs, has no time or money for revivals or the extension of 
the Kingdom, is not involved with the souls of others, is too careful 
with himself, and utterly unaware that he is wasting his substance 
living the life of the worldling who is centered all in self.

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FEET WASHING 

In II Timothy Paul says, "This know also, that in the last days 
perilous times shall come. For men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy ... lovers of pleasures more than lovers of God; 
Having a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof-" This 
Scripture is surely descriptive of the day in which we live. Children 
are disobedient today as never before. The children of today will 
not listen to anyone, not even the police, but will curse them to their 
face. It doesn't seem that anything can be done to stop it, and 1 don't 
believe it will be stopped. Why? Because that is what the Bible 
teaches. The parents of forty years or more ago were teaching that a 
child should be able to plan for itself and that a child should not be 
spanked. And the sad fact is, it is being taught today. Man hasn't 
learned his lesson.

Although it does teach a 
lesson of humility Jesus didn't say that was the reason He washed 
their feet. Again they will tell you that in that time they wore sandals, 
the roads were dirty and dusty, and their feet needed washing. This 
is another excuse they give, but Jesus didn't say it was to make their 
feet clean. Instead He told them they were clean, but not all, meaning 
Judas Iscariot. In verse 7 Jesus tells Peter, "What I do thou knowest 
not now; but thou shalt know hereafter." If Jesus had washed their 
feet to make them clean He would have told them so. Jesus was 
doing something He never did before, nor is there any place in the 
Bible indicating that feet washing was practiced by the Jews as Jesus 
did when He washed His disciples' feet. The ancient practice of the 
Jews was for them to have their servants wash the guests' feet or 
furnish them water to wash their own feet. ; 

Jesus plainly told them the purpose for which He washed their 
feet, so that we also can know even today. Beginning with verse 
13 Jesus says, "Ye call me Master and Lord: and ye say well,- for so I 
am. If I then, your Lord and Master, have washed' your feet; ye 
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also ought to wash one another's feet. For I have given you an 
example, that ye should do as I have done to you." Here Jesus says 
it was for an example of how they were to wash one another's feet- 
l will take Jesus for my guide. It certainly was not to make them 
clean. Men will make all kinds of excuses when they don't want 
to follow the commands of the Lord. 

In Matt. 28:19,20, in the great commission Jesus authorized them 
saying, "Go ye therefore, and teach ail nations, . . . Teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you , , ," In Heb. 
12:2, Paul says that Jesus is the author and finisher of our faith. Jesus 
authorized feet washing, and He finished it by washing their feet, 
and setting the example. I know it is better to listen to Jesus than 
men- And that is just what they are doing when they make excuses 
for not washing one another's feet. I will stake my claim on the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

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THE MESSAGE OF THE GOSPEL TO THE MODERN CITY 

It may well be asked, What is the message of the Gospel and to 
whom is that message addressed? We venture to suggest an answer: 
"For God so toved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting 
life" (John 3:16). 

The Gospel then is the glad tidings of love — the love of God 
toward all mankind. It is the glad tidings of salvation, earnestly and 
divinely set forth in Holy Writ, bringing life everlasting for all be- 
lievers- "He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved." 

The modern city does not need a new message in order to have 
the saving health which comes to men and women, boys and girls, 
who possess the Faith. It needs the same message ever old and ever 
new. In fact, it is not possible for the Gospel to grow old and worn- 
out as a garment, because Christ is the vitalizing force who brings 
hope and love into our hearts. 

We are anxious to build a new world, and we lay plans, we dream 
dreams. We employ architects to set forth all the parts of this new 
building — its foundation, the various facilities customary to a building 
of the type we desire to erect — but we often leave God out. 

Someone has said, "The modern world, and particularly the more 
highly civilized countries, may boast of the rapid advance in know- 
ledge, methods, and facilities in the field of education. Young people 
by millions are enjoying the benefits of school and college. Countless 
homes are enriched and beautified by culture. Intellectual association 
of a kind and a degree hitherto unknown has been made possible. 
But education isn't everything, nor is it the principal thing. Educate 
a rascal, and you make him the more clever and potent for rascality." 

Again, "Education, though it can develop the natural powers, 
cannot change their nature: it never transforms the natural into the 
spiritual." 

The new world cannot be built by education alone. The message 
of the Gospel to the modern city is that man must return to God. He 
must return to all the ancient creeds and doctrines that made this 
country great — that enabled her to develop and become a great 
"nation under God, indivisible, with liberty and justice for all." 

According to a report issued by J, Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, the year 1969 saw a record high of 
86 law-enforcement officers killed by felonious criminal action. This 
is a 34 percent increase over 1968, when 64 law-enforcement officers 
were murdered 1 . The previous high of 76 was set in 1967. This 
raised the toll of these tragic deaths to 561 for the years 1960 through 
1969. Nor is there any comfort to be found in a report of the robbery 
rate in the United States: 147 victims per 100,000 inhabitants in 1969. 
This was 13 percent above the 1968 rate, and 146 percent above the 
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1960 rate. Robbery is a big-city crime. 

Cities with over 250,000 population accounted for nearly three 
out of four robberies which occurred in the United States during 1969. 
There were 488 victims per 100,000 inhabitants. There were 50 
robbery victims per 100,000 in trie suburban areas, up 12 percent 
over the preceding year, and 13 victims in the rural portions of the 
country. 

Robbery rates in the larger cities were about 10 times greater than 
they were in the suburban areas — again pointing out the fact that 
robbery rates tend to increase in proportion to density of population. 

On a geographic basis, this crime occurred most frequently in 
relation to population in the northern states, where the rate was 189 
— 9 percent higher than in 1968. The western states follow with a 
rate of 152, an 8 percent increase. 

It is noted that arrests of persons under 1 8 for narcotics violations 
have increased sharply in recent years, in fact, in 1969, 55 percent 
of the individuals arrested for violations of narcotics laws were under 
21 years of age. Twenty-seven percent of the marijuana arrests in 
1969 were of persons under the age of 18; and 63 percent of the 
arrests for these crimes involved persons under 21 years of age. It 
should be noted that in 1964 less than 6 percent of the persons 
arrested for narcotics violations were under 21 years of age. 

Arrests for narcotics violations were up 45 percent nationally 
in 1969 over 1968. 

There are hundreds of murders every year in our cities, yet God 
said, "Thou shalt not kill." 

Thieves are busy, and violations of the law against stealing 
have been noted in high places; yet God said, "Thou shalt not steal." 

Sex impurities are committed under the eye of Him who said, 
"Thou shalt not commit adultery." 

Marriage vows are broken, and homes are wrecked. Divorces 
are increasing. Juvenile delinquency and parental delinquency fill 
our modern cities. 

Every newspaper publishes daily the shocking accounts of vi- 
olence and crime. We are confronted constantly with domestic sins, 
state sins, national sins. Yes, the Gospel reveals not only how deeply 
a man can fall into sin, but undoubtedly how far the love of God can 
reach out to lift a man out of the dungeon of his misdeeds, 

"Where sin did abound, grace did much more abound." 

The message of the Gospel emerges as the one and only saving 
hope for lost and bewildered mankind. 

The Psalmist David saw it long before the coming of Christ, and 
in Psalms 1 19:105 he said, "Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and a 
light unto my path." It is the need of the cities, of the counties, of 
the townships, and of the villages — "Tell it out among the nations, 
that the Lord is King." He is the Light of the world, and the Light that 
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"lighteth every man that cometh into the world." 

We pray therefore in the words of King David in the forty-third 
Psalm: "O send' out thy light and thy truth: let them lead me; let 
them bring me unto the altar of God, unto God my exceeding joy: yea, 
upon the harp will I praise thee, O God my God" (vs. 3-4). 

God demands first place in our lives: in our thinking, in our 
praying, in our working, in our leisure time, in our contact with our 
friends, in our family life. There is a growing tendancy in the life 
of modern man to leave God out of his consideration. And if God 
is not entirely left out, we tend to give Him only what is left. God 
gets what is left of our time, what is left of our talents, what is 
left of our substance, He often gets what is left of our strength. The 
message of the Gospel is clear and simple, it is really this: "Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved."

TO ERR IS HUMAN -TO FORGIVE, DIVINE 

Having recently had our attention called to this familiar "adage," 
we felt to try in our weakness to record a few thoughts. 

The word err means, "to wander; to go astray; or, to be mistaken." 
The words, "To err is human; to forgive, divine" immediately call our 
attention to The vast difference between God and man. How easy it 
is, as we travel through this natural life, to wander, go astray, or be 
mistaken. This is demonstrated in so many different ways. 

If we wish to walk in a way that will please our Heavenly Father, 
we must have as our goal a natural life lived in such a manner that we 
do not err. But as we think of this, the adage again comes to us, 
"To err is human." How then can we, as human beings, ever hope 
to live so that we do not err? 

Perhaps, dear reader, you are thinking that no one is perfect, or, 
that it is impossible for man to reach a point in this life where he does 
not err. Of course no mortal is perfect, but let us remember that in 
the wonderful Sermon on the Mount, as the Saviour instructed us as 
to how we should live and act as we walk the narrow way leading 
from earth to heaven, He said, "Be ye therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is perfect." Matt. 5:48. This surely means 
that at least our goal should be perfection. We would do well to ask 
ourselves, "Am I trying to the utmost of my ability to put down this 
carnal, human naure and the devices of Satan, that I may live a life 
in which I do not err?" 

Let us consider how this adage may be applied to our everyday 
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life. We remember the instructions given to us from Matt. 18 before 
we are received into the Church. At this time we are reminded That 
it is indeed "human to err." Likewise we are reminded that we 
should keep this in mind as we journey with our fellow-travelers 
through this unfriendly world. "To forgive, divine" would surely 
mean that the way to help each other along the pathway would be 
to endeavor to have the wonderful, forgiving nature of the true child 
of God. 

Matt. 18 teaches us that we bear a responsibility to help each 
other realize and overcome the errors made along the way before we 
can have proper forgiveness. It teaches us that forgiveness is un- 
limited, so long as the erring one is properly penitent. The 35th verse 
teaches us we must forgive our brother before our Heavenly Father 
will forgive us. 

The definition of the word err seems to imply that erring would 
be an unintentional or, perhaps, accidental mistake. It is not our duty 
to forgive deliberate or intentional mistakes or sins unless there is 
evidence of a repentant heart. This is why the Church has guidelines 
set up according to boundaries spelled out in Holy Writ, beyond which 
her members may not walk and still be called "faithful to the Master" 
and eligible for the Church's rights and privileges. 

This adage tells something about the very nature of man, and in 
order to be a true follower of the Lamb, we must put off the carnal, 
human nature and strive to "put on the new man, which after God 
is created in righteousness and true holiness." Eph- 4:24. 

May we ever strive to overcome this human nature of ours, that 
we may partake more of the Divine Nature, which is so essential if 
we ever hope to "wear the crown, and by our Father's side sit down." 

"And be ye kind one to another, tenderhearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ's sake hath forgiven you." Eph. 4:32.

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SIGNS OF CHRIST'S COMING 

We read in Matt, 24 of the disciples comnig to Jesus to show Him 
the buildings of the temple. No doubt they were proud of the build- 
ings. But Jesus proceeded to tell them what would happen to the 
temple — there would not be left one stone upon another that would 
not be thrown down. 

Of course they were interested. "Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be the sign of thy coming, and of the end 1 
of the world?" Matt. 24:3. Many are interested also today. Some, 
from mere curiosity, others from mockery, still others from genuine 
interest and concern. 

Matt. 24:36 tells us that no man knows the day and hour of our 
Lord's coming, not even the angels, but the Father only. Neverthe- 
less, there are certain signs which we feel point clearly to our Lord's 
early return. 

There are signs in the political world. Luke 21:25-27 speaks of 
distress and perplexity of nations. It seems quite evident our rulers 
are trying various approaches to solve the problems at hand. This 
Scripture also speaks of the sea and waves roaring which I feel is 
representative of the unrest of the peoples of the world. And need 
we point out that men's hearts are literally failing them for fear? 

A spirit of war seems to prevail. I believe It was Winston Church- 
hill who said a number of years ago, "We seem to be moving, drifting 
steadily against our will toward some hideous catastrophe. Everybody 
wishes to stop it, but do not know how." This century is one of 
international wars — nations rising against other nations. 

At the same time that such unrest is taking place, there are also 
great efforts being made for peace. Over the years have come two 
Hague Conferences, the League of Nations, the Kellogg Peace Pact, 
the United Nations and other continuing efforts for peace. We also 
hear a great cry for peace and safety which seems to be further fulfill- 
ment of the Word. "For when they shall say, Peace and safety: then 
sudden destruction cometh upon them, as travail upon a woman with 
child; and they shall not escape," I Thess. 5:3. 

Paul also tells us of prevailing conditions in the last days. "This 
know also, that in the last days perilous times shall come. For men 
shall be lovers of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blas- 
phemers, disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, without natural 
affection, trucebreakers, false accusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers 
of those that are good, traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; having a form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof; from such turn away," II Tim. 3:1-5, 

There is great increase in the area of knowledge, invention, and 
travel. Daniel was told to "shut up the words, and seal the book, 
even to the time of the end: many shall run to and fro, and knowledge 
shall be increased." Dan. 12:4. Man has harnessed the atom and 
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learned how to make it work for him. And who would have thought, 
even fifteen years ago, that man would set foot on the moon! Would 
it be any wonder if the Lord came down and confounded the language 
and caused a scattering as at Babel? 

Perhaps the greatest sign to the Christian of the nearness of Christ's 
coming is in the religious realm. There are to be scoffers who say, 
"Where is the promise of his corning? for since the fathers fell asleep, 
all things continue as they were from the beginning of creation," II Pet. 
3:4. I have actually heard a person say this almost as the Scripture 
gives it. 

There are many who have a form of godliness but deny the power 
thereof. Paul says in II Tim. 4:3, "For the time will come when they 
will not endure sound doctrine." Sometime ago, I read of a poll taken 
among the Protestant clergy in Chicago with the following results: 87 
per cent didn't believe in a literal Hell; 62 per cent didn't believe 
in the Virgin Birth; 81 percent didn't believe in the Bodily Resurrection; 
75 per cent didn't believe in the Blood Atonement. 

Dear reader, what are we coming to when those who are supposed 
lo be ministers won't accept the truths of the Word? 

"But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of the 
Son of man be. For as in the days that were before the flood they 
were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until the 
day that Noe entered the ark, and knew not until the flood came, and 
took them all away; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. 
Then shall two be in the field; the one shall be taken, and the other 
left. Two women shall be grinding at the mill; the one shall be taken 
and the other left. Watch ye therefore: for ye know not what hour 
your Lord doth come." Matt. 24:37-42. 



THE BIBLE: THE WORD OF GOD 

it is the Book of the ages, it will endure forever. Psalm 1 19:89, 
"For ever, O Lord, thy word is settled in heaven." Do we believe 
this? Do we conduct ourselves as though we believed it? 

Matt. 5:18, "For verily I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled." 

There are many more Scriptures that could be quoted to support 
the endurance of God's Word, but if we really want to believe God's 
Word they are not hard to find. 

We also find that it is food' for the soul. Deut. 8:3, "And he 
humbled thee, and suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee with manna, 
which thou knewest not, neither did thy father know; that he might 
make thee know that man doth not live by bread only, but by every 
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word that proceedeth out of the mouth of the Lord doth man live." 
We read in the Gospel according to Matthew that the Lord Jesus after 
being in the wilderness for forty days was tempted by Satan to turn 
stones into bread to satisfy His natural hunger. And what was the 
answer Jesus gave Satan? Read Matt. 4:4. 

This should teach us that God wants His children to put spiritual 
food before the natural. Perhaps we can hardly waif for worship 
services to be over so we can either go home or go visiting so we can 
eat much more than we should, thus committing two sins. 

Also we find the Word of God to be divinely inspired. Jer. 36:2, 
"Take thee a roll of a book, and write therein all the words that 1 have 
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spoken unto thee against Israel, and against Judah, and against all the 
nations, from the day I spake unto thee, from the days of Josiah, even 
unto this day." 

Again in II Tim. 3:16, "Alt scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness." 

As the Word has proved itself to be true, it is up to each one of us 
to believe it, and OBEY it. Obedience is the proof of our belief. 

I am afraid' that those who teach and preach that all that is needed 
is to put your hand on the radio and say I believe, are going to be sadly 
disappointed some day along with the ones they are deceiving. 

Also we are commanded to keep His Word in our hearts. Deut. 
6:6, "And these words, which 1 command thee this day, shall be in 
thine heart." Also Col. 3:16, "Let the word of Christ dwell in you 
richly in all wisdom,- teaching and admonishing one another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing with grace in your hearts to 
the Lord." ' 

Again we find the Word of God is a light in darkness. II Pet. 1:19, 
"We have also a more sure word of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day dawn, and the day star arise in your hearts." We sing, "The 
Light of the World is Jesus." Are we really walking in His light, or are 
we just letting the enemy of our souls make us think we are? if we 
compare our conduct and conversation with the Word of God we can 
find out. I believe the Word says something like this, "If we would 
judge ourselves, we should not be judged 1 ." 

Some good poet (I know not who) penned these lines: 

If we each evening would recall misconduct of the day, 
We'd have much less to answer for in the great judgement day. 
Yes if each evening on God we'd call, to pardon when we stray, 
His blessings would much thicker fail in the rewarding day. 

The Word is loved by the saints. Psalm 119:47, "And 1 I will 
delight myself in thy commandments, which I have loved," Also in 
the same chapter, verse 140, "Thy word is very pure: therefore thy 
servant ioveth it." Do we really love the Word of God? If we do 
we will obey it. 

We also find that the Word is a saving power. The Apostle Paul 
says in Rom. 1:16, "For I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto salvation to every one that believeth; 
to the Jew first, and also to the Greek." 

We find the Word is a probing instrument. Heb. 4:12, "For the 
word of God is quick, and powerful, and sharper than any twoedged 
sword, piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and of 
the joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart." There is to my mind no Word of the Scripture that 
should make us more careful of our walk in this life. 

The Word also purifies. Psalm 119:9, "Wherewithal shall a young 
man cleanse his way? by taking heed thereto according to thy word." 
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I Pet. 1:22, "Seeing ye have purified your souls in obeying the truth 
through the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the brethren, see that ye 
love one another with a pure heart fervently." 

Why was the Word given unto us? John 20:31, "But these are 
written, that ye might believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; 
and believing ye might have life trough his name." Rom. 15:4, 
"For whatsoever things were written aforetime were written for our 
learning, that we through patience and comfort of the scriptures might 
have hope." 

Is it not wonderful that we through study, faith, and obedience to 
His Word can have that blessed hope, the hope of eternal life? 

Paul tells his spiritual son Timothy in II Tim. 4:2, "Preach the word; 
be instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine." 

I am made to believe that is the reason that the churches are so 
worldly today is because Paul's commandment is not being obeyed. 
There is not enough reproving and rebuking in the preaching these 
days. We find in Paul's writings that he did not hesitate to rebuke. 

In the thind verse of the above named chapter he speaks of a 
time when they will not endure sound doctrine, I believe that time 
is here. 

I believe sound doctrine to be the pure unadulterated Word of 
God. We read in the Word what the penalties are for adding to or 
taking away from His Word. I sincerely hope that none of our 
ministering brethren would knowingly and willingly do either one. 

Brethren and sisters, let us keep in earnest and unceasing prayer 
for our ministers, elders, teachers, and above al! our Monitor editor.

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PLEASURES OF THE WORLD 

We are living in a time when very few are thinking seriously of 
the Christian life and eternity. Most people with whom I work and 
come in contact don't want Christ mentioned in conversation with them. 
Their whole conversation is about the pleasures of the world. 

It is only two hundred' miles from where I live to Reno. Many of 
the workers go there to gamble and most of them come back broke. 
I just heard fast night of a woman who was stranded in Reno who 
had neither money to buy a ticket home nor even to call home. 

Most people take great pleasure in the ball games. It was 
reported there were fifty thousand at a ball game in Los Angles. If 
the games are not watched on television, they are listened to on the 
radio. The church members today don't want the sermon to be over 
thirty minutes, but can sit for hours watching a ball game. Truly they 
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ft is not wrong to go to see the ocean, but to put on the scanty bathing 
suits is against the teaching of the Bible. The Bible teaches that 
women are to dress modestly, and a bathing suit is not modest. The 
more they can show, it seems, the better they like it. It has even come 
into the church, regardless of the admonition given them. 

Paul, in II Tim. 3:1-4 tells us that in the last days the people will 
be lovers of pleasure more than the lovers of God, having a form of 
godliness but denying the power thereof. The two cities, Sodom and 
Gomorrah were destroyed because of their wickedness. It seems to 
me the world today is as bad as they were. I often wonder why a 
person will love the movies, ball games, dancing, bathing, and so on 
and then want to be called Christian. Billy Graham, in his crusade 
in Oakland, praised the Giant's ball team and said he liked to watch 
them. When the leaders of the churches take that attitude toward 
them, it is no wonder the people will follow him rather than the Lord. 

Another reason the people of the various churches think nothing 
of going to the places of amusement is that most of the educators teach 
evolution, and say you can still believe in Christ. But the trouble is 
they teach Christ is not divine and that the Bible is not inspired of God. 
You certainly can't believe that Christ was just a man and still believe 
in the inspiration of the Bible. 

Paul says in Rom. 12:2, "Be not conformed' to this world: but be 
ye transformed by the renewing of your mind ..." James 1:27, "Pure 
religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, To visit the 
fatherless and widows in their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world." There is more money spent on pleasure today, than 
on any other thing. 

I have before me a history of the early church which shows the 
difference between a Christian and a non-Christian. I quote, "The 
Christian refused to live like other people." The Roman world ad- 
vocated pleasure, happiness, and the satisfaction of the senses as 
personal ends. The Christians preached and practiced self-denial, and 
emphasized the joy of a future life. They would not accept govern- 
ment offices which included the performances of heathen religious 
rites. 

To use the words of Caecilius, "You in the meantime, in suspense 
and anxiety, are abstaining from respectable enjoyments. You do not 
visit the shows, you are not present in the solemn processions; you 
do not appear at public banquets; you abhor the sacred contests, and 
meats and drinks, a portion of which has been offered and poured out 
upon the altar. You do not wreathe your heads with flowers; you do 
not honor your bodies with odors? you reserve ungents for funeral 
rites, you even refuse garlands to your sepulchers-pale, tremblings 
worthy of pity, even the pity of our Gods. Thus wretched ones, you 
neither rise again nor meanwhile do you live." 

This very vividly describes a Christian then and how the Christians 
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were looked upon by the peoplle of that time. Today you can't tell 
the difference between Christian and nonchristian. We are told in 
the Bible to come out from the world and be separate. The world, 
even today, will think it strange if you don't go to their shows, fairs, 
games, etc. Why should a Christian love the pleasures of the world 
when the Bible so plainly teaches against the pleasures of this world. 
You can't serve two masters. We all, no doubt, some time in our life 
have been guilty of some of these things. But in studying the Bible 
I have come to the conclusion that all these things are sinful in the sight 
of God. 

The world doesn't take part in our worship services or even come 
to church on Sundays, so why should a Christian love the pleasures 
which the world loves. Wherefore do ye spend money for that which 
is not bread? A Christian is to be humble and lowly, and not in- 
terested in the pleasures the world loves. Jesus said you can't love 
two masters at once; therefore a person either loves the Lord or he 
loves the pleasures of this world. He may go to church but he will 
spend many more hours going to the places of amusement than in 
going to church. I have never heard of a Christian witnessing for 
Christ at the places of amusement. Peter says in I Peter 4:4, "Where- 
in they think it strange that ye run not with them to the same excess 
of riot, speaking evil of you." 

You can tell what a person is interested in just by hearing him 
talk. Christ says, ". . . Out of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh." The Word even says as a man thinketh so is he. Paul 
says, "Our conversation is in heaven." He also says in I Corinthians 
9:27, "But I keep under my body, and bring it into subjection: lest 
that by any means, when I have preached to others, I myself should be 
a castaway." If it was needful for Paul, it Is certainly needful for us 
today. There are so many places to go today, and the cars make it 
so easy to get there, much more than in our early life. Let us strive 
to conquer self, I know it is not easy, but we have Christ who promised 
He would be with us unto the end.

WAIT FOR POWER

In Acts 1, Jesus commanded His followers that they should not 
depart from Jerusalem, but wait for the promise of the Father which 
was the giving of the Holy Ghost. In Acts 2, we see the result of the 
filling with the Holy Ghost. 
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We look in the Old Testament and learn that the Spirit moved 
men and that the Spirit was removed from some, such as Saul. Spells 
of evil came on him proving that it was not good to have the Holy 
Spirit removed. | 

Why was it necessary for God to give the Holy Spirit? 

The Godhead is three: God the Father, God the Son, and God the 
Spirit. The Father is over all, the Son is in contact with God' and the 
human race. After Jesus ascended to Heaven He sent the Spirit. "If 
I depart, I will send him unto you." 

Why was the Spirit sent down? What would be our condition 
without the Holy Spirit? How would we understand God's Word 
when it is given in mystery? It is concealed from the world but 
revealed and made known to the child of God by His Holy Spirit. 

Thus we can see why He sent the Spirit — that we may realize 
and understand our finite mind and God's infinite mind. 

Jesus told His followers, "Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from on high." We know the Spirit has 
power. What is that power? How far does it reach? We know 
the Spirit is a guiding influence. He leads men to receive and give. 
All good ideas of ministers, teachers, and Christian workers come from 
the Spirit. We implement the idea in our mind by faith. We must 
receive the Spirit to move, and faith to activate it. An idea is worthless 
without action. 

"And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance," Acts 2:4. With- 
out faith they could not have spoken. 

"Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you 
into all truth . . ." John 16:13. From Genesis to Revelation, it is the 
Work of God's Spirit guiding the pen of men. The movement is 
sponsored by the faith of the man writing. He believed or he could 
not have written. 

When the Word of Truth is used, God is the giver of it. Holy 
men of the Old Testament spoke and wrote as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost. See II Peter 1:21. The Apostles of the New Testa- 
ment were taught by the Spirit and given utterance. 

Jesus called the Spirit a Comforter. How does it comfort? How 
do we get comfort from it? You must think of eternal life. You must 
think of the promise of the eternal home in Heaven, that is your 
comfort. You must believe with all your heart the promise to those 
who live godly. Faith and hope are inseparable. 

"Not by might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord 
of host," Zech. 4:6. What is he talking about? There is a certain 
amount of might and power in man. But God says it is worthless. 
"Except the Lord build the house' they labour in vain that build it . . ." 
Ps. 127:1. Any accomplishment is either by the Lord's direct or per- 
missive will or it cannot be done. 

Our might and power are sometimes used of God, He sometimes 
uses non-christians to deliver His messages. Caiaphas prophesied 
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that Jesus would die for the nation. The Spirit of the Lord moved him 
to say, ". . . one man shall die for the people . . ■ that the whole nation 
perish not." John 11:50. 

The Comforter reproves the world of sin, of righteousness, and of 
judgement. He will convict one of sin. "When he , the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself? but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak: and he 
will shew you things to come." John 16:13. 

Did you ever sit in a church and hear a minister say the Spirit 
told me this or that? I think it is the wrong spirit speaking his own 
notion of truth. The Spirit speaks not of Himself. We must remember 
this. 

When man says God did thus and so, we must go to the Bible to 
see whether it is true. If it is wrong, it is the evil spirit or man's own 
thinking. The Holy Spirit will not lay aside the doctrines of the Bible. 
Only a wrong spirit wants to remove portions of the convicting parts 
of the Bible. 

I have heard of people who say they speak in tongues. Remem- 
ber, the Devil can speak in tongues, too. Be careful! Prove the 
Spirit. If it is of God, it will not exalt itself. There is more power 
in humility than in self-exaltation. We must move in a very careful 
manner under the Spirit. The best way is through prayer. The time 
spent in prayer is never time lost. 

The Spirit will serve anyone who is willing to be taught. Those 
who have their mind made up cannot be taught. This thought is 
pictured so beautifully in Mark 9:36,37, "And he (Jesus) took a child, 
and set him in the midst of them: and when he had taken him in his 
arms, he said unto them, whosoever shall receive one of such children 
in my name, receiveth me: and whosoever shall receive me, receiveth 
not me, but him that sent me." 

A child relies on its parents to protect it, to guide and care for it. 
We must be that way so God can use us to witness for Him. We 
cannot be used for Christ without this humble attitude. 

The conscience won't respond anymore if you overstep it. Keep 
it pliable so that it won't become calloused. The Spirit leaves after 
while if the conscience is seared too often. Will you be like Saul — 
the Spirit leaves because your conscience is seared? If we have the 
fear of God and believe with all our heart, the Spirit will stay with us. 

The Holy Spirit has only Christ as His witness. His office is only 
to serve God. We must remember the Holy Spirit has no message of 
His own. Believe on the Lord Jesus and thou shalt be saved, is His 
message. The Spirit will lead you to a place filled with the glory of 
God, not our glory. Truly humble and spiritual men who have the 
message of God will see God, the Father. 

To glorify God is our purpose in life. The Spirit combined with 
prayer will guide us to our glorious home.

THE ADOLESCENT AGE 

Before we talk about adolescence, let us go back a little further 
— to birth. We were born with a sinful nature. David said, "In sin 
did my mother conceive me." We have The old nature, received 
through our parents. There is only one answer for this old nature — 
the precious blood of Jesus. 

Romans 3:10-12 reads, "As it is written, There is none righteous, 
no, not one; There is none that understandeth, there Is none that 
seeketh after God. They are all gone out of the way, they are to- 
gether become unprofitable; there Is none that doeth good, no, not 
one." Even though we grew up in a Christian home, yet this is a 
picture of everyone of us. We should never think ourselves better 
than those from ungodly homes. Though we have not done many 
of the things which are spoken of in verses 13-18 of this same chapter, 
yet the same thing that prompted them to do this is in each of our 
hearts and all have sinned. 

"But she that liveth in pleasure is dead while she liveth" 
(I Timothy 5:6). So we are walking dead men if we are yet in our sins. 

When we are born, we enter into the years of innocence. During 
these years, we are not aware that we are sinners. This period varies 
in length. Sometimes we enter into adolescence before this realization 
comes. If such were to be taken out of this life during those years, 
they are safe by the blood of Jesus. 

Then we come to the years of adolescence. Adolescence, de- 
fined, is a process of growing up — the years of growth. The years 
of adolescece should be years of awakening. They bring us to cross- 
roads, where is set before us the way of life and the way of death. 
"Remember now thy creator in the days of thy youth" (Ecclesiastes 
12: 1). 

Lamentations 3:27: "It is good for a man that he bear the yolk in 
his youth." Jesus has a yolk for us, and it is good for us to bear it 
in our youth. 

"Wherewithal shall a young man cleanse his way? by taking 
heed thereto according to thy word 1 " (Psalm 119:9). The question 
asked is; How shall a young man cleanse his way? The answer comes: 
By taking heed to the Word, and acting upon it. As soo as the Word 
reveals a need to an individual, then is the time to be cleansed from it. 
Back in our early days as Christians, we would often hear this: "When 
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the evangelist comes, (we usually had evangelistic service once a 
year) then I will stand." This does not sound like Biblical repentance. 
If we feel a need now, do not put the decision for Christ off. 

So many are living their adolescence in such a way as will make 
their last years miserable. Ecclesiastes 11:9 says, "Rejoice, O young 
man, in thy youth; and let thy heart cheer thee in the days of thy youth, 
and walk in the ways of thine heart, and in the sight of thine eyes:" 
—if we would stop there, we might think this was giving license to 
live after the flesh. But he goes on, "But know thou, that for all 
these things God will bring thee into judgement ."Judgment is ahead. 

No serious thinking should be left for the death bed. Job 20: IT, 
"His bones are full of the sin of his youth, which shall lie down with 
him in the dust." These youthful sins, if unrepented of, will follow 
us. One of the torments of hell will be the eternal remorse because 
of our sins. 

Use your youth in such a way that you may have comfort in re- 
membering it when you have left it. Let it be a springtime in which 
you are sowing and can look forward 1 to the harvest you will reap 
from it. "The flower of youth never appears more beautiful than 
when it bends toward the sun of righteousess" (Matthew Henry). 

I Timothy 4:12-16 is written to a young man. He is exhorted to 
be an example of the believers. The only way to be an example of 
the believers is to be a believer. 

An example in word: watch for idle words, that bring no strength 
to others. 

An example in conversation: in all of life. 

An example in charity: a life of love. 

An example in spirit: not just a life of form, but our spirit should 
be enlivened. 

An example in faith: faith that believes to the saving of the soul. 

An example in purity: this is so lacking today. 

"Till I come give attendance to reading"— the Bible. The Bible 
should be the foremost book we read, it is all right to read other 
books, if they have been read first of all by the parent, but they should 
not crowd out the Word', "....to exhortation"— you as a youth, have 
a right to speak to others of what you have read in the Bible. You 
may take the opportunities that come to testify for Christ, and this 
you should do. "....to doctrine"— give yourself to the doctrine of the 
Word. 

Some people say, "You are expecting too much of your young 
people." The Bible says, in Titus 2:6-8, "Young men likewise exhort 
to be sober minded. In all things shewing thyself a pattern of good 
works: in doctrine shewing un corruptness, gravity sincerety Sound 
speech that can not be condemned; that he that is of the contrary 
part may be ashamed, having no evil thing to say of you." Young 
people expected to be sober?

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DECEPTION 

According to the dictionary, deception is the act of deceiving. 
Deceif always implies design, whereas deception may be unintentional. 
To deceive is to mislead, or trick. 

The Psalmist says, "The transgression of the wicked saith within 
my heart, that there is no fear of God before his eyes. For he flat- 
tereth himself in his own eyes, until his iniquity be found 1 to be hate- 
ful. The words of his mouth are iniquity and deceit: he hath left off 
to be wise, and to do good." Psa. 36:1-3. 

David apparently concluded in his own mind that the wicked 
had ceased to fear God because he (the wicked) flattered himself and 
spoke words of iniquity and deceit. No doubt, as the wicked went 
on in the ways of sin, he either did not recognize or would not admit 
the danger of his wicked practices. Isaiah said, "Woe unto them that 
call evil good, and good evil; that put darkness for light, and light for 
darkness; that put bitter for sweet, and sweet for bitter," Isa. 5:20. 
This appears almost like the days in which we live — what used to be 
wrong is too often considered acceptable whereas the old standards 
are esteemed very lightly. The wicked are quick to justify themselves 
in their own eyes. Satan could not deceive them if they didn't deceive 
themselves. "Every man is tempted when he is drawn away of his 
own lust, and enticed," James 1:14,15.. 

Therein lies a truth that everyone would do well to keep in mind. 
"The heart is deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked: who 
can know it? I the Lord search the heart, 1 try the reins, even to give 
every man according to his ways, and according to the fruit of his 
doings," Jer. 17:9,10. Yes, I believe God searches men's hearts to 
try them as gold and to see if there are impurities therein. I wonder 
if God doesn't try the reins, somewhat as would the rider of a well- 
broken horse, to see if we are responsive to his direction. 

We are admonished in I Peter 2:1-3, "Wherefore laying aside all 
malice, and all guile (deceit), and hypocrisies, and' envies, and all evil 
speakings, as newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of the word, that 
we may grow thereby; if so be ye have tasted that the Lord is gracious." 
Just as the physical body grows and matures from an infant state, so 
also the spiritually mature state may be attained through proper 
nourishment after being born again. But notice, this growth in grace 
depends upon our desire for the "milk of the word." 

Again, David declared in Psa. 101 that: he would behave himself 
wisely; he would set no wicked thing before his eyes; whoever slan- 
dered his neighbor he would cut off, and whoever worked deceit 
should not dwell in his house. Furthermore, he prayed unto the Lord, 
"Deliver my soul, Lord, from lying lips, and from a deceitful tongue," 
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Psa. 120:2. 

Job also purposed in his heart that as long as he had breath, 
"My lips shall not speak wickedness, nor my tongue utter deceit," 
Job 27:4. 

David asked the question, "Who shatl ascend into the hill of the 
Lord? or who shall stand in his holy place?" In answering his own 
question he said, "He that hath clean hands, and a pure heart; who 
hath not lifted up his soul unto vanity, nor sworn deceitfully," Psa. 
24:3,4. 

We can never abandon our vigilance in this life. Satan is a 
master of deception. In tempting Christ, he was trying to deceive 
Him. If he attempted to deceive the Son of God, think what he 
might accomplish in our lives if we are not careful. 

"Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
sowefh, that shall he also reap. For he that soweth to his flesh shall 
of the flesh reap corruption; but he that soweth to the Spirit shall of 
the Spirit reap life everlasing." Gal. 6:7, 8.

CHRIST OUR INTERCESSOR 

We would like to suggest two texts for this brief meditation on 
Ihis subject. "Wherefore he is able also to save them to the uttermost 
that come unto God by him, seeing he ever liveth to make intercession 
for them" (Heb. 7:25). "My little children, these things I write unto 
you, that ye sin not. And if any man sin, we have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous" (I John 2:1). The intercession 
of Christ is a very important subject for the Christian. But I fear we 
have not spent nearly as much time In explaining the purpose of the in- 
tercession of Christ and Ms place in the Christian experience as we have 
spent in preaching the cross. On the cross Jesus obtained our salvation. 
At the right hand of God, Jesus maintains our salvation. We sing 
sometimes about the tangled threads of life. Isn't it true that even 
Christians can tangle the threads very badly sometimes? What are 
we going to do about the many imperfections, shortcomings, and mis- 
takes after we have become Christians? These are taken care of by 
Christ's intercessory work at the right hand of God, 

In the book of Hebrews we would expect to find the greatest 
teaching on it, because it portrays Jesus Christ as performing the 
function of a priest at the right hand of God. The Book of Hebrews 
is the Leviticus of the New Testament, the story of the priesthood. 
Jesus Christ, of course, is the great Priest who is doing for us all and 
more than the Old Testament high priest did for his people. Let us 
look at this subject in the first place from His nature. What is 
the nature of our High Priest? We see from the Book of 
Hebrews that He is both human and divine. Do you remember 
that when Job was afflicted he expressed the desire for a daysman? 
He expressed a desire for a daysman that might, as he said, "lay his 
hand on us both." He felt the need of somebody that could stand 
halfway between God and man, that could talk to God and also talk 
to man. Jesus Christ is the daysman. He is God and He is also man. 
He can talk to men from the angle of God, and he can talk to God as 
a man. He alone can stand between God and man. 

Let us notice Hebrews 7:26: "For such an high priest became us, 
who is holy, harmless, undefiled, separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens." In other words, a man who is going to 
intercede for us at the right hand of God has to be absolutely and 
perfectly sincere. We must be able to trust him, and God must be 
able to see that there is no guile in him. And that is what we see 
that Jesus is. In His character He is just what God expects and what 
we expect. And of His human side we read in the second chapter of 
Hebrews. Notice especially verses 14-18. He knows exactly how 
strong temptation can be in the lives of individuals. 

When Jesus had His temptations in the wilderness you remember 
that He had been on a fast forty days and that afterwards Satan came 
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and tempted Him. Have you ever thought from the human side how 
much Jesus must have been pulled down, how emaciated He must 
have been, how weak He must have been? And then on top of His 
weakened' condition, Satan imposed upon Him the biggest temptations 
thaf ever faced a human being. A lot of people like to hide behind 
the idea that, after all, since Jesus was God, it should have been easy 
for Him to resist temptation. But think how He was pulled down, 
down to our level, and how He then was given temptations that were 
far above our level. I have never been offered the whole world, 
have you? Of course, you haven't. And yet Jesus was, and that 
is why He came — He wanted the whole world. And Satan said to 
Jesus, "Why don't you change the stones into bread and then you can 
eat?" He was hungry, and I believe that Jesus felt in His body all 
the drive and physical passion that the drunkard feels when he feels 
that he must go out and get that drink. It says that He was 
tempted in all points like as we are, that is on the points of the lust of 
the flesh, the lust of the eye, and the pride of life. He did not have 
every detailed temptation, but His temptations were in those three 
directions. 

Then again we remember how Jesue in the Garden of Gethsem- 
nae was longing for the fellowship of His disciples whom He loved so 
much. And they slept. And I would like to say reverently that I'm 
glad they slept. I'm glad He bore it all alone, because when we go 
through Gethsemane experiences in our life, and we feel alone, then 
we know there is Someone who knows how a person feels at a time 
like that. Jesus was alone, but now we never need to be alone, be- 
cause we can always come to the One who can sympathize with us 
and knows exactly what we are going through. He understands alt 
my weakness, and when I make mistakes and come to Him in penitence 
He understands. And because of that He can have sympathy for me. 
He has both a human and a divine nature. And then in His office He 
is a mediator. 

I said already that He stands between man and' God, and we see 
this in Hebrews 5:1, "For every high priest taken from among men is 
ordained for men," that is, he represents the human family for God. 
He speaks for men to God. That is exactly the opposite of what a 
prophet is. A prophet speaks to people from God, as a messenger 
from God. But a priest carries the weakness, imperfections, and the 
frailities of the human family and intercedes to God for them. He is 
a man at the right hand of God: He understands how we feel. He 
is pleading for us; and another thing, He is eternal. 

I used' to think that Hebrews 7:25, "He is able to save them to the 
uttermost," means that He is able to take a man out of the gutter, 
that is, the worst sinner, and save him. Now that is true, but that 
is not what this verse means. This verse talks about the uttermost in 
the other direction. That is, when once we are saved Jesus is abie to 
keep us saved for time and eternity. Our High Priest "ever liveth"; as 
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long as we need somebody to talk to God about our imperfections 
He is there. This helps me to have confidence in Jesus Christ and it 
helps me when I stumble to come to Him in penitence, !t may be 
that we fail seventy times seven, yet He "ever liveth to make inter- 
cession" for us. That has hlped me a great deal in appreciating Jesus 
as my High Priest. 

The last thing we wish to discuss is His functions. We have 
already mentioned His intercession. What does it mean to me that 
Jesus intercedes for me? Let us notice the song: 

"Arise, my soul, arise, 

Shake off thy guilty fears; 

A bleeding sacrivice 
In my behalf appears; 

Before the throne my surety stands, 
My name is written on His hands." 
And then 1 like the third verse particularly: 

"Five bleeding wounds He bears, 
Received on Calvary; 

They pour effectual prayers, 
They strongly plead for me. 

Forgive him, oh! forgive, they cry, 
Nor let that ransomed sinner die." 
I like that idea. In the presence of God is One who was 
wounded for my transgressions. And when He stands before God 
and I come with my penitence, Jesus turns to God and says, "I died 
for his sins; forgive him, for My sake." I love that. I must always 
love my High Priest. He means so much to me in my own Christian 
experiences. 

According to the law every priest must bring some kind of 
offering when he goes into the holy of holies. And I find in the 
Book of Hebrews that Christ also brought an offering. What He 
brought was His own precious blood. He went within the veil 
carrying His lifeblood and presented it on the altar. Heb. 9:12. In 
Old Testament times they used to talk about the ark of the covenant, 
but in the New Testament we find the throne of grace. "Let us there- 
fore come bodly to the throne of grace, that we may obtain mercy 
(for the sins of the past), and find grace to help in time of need (now)." 
That throne of mercy is the place where the blood of Jesus Christ was 
sprinkled in the presence of God. Heb. 9:13, 14, And because 
that blood is there, 1 find mercy, and what is more, I can come and 
find the grace that I need in time of trouble. And so in our Christian 
lives, let us lean heavily upon and let us appreciate the work of Christ. 
I think this is prefigured in the ordinance of feet washing. Jesus 
said, "He that is washed needeth not save to wash his feet," that is, 
we are clean, we are bathed at Calvary, but our feet, the stains of 
our daily walk, are washed by His intercessory work at the right hand 

of God.

Eph. 4:22-32. I am sure no one wants to grieve the Holy Spirit. 
Deep in our hearts we all want to do His will. But no matter how 
carefully we try, we may all be guilty of grieving Him. Unknowingly 
and unintentionally we may do or say something we shouldn't. How 
can this be? 

Let us first remember there are three - God, Christ, and the Spirit. 
These three are one. When we grieve one we grieve all. If we say 
we love Him, we must serve Htm in deed and in truth. We must 
be careful not to do or say anything that would draw us away from 
Christ such as acting contrary to the guidance of the Spirit. It is 
necessary that we regard this at all times. 

When we came into the church we made a baptismal covenant 
to be true and faithful. If we go out into the world and believe its 
doctrine, we become disobedient to the Spirit. Trying to hide behind 
a cloak of religion grieves the Spirit, The world looks and knows it 
is a pretense. These things should not be. 

Proverbs 22:1 tells us that "a good name is rather to be chosen 
than great riches." It is so important for us to keep a good name 
for it will benefit us in both the spiritual and natural life. 

The Spirit is sorrowful to behold mankind with the indecent dress, 
indifference and coldness of the human heart which is insensitive 
to evil. The world does not care how much the Father, Son, and 
Spirit are grieved. 

Our nation is so far from God that we cannot anymore be called 
a Christian nation. That is why we have these awful conditions. 

An instance of grieving the Holy Spirit is the rich young ruler. 
He had much wealth and possessions. He came to ask Jesus how 
to recieve salvation. Jesus told him to sell what he had and give 
to the poor and then come follow Him. The young man went away 
sorrowful for he didn't want to hear those words. He was told to 
separate himself from his possessions, but they were his whole life 
and he left the presence of Jesus. 

In Gethsemane when Jesus was thinking of what was before Him 
He prayed for Himself and His followers with a sorrowful heart. He 
knew He had committed no sin. 

Why, then must He lay down His life? Because God willed it so 
and because of the sin of generations to come that mankind might 
be saved from eternal damnation.

The love and 
prayers and pity of a natural father for his son is how God loves and 
cares, and is concerned for us. He is not willing that any should 
perish. He grieves because He loves us. 

Some say God is dead. That is because they have turned away 
from their Bible. This grieves the Holy Spirit. 

Paul names a number of things that grieves the Holy Spirit — 
bitterness, wrath, anger, and clamour, evil speaking, and malice. 
Paul said, "let it not once be named among you." Do we ask our- 
selves if we are guilty? 

We forget too many times. Isn't it true that when we do those 
things that we know please God we feel so wonderful? 

Bitterness is a spirit that refuses to be reconciled. God does not 
give us privilege to hold bitterness. He would have us admit our 
wrong and be reconciled to our brother or sister. 

Watch little children at play. They play peacefully, then sud- 
denly they have a spat. Left alone, they soon become reconciled 
and return to their peaceful play. Children can be great teachers to 
us; wrath and anger have no place in the Christian life. 

Anger is one characteristic that has been and always will be with 
us. We speak words we ought not. It grieves and hurts the Spirit 
that dwells in us. Few are the homes where harsh words of scolding 
and anger are not heard. This grieves the Holy Spirit. 

Evil speaking is also a sin that grieves the Spirit. "If any man 
among you seem to be religious, and bridleth not his tongue, but 
deceiveth his own heart, this man's religion is vain." James 1:26. 
It is worthless and empty. 

When the voice of God speaks and a professor exhibits a resisting 
spirit, he is not a possessor of Christianity for he will not walk with 
God or listen when God warns him of his sin. 

Some of the Jews accused Christ in all that He did. That was 
their downfall because they were so opposed to Christ. If you and I 
are willfully disobedient we grieve the Holy Spirit. 

Ananias and Sapphira grieved the Spirit when they lied to the 
apostles and kept back part of the price of a possession that was to 
be given to charity. They each knew they were lying. They were 
struck dead. Do not try to hold back a part if God calls. Place 
everything before Him. Ananias and Sapphira made a good pretense 
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but it didn't carry them through. 

If we sing the song, "I surrender all" and don't, we are sinning. 
Did you ever stop to think that the songs we sing from the heart are a 
blessing if we carry them out. Or is singing just a form of worship 
to you? 

We sing the song "Precious Bible" and pick up the Bible once 
a week. How can you sing that you love it when you open it only 
on Sunday? We sing the song, "O For a Thousand' Tongues to Sing 
God's Praise" and we don't even use the one tongue we have to sing 
His praises, or to witness, or pray. 

Oh, that we may say as David did, "Search me, O God, and know 
my heart: try me, and know my thoughts: and see if there be any 
wicked way in me, and lead me in the way everlasting." 

May God help us thai we would not grieve the Holy Spirit. Let 
us show our love and consecration to God.

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WHAT IS WORLDLINESS? 

Paul wrote to the Christian church in Corinth, "Now we have 
received, not the spirit of the worfd, but the spirit which is of God; 
that we might know the things that are freely given to us of God" 
(I Cor. 2:12). 

He also wrote, "And be not conformed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your mind, that ye may prove what 
is that good, and acceptable, and perfect, will of God" (Rom. 12:2). 

Worldliness has always been condemned. The Bible condemns 
it, and our own spirit condemns it. We have tried to live by the 
Word and by the spirit of Christ. Some of us have not always been 
right in our definitions of worldliness, but we were right in taking 
our stand against the world of sin; against worldliness. 

Worldliness as condemned in the Scriptures has to do with the 
world of sin around us. Some call it "the sinful world." Christians 
should make themselves very clear at this point. There are many 
good, clean, and wholesome things in the world that the very best 
saints can enjoy. This is not the world that is condemned in the 
Bible, It is the world of sin and sinfulness owned and operated by 
Satan that is condemned in the Bible. 

Jesus said of his disciples; "They are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world" (John 17:16). This is the world John spoke of 
when he wrote: "Love not the world, neither the things that are in 
the world. If any man love the world, the love of the Father is not in 
him" (John 2:15). This is the world that is an enemy of God. James 
wrote (James 4:4) "Whosoever therefore will be a friend' of the 
world is the enemy of God." And anyone who does love the world 
is an enemy of the Christians and the church. 

The "spirit of the world" is the spirit of Satan which is an eivl 
spirit. The "spirit of the church" is the spirit of Christ which is the 
Holy Spirit. These two spirits are opposite in their very nature and 
always will be. Paul said: "What concord hath Christ with Belial?" 
(II Cor. 6:15). 

There are many definitions for worldliness today. I have had 
to change my mind a few times through the years to be honest with 
myself and others. To be worldly is to be carnal, selfish, sinful, and 
fleshly. It means to be like this world in ways that displease God. 
You cannot be a "wordly Christian." If you are a Christian, you are 
not worldly. And if you are worldly, you are not a Christian. 
Worldliness is deeper than external things. It is a condition of the 
heart, of the spirit of man. 

Not all that is in the world is bad. We live in a world that God 
made, and God is not the author of sin. God pronounced our world 
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"good" when He made it. We still live in a very beautiful and wonder- 
ful world. Sin is the cause back of the heartaches and troubles in 
our world. If it were not for sin, this world would be a very wonder- 
ful place to live. God has blessed us with so many things to enjoy 
that we don't have to indulge in sinful things. Jesus said: "I pray 
not that thou shouldest take them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil" (John 17:15), 

Worldliness begins in the heart. One's conversation, dress, 
activities, ambitions, pleasures, entertainment will all be carnal if 
his heart is carnal. Worldly people are motivated by the spirit of 
the world. The more one yields to the spirit of the world the more 
worldly he will become. 

But Paul said to the Corinthian Christians: "You have not received 
the spirit of the world, but the spirit which is of God." The Spirit 
of God makes you spiritual, just as the spirit of the world makes one 
sinful and worldly. The more one yields to the Spirit of God the 
more spiritually minded he will become. One cannot be spiritual 
and worldly at the same time. He is one or the other. Anything 
that would drag one down and draw him away from Christ, destroying 
his spiritual life is wrong. It is sinful; it is worldly! This is what 
the spirit of the world does. John says "the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride of life is not of the Father, but is of 
the world." 

What does it mean to be wordly? Can we know if we are 
wordly or not? Surely, every sincere Christian wonders at times if 
he might be a bit wordly, or be considered wordly by others. Is 
there any way that we might be able to examine our own hearts 
and lives to know for sure? Or, Is there a rule by which we may 
measure ourselves? 

It is worldly to be full of pride (carnal, selfish pride). It is 
worldly to be covetous and greedy or mean and contemptible. It 
is worldly to be resentful and spiteful and hold a grudge. It is 
worldly to hold an unforgiving attitude toward anyone. It is worldly 
to be deceitful and underhanded and crooked. It is worldly to be 
jealous and envious. It is wordly to be lustful and to destroy your 
own body. It is worldly to plan another's downfall. It is worldly 
to beat your neighbor out of what is rightfully his. It is worldly 
to rob God and His church. It is worldly to kill and lie and cheat and 
defraud. This is the way the world lives. This is the result of the 
spirit of the world in action in the hearts of people. This is not 
the way Christians live! This is the way the world lives! 

What is the answer to worldliness? Christ gives the answer. 
It is conversion, spirituality, sanctification, a Spirit-filled life. Dedi-

cation, devotion, determination, these are the answers, A real 
Christian does not want to be worldly. He does not want to be 
known as one of the world. 

A Christian wants to be known as a Christian, He values his 
influence and reputation enough to regard it and protect it when he 
can. He seeks humbly to know and do God's will. He tries to 
please the Lord. He does not try to please the world. He is not 
interested in what the world is interested in. His interests lie in a 
different direction. 

if the devil can succeed in pushing the world into our lives, he 
will destroy us. A Christian Is spiritual because Christ lives in his 
heart. And Christians make up the church. So the church, local or 
universal, will only be as spiritual as the ones who compose it. So 
it all boils down to this; if we would be a spiritual people, we must 
keep the world of sin out of our hearts and lives. We must live close 
to God. We must be obedient and prayerful. We must fight against 
the spirit of the world. We must defeat temptation. We must rise 
above the things that would destroy us. We must be devoted to 
Christ and His cause. We must give ourselves unreservedly to Christ 
and His will for us. 

I have not overdrawn the picture. This is not straining at a 
gnat. The world is forever at the door of the church seeking to press 
its way inside. It can only get in as people permit it to get in. It 
is foerver at the door of our hearts seeking an entrance into our lives. 
We must guard against worldliness in every form as God reveals 
it to us. 

Here is a good rule to follow: Anything that would dull my 
spiritual senses, destroy my spiritual appetite, hurt my influence, 
rob me of my peace, kill my spiritual joy, dim my spiritual vision, 
enslave my will, darken my spirit, or defile my soul, must be kept 
out of my life. This is worldly. 

John wrote: "For whatsoever is born of God overcometh the 
world: and this is the victory that overcometh the world, even our 
faith" (I John 5:4). 

Again he wrote: "And the world pesseth away, and the lusts 
thereof: but he that doeth the will of God abideth for ever" I John 2:17

The early settlers came to these shores in December, 1620. The 
first thing they did was to kneel and thank God for bringing them 
across the tempestuous sea. A year later they observed Thanksgiving 
which lasted several days. History tells us that nearly half of their 
number perished that first winter. Would we give thanks under 
those conditions? 

Among those who first came was William Bradford who became 
governor of the little colony. He is supposed to have issued the 
following: 

Proclamation To All Ye Pilgrims 

"Inasmuch as the great Father has given us this year an abundant 
harvest of Indian corn, wheat, peas, beans, squashes, and garden 
vegetables, and has made the forest to abound with game and the 
sea with fish and clams, and inasmuch as He has protected us from the 
ravages of the savages, has spared us from pestilence and disease, 
has granted us freedom to worship God according to the dictates of 
our conscience; now I, your magistrate, do proclaim all ye Pilgrims, 
with your wives and ye little ones, do gather at ye meeting house, on 
ye hili, between the hours of 9 and 12 in the day time, on Thursday, 
November ye 29th, of the year of our Lord one thousand six hundred 
and twenty-three and the third year since ye Pilgrims landed on ye 
Pilgrim Rock, there to listen to ye pastor and render thanksgiving 
to ye Almighty God for all His blessings." - William Bradford

David said to his king, "Thy servant kept his father's sheep, and there 
came a lion, and a bear, and' took a lamb out of the flock: I went out 
after him, and smote him, and delivered it out of his mouth: and 
when he rose against me, I caught him by his beard, and smote him, 
and slew him." Well, I guess that old Hon lost his appetite for lamb. 
I hope and pray that there will be some way to stop the dope peddlers 
on our streets that are destroying our young people (the lambs of our 
generation). The power is available if we will just give the Lord a 
chance to use it. Jesus said in Matt. 28:18, "All power is given unto 
me in heaven and earth." Jesus did not only commission His church, 
but endowed it as well, with all power. The most disgraceful thing 
of our generation is that three hundred religious denominations of 
America allowed both houses of Congress to take the Bible away from 
our children in the public schools.

For a real 
thrill turn to I Kings 17, and there you will see what was meant by 
"preparing a table in the presence of mine enemies."

If God anoints you, you will get the full content. Your cup will be 
running over. God does not do things half way. If you truly come

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PRECIOUS THINGS 

Circumstances make things precious. Something that Is precious 
generally is that which has great value or price. However, an object 
may be precious to one because of its meaning rather than its monetary 
value. Under other circumstances or in a different period of one's life, 
what was once precious may lose its attraction and therefore its value 
to that person. 

The circumstance that generally causes a thing to be precious 
to us is that of scarcity. When we were children, our toys were 
precious. We did not have an abundance of toys. Parents, today, 
try to provide for their children those things they themselves could not 
have as children. Is there not a relationship between an abundance 
of toys and a lack of appreciation of them? 

As children grow older their values change. As Paul said, "When 
I was a child, I spake as a child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child: but whe.n I became a man, I put away childish things." 
There are new goals to achieve, consequently a corresponding change 
of values. 

During the second World War tires were precious as well as 
sugar, shoes, and many other items. Why? Because they were 
scarce. Ordinarily, these items are readily attainable. 

To a patient in a mental hospital a stub of a pencil and a scrap of 
paper are precious things that are often difficult to obtain, therefore 
they are guarded zealously. Ordinarily these simple things would 
be worthless. 

Then there are things more basic to our well-being and are even 
more precious. Food and water are necessities for sustaining life. 
Certainly, health is precious to us. Our families and our homes are 
precious as a haven from the tension and trouble of the outside world. 
Even Jesus sought quietness. Perhaps the trivialties which we regard 
as being precious in our day only give evidence of the abundance 
of our material possessions. 

In 1 Samuel 3:1 we find these words, "And the word of the Lord 
was precious in those days: there was no open vision." I believe 
the reason for the things above being precious is the same reason for 
the preciousness of the Word of God in Ely's day — scarcity. Ely, 
the priest, was very old and his sons were wicked. The people had 
little light, therefore the Word of God was precious. 

Before the printing press, a copy of the Bible was most precious. 
St required much time and effort for the early copies were hand- 
written. They were very expensive to buy and the average person 
could only read from the copy which often was chained in some church. 

But times have changed. Now, almost every home has a copy. 
Some homes have several Bibles. We read that the Bible is still the 
best seller. What, then, is wrong? Can it be that in the midst of an 
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abundance of Bibles, the Bible has ceased to be read and God's Word 
is gathering dust? 

There are things that are precious unto us because of their bearing 
on eternal life. Our soul is the most precious thing we possess. 
Yet none of us know when it may be required' of us. 

As we look toward the Christmas Season we are made to realize 
the preciousness of the Son of God. He was willing to leave the 
Courts of Heaven and come into this sinful world and take on the 
form of flesh. Furthermore, He was willing to shed His precious 
Blood that we might have life and that we might have it more abund- 
antly. Precious is the Blood of the Lamb. 



If there were more praise offered for prayers answered, there 
would be more prayers answered for which to offer praise. 

Praise ye the Lord. O give thanks unto the Lord; for he is 
good: for his mercy endureth for ever (Psa. 106:1). 

By him therefore let us offer the sacrifice of praise to God' con- 
tinually; that is, the fruit of our lips, giving thanks to his name. But 
to do good and to communicate forget not: for with such sacrifices 
God is well pleased (Heb. 13:15, 16). 

Enter into his gates with thanksgiving, and into his courts with 
praise: be thankful unto him, and bless his name (Psa. 100:4). 
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WHICH WAY SHALL I TAKE 

"'Which way shall I take,' shouts a voice in the night. '! am a 
pilgrim and a stranger and dark is the night...'" 

I have been singing this song for years, and still find myself 
singing or humming this song. This song portrays a sinner that comes 
to the realization of his or her lost condition and cries for help from 
God Almighty. 

But I have often wondered how many true followers of Christ 
are finding themselves at a crossroads in life; and are asking them- 
selves this same question, "Which way shall I take?" 

The teaching of our parents and the Church is no longer as straight 
and narrow as it was in the past. The doors are opened wider, and 
the road is begining to get broader. There is more room for world- 
liness and more linking of arms with the world and its amusements. 
The Scripture on separation is evaded and left in the background. 
The love of God is proclaimed or exalted to the height of heaven. 
Surely the love of God is as high as heaven, but the wrath of God is 
just as high upon disobedience. Can we escape the wrath of God 
by living like and' with the world? No indeed! The Word of God 
says in 11 Corinthians 6:17 "Come out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord." 

Now from whom and from what should we be separted, and 
why should we be separated? 

I. From what should we be separate? 

I John 2:15, 16. "Love not the world, neither the things that 
are in the world. If any man love the world, the love of the Father 
is not in him. For all that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the Father, but is 
of the world." Now which way shall I fake? We cannot travel on 
two highways at the same time. We cannot travel with the world, 
or in the way of the world, and then expect to be traveling with the 
Father and our Lord Jesus Christ. When we are traveling the ways 
of the world, we are traveling away from God. If we are traveling 
with God, we will be traveling away from the world. "Come out 
from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord." 

II. From whom should we be separate? 

II Thessalonians 3:6, 14. "Now we command you, brethren, in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw yourselves from 
everv brother that walketh disorderly, and not after the tradition 
which he received of us. And if any man obey not our word by 
this epistle, note that man and have no company with him, that he 
may be ashamed." 

Ephesians 5:6-8, 11. "Let no man deceive you with vain words: 
for because of these things cometh the wrath of God upon the children 
of disobedience. Be not ye therefore partakers with them. For ye 
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were sometimes darkness, but now are ye light in the Lord: walk as 
children of light. And have no fellowship with the unfruitful works 
of darkness, but rather reprove them." 

From whom are we to withdraw? From every brother that walks 
disorderly and from the children of disobedience. Now who are 
they? They are none other than those that are in the church and 
claim to be followers of God, but by the life they live, prove them- 
selves followers of the world. By their fruits ye shall know them. 
111. Why should we be separated? 

Let us turn again to II Corinthians 6:17. "Come out from among 
them, and be ye separate." 

This Scripture, as well as all others, was not written for the 
Corinthians only. It was also written for us today. There is an 
underlying principle; an undeniable truth is involved. We may dis- 
regard the effects and the power of the truth upon our lives. The 
truth is found in II Corinthians 5:6-8 and also Gelations 5:9. "A little 
leaven leaveneth the whole lump." When we walk, worship, and 
fellowship with those that walk disorderly, we are only underrating 
the truth of God's Word, and are surely adulterating the Word of God. 

Which way shall I take? "Come out from among them, and be 
ye separate." It says come out not stay with them. We say it does 
not effect us; we have no desire for these things. We may not have, 
but what effect does it have upon us? When we walk on the streets 
of our towns and 1 meet a man with shorts, no shirt, and with long 
hair down to his shoulder, or meet a woman with shorts or a mini- 
skirt and cut hair, does it look as horrid, and is it as shocking as it 
was the first time you met such a person? If not, then sin is somewhat 
losing its sinfulness, and we will have to admit that it does have 
some effect upon our lives. 

We may say this is ridiculous. Why, we would have to go out 
of this world to be free from such conditions. This is also true, 
but let us see what the Scriptures say. Jesus said in His prayer in 
John 17:17, "I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of the 
world, but that thou shouldest keep them from the evil." Would we 
dare think that Jesus prayed' for us, and that God will keep us from 
evil, when we make no effort to come out from among them? We 
have no control over the world, but we should have control over 
those worldly things that come into the church. God asks us to do 
this. Ephesians 5:11 says, "And have no fellowship with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove them." Are we re- 
proving the works of darkness by going along, or are we encouraging 
them? 

Isaiah 52:1 1 says, "Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out from thence, 
touch no unclean thing, go ye out of the midst of her; be ye clean that 
bear the vessels of the Lord." 1 Corinthians 3:16, 17, "Know ye not 
that ye are the temple of God, and that the spirit of God dwelleth 
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in you? If any man defile ihe temple of God, him shall God destroy; 
for the temple of God is holy, which temple ye are." If we bear the 
vessel of the Lord, we are to keep this vessel or temple clean. If 
we are polluted with uncleanness, God will destroy. Revelation 
18:4, "And 1 heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of 
her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye 
receive not of her plagues." 

II Corinthians 6:14-16, " Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ with Belial? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel? And what agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols? for ye are the temple of the living God: as God 
hath said, 1 will dwell in them, and walk in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my people." If we are the temple of God 
and God dwells within us, just how much unrighteousness, darkness, 
unbelief, and idols will God fellowship with? What is dwellng 
within our temple? Whatever is dwelling within this temple will 
determine whose temple we are. 

Isaiah 59:2, 12, "But your Iniquities have separated' between 
you and your God, and your sins have hid his face from you, that 
he will not hear. For our transgressions are multiplied before thee, 
and our sins testify against us: for our transgressions are with us; 
and as for our iniquities, we know them." 

What is testifying against us? Which way shall we take? Shall 
we go along with world llness, or shall we separate from it?

HOW NATIONS FALL 

Like the rise and fall of the ocean's tides is the rise and fall of 
nations and cultures. Read your history books. It may take many 
years but a nation will start from humble beginings and, by great 
struggle, rise to a place of power, gradually become corrupt with 
internal decay, then decline. The real enemy of any country is 
inside. No nation is stronger than the moral and spiritual fiber of 
the people and Institutions within its borders. Historians like Arnold 
Toynbee and Will Durant, and earlier, Edward Gibbons, have drawn 
their studied conclusions. Some of those conclusions would speak 
volumes to us today if only we had the good sense to pay attention. 
But only a few do. That's why I want to draw a few lessons for you. 

LOOK BACK 
If you study Ihe Old Testament you can see some of the reasons 
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for Israel's repeated experiences. She rose to power by integrity 
and obedience to Jehovah. She fell when she turned from the wor- 
ship of God to pagan idols with their degenerate practices. It was 
to these people that the often-quoted words of 11 Chronicles 7:14 
were addressed. "If my people who are called by my name humble 
themselves, and pray and seek my face, and turn from their wicked 
ways, then I will hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin and 
will heal their land 1 ." 

One historian has declared that of the twenty-one civilizations 
he studied, nineteen had fallen, not because of any conquering enemy 
from outside but because of decay from within. Some months ago 
the brilliant young assistant to the mayor of our nation's capital 
declared to some of us in the broadcasting field that he believed our 
greatest enemy at this point in our history is not the Soviet Union 
or Communist China or any foreign power. "Our greatest enemy, 
he said, "is the moral decay and spiritual drought which now threatens 
to destroy us from within." Well, what is this inner decay? By 
what means is a society destroyed? If an enemy wanted to destroy 
us from within, what would he do? 

HOW TO DESTROY A COUNTRY 

First, perhaps, would be to destroy faith in God. Simply declare 
that man is sufficient in himself and exalt his animal nature to the 
exclusion of the spiritual. Ridicule all reference to God and man's 
need for Him. Take away reverence and you take away the very 
foundation of morality. Take away the God-reference and you live 
in self-reference. The eleventh Psalm asks a question. "If the found- 
ations be destroyed, what can the righteous do." For many people 
today there simply are no foundations. Much of modern thinking 
recognizes no real standard, no revealed truth, no eternal values. 
Is it any wonder people have lost their way? Is it any wonder that 
they have rejected any real moral standards? Decay has already 
set in and we are already paying a terrible price. 

Second, to destroy a country from within, you would destroy 
family life, for that is where strength of character is built. Corrupt 
the youth with obscene, pornographic literature and entertainment. 
Warp and pervert their concepts of love and marriage. Saturate them 
with ideas of sex. Teach them that it is sophisticated and smart to 
play fast and loose wih morals. If you would make your nation fall, 
take away all restrictions on the various kinds of entertainment and 
turn your children over to them for training. Let their ideas about 
love and sex be shaped by movies rated "X" and by the kind of 
literature they can pick up at many newsstands, drugstores or even 
groceries. If you would destroy your country, I say, take away real 
family life and the guidance of loving parents and let your children 
be shaped and molded by the abnormal and perverted ideas of those 
who will make millions of dollars by exploiting their animal urges. 
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When the guidance of our youth is relinquished by those who sup- 
posedly love them and turned over to those who stand to profit by 
exploiting them, something very basic has taken place in our society. 
We are already paying a terrible price for that too. Look around you 
and see. 

Third, to destroy your country, you would undermine 1 all respect 
for law and authority. The destruction of the home would prepare 
the way for that because, if children don't learn respect for their 
own parents, they will have no respect for their teachers in school 
either. Thus, they will help destroy the whole educational system 
and deny other children their right to learn. Then they will be the 
rebels in high school, the protesters who burn and destroy college 
facilities. And if you really want to speed 1 up the process of de- 
struction, give them teachers who sreen at everything sacred, ridicule 
their country, instill hatred and distrust, and call themselves the 
"intellectuals". 

To destroy your country you would tie the hands of law enforce- 
ment officers and subject them to all kinds of abuse. Then slow down 
all court procedures and provide all sorts of loopholes so that justice 
becomes a cruel joke. Mix in a sizeable number of liberal, lenient 
judges and be sure that it is the criminal who is protected at the 
expense of the law-abiding, tax-paying citizens. Penalize the re- 
sponsible people who bear the burdens of society and encourage the 
anarchist, the arsonist, the sex deviate, and the rioter to run free. 
That's the way to destroy your whole society. 

Fourth, to destroy your country you would introduce various 
kinds of poisons to break the health, especially of the young people. 
Teach them to smoke marijuana and then go on from there to other 
harmful drugs to break down both mind and body. Let those com- 
panies that peddle nicotine and alcohol continue to ply their trade 
regardless of who gets hurt. In spite of all the deplorable effects, 
still allow the use of such poison to be protrayed on movie and 
television screens against the background of glamour, beauty, and 
wealth. Continue deceiving young people into believing that it's 
smart to drink and smoke, and play with illicit sex. If you want to 
destroy your nation, reduce its people— especially its young people- 
to a bunch of idiots who simply do what they are told by a few who 
pull the strings and rake in the money. , 

Fifth, if you would destroy your country, hold the church up to 
ridicule. Especially portray clergymen on the screen as naive and 
insincere. If you could discredit those who teach the gospel, you 
could take away the moral requirements and excuse just about any- 
thing. And at the same time glamourize those who do nothing 
constructive. That's the way to destroy the foundations of society. 

Sixth, if you would desroy your country, drive all the wedges 
you can between people. Create as much division and hostility 
as you can between races and groups. Plant suspicion. Foster 
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misunderstanding. Create distrust. Incite hatred. A society that 
could never be conquered by the outside enemy can be destroyed 
from inside by a kind of dry rot. 

NOW, CHECK UP 

Do you recognize any of these characteristics in our society now? 
Look, if you will, at the moral deterioration taking place all around 
us, Here, my friend, is our real enemy. Moral decay. If the enemy 
of our country can keep us occupied all over the world with little 
wars that no one wants and no one wins, if he can keep us spending 
ourselves into financial bankruptcy and wasting ourselves into moral 
bankruptcy, he can win in the end without engaging in direct conflict. 

Don't worry too much about the woodpecker outside your house 
making all that noise. Worry about the termites you never hear 
and almost never see that are eating away the very foundations. 

What is the answer? I believe that only the gospel with its 
piercing, cleansing, redeeming power will rum the tide. Only the 
power "of God as if is taught and practiced can change lives. The 
great struggle all over the world today is the battle for !he minds 
and loyalties of men. What they believe does make a difference. 
The ideals they hold make a difference. The Word of God is "quick 
and powerful and sharper than any two-edged sword." It will bring 
the spiritual renewal we desperately need if we obey its teaching. 
That's why we make it known by every means possible. And that 
becomes possible only as we care enough to make it possible. We 
had better be doing that before it is too late. And it's later than 

you think.

Entertainers seem to feel that if America would 
only collapse in a paroxysm of mirth, all our problems would be 
solved. But frankly, American ideals and heritages are dying before 
our eyes. America is laughing itself into hell. 

At a Washington cocktail party some top government officials 
stand in the corner, glasses in hand, planning defense strategy. 
Around them, partially drowning their conversation, is the hollow 
laughter of men and the shrill cackling of sophisticates. One tells of 
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having lost his shirt at the race track. He makes it sound funny and 
all the listeners laugh. 

In a big city night club a half-nude woman comes out on the 
stage, goes through some contortions, and tells some filthy story. 
What happens? Wild, raucous laughter rocks the room. 

Someone caricatures Stalin, and we all laugh. 

Overseas the entertainers "make the boys laugh." After all 
—they might die tomorrow. Let us laugh todayl 

Two men stand on a corner talking of a passing girl. They 
say, "She's quite a chicken," and then they both laugh. A drunk 
staggers down the exit at a football game, shouting and singing. 
Everyone laughs. 

Whether we believe it or not, America finds sin hilariously 
funny. But we are not the first nation. Babylon saw it that way, 
and the handwriting came on the wall. Rome saw it that way and 
faded from power. France followed suit and the moral decay be- 
came a cancer. Now America laughs at sin and the handwriting is 
on the wall. 

Today all around us there seems to be an absolute absence of 
heartfelt sorrow for sin. We need a real recognition of sin and a 
genuine heart sorrow combined with a turning away from sin if we 
are to survive. To a nation of old, God said in II Chronicles 7; 14, 
"If my people, which are called by my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then 
will I hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land. 

What is so funny? Are atomic bombs and broken bodies and 
full sanitariums funny? Are drinking leaders and shady business 
deals and open gambling causes for mirth? Are dirty books and 
immorality causes for hilarity? Why laugh when the fiber of a whole 
nation is being wrenched apart by godlessness? 

But there is good news for America and for you. Deliverance 
is found only through a personal faith in the Son of God, who died 
for our sins and rose again. The Holy Scriptures say: "This is a 
faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world 1 to save sinners". (I Timohy 1:15). 

Instead of seeking to drown sorrow and uncertainty in the pleas- 
ures of sin and hilarity, the Lord Jesus Himself gives you this gracious 
invitation: "Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. . .Behold, 1 stand at the door, and knock: if 
any man hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with me," (Matt. 11:28; Rev. 3:20). 

"What must I do to be saved?. . .Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved," (Acts 16:30, 31).

SOUTH FULTON 
GRACE AND PEACE THROUGH KNOWLEDGE OF GOD 

Sermon by Bro. W. S. Reed 

Peter was a great man of God, but it seemed difficult to convert 
him, even after all the miracles he had seen. He forsook Jesus but 
when he repented he became a powerful man. Jesus said to him, "I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not: and when thou art 
converted, strengthen thy brethren." Luke 22:32. 

While in Joppa, Peter had a vision, "And saw heaven opened, 
and a certain vessel descending unto him, as it had been a great 
sheet knit at the four corners, and let down to the earth: wherein 
were all manner of four-footed beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, 
and creeping things, and fowls of the air." Acts 10:11,12. 

Peter wondered at this command. He knew the law prevented 
eating unclean things. He said, "Not so Lord; for I have never eaten 
anything that is common or unclean. And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time, What God hath cleansed, that call not thou 
common." 

God told Cornelius to send for Peter. When he had come he 
fell at Peter's feet and worshiped 1 him. But Peter told him, "Stand 
up; I myself also am a man." Peter talked to Cornelius and as they 
went Into the house they found many that were gathered together. 
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And he said unto them, Ye know how that it is an unlawful thing 
for a man that is a Jew to keep company, or come unto one of an- 
other nation,- but God hath shewed me that I should not call any 
man common or unclean. Therefore came I unto you without gain- 
saying, as soon as I was sent for: I ask therefore for what intent ye 
have sent for me?" 

Cornelius told him of the visit of the angel who assured him 
that his prayer was heard and his alms were had in remembrance in 
the sight of God. 

The angel said, "Send therefore to Joppa, and call hither Simon, 
whose surname is Peter; he is lodged in the house of one Simon a 
tanner by the seaside: who, when he cometh, shall speak unto thee." 

Cornelius told Peter, "Now therefore are we all here present 
before God, to hear all things that are commanded thee of God." 

Peter at this time became fully convinced that the gospel was 
also for the Gentiles. He said, " Of a truth I preceive that God is no 
respecter of persons: But in every nation he that feareth him, and 
worketh righteousness, is accepted with him." Peter now knew. 
He had no more doubt. He became a great apostle and servant 
of Jesus Christ, 

In I John 2:21 it says, "I have not written unto you because ye 
know not the truth, but because ye know it, and that no lie is of 
the truth." Why is it necessary to preach or write to those who 
know the truth? In 2 Peter 3:1, we are told that it is to stir up our 
pure minds by way of rememberance. Our minds become forgetful 
and need to be renewed because every day we have natural things 
to see and hear that distract our minds from the knowledge of Christ. 

To be renewed, we think, consider, and act. We devefope a 
deeper concern for the Word of God, for spiritual life, for the Church 
and for each other. A deeper insight into God's Word 1 helps us to 
stamp out sin and to uphold righteousness. 

In 2 Peter chapter 1, Peter emphasizes the words "exceeding 
great and precious promises." Exceeding means surpassing all other 
things. How much do we appreciate these promises? How well 
do we as persons nourish and keep them in mind that we may be 
partakers of the Divine nature? A Christian has a different nature. 
The old nature is crucified. The carnal, worldly nature must be sub- 
dued so that a divine nature can take its place. 

Love is the first need. Paul says, "The love of Christ constraineth 
us. , ." Are we overcome by the love of Christ that compels us 
to work and live and act under it? Are we ruled by the banner 
of love? 

In our pursuance of the virtues mentioned in this chapter, we 
are told to give all diligence according to verse 5. How much does 
that mean? Little or great? "And beside this, giving all diligence, 
add to your faith virtue; and to virtue knowledge; and to knowledge 
temperance; and to temperance patience; and to patience godliness; 
And to godliness brotherly kindness; and to brotherly kindness char- 
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shall live by his faith." Hab. 2 :4. "Therefore being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ." Rom. 5:1. 

The nations of the world are trying to promote peace or at least they 
let on like their are. They fail to realize that untill the Prince of Peace comes 
to rule the world that the only peace we can have is in our hearts. 

It would be wonderful if we had the faith that David had. I Sam. 17:37, 
"David said moreover, 'The Lord that delivered me out of the paw of the 
lion, and out of the paw of the bear, He will deliver me out of the hand of 
this Philistine.' "And Saul said unto David, 'Go, and the Lord be with 
thee'." WouHd we have the faith and courage that David had. 

David refused to wear the armor that the King wanted to give him. He 
put his whole trust in the Lord. To put on the whole armor of God is the 
only way we can win in this battle with Satan and then trust Him to help 
us live according to His will. 

Job was sure that his Redeemer was living, and would in the latter 
days stand upon the earth. To me it looks as if we were fast approaching 
that time. 

We find in the Gospel of John many promises to them that believe, and 
I believe that faith and belief have practically the same meaning. 

John tdlls us if we believe in Christ we will have everlasting ilfe. Now, 
if we really and truly believe in Christ, we will do what He tells us to do. 
If we love Him we witll keep His commandments. 

Do we have the faith of the centurion who told Jesus that all He needed 
to do was speak a word and He would know that His servant was healed? 
Jesus said that was more faith than He had seen in Israel. 

How strong would our faith be if we had to face what the three Hebrew 
children faced? Could we say like they did in Daniel 3:17,18, "If it be so, 
our God whom we serve is able to deliver us from the burning fiery fur- 
nace, and he will deliver us out of thine hand, O King. But if not, be it 
known unto thee, O King, that we will not serve thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set up," 

I wonder if this image is a type of the image the Antichrist will set up 
one of these days. If any of us are still here at that time will we have the 
faith and courage the Hebrew children had? If we don't it will be eternal 
punishment in the lake of fire.

Let us then, as the Apostle Paul tells us in I Tim, 6:12, "Fight the good 
fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou are also called, and 
hast professed a good profession before many witnesses."

Of all the children born into this world only one has been referred 
to as the Seed of the woman. After the fall God said, "1 will put

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THE PRINCE OF PEACE 

There is a lot of talk and much effort being made today by many 
people and leaders of our nations to bring about an honorable peace, 
but we hear very little about the Prince of Peace who has promised 
to give us not only peace in this life, but also in the life hereafter. 
When Christ was preaching to His disciples, He said, "Suppose ye 
that 1 am come to give peace on earth? I tell you, Nay; but rather 
division," The time was not here yet for peace on the earth, for He 
knew very well that as long as Satan was going to and fro in the earth 
He would have the larger following. Jesus further said, "From 
henceforth there shall be five in one house divided, three against 
two, and two against three." Surely we have seen this come to pass. 
But the Saviour showed us by precept and example how we can obtain 
that peace. 

A number of years ago a young sister we knew who had just 
been received into the Church by baptism went along with some 
friends on a trip to the northern part of our country. They were 
staying in a heavily wooded area, and one day a severe rain and 
windstorm came upon them. But this young sister said she felt a 
peace and calm that she had never felt before. This is just an example 
of the peaoe that Jesus said, "I leave with you." 

We find very little written about the life of Christ after His birth 
and until He came to John to be baptized. It was then His work and 
teachings really began. The same can be applied to our lives. After 
our names have been inscribed in the Lamb's book of life is when our 
life really begins also. 

Three different times during His life here on earth there was direct 
testimony from Heaven of the Father's approval of Him. The first 
was at His birth, when the angels sang, "Glory to God in the highest, 
and' on earth peace, good will toward men." The second time was 
when He was baptized of John in the River Jordan and the Holy Ghost 
decended in the bodily shape of a dove upon Him, and a voice came 
from Heaven, which said, "Thou art my beloved Son; in Thee I am 
well pleased." The third direct testimony from the Father came on 
the Mount of Transfiguration, when "behold a voice out of the cloud, 
which said, 'This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased; 
hear ye Him.' " We have heard it said that there was only one time 
when the witness of all three persons of the Godhead was manifested 
upon the earth at the same time 

The carnal mind can only faintly realize or comprehend what a 
wonderful being this Prince of Peace is. We will find Him from 
beginning to end in the Holy Bible, for it is called "The book of the 
generation of Jesus Christ." He should be uppermost in our minds 
and lives, for the Saviour said, "whosoever he be of you that forsaketh 
not all tha het hath, he cannot be my disciple." Every prayer that is 
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offered should be in His name, for we read, "that at the name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, of things in heaven, and things in 
earth, and things under the earth; and that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is the Lord, to the glory of God the Father." 
In Heaven we read, "Follow peace with all men, and holiness, 
without which no man shall see the Lord." Christ surely wanted us 
to have peace, for three times when He appeared to His disciples after 
His resurrection He said unto them, "Peace be unto you." In Matthew 
28 we read, "And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, 'All power 
is given unto me in heaven and in earth.' " What a statement! All 
the great men we can read about before or after Him could not make 
a statement like that. "Such knowledge is too wonderful for me; it is 
high, I cannot attain unto it." We will notice He did not make the 
statement in Matthew until He had' finished His mission here on earth. 
At the close of His mission He said, "I have glorified Thee on the 
earth: I have finished the work which Thou gavest me to do." What 
an example, and a challenge for us to follow! 

Where do we find the Prince of Peace today? He is seated at the 
right hand of the Father, no doubt trying to stay the Father's wrath 
a little while longer. John says, "if any man sin, we have an Advocate 
with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous." In Colossians we read, 
"And let the peace of God rule in your hearts, to the which also ye are 
called In one body; and be ye thankful." 

In the near future, no doubt, we can behold this Prince of Peace 
coming In power and great glory with a great shout to awaken the 
dead — those who have died in the Lord —to meet Him In the air.

THE UNSPEAKABLE GIFT

everlasting arms are underneath all things The lisping words of 
the toddling child of Nazareth were the words of the One who spoke 
the earth into being and who created a universe by the word of His 
mouth. The knowledge of the twelve-year-old lad in the temple, 
as He confronted and amazed the doctors of law, was the knowledge 
of the Omniscient, yet He never attended school. Yes, the unspeak- 
able gift was a babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, but He was the 
mystery of that day. The birth of the Lord Jesus is beyond words 
—"unspeakable." 

This is the season of gifts and giving. Almost everyone will 
be giving and receiving gifts, but I want to speak to you about an 
absolutely indescribable and unspeakable gift that was given nearly 
two thousand years ago. Every gift that you and I give can be 
described-there are adjectives that will do it justice, but the gift of 
God is unspeakable. 

"For God so loved the world', that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life." John 3:16. God was the great giver, and Jesus 
was the unspeakable gift. Jesus had an unspeakable birth. Words 
cannot explain how a precious Jewish virgin could bring forth a son. 
Naturally and scientifically it is an impossibility, and yet it is a 
Bible fact, a fact that the entire hope of the Christian religion rests 
upon. Jesus was the God Man. He was a man, yet He was God. 
"In the begin ing was the Word, and the Word was with God, and 

the Word was God And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt

"After this, Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the Scripture might be fulfilled. . ." 
John 19:28.

VICTORY IN TROUBLE 

"Dearly beloved, I beseech you as strangers and pilgrims, ab- 
stain from fleshly lusts, which war against the soul." ! Peter 2:11. 

Here in language that is affectionate Peter says, "Beloved, I 
beseech you." 

Here is our behaviour pattern as we journey through this land. 

Here is a matter that lies at the very center of the apostle's 
concern. 

The apostle reminds the people of God that this world is the 
place through which they are passing. It is a world that is living 
its life without concern for God, a people that God's children can 
never be at home with. Therefore, yours must be the status of a 
pilgrim. 

It speaks of being a pilgrim in exile. This speaks of the temp- 
orary quality of their residency. We are only here for a little 
while and then we are gone to our permanent home. 

Peter calls to God's children for discipline and watchfulness, 
"abstain from fleshly lusts which war against the soul." 

Verse 12 speaks about our conduct among the Gentiles. Be 
not weary in well doing. Let your conduct become Christ. Show 
forth Christ until people are attracted to Christ. 
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Our behaviour as citizens. 

Although we are citizens of a heavenly country, we are living 
in this world and have some responsibilities. 

Peter tells us to submit to the laws of man or kings. We do not 
live to ourselves, nor die to ourselves. We cannot live lawlessly. 
God knows there is enough disorder because of man's sinfulness, 
selfishness and self-assertiveness. The Christian should set an 
example. 

There is the constraint that governs the Christian. Verse 13 
"for the Lord's sake." Verse 15, "For so is the will of God." 

The Lord set the example and showed proper respect for the 
law. He said, "Render therefore unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesars,- and unto God the things that are God's." We are to do so 
that we might not bring dishonor to the Name of Christ. 

This principle does have its limitations for the Christian. Peter 
believed and practiced this. When told to no longer speak in the 
Name of Jesus, Peter answered that Christians must obey God rather 
than man. This occurs when what man requires and 1 what God re- 
quires are in conflict. Loyal Christians place their obedience to God 
ahead of their obedience to man. 

Some characteristics of this obedience. 

Verse 1 6, "As free, and not using your liberty for a cloak of 
maliciousness, but as the servants of God." Live as servants of God, 
Not to bring yourself into ill repute. 

Our example is Christ. Verse 21, "For even hereunto were ye 
called: because Christ also suffred for us, leaving us an example, 
that ye should follow his steps. Peter lifts up Jesus as our pattern 
of suffering and says, "here is your example." He took unjust suff- 
ering, undeserved suffering. He committed no sin, no guile was 
found in his mouth. When he was reviled, he did not revile again. 
He did not retaliate when He suffered. He did not threaten. He sets 
the example for us. Here we are told to follow His example. 

There is, however, a suffering that we cannot follow. Verse 
24, "Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on the tree. . . ," 

Here Jesus treads the winepress alone. He provides redemp- 
tion through sacrifice. The sins of all he bore upon the tree. 

Next, we have freedom from sin. "Being then made free from 
sin, ye became the servants of righteousness." That is the power 
of Christ's death. 

By His stripes we are healed. By His wounds we are healed. 

We have the safety of His salvation. 

Verse 25, "For ye were as sheep going astray; but now are re- 
turned unto the Shepherd and Bishop of your souls." 

As Sheperd He offers protection. We who had like sheep gone 
astray, are back in the fold of God. What wonderful protection is 
offered here through the death and suffering of Christ upon the 
cross for us. — Selected from Missionary Herald

However, my 
lot has been cast mainly among the poor class of people, among 
whom I find some of the most brilliant minds, the keenest intellects, 
and the finest qualities; those whose lives are great, noble, and 
sublime, who are serving God and humanity in a wonderful way, 
and whose lives are a great blessing to the world. Out of this 
class are going the great bulk of our teachers, preachers, missionaries, 
leaders, writers, business men and women, inventors, soul-winners, 
etc. Thank God for each one who is serving humanity, following 
the Lord Jesus Christ and blessing the world. They are diamonds 
polished by the wonderful grace, love, righteousness, and holiness 
of God, and are adorning the moral and spiritual world. 

However, we find so many, many among all classes of people 
who are living sinful, wicked, ungodly lives, throwing their golden 
opportunities away, wasting their time, wasting their money, neglect- 
ing their souls, many of whom seem to have little desire for God 
and the better things of life.

Reader, are you one, 
or will you be one among the millions to tell the sweet, old story of 
Jesus and His love, and go forth to gather diamonds out of the rough 
for the Master? Will you be a soul-winner for Jesus? If so, your 
reward will be glorious.

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A PRESCRIPTION FOR THE IDLE CHRISTIAN 

In one of the hymns in our church hymnal, followers of Christ 
are cautioned against thinking they can go to Heaven on "flowery 
beds of ease." Today, in some places, we have to caution people 
who seem to express by their actions that they are going to Heaven 
on the fine fat cushions of church pews. 

Faith and the new birth are personal things between God and 
man. Either we have both or we do not. The same thing goes 
for all pious people who consider themselves religious and Christians, 
yet never set foot in the Church wherein is the Body of Christ. 
Seemingly, they don't want to commit themselves, and it may be 
that they hope they will get by anyway. None is going to get by. 

Christ did not call us to a life of ease. Jesus said, "Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields, for they are white already to 
harvest." The Master wants you and me to labour for Him, to labour 
for the salvation of lost souls for ". . .the night cometh, when no man 
can work," John 9:4. Jesus also said, "My Father worketh hitherto, 
and I work." John 5:17. 

We should work for our coming Saviour because it is His com- 
mand. In His parable of the pounds, He said to His followers, 
"... Occupy till I come," Luke 19:13, or literally, "trade ye herewith 
till I come." If we are not diligently serving the Lord, according to 
the talents He has given us, we are disobedient children. Jesus 
has given us a job to do, a task to preform. Are we doing it faithfully? 

All our labors for Him should be in love. Jesus says (In our 
own words), those whom 1 rebuke (reprove), I chasten. Commit 
yourself to me, says Christ, in faith, repentance, and obedience. That 
is a call for everyone to get off dead center. There is no time like 
the present to really commit yourself to Him. He is not a salesman 
selling something. He is our Saviour and friend. If we merely look 
at the Cross of Christ and then turn away from Him, if we think that 
forgiveness is for other people but not for us, we are a people to be 
pitied. 

Let us think of the Apostle Paul; he remembered the "labour 
of love" of the Thessalonians, I Thess. 1:3. Let us not labor for Him 
just because it is our duty, but because we love Him and want to 
do whatever task He has entrusted to us, gladly and patiently. Serv- 
ice that is undertaken in love will bear fruit. John 15:8, "Herein 
is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be my 
disciples." 

Paul in his daily thanks to the Father, remembered the "labour 
of love" of the brethren at Thessalonica and did not fail to mention 
their love for each other. Jesus in His message to the Church at 
Ephesus said, "I know thy works and thy labour. . ." Rev. 2:2. We 
should labor hard until the Master comes because many fields are 
"white unto harvest." This is a serious aspect of the fact that the 
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Lord is coming. 

Those who are not servants of Christ will be left behind. Re- 
member Lot's wife," Luke 17:32. Our prayers should be, "Even so, 
come, Lord Jesus." The prospect of His coming should cause us to 
redouble our efforts, to reach the unsaved souls of men. There 
may be much work to be done before our Lord comes, and there 
are many indications that He is coming quickly. Our hands should 
be put to the plow (which many of us have held up for many years).

". . .How shall they believe in him of whom they have not heard? 
and how shatl they hear without a preacher?" Untold millions have 
never yet been told God's plan of salvation in its fulness. Jesus 
Christ died that sinners might repent and be forgiven and He expects 
us to make it known. What a [oy it will be to share in the harvest. 
"Therefore, my beloved brethren, be steadfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord," I Cor. 15:58.

DRESS 

One of the easiest ways to get an argument started is to mention 
the dress question. This is true among church members and I mean 
Dunkard Brethren. Some think we should let each member decide 
for himself what is proper and decent. I believe we should be unified 
on this subject, as well as all others that are taught in the Bible 
pretaining to the life of a Christian. It is the word of God, and it 
is going to judge us in that day. 

In Deut, 22:5 God was instructing Moses how they were to dress 
in the Jewish age, when they were on their way to the promised 
land. Because of their disobedience only two that left Egypt over 
twenty years of age entered the land of Canaan. This should be a 
lesson unto us to follow the word of God, and I believe a Christian 
will find it a pleasure to do what the Word says. Notice, "The woman 
shall not wear that which pretaineth unto a man, neither shall a man 
put on a woman's garment: for all that do so are abomination unto 
the Lord thy God." I have heard women say that the slacks they 
are wearing are not men's garments, therefore they think they are 
not violating the instruction of God. It doesn't say she has to wear 
men's clothes, but that which pretaineth to a man. Pretain means 
to have reference to, or relate to, or look like. I find that the woman 
that wear slacks would just as soon wear men's clothes, and many 
of them do. 
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Some may say this passage is in the Old Law, and is not binding 
on us today, for it was taken out of the way by Christ and nailed 
to the cross. Col. 2:14. 

Let us go to the New Testament and see what it says. I Peter 
3:3-6, "Whose adorning let It not be that outward 1 adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold,or of putting on of apparel; But 
let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not corruptible, 
even the ornament of a meek and 1 quiet spirit, which is in the sight 
of God of great price. For after this manner in the old time the 
holy women also, who trusted in God, adorned themselves, being 
in subjection unto their own husbands." Here Peter used the wo- 
man of old as an example for the woman today. I can't see why 
a Christian woman would want to wear men's clothes, or to dress 
like the world. 

Paul in Rom. 1 2:12 says, "And be not conformed to this world: 
but be ye transformed by the renewing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and acceptable, and perfect will of God." 
The Christian is to set a pattern for the world, and not the world for 
the Christian; not only in dress but in every avenue of life. I believe 
not only women but men as well should live differently from the 
world in every phase of life, so that the world can tell by our ex- 
ample we ere following Christ. We are told that we are living 
epistles writen in our hearts, known and read of ail men. So the 
world is reading us and by what they see in us tells them what we 
are. Our heart is going to exemplify our true nature. 

I Tim. 2:9 has this to say how a Christian should dress, "In like 
manner also, that women adorn themselves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; not with broided hair, or gold, or pearls 
or costly array: But (which becometh women proffessing godliness) 
with good works." Some have asked what is modesty. I would like 
to say it is not following the fashions of the world. The way women 
dress today Is a disgrace to womanhood. I believe a Christian wo- 
man's dress should be below the knees, so that when she sits down 
men will not take the second look. 

I would like to relate an incident which took place in Chicago 
many years ago, and was written by one of the brethren at that 
time who knew it took place. The story goes, a Christian girl, dress- 
ed like the church practiced at that time in modest clothes and a 
bonnet, walked down the worst part of the city with a couple of 
policemen behind her, and the men would step out of her way and 
tip their hats to her. Then they had her to dress in the fashions of 
the world, and go down the same street, and the policemen had to 
keep the men away from her. This incident shows the power of 
modest dress. Even the world wilt respect a Christian woman who 
is dressed modestly, and it will keep men from looking and lusting 
after her. I believe that a woman who is dressed immodestly will be 
just as guilty in making a man lust after her as the man. 
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I am pleading for the women of the church to dress modestly, 
and not to dress after the fashions of the world. And 1 want to 
include the bathing suits,
